PROCLAMATION  BY  THE  GOV- 
ERNOR. 

The  Speaker  laid  before  the  House 
and  had  read  the  following  proclamation 
by  the  Governor: 

I.  Pat  M.  Neff,  Governor  of  the  State 
of  Texas,  by  virtue  of  the  authority 
vested  in  me  by  the  Constitution  of 
the  State  of  Texas  in  Article  4,  Section 
8,  do  hereby  call  in  extraordinary  ses- 
sion, the  Legislature  to  convene  in  the 
city  of  Austin,  Texas,  at  9  o'clock  A.  M., 
Monday,  July  18,  A.  D.  1921,  for  the 
following  purposes,  towit: 

1.  To  make  appropriation,  within  the 
available  revenues,  for  the  support  and 
maintenance  of  the  State  Government 
and  State  institutions. 

2.  To  provide  additional  revenue  and 
make  appropriation  out  of  same  for  the 
better  support  of  the  public  free  schools 
of  the  State. 

3.  To  enact  legislation  providing  for 
the  repeal  of  the  suspended  sentence  law 
and  amending  the  State  prohibition  law 
ao  as  to  make  same  more  effective  and 
easier  of  enforcement. 

4.  To  provide  an  effective  law  for 
the  removal  of  officers  who  wilfully  and 
corruptly  refuse  to  perform  their  official 
duties  in  the  enforcement  of  the  law. 

5.  To  provide  for  the  consolidating 
of  overlapping  departments  and  the 
abolishment  of  useless  offices  and  posi- 
tions, for  the  purpose  of  securing  to  the 
people  of  Texas  a  more  efficient  and 
economical  administration  of  the  Gov- 
ernment. 

6.  To  re-district  the  State  into  Sena- 
torial and  Representative  districts  as 
provided  by  the  Constitution  and  as 
recommended  by  our  party  platform. 

7.  To  consider  and  act  upon  such 
other  matters  of  vital  importance  as 
may  be  presented  by  the  Governor  pur- 
suant to  Section  40,  Article  3,  of  the 
Constitution  of  Texas.

Be  it  further  resolved,  That  it  shall 
be  the  duty  of  the  Speaker,  and  he  is 
hereby  empowered  to  dispense  with  the 
services  of  any  employe  when  in  his 
judgment  said  employe  is  not  further 
needed,  or  for  misconduct  of  any  em- 
ploye, and,  further,  he  shall  have  the 
power  to  appoint  extra  help  when  in 
his  judgment  it  is  needed. 

The  duties  of  the  employes  as  herein- 
before mentioned  shall  be  such  as  are 
usually  required  of  the  employes  of  Leg- 
islatures, and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of 
the  stenographers  and  clerks  to  assist 
the  meml^rs  of  the  House  in  their  cor- 
respondence, preparation  of  bills,  etc. 

Any  of  the  above  named  employes  may 
be  excused  by  the  Speaker  or  other  per- 
son to  whom  he  may  delegate  such  au- 
thority, for  reasons  deemed  to  be  suffi- 
cient, but  any  employe  who  shall  absent 
himself  or  herself  without  leave  shall 
not  be  entitled  to  receive  pay  for  the 
time   so  absent. 

The  salaries  of  all  employes  shall  be- 
gin when  they  are  instructed  to  begin 
work  by  the  Speaker. 

Typewriters  shall  be  furnished  to  ste- 
nographers  and    other   employes    whose 


work  requires  their  use,  together  with 
typewriter  ribbons,  and  the  Chairman 
of  the  Committee  on  Contingent  Ex- 
pense is  authorized  to  rent  typewriters 
needed,  and  to  purchase  the  ribbons,  to 
be  paid  for  out  of  the  contingent  ex- 
pense fund  of  the  House.

The  committee  appointed  to  notify  the 
Governor  that  the  House  is  now  organ- 
ized and  ready  for  the  transaction  of 
business  appeared  at  the  bar  of  the 
House,  and  being  duly  announced,  re- 
ported that  they  had  performed  the 
duty  assigned  them.

ADDRESS    BY    SPEAKER    THOMAS. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  John  Davis  of  Dal- 
las, the  following  address  by  Speaker 
Thomas  was  ordered  printed  in  the 
Journal : 

Gentlemen  of  the  House:  In  obedi- 
ence to  the  proclamation  just  read  you 
have  left  your  homes,  your  business  and 
your  loved  ones,  braved  the  heat  and 
have  assembled  here  on  sacred  business, 
that  of  and  for  the  people  of  this  State. 
Among  the  six  items  mentioned  in  the 
Governor's  proclamation,  the 

First  is^to  provide  for  the  support 
and  maintenance  of  the  institutions  and 
departments  of  the  State  government. 
And  it  behooves  us  as  conservative  busi- 
ness men  to  give  our  most  deliberate 
attention  to  the  maintenance  of  our 
State  institutions.  I  repeat  to  you 
some  words  uttered  by  me  last  January 
in  accepting  the  honored  position  I  now 
hold: 

"A  regard  for  the  interest  and  pros- 
perity of  all  the  people  demands  that 
the  finances,  of  our  State  shall  be  estab- 
lished upon  such  a  sensible,  sound  and 
suitable  basis  as  shall  continue  the 
safety  and  confidence  of  business  in- 
terests, invite  rather  than  repel  capital, 
make  the  wages  of  labor  commensurate 
with  the  services  rendered  and  that  our 
system  of  revenue  shall  be  so  adjusted 
as  to  relieve  the  people  of  unnecessary 
taxation,  having  a  due  regard  for  the 
interests  of  capital  invested  and  the 
working  men  employed  in  the  industries 
in  our  State  and  preventing  the  accu- 
mulation of  a  surplus  in  the  Treasury 
to  tempt  extravagance  and  waste." 

This  is  no  time  for  extravagance.  It 
is  the  time  to  economize.  It  is  no  time 
to  raise  the  present  ad  valorem  tax 
limit  of  35   cents.     No  apology   is  due 
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at  my  hands  as  your  presiding  ofSc«^r 
for  the  appropriations  made  by  the 
Re^lar  Session.  Much  has  been  said 
tliroughout  the  State  lately,  both  by  the 
press  and  from  the  forum  about  extrav- 
affanoe — yet  no  one  has  said  they  would 
not  have  appropriated  the  $3,000,000  for 
the  public  schools  of  Texas.  We  must 
fducate  our  children  if  we  hope  for  an 
intelligent  and  enlightened  future  gen- 
eration. 

I  am  not  one  of  those  who  believe 
the  State  of  Texas  is  going  to  the  bow- 
wows. This  same  talk  was  made  two 
years  ago,  but  recent  calculations  fur- 
ni^lied  by  the  Treasurer  shows  there  will 
he  several  hundred  thousand  dollars  bal- 
ance on  hand  September  1,  1921.  I  have 
fonfidence  in  the  Appropriations  Com- 
mittee that  they  have  given  due  consid- 
eration to  the  income  of  the  State  and 
will  fit  the  budgets  to  them.  And  I 
am  advised  by  the  Chairman  of  that 
committee  that  with  tlie  reductions  they 
bave  made  that  the  total  appropriations 
for  the  two  years  will  safely  come  with- 
in our  income.     So  why  be  alarmed. 

You  are  the  servants  of  the  people. 
You  gladly  listen  to  their  wise  counsel. 
If  the  business  men  of  Texas  would 
come  here  and  give  us  their  views  on 
any  and  all  subjects  we  could  still 
place  Texas  on  better  business  systems 
and  plans.  If  those  who  go  about  criti- 
closing  and  condemning  the  Legislature 
would  spend  one-third  as  much  time  in 
iiw  committee  room,  where  they  are  at 
all  times  welcome,  with  our  two  com- 
mittees endeavoring  to  solve  the  finan- 
nal  problems  of  the  day,  as  they  have 
in  making  political  speeches,  when  no 
campaign  is  on.  they  would  he  in  better 
pf>j-ition  to  criticise. 

The  second  purpose  of  this  Called 
Se-iaion  as  stated  in  the  Governor's  proc- 
lamation as  shown  in  the  typewritten 
copy  sent  me  reads  as  follows:  *To 
provide  additional  revenue  and  make  ap- 
propriations out  of  same  for  the  better 
support  of  the  public  schools  of  the 
State."  And  yet  before  you  and  I 
?et  to  Austin — ^before  the  proclama- 
tion is  read  we  get  from  the  pub- 
lic press  of  the  State  that  the  same 
person  issuing  the  proclamation  pro- 
claims to  several  hundred  people 
at  Corsicana,  if  the  reporters  quote 
correctly,  that  he  was  not  looking 
around  for  any  ways  or  means  of  pro- 
ducing any  additional  revenue  for  the 
State.  Many  charges  and  statements 
have  been  made  ahout  graft,  extrava- 
gance and  the  like   in  the  expenditure 


of  the  public  school  money,  in  the  de- 
partments and  institutions.  It  is  high 
time  that  if  such  is  true  that  the  per- 
son making  such  statements  should  fur- 
nish the  Legislature  with  some  informa- 
tion as  will  enable  us  to  properly  in- 
vestigate instead  of  so  much  outside 
talk. 

I  have  not  lost  confidence  in  human- 
ity or  the  citizenship  of  Texas.  But  I 
state  to  you  gentlemen  that  aa  repre- 
sentatives of  this  great  State  you 
should  be  careful  in  your  statements 
and  insist  that  other  State  officials  do 
the  same.  You  will  at  this  session  give 
your  attention  to  appropriations  main- 
ly. Four  years*  experience  and  deep 
study  on  the  Appropriations  Committee 
leads  me  to  this  statement: 

First.  So  work  your  appropriations 
that  they  will  be  disbursed  as  intended 
by  you.  Many  of  you  recall  that  in 
the  Thirty-sixth  Legislature  we  made 
an  appropriation  to  all  the  educational 
institutions  giving  an  increase  to  all 
teachers  and  to  the  teachers  at  the 
State  School  for  the  Blind  and  the 
Deaf  and  Dumb  Institute,  also,  yet  if 
you  will  trace  the  records  you  will  see 
that  the  Board  of  Control  ignored  the 
wishes  of  the  Legislature  to  treat  all 
alike  and  did  not  give  any  increase  to 
the  teachers  at  the  Deaf  and  Dumb  In- 
stitute and  did  not  give  all  the  teach- 
ers at  the  Blind  Institute,  but  only 
ones  they  chose  a  share  in  the  funds. 
This  should  not  be,  gentlemen. 

My  second  point,  or  statement,  is  to 
put  provisos  where  needed  to  forever 
stop  certain  institutions  and  depart- 
ments from  getting  deficiency  appropria- 
tions. After  the  Appropriation  Com- 
mittee has  spent  days  and  weeks,  and 
even  months,  in  considering,  planning 
and  reducing  certain  budgets  you  and  I 
hardly  got  home  before  certain  depart- 
ments and  institutions  received  de- 
ficiency appropriations  to  the  amount  of 
over  one-half  million  dollars,  restor- 
ing in  many  instances  the  very  items  the 
Legislature  in  its  wisdom  had  reduced 
and  eliminated.  And  then  the  Legisla- 
ture is  blamed  and  censured  for  the 
expenditure,  though  not  responsible  for 
same. 

I  mention  these  facts,  gentlemen,  not 
in  spirit  of  criticism  of  any  certain 
State  official,  but  to  remind  you  that 
it  is  necessary  to  have  complete  co- 
operation between  all  branches — execu- 
tive and  legislative.  We  should  coun- 
sel together,  not  criticise;  figure  to- 
gether, not  fight  each  other;  labor  to- 
gether, not  lambast  each  other. 
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"When    two    work    together,    each    for 

each, 
Is    quick    to    plan    and   can    the    other 

teach ; 
But  when   one  alone  seeks  the  best  to 

know, 
HiR  skill  is  weak  and  his  thoughts  are 

slow." 

I  say  to  you  that  if  those  who  have 
been  criticising  and  endeavoring  to  cre- 
ate prejudice  among  the  people  of  Texas 
against  the  Legislature  would  come  here 
in  our  committee  rooms  and  put  hands 
and  handF..  hearts  and  hearts,  and 
minds  and  minds  together,  greater 
things  could  be  accomplished.  This  is 
no  time  for  backbiting.  When  dark 
clouds  of  depression  and  adversity  hover 
over  some  of  our  great  financial  insti- 
tutions you  see  the  president  call  his 
board  of  directors  together  and  there 
heart  to  heart  they  counsel  together  and 
so  it  should  be  in  ouj  State  affairs. 
Wc  are  in  the  greatest  statewide  de- 
pressed financial  condition  the  world 
has  known  and  we  should  all  put  our 
shoulders  to  the  wheel  and  help  push  it 
over  the  road  blocked  with  untold  ob- 
stacles and  not  stand  idly  by  with  crit- 
icising eyes  or  offending  words. 

Gentlemen.  I  beseech  you  to  lay  all 
prejudices  aside,  if  you  have  any,  and 
I  admonish  other  State  officials  to  do 
the  same.  We  should  be  men  of  coun- 
try, not  party;  of  principles,  not  per- 
sonalities; of  convictions  not  poli- 
ticians; and  with  the  assistance  of  God, 
we  shall  accomplish  useful,  if  not  great 
things.  From  all  over  the  State  I  have 
received  telegrams,  letters  and  petitions 
urging  conservative  thinking,  cool  de- 
liberations and  calm  expressions.  This 
will  indeed  be  an  eventful  special  ses- 
sion if  I  can  read  the  sign  of  the  times 
correctly.  T  only  ask  for  a  continuance 
of  the  many  manly  courtesies  and  gen- 
erous respect  extended  me  during  the 
Regular  Session.  I  here  now  again 
consecrate  myself  to  your  service.  Still 
devoted  to  the  State  of  my  iintivity. 
thrilled  by  her  traditions  and  mindful 
of  her  welfare,  I  pledge  my  co-opera- 
tion, my  best  service,  unbiased,  impar- 
tial, and  absolutely  fair,  as  your  pre- 
siding officer  in  your  deliberations. 

You  have  my  message.  My  closing 
sentence  is  the  words  of  that  great  di- 
vine. Dr.  J.  B.  Gambrell,  who  recently 
died  in  Dallas,  who  was  unable  to  at- 
tend that  great  Southern  Convention, 
the  first  missed  by  him  in  thirty  years, 
and  when  being  asked  what  message  he 
wished  to  send  that  great  body  as  its 
presidincr  officer  he  replied  from  his 
dying  chaml)er   "tell  them   to  do  right 


and  go  forward."  Today,  gentlemen, 
the  eyes  of  Texas  are  upon  you,  be 
courageous,  be  fearless  of  danger,  heed- 
less of  opposition,  unmindful  of  criti- 
cism, "do  right  and  go  forward." 

HOUSE   NOTIFIED. 

A  committee  from  the  Senate  appeared 
at  the  bar  of  the  House,  and  being 
duly  announced,  reported  that  the  Sen- 
ate is  organized  and  ready  for  the 
transaction  of  business.

or  any  other  intoxicant  whatever,  a  con- 
viction may  be  had  upon  the  testimony 
of  the  purchaser,  if  the  court  or  jury 
trying  the  case  shall  upon  considera- 
tion of  such  testimony  in  connection 
with  all  the  other  facts  and  circum- 
stances, if  any,  in  evidence  in  the  case 
believe  beyond  a  reasonable  doubt  that 
the  accused  is  guilty  us  charged,  and 
providing  that  the  suspended  sentence 
law  shall  not  apply  to  convictions  for 
any  offenses  under  this  chapter  and  re- 
pealing all  laws  or  parts  of  laws  in  con- 
flict herewith,  and  declaring  an  emer- 
gency."

MESSAGE    FROM    THE    CtOVRRNOH.

Gentlemen:  The  Constitution  of  MiC 
State  vests  in  the  Governor  the  auilior- 
ity  to  convene  the  Legislature  i)i  special 
session.  The  Regular  Session  having 
adjourned  without  making  provision  for 
the  support  of  the  State  governiiuTit  for 
the  fiscal  years,  September  1,  1921,  to 
August  31,  1923,  makes  it  imperative 
that  your  honorable  body  be  assembled 
in  extraordinary  session.  The  sam^  ar- 
ticle of  the  Constitution  that  gives  the 
Governor  power  to  reconvene  you  in  spe- 
cial session  demands  that  he  give  to  you 
information  in  regard  to  the  condition 
of  the  State,  and  that  he  recommend 
to  you  for  legislative  consideration  such 
measures  as  to  him  seem  wise.  There- 
fore, in  keeping  with  this  constitutional 
provision  and  in  the  spirit  of  co-oper- 
ation and  mutual  aid.  this  message  is 
addressed  to  you. 

The  Times. 

Wv  are  pioneering  today  amid  the 
rocks  and  reefs  and  whirlpools  of  the 
most  disturbed  and  uncertain  financial 
ocean  the  world  has  ever  known.  These 
are  testing  times.  The  affairs  of  men 
are  aliifting.  Tilings  are  abnormal.  The 
world  is  at  a  turning  point  in  civiliza- 
tion. The  times  challenge  each  of  us  to 
seek  and  to  follow,  by  the  grace  of  Him 
who  rules  eventually  in  the  legislative 
halls  of  men,  the  light  of  right. 

The  People. 

Under  our  form  of  government  the 
people  are   the  source  of  power.     They 


own  the  government.  They  are  the 
State.  ITiey  pay  the  taxes.  All  wealth 
comes  from  their  sweat  and  toil.  They 
are  the  repository  of  all  the  authority 
the  government  possesses.  By  their  vote 
and  voice  we  are  temporarily  their  serv- 
ants. We  represent  the  folks  at  home. 
Our  task  is  not  an  easy  one.  We  should 
mobilize  our  best  thoughts  and  render 
the  highest  service  possible. 

Business  Conditions  Generally. 

Great  business  depression  prevails 
throughout  the  land.  Industry  is  heav- 
ily burdened  and  there  is  uncertainty 
in  the  air.  We  are  passing  through  a 
financial  crisis.  Our  people  are  fol- 
lowers of  the  plow.  Crop  values  have 
decreased  far  below  the  cost  of  produc- 
tion. We  have  no  market  for  our  cot- 
ton, no  market  for  our  stock,  no  mar- 
ket for  our  farm  productions^  no  banks 
from  which  we  can  borrow  money  and 
no  money  with  which  to  pay  our  taxes. 
Farmers,  stockmen,  merchants,  bankers, 
and  all  our  people  alike  are  hanging 
on  the  ragged  edge  of  the  financial 
world. 

Must  Economize  in  Public  and  Private 
Life. 

In  the  face  of  tightening  credit, 
moneyless  markets,  and  industrial  de- 
pression, simple  justice  to  the  taxpay- 
ers of  Texas  demands  that  we  practice 
economy.  Quit  spending  money  except 
for  actual  necessities  in  public  and  pri- 
vate life  is  the  only  means  of  solving 
the  pressing  problems  that  are  now  pull- 
ing at  the  purse  strings  of  the  world. 
This  is  a  time  to  conserve  rather  than 
consume.  It  is  a  time  to  retrench 
rathen  than  enlarge.  It  is  a  time  to 
legislate  for  the  present  rather  than 
for  the  future.  It  is  a  time  to  bicak 
rather  than  forge  shackles  for  the  peo- 
ple. This  is  no  time  to  launch  new  en- 
terprises. Every  dollar  possible  should 
be  saved.  No  tax  burdens  beyond  the 
absolutely  necessary  running  expenses 
of  the  government  should  at  this  time 
be  laid  on  the  shoulders  of  the  people. 
Common  honesty  demands  economy  in 
public  affairs.  Government  expenses 
should  b^  cut  to  the  bone.  A  rich 
people  and  a  poor  State  is  better  than 
a  poor  peiiido  and  a  rich  State. 

Our  Government. 

Our  government  is  in  no  easier  cir- 
cumstances financially  than  are  the  peo- 
ple wh.o  compose  it.     In  the  logic  jof  a 
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square  deal,  we  should  apply  to  the 
public  service  the  same  rigid  rule  of 
economy  that  necessity  forces  those  to 
live  under  whose  tax  money  supports 
the  government.  The  time  has  come  to 
call  a  halt  upon  unnecessary  expend- 
itures of  the  public  revenue.  Any  in- 
crease of  the  tax  burden,  either  upon 
property  or  industries,  is,  in  the  face 
of  the  circumstances  that  now  confront 
us,  unthinkable.  Nothing  in  the  scope 
of  legislative  authority  will  redound  in 
greater  benefit  or  prove  more  welcome 
to  our  people  than  an  era  of  strict  ad- 
herence to  the  plain  mandate  of  our 
Constitution,  which  declares:  "The 
Legislature  shall  not  have  the  right  to 
levy  taxes  or  impose  burdens  upon  the 
people  except  to  raise  revenues  sufficient 
for  the  economical  administration  of  the 
povenunent." 

In  a  State  government,  democratically 
administered,  there  are  two  matters  of 
highest  importance  to  the  people.  One 
is  the  proper  collection  and  distribution 
of  the  tax  money.  The  other  is  a  strict 
and  impartial  enforcement  of  the  law. 
If  a  government  has  these  two  funda- 
mental foundation  stones  properly 
placed,  it  can  easily  build  thereon  a 
superstructure  of  government  that  can 
weather  any  storm.  Therefore,  in  the 
light  of  present  conditions  the  follow- 
ing thoughts  are  submitted  to  you  for 
your  careful  and  conscientious  consid- 
eration. 

Financial  Legislation  as  Shown  by  the 
Records  of  the  Past. 

According  to  the  Federal  census  of 
1920,  the  population  of  Texas  during 
the  past  ten  years  increased  21  per  cent, 
while  the  wealth  of  Texas  increased  33 
per  cent.  During  the  ten-year  period 
intervening  between  1910  and  1919,  in- 
clusive, our  State  ad  valorem  tax  rate 
increased  from  4  cents  on  the  $100  of 
assessed  valuation  to  35  cents  on  the 
$100.  You  will  observe  that  while  our 
population  increased  only  21  per  cent  and 
our  wealth  only  33  per  cent,  our  tax 
rate  increased  775  per  cent.  The  appro- 
priations made  by  the  Legislature  '>f 
1911  for  the  two  succeeding  fiscal  years 
totaled  less  than  ten  million  dollars, 
while  those  of  the  Legislature  of  1919 
ran  up  to  $37,321,860.  During  the 
twelve  years  preceding  1919  the  travel- 
ing expenses  of  the  employes  of  the 
State  climbed  from  approximately 
twenty-four  thousand  dollars  to  almost 
one  million  dollars.  One  becomes  dazed 
and  amazed  in  scanning  the  lengthy  ap- 


propriation bills  heretofore  passed  in 
the  name  of  governmental  expenses.  Our 
government  is  top  heavy.  Departments 
overlap  each  other.  We  have  too  many 
departments  and  too  many  employes. 
Within  the  next  few  days  a  special  mes- 
sage will  be  sent  to  you  dealing  with 
this  phase  of  our   State  government. 

Perhaps  a  statement  should  here  be 
made  as  to  why  $5,245,420  appropriated 
by  you  during  the  Regular  Session  of 
this  Legislature  was  by  me  vetoed.  You 
gentlemen,  without  making  appropria- 
tions of  any  kind  for  the  support  of  the 
government  and  the  maintenance  of  her 
institutions  for  the  fiscal  year  begin- 
ning September  1,  1921,  appropriated 
for  various  and  sundry  purposes  $12,- 
699,405;  $10,699,405  of  this  sum  was 
charged  against  the  Treasury  for  the 
year  beginning  September  1,  1921,  and 
ending  August  31,  1922.  When  you  add 
this  last  sum  to  the  minimum  allow- 
ance which  the  Board  of  Control,  in  its 
budget,  has  estimated  as  necessary  for 
the  support  of  the  government  during 
the  ensuing  fiscal  year,  which  is  $13,- 
023,051,  you  have  $23,722,456.  Deduct 
from  this  amount  $6,000,000  expected  to 
be  raised  from  other  sources  and  you 
have  $17,722,456.  This  aggregate  sum 
would  have  been  the  net  amount  of 
money  necessary  to  have  been  raised 
by  the  ad  valorem  tax  rate.  To  get  the 
gross  amomit  necessary  to  be  collected 
from  the  people  it  is  necessary  to  add, 
as  is  provided  for  by  law,  for  delin- 
quences  and  costs  incident  to  collection 
of  taxes,  20  per  cent  of  the  net  sum 
to  be  raised,  which  calculation  and  ad- 
dition in  this  instance  makes  $21,- 
266,947.  If  this  $21,266,947,  as  above 
stated,  had  been  permitted  to  stand^  it 
would  represent  the  gross  amount  to  be 
provided  for  by  ad  valorem  taxation. 
The  assessed  value  of  all  taxable  prop- 
erty in  the  State  is  $3,250,000,000.  Di- 
viding this  amount  into  $21,266,947  we 
get  on  this  basis  of  appropriation  65 
cents  on  the  $100  valuation,  which  would 
have  been  the  tax  rate  demanded  by 
said  appropriations  and  which  would 
have  been  30  fcents  on  the  $100  higher 
than  the  highest  tax  rate  possible  un- 
der the  Constitution,  and  43  cents  high- 
er on  the  $100  than  the  present  tax 
rate.  Adding  to  this  tax  rate  the  15 
cents  on  the  $100  for  free  text-books, 
and  20  cents  on  the  $100  for  public  free 
school  purposes,  and  the  5  cents  on  the 
$100  for  Confederate  pensions,  which 
said  three  taxes  are  fixed  by  the  Con- 
stitution, and,  therefore,  must  be  levied, 
you   have    $1.05    on    tW   $100,    the   to- 
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tal    tax    rate    which    would    have    been 
necessary    to    have    been    paid    by    the 
people  had  all  the  appropriations  made 
at  the   Regular    Session,   together   with 
the  Board  of  Control's  recommendations 
for  the  running  expenses  of  the  govern- 
ment, been  permitted  to  stand.     Readily 
can   it  be   seen   that   this   was   a   rapid 
drifting  from  the  moorings  of  economy. 
The  present  ad  valorem  tax  rate  is  22 
cents,  for  general  purposes,  on  the  $100. 
It  should   not  be   raised.      The   highest 
possible  ad   valorem   tax   rate   for   gen- 
eral purposes  under  our  Constitution  is 
35  cents  on  the  $100.     The  highest  tax 
rate    possible    under    existing    laws    for 
all   purposes   is   75   cents   on   the   $100. 
Notwithstanding     this,    the     appropria- 
tions  actually    made   and   recommended 
to    be    made,    together    with    the    fixed 
taxes  above  mentioned,  would  have  run 
the   tax   rate   to    $1.05,   an   unconstitu- 
tional and  unthinkable  rate.     While,  of 
course,    this    high    tax    rate    could    not 
have    been    levied,    under    the    Constitu- 
tion,   yet    it    shows    that    such    appro- 
priations   would    have     put     the    State 
millions  of  dollars  in  debt.     Such  a  con- 
templated   State   tax   rate,    in    addition 
to   our   other   taxes,  municipal,   county, 
and     national,     would,     under     present 
financial   conditions,  tend   to  place   our 
people  within  the  zone  between  taxation 
and    confiscation.      We    can    not   reduce 
taxes   as    long   as   we   increase   expend- 
itures.     The   way    to    keep    down    taxes 
is  to  keep  down  appropriations.     There- 
fore  in  an   effort  on   my   part  to   slow 
up  the  drain  on  the  public  treasury  and 
to  keep  down  the  tax  rate  and  practice 
economy,  as  urged  in  my  inaugural  ad- 
dress,  and   by  special  message,   $5,245,- 
420    appropriated    during    the    Regular 
Session   was  by  me  vetoed.     Other   ap- 
propriations   made    by    your    honorable 
body,  in  my  opinion,  were  two  or  three 
times    larger    than    should    have    been 
made.      The   merit   of   these   enterprises 
and  institutions  entitled  them  to  liberal 
but  not  exorbitant  appropriations.    The 
law  did   not  permit  me   to   trim  down 
these  appropriations;    there  was  no  al- 
ternative for  me  except  to  approve  the 
bills    with    all    their    appropriations    or 
veto    them     and     thus     cripple    worthy 
causes.     In  making  the  choice,  the  bills 
were   approved.      It    seems    to   me    that 
the    time   has    come   when   this    Special 
Session    of    the    Legislature    should    set 
a    new    standard    for    real,    worth-while 
economy    in    the   administration    of   the 
State  government.     We  must  call  a  halt 
or  be  wrecked  on  the  rocks  of  the  finan- 
cial   ocean.      The    time    to    save    money 


is  before  it  is  spent,  not  afterwards. 
Appropriations  must  be  kept  within  the 
revenues.  It  is  no  evidence  of  states- 
manship to  vote  for  every  appropria- 
tion bill  that  is  presented.  Not  a  dol- 
lar should  be  appropriated  for  any  pur- 
pose unless  the  dollar  is  available  wittk 
which  to  pay  it.  There  should  be  no 
raise  in  the  tax  rate.  No  additional 
burdens  should  be  placed  against  real 
estate,  farm  land  or  city  property.  No 
tax  burdened  industry  now  producing^ 
in  part  the  wealth  of  the  country  should 
feel  anew  the  heavy  hand  of  taxation. 
Any  bill  that  comes  to  my  desk  that 
has  for  its  purpose  the  placing  of  ad- 
ditional taxes  against  property,  enter- 
prises or  institutions  above  mentioned, 
will  be  by  me  promptly  vetoed.  If  in 
the  sound,  collective  judgment  of  the 
Legislature  additional  revenues  are  to 
be  had  for  worthy  purposes,  especially 
rural  education,  it  should  be  raised  by 
taxation  on  the  pleasures  and  luxuries 
and  the  non-essentials  of  life,  most  of 
which  are  now  practically  free  from 
State  taxation.  In  order  that  you  may 
provide  additional  revenue  with  which 
to  aid  our  public  free  schools,  and  in 
order  that  you  may  provide  the  re\'enue 
for  every  dollar  you  appropriate,  thi're 
is  hereby  submitted  to  you,  for  your 
legislative  action,  the  entire  field  of 
revenue  getting  by  means  of  taxation. 

The  Administration  of  the  Law. 

The  law  of  the  land  is  that  stabiliz- 
ing influence  which  holds  society  to- 
gether. It  is  the  foundation  of  every 
civilization.  To  uphold  it  is  the  first 
duty  of  a  government.  When  a  govern- 
ment ceases  to  enforce  her  laws,  it 
ceases  to  be  a  government,  and  becomes 
a  mob.  A  government  must  govern. 
Disregard  for  the  law  undermines  the 
very  foundation  of  organized  society.  If 
the  State  is  to  be  respected,  her  laws 
must  be  obeyed.  A  lax  enforcement  of 
the  law  encourages  a  disrespect  for  the 
law.  A  disrespect  for  law  makes  crim- 
inals. Criminals  fill  the  land  with  ter- 
ror and  make  unsafe  both  life  and  prop- 
erty. "Obey  the  law"  should  be  written 
on  every  school  boy's  tablet,  should  be 
chiseled  on  the  cornerstone  of  every  pub- 
lic building,  should  be  arched  over  the 
doorway  of  every  home  and  hung  in 
letters  of  gold  in  every  hall  of  State. 
For  a  country  to  permit  crime  is  to 
commit  suicide.  To  obey  the  law  is 
life.     To  disobey  it  is  death. 

The  genius  of  man  has  never  found 
any  better  way  to  prevent  crime  than 
to  punish  criminals.     ^(^KY^JflfP*  ^^^ 
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tiie  fear  of  the  punishment  of  the  law, 
neither  your  life  nor  your  property 
would  be  safe  for  one  hour.  Repeal  all 
our  laws  and  turn  mankind  loose  and 
you  would  not  and  could  not  live  in 
Texas  one  week.  It  is  the  law  that 
protects  you,  in  property,  in  life,  in  lib- 
erty, and  in  the  pursuit  of  happiness. 
That  maudlin  sentiment  that  loses  sight 
of  truth  and  justice  and  right  and 
makes  a  hero  out  of  every  person  who 
commits  a  crime  is  sapping  the  sover- 
eign strength  of  the  State.  Punishment 
should  follow  crime  as  night  follows  the 
day.  The  law-abiding  people  should  de- 
mand more  centainty  of  punishment  for 
the  lawless  element  of  the  State.  So- 
ciety has  two  functions  to  perform  in 
punishing  criminals.  One  is  to  purify 
society  and  the  other  is  to  reform 
criminals.  Society  owes  its  first  duty 
to  itself. 

For  the  past  two  years,  Texas  has 
witnessed  and  is  now  experiencing  the 
greatest  crime  wave  in  her  history. 
Lawlessness  stalks  throughout  the  land. 
This  crime  wave  is  but  the  result  of  a 
complete  breakdown  in  the  administra- 
tion of  our  criminal  code.  The  law  no 
longer  has  terror  for  evildoers.  We  have 
minimized  punishment  for  crime  until 
it  has  stripped  the  law  of  its  power. 
A  traditional  and  a  parasitic  growth  of 
technicalities  has  sucked  the  life  blood 
out  of  the  Penal  Code  of  Texas.  There- 
fore lawlessness  is  rampant.  The  won- 
der is  not  that  so  many  guilty  men 
escape,  but  that  under  our  present  sys- 
tem any  guilty  man  is  ever  convict^. 
It  is  estimated  that  not  10  per  cent  of 
those  who  violate  the  law  are  arrested 
and  not  half  of  those  who  are  arrested 
are  convicted.  Too  much  procrastina- 
tion, too  much  probation,  too  many 
paroles,  too  many  pardons,  have  robbed 
the  law  of  its  fear.  Seven  hundred  and 
eighty  convicts  went  out  of  the  peni- 
tentiary last  year  by  parole,  by  pardon, 
or  by  escape.  The  life  of  the  law  it- 
self is  now  on  trial.  The  good  name  of 
Texas  is  at  stake.  Her  proud  escutcheon 
is  being  hourly  defiled.  Iliis  special 
session  of  the  Legislature  should  re- 
vivify, rehabilitate  and  re-electrify  the 
criminal  laws  of  the  State.  Let  us  take 
lawlessness  out  of  our  laws  and  give  to 
them  a  deterrent  influence.  The  admin- 
istration and  the  non -administration  of 
the  criminal  laws  of  Texas  is  a  dis- 
grace to  our  civilization.  This  carnival 
of  crime  should  no  longer  be  coun- 
tenanced. 

Argument  has  been  made  by  some  peo- 
ple that  the  oflScers  and  the  people  of 
the  respective  counties,  are  the  judges. 


as  to  how  the  laws  should  be  enforced 
in  their  respective  counties,  and  that  the 
enforcement  of  the  laws  in  these  coun- 
ties, is  not  a  matter  in  which  the  State 
should  interfere,  and  that  for  the  State 
to  do  80  is  a  violation  of  the  funda- 
mental principles  of  local  self-govern- 
ment. There  is  no  such  thing  as  lOcal 
self-government  in  regard  to  violations 
of  the  law.  Our  Government-  was  not 
instituted  to  favor  criminals,  but  to  pro- 
tect the  law-abiding.  Every  crime  that 
is  committed  is  a  crime  against  the 
State.  The  State  enacts  laws,  not  the 
counties.  The  State  is  the  sovereign 
government.  Counties  are  but  political 
subdivisions  of  the  State  and  made  by 
the  State  for  the  convenience  of  the 
State  in  the  administration  of  the  gov- 
ernment. Every  indictment  charging  an 
offense  against  the  law  begins  in  the 
name  of  the  State  and  closes  against  the 
peace  and  dignity  of  the  State.  Every 
person  in  the  penitentiary  was  sent 
there  in  the  name  of  the  State.  The 
State  paid  the  expenses  of  the  sheriff 
who  arrested  him,  of  the  judge  who 
tried  him,  and  of  the  penitentiary  au- 
thorities that  keep  him.  Therefore,  the 
flag  in  behalf  of  law  and  order  is  raised 
in  the  name  of  the  State.  State  laws, 
not  county  laws,  are  being  violated. 
Counties  enact  no  laws.  When  county 
ofiicers  protest  against  the  State  send- 
ing her  rangers  and  her  state  officials 
to  a  county  to  enforce  the  laws,  the 
protest  is  always  made  for  the  benefit 
of  the  criminals,  and  not  the  law-abid- 
ing people.  If  a  county  is  permitted 
to  set  up  its  own  standard  for  law 
enforcement  then  the  criminals  could 
take  charge  of  some  small  county  in 
Texas,  and  have  a  world  of  unrestrained 
lawlessness  all  their  own.  No  parlia- 
ment of  gamblers,  bootleggers,  thieves, 
thugs,  murderers,  and  trespassers  of  the 
law  generally  should  be  permitted  to 
establish  courts,  elect  officers  and  take 
charge  of  any  county  in  this  State. 
Civilization  is  not  wrought  out  in  dis- 
obedience to  the  law.  The  law  should 
be  enforced,  and  respected  on  every 
square  foot  of  Texas  soil. 

Enforcement  of  the  Prohibition  Law. 

The  prohibition  of  the  sale  of  intoxi- 
cating liquor  is  now  written  into  the 
Constitution  of  both  the  State  and  the 
Nation.  It  is  the  universal  law  of  the 
land.  There  was  at  one  time  an  honest 
division  of  opinion  among  the  law-abid- 
ing citizens  of  this  country  as  to 
whether  or  not  prohibition  should  be 
adopted;  but  since  its  adoption,  since 
it  is  a  part  of  the  fundamental  law  of 
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the  land,  there  can  be  at  this  time  no 
division  of  opinion  among  law-abiding 
citizens  as  to  its  enforcement.  It  is  the 
duty  of  all  our  people  to  obey  it.  Every 
good  citizen  must  take  his  stand  on  the 
side  of  the  enforcement  of  the  law.  We 
can  no  longer  view  with  unconcern  the 
open  and  ever-increasing  violation  of  the 
prohibition  law^.  In  my  judgment,  in 
those  communities  where  the  law  is  be- 
ing disregarded,  it  can  be  attributed  to 
two  reasons.  One  is  unwilling  officers, 
the  other  is  the  defects  in  the  law  it- 
self. 

The  Legislature  can  and  should,  by 
appropriate  legislation,  remove  both  of 
these  stumbling  blocks  in  the  pathway 
of  the  law.  There  are  some  necessary 
amendments  to  be  added  to  the  prohi- 
bition law  so  that  it  can  be  effectively 
enforced  and  thereby  respected  and 
obeyed.  Disregarding  the  back-fire  from 
bootleggers,  gamblers  and  the  viciously 
inclined,  all  law-abiding  citizens  of  all 
races  and  classes,  should  join  hands  in 
making  Texas  clean  and  sober  and  safe 
for  every  person  in  it. 

Needed   Corrections   in   the   Law. 

The  law  as  it  is  interpreted  by  the 
highest  criminal  court  in  this  State 
will  not  perjnit  a  person  who  runs  an 
illicit  still  to  be  convicted  for  making 
corn  whiskey  unless  the  prosecuting  at- 
torney can  prove  that  the  whiskey  was 
not  made  for  medicinal,  scientific  or  sac- 
ramental purposes. 

Why  should  the  burden  of  proving 
this  be  placed  on  the  State?  The  proof 
that  the  liquor  was  being  made  for 
legitimate  purposes,  if  it  was,  is  pe- 
culiarly within  the  knowledge  of  the 
defendant.  If  he  is  making  the  liquor 
legitimately,  he  must  have  a  permit  is- 
sued by  the  constituted  authorities  au- 
thorizing him  to  make  such  liquor.  Why 
require  the  prosecuting  attorney  to 
bring  the  State  Comptroller  at  great 
inconvenience  and  expense,  hundreds  of 
miles  perhaps  to  prove  that  he  had  not 
granted  a  permit  to  the  defendant  to 
manufacture  intoxicating  liquor,  when 
if  the  defendant  had  received  the  per- 
mit he  could  exhibit  same  and  thereby 
end  the  prosecution. 

Suppose  a  strange  negro  is  found 
operating  a  still  in  a  community.  It 
is  very  difficult  for  the  prosecution  to 
prove  that  he  is  not  a  bishop,  a  licensed 
druggist,  a  scientist,  or  a  preacher 
making  the  moonshine  for  sacramental 
purposes.  Of  course,  he  might  be  moral- 
ly certain  that  such  is  not  the  case,  but 
if  he  is  required,  as  he  is,  to  make 
affirmative  proof  of  same,  what  witness 


would  he  call  to  the  stand?  Yet  that 
is  the  condition  of  the  law  today,  under 
the  present  law.  The  courts  must  charge 
the  jury  that  unless  the  State  proves 
these  things  by  positive  testimony  and 
beyond  a  reasonable  doubt,  the  whiskey 
maker  must  go  free.  In  other  words,  the 
law  presumes  that  every  still  being 
operated  in  the  State  is  being  operated 
for  the  manufacture  of  liquor  for  medic- 
inal, scientific  or  sacramental  purposes. 
The  presimiption  of  the  law  should 
be  that  the  still  is  being  illegally 
operated.  The  person  entitled  to  the 
ppecial  defense  should  be  required  to 
produce  the  proof  that  the  intoxicant 
is  being  made  within  the  law. 

Is  there  any  reason  to  require  so 
much  greater  burden  of  the  State  in 
this  than  in  other  offenses  where  spe- 
cial exemptions  lie?  Certainly  not.  If 
a  person  is  found  carrying  on  his  per- 
son a  pistol  he  is  presumed  under  the 
law  to  be  guilty  unless  he  can  show 
that  he  has  the  right  to  carry  the  pistol 
under  one  of  the  exceptions  in  the  stat- 
ute. If  a  person  is  found  in  possession 
of  stolen  property,  tlie  law  presumes 
he  is  guilty  until  he  can  prove  that 
he  had  a  right  to  possess  the  property. 
Our  prohibition  law  should  be  amended 
so  that  when  a  person  is  found  in  the 
brush  or  in  a  cave  manufacturing  corn 
whiskey,  that  the  law  will  place  upon 
him  the  burden  of  showing  that  he  was 
manufacturing  same  under  one  of  the 
exceptions  in  the  statute  and  that  he 
held  a  permit  authorizing  him  to  man- 
ufacture same. 

The  prohibition  law  should  also  be 
amended  so  that  a  purchaser  of  intoxi- 
cating liquor  will  not  be  guilty  of  an 
offense  under  the  law.  This  part  of  the 
prohibition  law  is  inoperative  for  the 
reason  that  no  prosecution,  so  far  as 
has  come  to  my  knowledge,  has  yet 
been  had  in  the  State  against  any  per- 
son for  buying  intoxicating  liquor;  yet 
under  the  law  every  person  who  buys 
intoxicating  liquor  is  guilty  of  violat- 
ing the  law.  The  law  should  be  amend- 
ed in  this  respect.  This  change  is 
recommended  not  for  the  benefit  of  the 
buyer,  but  in  order  that  the  law  can 
be  more  easily  and  effectively  enforced. 
When  this  change  has  been  made  in  the 
law,  then  the  buyer  will  be  authorized 
to  testify  as  other  witnesses  against  the 
seller.  As  the  law  is  at  present,  the 
buyer  in  the  eye  of  the  law,  is  not 
looked  upon  as  being  a  witness  worthy 
to  be  believed  by  the  jury.  The  law 
should  be  amended  so  that  a  conviction 
may  be  had  upon  the  testimony  of  the 
purchaser,  if  the  jury  trying  the  case 
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shall  upon  the  consideration  of  such 
testimony  in  connection  with  all  the 
other  facts  and  circumstances,  if  any, 
in  eridenoe  in  the  case,  believe  beyond 
a  reasonable  doubt  that  the  accused  is 
guilty  of  selling,  in  violation  of  the  law, 
the  intoxicant.  The  prohibition  law 
should  be  thus  amended  so  that  the 
illegal  vendors  of  whiskey  can  be  con- 
victed. Did  you  know  that  with  all  of 
our  courts,  and  all  of  our  officers  and 
with  all  our  work  last  year,  only  fifty- 
eight  persons  were  sent  to  the  peniten- 
tiary for  violating  the  prohibition  law, 
when,  as  matter  of  fact,  the  law  was 
being  violated  by  day  and  by  night. 
Twenty- four  of  these  fifty -eight  were 
pardoned;  only  thirty-four  being  pun- 
ished in  keeping  with  the  provisions  of 
the  law.  There  are  doubtless  but  few 
counties  in  the  State  which  should  not 
have  had  more  than  fifty-eight  convic- 
tions for  violating  the  prohibition  law, 
had  all  violators  been  convicted.  Un- 
der our  system,  as  we  are  enforcing  the 
lawa  now.  the  bootlegger  has  become 
bold  and  defiant.  A  number  of  Fed- 
eral prohibition  enforcement  officers 
have  been  killed  by  them.  Bootleggers 
no  longer  fear  the  State  prohibition  law. 

Much  credit  is  due  the  Federal  offi- 
cerj»  for  the  enforcement  of  the  prohi- 
bition laws  in  our  State.  A  few  days 
ago  Federal  officers  went  to  an  East 
Texas  county,  and  in  two  days,  accord- 
ing to  public  report,  located  forty-six 
stills  and  hundreds  of  gallons  of  booze. 
This  county  had  a  full  corps  of  officers 
whose  duty  it  was  to  apprehend  these 
violations  and  prosecute  the  offenders. 
This  was  not  done  by  them.  Federal 
officers  went  into  the  county  and  per- 
formed this  neglected  duty. 

A  few  weeks  ago,  Federal  court  opened 
in  a  South  Texas  county  and  in  three 
days  of  court,  as  reported  in  the  daily 
press,  thirty-seven  parties  plead  guilty 
and  paid  fines  aggregating  more  than 
$10,000  for  violating  the  prohibition 
law.  The  law  was  beiiig  openly  vio- 
lated. There  was  no  secret  about  it. 
The  local  officers  made  no  effort  to  en- 
force it.  It  remained  for  the  Federal 
officers  to  do  so. 

Whatever  may  have  been  our  indi- 
vidual views  in  regard  to  the  prohibi- 
tion law,  it  is  now  our  duty  to  respect 
it,  uphold  it,  and  enforce  it"  Whatever 
amendments  are  necessary  to  make  the 
enforcement  of  the  law  effective,  should 
by  this  special  session  of  the  Legisla- 
ture be  enacted. 


The  Practical  W'orkings  of  the  Suspend- 
ed Sentence  Law  Is  Conclusive  Proof 
That  It  Should  Be  Repealed. 

We  have  in  this  State  what  is  known 
as  the  suspended  sentence  law.  A  study 
of  its  practical  workings  convinces  me 
that  it  has  failed  in  its  purpose  and 
should  be  repealed.  The  court  records 
forcibly  demonstrate  that  since  its  in- 
corporation into  the  statute  in  1913,  dis- 
respect for  the  offenses  to  which  it  may 
be  applied  has  steadily  grown.  It  is 
an  incubator  for  evildoers.  It  makes 
of  the  law  a  shield  for  crime.  It  fur- 
nishes a  loophole  through  which  con- 
victed criminals  escape.  It  undermines 
the  law.  It  is  wrongfully  persuasive  to 
the  potential  criminal.  It  produces 
crime  and  crime  begets  criminals. 

A  law  that  encourages,  as  does  this 
one,  the  vicious  and  criminally  inclined, 
is  fundamentally  wrong.  Not  only  is 
it  fundamentally  wrong,  but  its  opera- 
tion is  a  positive  disgrace  to  the  crim- 
inal jurisprudence  of  Texas.  The  law 
is  not  written,  as  is  generally  supposed, 
to  aid  the  youthful  wrongdoer,  the  aged 
offender,  the  feeble-minded,  or  those  who 
may  be  over-persuaded;  but  is  written 
in  favor  of  certain  laws,  by  applying  to 
some,  but  not  to  others.  Why  discrimi- 
nate against  certain  laws  or'  encourage 
the  violation  of  certain  laws?  To  illus- 
trate: if  a  person  is  found  guilty  of 
false  swearing,  he  may  have  his  sen- 
tence suspended,  but  if  he  is  convicted 
of  perjury  he  must  go  to  the  peniten- 
tiary. If  he  is  found  guilty  of  forg- 
ing a  check  for  a  thousand  dollars,  he 
may  have  his  sentence  suspended,  but  if 
he  is  convicted  of  setting  fire  to  a  hen 
house  the  penitentiary  is  his  lot.  If 
one  betrays  the  confidence  of  another 
and  swindles  him  out  of  ten  thousand 
dollars,  he  may  have  this  statutory 
clemency  extended  to  him;  but  if  he 
is  found  guilty  of  taking  five  dollar* 
from  another's  pocket,  his  punishment 
is  confinement  in  the  penitentiary.  A 
cashier  can  wreck  a  bank,  by  applying 
the  deposits  entrusted  to  the  bank's  care 
to  his  own  use  and  escape  punishment 
by  this  loophole  of  this  law.  the  sus- 
pended sentence;  but  if  he  enters  the 
home  of  one  of  the  depositors  of  the 
bank  and  steals  a  sack  of  flour,  the  law 
will  not  permit  him  to  have  a  sus- 
pended sentence.  A  thief  can  steal  your 
automobile  and  seek  refuge  for  the  crime 
under  the  terms  of  the  suspended  sen- 
tence law,  but  if  he  opens  a  garage  and 
steals  gasoline  with  which  to  run  the 
automobile,  he  must,  if  convicted,  go  to 
the  penitentiary.     If  a  bootlegger  sells 
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a  bottle  of  booze  that  steals  away  the 
brain  of  man,  he  may  have  the  benefit 
of  the  suspended  sentence,  but  if  con- 
victed of  robbing  a  person  of  a  dollar — 
a  term  in  the  penitentiary  is  his  sure 
punishment.  Why  should  a  person  who 
deliberately  steals  your  automobile  not 
be  punished  for  the  crime?  Why  should 
the  person  who  makes  up  his  mind  to 
forge  your  name  to  a  check  and  thus 
rob  you  of  your  money,  go  un whipped 
of  justice?  Why  should  the  bank 
cashier  who  plots  to  pocket  your  money, 
have  his  sentence  suspended?  Why 
should  the  bootlegger,  who  for  greedy 
and  tainted  gain,  deliberately  plans  to 
trample  beneath  his  feet  the  law,'^ave 
the  verdict  of  his  guilt  set  aside  by  the 
provisions  of  the  su.spended  sentence 
law  ? 

The  effect  of  the  operation  of  the  law 
is  to  virtually  repeal  and  render  nuga- 
tory those  offenses  in  which  the  sentence 
is  Ruspendable.  During  1919-1920  more 
criminals  were  convicted  and  given  the 
suspended  sentence  than  were  convicted 
and  sent  to  the  penitentiary.  This  is 
cheating  the  law.  It  is  flooding  the 
State  with  criminals.  The  machinery, 
however,  for  enforcing  those  laws  goes 
on  at  a  great  expense  to  the  people,  in 
order  that  the  offender  may  go  through 
the  form  of  a  trial,  to  be  told  finally, 
that  he  will  not  have  to  suffer  the  pun- 
ishment which  the  law,  for  the  desig- 
nated offense,  inflicts.  This  law  con- 
travenes the  spirit  and  the  expressed 
purpose  of  the  Penal  Code  in  that  it 
fails  to  punish  the  offender.  It  gives 
to  a  jury  the  authority  to  set  aside  the 
laws  of  the  State.  The  law-breakers 
of  the  State  are  advised  as  to  what 
laws  the  suspended  sentence  applies, 
and  those  laws  are  the  ones  most  gen- 
erally violated  now.  These  criminals 
are  violating  the  law,  with  the  suspend- 
ed sentence  as  a  shield  and  a  protector. 
This  law  is  a  millstone  about  the  neck 
of  the  prosecutors  of  the  State  in  their 
unequal  fight  with  crime.  Disrespect 
for  the  law  by  the  criminally  inclined 
and  their  escape  from  punishment  by 
means  of  the  suspended  sentence  has 
brought  the  courts,  as  agencies  of  the 
government  for  the  enforcement  of  the 
law  into  disrepute.  It  is  robbing  the 
courts  of  their  power,  respect,  and  dig- 
nity. In  Texas  during  the  past  two 
years  more  than  two  thousand  convicted 
criminals  have  escaped  punishment  by 
means  of  the  suspended  sentence  law. 
The  farce  and  fraud  of  giving  these  two 
thousand  and  more  violators  of  the  law 
the  suspended  sentence,  cost  the  taxpay- 


ers of  Texas  more  than  a  half  million 
dollars.  This  was  a  foolish  expend- 
iture of  their  money.  This  law,  breed- 
ing crime  and  incurring  economic  waste, 
should  be  wiped  off  the  law  books  of 
this  State. 

The  following  statement  showing  the 
record  of  various  counties  in  the  State 
for  the  years  1919-1920  fairly  repre- 
sents the  loose  method  of  law  enforce- 
ment through  the  suspended  sentence 
law  and  by  the  granting  of  pardons  and 
paroles:

Removal  of   Officers  Who  Wilfully  and 
Corruptly    Fail    or    Refuse   to    En- 
force the  Law. 

The  very  life  of  a  law  consists  in  its 
rigorous  enforcement.  Its  effectiveness 
is  absolutely  dependent  upon  it.  When 
the  government  ceases,  through  its  duly 
commissioned  officers,  to  enforce  the  law 
as  written  in  any  given  instance,  not 
only  does  that  particular  law  fall  into 
disrepute,  but  that  government  itself 
nndermines  its  own  foundation  and  in- 
vites a  substitution  of  the  rule  of  the 
mob  for  the  rule  of  the  law. 

The  enforcement  of  our  laws  must  de- 
pend largely  upon  the  faithful  and  hon- 
est discharge  of  duties  by  all  of  our 
commissioned  officers.  Under  our  form 
of  government,  they  are  elected  and 
vested  with  the  authority  and  power  to 
enforce  our  laws.  ITieir  business  is  to 
protect  society  from  the  criminal.  It 
becomes  their  duty  to  do  so,  and  in  its 
performance  they  are  supported,  not 
only  by  the  influence  of  a  great  ma- 
jority of  our  citizenship,  but  the  mili- 
tary power  of  the  State  and  nation  as 
well.  Every  resource  of  our  government 
is  subject  to  their  command.  There 
can  be  no  legitimate  excuse  for  derelic- 
tion of  duty. 

Our  people,  themselves,  place  their 
tmat  in  their  officers;  they  make  them 
the  guardians  of  their  property,  rights 
and  liberties.  An  officer  so  honored 
fthonld  not  fail  his  constituents.  The 
government  as  a  government,  and  the 
people  as  a  people,  have  a  right  to  ex- 
pect the  officers  to  maintain  order  and 
uphold  the  law.  The  people  should  ac- 
cept nothing  less.  An  officer  who  does 
less  violates  his  oath  of  office  and  be- 
comes unworthy  of  the  further  confi- 
<ience  of  his  people.  If  he  wilfully  and 
oorruptly   fails   and   refuses   to   enforce 


the  law,  he  should  be  immediately 
stripped  of  every  official  power  and 
every  insignia  of  office.  If  it  can  be 
proven  by  legal  testimony  in  an  open 
court  and  before  a  jury  that  he  has 
wilfully  and  corruptly  refused  to  en- 
force the  law,  on  what  theory  should 
he  be  longer  retained  in  office? 

That  there  is  necessity  for  such  a  law 
can  not  be  questioned  by  anyone  who 
has  taken  time  to  investigate.  This  is 
no  indictment  against  all  the  officers  of 
Texas,  but  it  can  be  truthfully  stated 
that  there  are  officers  in  certain  locali- 
ties who  openly  and  arrogantly,  wil- 
fully and  corruptly  fail  and  refuse  to 
uphold  the  law.  They  protect  the  crim- 
inal and  neglect  the  public.  Instead  of 
enforcing  the  law,  they  stand  in  the 
way  of  the  law.  This  statement  is  made 
after  investigation  and  with  a  full  un- 
derstanding of  its  meaning. 

Therefore  it  is  hereby  recommended 
that  the  Attorney  General  of  Texas  be 
authorized  to  make  investigations  along 
the  line  of  official  misconduct  and  n 
after  making  said  investigations  he  is 
of  the  opinion  that  some  officer  in  Texas, 
who  is  charged  with  the  duty  of  en- 
forcing the  law,  is  wilfully  and  cor- 
ruptly refusing  to  enforce  the  law,  then, 
in  that  event,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the 
Attorney  General,  to  file  a  petition  in 
the  name  of  the  State  of  Texas,  in  any 
district  court  in  the  supreme  judicial 
district  in  which  the  officer  sought  to 
be  removed  resides;  provided,  however, 
that  before  the  Attorney  General  files 
suit,  he  shall  give  to  the  officer  sought 
to  be  removed,  an  opportunity  to  be 
heard.  If,  after  having  heard  the  of- 
ficer in  his  own  behalf,  the  Attorney 
General  is  still  of  the  opinion  that  said 
officer  has  wilfully  and  corruptly  failed 
and  refused  to  enforce  the  law,  proceed- 
ings shall  be  filed  looking  to  his  re- 
moval. His  removal  can  only  come 
after  it  has  been  proven  upon  a  trial 
in  an  open  court  and  before  a  jury,  that 
said  officer  has  wilfully  and  corruptly 
failed  or  refused  to  enforce  the  laws  of 
the  State.  He  is  to  be  tried  in  the 
supreme  judicial  district  of  his  resi- 
dence, but  away  from  local  alignment 
and  political  influence.  There  is  no  use 
to  try  him  in  his  own  county.  Try  him 
where  both  the  State  and  the  defendant 
can  have  a  fair  and  impartial  trial. 
If  you  try  him  in  his  own  county  where 
all  his  friends,  relations,  supporters  and 
henchmen  live,  he  can  easily  get  one 
juror  out  of  the  twelve  who  will  hang 
the   jury   and   thereby  defeat  the   ends 
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of  justice.  A  bill  thus  providing  for 
the  removal  of  officers  is  not  needed  in 
so  many  counties,  but  in  some  counties 
it  is  badly  needed.  It  will  not  hurt  the 
good  officers.  The  bad,  dishonest  officers 
are  not  entitled  to  be  protected  in  their 
official  misconduct. 

State  Aid  for  Public   Education. 

One  of  the  most  solemn  problems  de- 
manding solution  at  the  hands  of  this 
law-making  body  is  to  provide  revenue 
and  make  appropriations  from  same  for 
the  support  of  our  public  schools. 
Money  spent  for  the  education  of  our 
boys  and  girls  brings  to  the  State  her 
best  returns.  Upon  the  education  of 
the  masses  depends  the  perpetuity  of 
our  institutions.  The  common  schools 
are  the  foundations  of  good  government. 
Their  growth  insures  the  future  sta- 
bility of  the  commonwealth.  Ignorance 
and  poverty  are  twins  that  march  arm 
in  arm  witi  their  faces  to  the  past  and 
their  backs  to  the  future.  We  must 
continue  improving  our  rural  schools 
until  our  boys  and  girls  have  as  good 
educational  opportunities  as  are  to  be 
had  anywhere  in  the  world.  The  best 
is  not  too  good  for  them.  It  is  earn- 
estly recommended  and  urged  that  every 
dollar  that  can  be  spared  be  invested  in 
the  education  and  development  of  the 
more  than  one  million  Texas  school 
children  of  today,  on  whose  shoulders 
tomorrow  will  rest  the  duties  and  re- 
sponsibilities of  a  high  citizenship.  The 
rural  schoolhouse  is  and  will  forever  re- 
main the  college  of  the  masses,  and, 
therefore,  is  a  matter  of  deepest  con- 
cern to  every  thoughtful  citizen. 

Redistricting  the  State  Into  Senatorial 
and  Representative  Districts. 

The  Constitution  of  Texas  provides 
that  the  Legislature  shall,  after  eacJi 
United  States  decennial  census,  appor- 
tion the.  State  into  senatorial  and  rep- 
resentative districts  of  contiguous  ter- 
ritory according  to  population. 

Notwithstanding  the  Constitution  of 
the  State  and  the  platform  of  the  Demo- 
cratic party  demand  that  this  redis- 
tricting be  done,  it  has  been  neglected 
by  the  Legislature.  It  is  a  duty  which 
the  Legislature  should  not  omit.  Sim- 
ple justice  and  right  demand  that  it  be 
done.  The  State  long  ago  should  have 
been  redistricted.  The  wrong  should 
now  be  righted.  Not  to  redistrict  would 
be  a  thrust  at  the  very  foundation  stone 
of    representative    government.      In    re- 


districting  the  State,  it  should  be  done 
with  a  vision  that  looks  above  and  be- 
yond personal  political  fortunes. 

These  Measures  Presented  on  Merit 
Alone. 

The  thoughts  herein  set  forth  are  pre- 
sented to  you  on  their  merit  for  your 
wise  council  and  legislative  judgment. 
Their  enactment  into  laws  will  not  be 
further  urged  from  the  Executice  oflSce.  • 
The  Constitution  clearly  defines  the  du- 
ties of  Governor  and  Legislature. 
Neither  is  charged  with  responsibility 
for  the  other. 

No   Low   Note   Should    Be    Sounded    by 
Anyone. 

There  is  nothing  in  this  message  that 
is  intended  as  sounding  a  low  note  in 
regard  to  the  development  of  Texas  and 
all  her  institutions.  When  times  be- 
come normal,  big  things  should  be  done. 
Constructive  legislation  of  wide  vision 
should  be  enacted.  Our  entire  school 
system,  from  the  red  schoolhouse  to  the 
University,  should  be  given  new  life; 
the  marketing  of  farm  products  and  the 
entire  agricultural  field  should  be 
worked  over  so  that  better  returns  can 
be  had  for  the  money  spent;  the  con- 
servation of  our  natural  resources  which 
have  too  long  been  neglected  needs  at- 
tention; permanent  and  enduring  high- 
ways should  be  built;  child  life  and  the 
cause  of  labor  are  in  need  of  some  pro- 
tecting law;  in  short,  many  shackles 
should  be  stricken  from  the  limbs  of 
Texas,  and  she  should  be  permitted  to 
march  with  steady  and  stately  tread 
along  the  shining  patliway  of  power  and 
progress  until  she  takes  her  place  where 
she  rightly  belongs,  not  only  the  big- 
gest, but  the  best  State  in  the  sister- 
hood of  the  American  Union. 

Subject    for    Legislative    Consideration 
Submitted. 

In  keeping  with  the  foregoing  and  as 
set  forth  in  my  official  proclamation  re- 
convening you  in  Special  Session,  there 
is  hereby  submitted  to  you  for  your 
legislative  thought  and  action,  the  fol- 
lowing subject  matter,  towit: 

1.  To  make  appropriation,  within 
the  available  revenues,  for  the  support 
and  maintenance  of  the  State  govern- 
ment and  State  institutions. 

2.  To  provide  additional  revenue  and 
make  appropriation  out  of  same  for  the 
better  support  of  the  public  free  schools 
of  the   State. 
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3.  To  enact  legislation  providing  for 
the  repeal  of  the  suspended  sentence 
hv  and  amending  the  State  prohibition 
law  so  as  to  make  same  more  effectiye 
and  easier  of  enforcement. 

4.  To  provide  an  eflfectice  law  for 
the  removal  of  officers  who  wilfully  and 
v^^miptly  fail  or  refuse  to  perform  their 
c-Seial  duties  in  the  enforcement  of  the 
!iw. 

5.  To  redistrict  the  State  into  sena- 
te rUl  and  representative  districts  as

Mry  to  authorize  and  direct  that  there 
bp  made  an  adjustment  of  the  extension 
service  in  Texas  as  authorized  by  the 
act  of  the  Congress  of  the  United 
States,  approved  by  the  President  May 
^.  1914.  and  assented  to  by  the  Legisla- 
ture of  the  State  of  Texas  in  House 
CoDourrent  Resolution  No.  2,  adopted  by 
the  Legislature  of  the  State  of  Texas  at 
the  Regrular  Session  of  1915,  and'  ap- 
proved January  29,  1915;  therefore,  be  it 

R'r'solved  by  the  House  of  Representa- 
tives, the  Senate  concurring.  That  the 
said  House  Concurrent  Resolution  No.  2 
of  1915  be  amended  so  as  to  hereafter 
resd  as  follows: 

"Whereas,  The  Congress  of  the  United 
States  has  passed  an  act  approved  by 
the  President,  May  8,  1914,  entitled  'An 
Act  to  provide  for  co-operative  agricul- 
tural extension  work  between  the  agri- 
ciiltural  colleges  in  the  several  States 
receiving  the  benefits  of  the  act  of  Con- 
«Tes9,  approved  July  2,   1862,  and  the 


acts  supplementary  thereto,  and  the 
United  States  Department  of  Agricul- 
ture'"; and 

Whereas,  It  is  provided  in  Section  3 
of  the  acts  aforesaid  that  the  grants  of 
money  authorized  by  this  act  shall  be 
paid  annually  "to  each  State  which 
shall,  by  action  of  its  Legislature,  con- 
sent to  the  provisions  of  this  act"; 
therefore,  be  it 

Resolved  by  the  House  of  Representa- 
tives, the  Senate  concurring.  That  the 
consent  of  the  Legislature  of  the  State 
of  Texas  is  hereby  given  to  the  provis- 
ions and  requirements  of  said  act,  and 
that  the  treasurer  of  the  Agricultural 
and  Mechanical  College  of  Texas,  or 
such  other  fiscal  agency  as  may  be  di- 
rected by  the  board  of  directors  of  said 
college,  be,  and  he  is  hereby  authorized 
and  empowered  to  receive  the  grants  of 
money  appropriated  under  said  act,  and 
to  authorize  and  conduct  agricultural 
extension  work,  which  shall  be  carried 
on  in  connection  with  the  Agricultural 
and  Mechanical  College  of  Texas  in  ac- 
cordance with  the  terms  and  conditions 
expressed  in  the  act  of  Congress  afore- 
said; provided,  that  the  Agricultural 
and  Medianical  College  of  Texas,  estab- 
lished and  maintained  for  the  men  and 
farms  of  the  State,  and  the  College  of 
Industrial  Arts  of  Texas,  established 
and  maintained  for  the  women  and 
homes  of  Texas,  are  directed  to  enter 
into  a  co-operative  agreement,  by  which 
agreement  the  College  of  Industrial 
Arts,  co-operating  with  the  Agricul- 
tural and  Mechanical  College,  shall  di- 
rect the  Home  Demonstration  Extension 
Service  as  authorized  by  the  Federal 
Smith-Lever  Act,  by  this  concurrent 
resolution,  and  by  such  appropriations 
as  the  Legislature  of  Texas  may,  from 
time  to  time,  make  in  duplication  of 
Federal  appropriations  under  the  Smith- 
Lever  Act,  it  being  understood  that  the 
said  co-operative  agreement  shall  meet 
the  approval  of  the  Secretary  of  Agri 
culture  of  the  United  States.

MESSAGE    FROM    THE    GOVERNOR. 

Mr.  R.  B.  Walthall,  secretary  to  the 
Governor,  appeared  at  the  bar  of  the 
House,  and  being  duly  announced,  pre- 
sented the  following  communication 
from  the  Governor,  wliich  was  read  to 
the   House,   as   follows: 
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Governor's  Office, 
Austin,  Texas,  July  20,   1921. 

To  the  Members  of  the  House  of  Repre- 
sentatives. 

(Jentlemen:  Some  ten  days  prior  to 
the  convening  of  this  Special  Session 
of  the  Legislature,  I  deemed  it  not  im- 
proper or  unbecoming  in  me  as  Gov- 
ernor to  make  some  public  addresses  to 
my  constituents,  the  people  of  Texas. 
I  "^saw  fit  to  talk  to  them  about  the 
administration  of  their  government.  In 
reading  over  your  House  Journal  dis- 
tribute yesterday,  I  note  that  your 
presiding  officer  in  assembling  your 
honorable  body,  took  me  to  task  for 
"making  political  speeches  when  no 
campaign  is  on,"  and  charged  that  I 
should  have  been  devoting  my  time  to 
solving  financial  problems.  He  also  al- 
leged that  it  was  "high  time"  for  me, 
"instead"  of  so  much  outside  talk"  to 
furnish  the  Legislature  information 
that  what  I  was  saying  in  my  talks 
to  my  constituents  was  true.  Follow- 
ing this  critical  address  of  your  pre- 
siding officer  one  of  your  members  in- 
troduced a  resolution  requesting  that  I 
give  to  the  House  evidence  substantiat- 
ing the  things  I  had  said  to  the  public. 
While  this  resolution  has  not  been 
adopted  by  the  House,  not  desiring  to 
be  put  in  the  attitude  of  concealing 
any  matter,  and  especially  objecting  to 
the  strong  insinuations  of  falsifying  on 
my  part,  I  desire,  without  waiting  for 
a  request  to  do  so,  to  state  what  I 
said  and  why  I  said  it: 

First. 

In  some  of  my  speeches  I  charged 
that  for  years  there  had  been  theft, 
graft,  and  mismanagement  in  connec- 
tion with  our  penitentiary  system.  I 
renew  the  charge  now.  Proof  that  this 
charge  is  true  can  be  found  in  the 
written  evidence  recently  taken  by  your 
own  investigating  committee,  and  taken 
several  years  ago  by  another  Peniten- 
tiary Investigating  Committee,  together 
with  other  information,  all  of  which  is 
now  in  my  office  and  can  be  had  for 
the  asking.  The  documents  are  too 
voluminous  to  send  herewith.  Our  pen- 
itentiary has  been  for  years,  so  thor- 
oughly shot  through  and  througli  with 
graft  and  crooked  dealings  that  I  did 
not  presume  that  it  had  a  defender 
anywhere.  With  forty  thousand  acres 
of  the  fin<>st  cultivated  land  in  Texas 
worked  by  convict  labor,  the  net  loss 
last  year  in  operating  expenses  went 
just  a  little  under  one  million  dollars, 
while    the   Mississippi   Penitentiary,   by 


cultivating  farms   cleared   over   a   mil- 
lion dollars. 

Second. 

I  charged  that  the  records  revealed 
the  fact  that  an  employe  in  one  of  the 
departments  of  the  government  had  re- 
cently stolen  more  than  twelve  thou- 
sand dollars  of  the  people's  money.  I 
renew  that  charge  now.  My  reason  for 
so  doing  ic  found  in  the  auditor's  re- 
port of  this  department,  which  audit 
was  made  by  two  auditors  at  my  re- 
quest. The  auditors  are  within  calling 
distance  of  the  House  of  Representa- 
tives, and  their  written  report  is  in  my 
office  and  may  be  had  on  request. 

Third. 

I  charged  that  the  records  revealed 
the  fact  that  the  sacred  school  funds 
of  the  State  had  not  escaped  the  greedy 
hand  of  graft.  I  renew  that  charge 
now.  Documentary  and  conclusive 
proof  of  this  can  be  found  at  this  time 
in  the  possession  of  the  Secretary  of 
the  State  Board  of  Education,  Miss 
Annie  Webb  Blanton,  whose  office  is  in 
the  Capitol  building.  This  evidence  is 
open  to  your  inspection.  It  will  advise 
you  as  to  the  time,  the  places,  and  the 
grafters.  This  information  came  to  me 
officially  in  discharging  my  duties  as 
chairman  of  the  State  Board  of  Educa- 
tion. 

Fourth. 

I  charged  that  I  had  in  my  possession 
evidence  and  official  papers  showing 
that  bogus  checks,  made  payable  to  peo- 
ple who  did  not  even  work  for  the 
State,  had  been  fraudulently  drawn  on 
the  public  funds.  I  renew  the  charge 
now.  This  evidence  has  been  in  my 
possession,  part  of  it  having  been  se- 
cured by  me  officially.  Some  two  weeks 
ago  it  was  loaned  to  Federal  officers  at 
Houston  to  be  used  as  evidence  in  a 
court  of  inquiry  trial,  as  part  of  this 
money  involved  Federal  funds.  This 
evidence  can  be  had  from  the  State 
Comptroller,  the  Treasurer  and  from 
my  office. 

Fifth. 

I  stated  that  an  investigation  re- 
vealed evidence  and  official  documents 
that  were  convincing  to  me  that  certain 
employes  of  the  government  had  padded 
their  expense  accounts  and  thereby  col- 
lected from  the  State  money  to  which 
they  were  not  entitled.  I  Venew  that 
statement  now.  The  name  of  the  de- 
partment, the  names  of  the  individuals, 
and  wTitten  testimony  concerning  same 
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can  be  liad  at  my  office  by  anyone  au- 
thorized by  your  body  to  receive  it. 
For  legal,  diplomatic  and  prudential 
reasons  name8  are  not  at  this  time  by 
me  made  public.  After  these  matters 
pavN  from  my  hands,  they  may,  as  far 
a-i  I  am  concerned,  be  given  to  the  press. 
Heretofore  all  this  information  has 
U*n  brought  to  the  attention  of  the 
•  fice  of  the  Attorney  General  of  the 
State,  most  of  it  has  been  made  known 
i«>  proper  local  officer**,  and  all  of  it  is 
iicAv  accessible   to  your  hands. 

In  this  connection,  desire  to  say,  I 
hive  had  but  little  time,  on  account  of 
many  other  duties,  to  study,  in  detail 
a?  I  had  hoped  to  do,  the  various  de- 
pjirtments  of  the  State  government.  In 
ly  study  of  the  affairs  of  State  here- 
after, if  any  matters  of  interest  de- 
velop, I  shall  gladly,  if  your  honor- 
able body  is  in  session,  transmit  it  to 
Tou.  If  you  are  not  in  session,  I  pur- 
p<»<e.  with  no  padlock  on  my  lips  and 
vith  no  censorship  on  my  tongue,  to 
t«^Il  it  to  my  constituents,  the  people 
ftf  Texas.  I  shall  reveal,  not  conceal  the 
hct*.  To  advise  the  people  of  the  con- 
ditibn  of  their  government  is,  as  I  see 
it.  my  duty.  Wliatever  I  tell  them 
will  be  the  truth.

bidder;  the  Comptroller  shall  and  is 
hereby  authorized  to  contract  with  the 
same  attorney  or  attorneys,  and  on  the 
same  terras  for  the  collection  of  State 
taxes."

moneys  to  be  paid  out  by  such  agencies 
in  any  manner  whatever;  conferring 
upon   said   Board   of   Control   authority 


to     inspect     and     audit     all     accounts 
of     such    departments      and       institu- 
tions,  and   requiring  said  board   to    re- 
port   illegal    expenditures    to    the    Gov- 
ernor;  authorizing  the  Governor  to   di- 
rect  the  Attorney  General   to   institute 
suit  to  collect  moneys  illegally  expend- 
ed and  conferring  jurisdiction  upon   the 
district  courts  of  Travis  county  for   the 
collection  of  such   illegal  expenditures ; 
conferring  authority  upon  the  Governor 
to  require  the  Board  of  Control  to   ex- 
amine  books,   accounts   and   records    of 
any    office,    commission,    board,    depart- 
ment or  agency  of  the  State  government 
or  of  any  school,  eleemosynary  or  penal 
institution  and  report  the  facts  found; 
fixing  a  penalty   for   violation   of    this 
act;  repealing  any  and  all  laws  in  con- 
flict  herewith,   and   declaring   an   emer- 
gency." 

Referred  to  Committee  on  State  Af- 
fairs.

RELATING    TO    INTERSTATE    COM- 
MERCE COMMISSION. 

Mr.  Beasley  of  Hopkins  offered  the 
following  resolution: 

H.  C.  R.  No.  5,  Relating  to  the  Inter- 
state Commerce  Commission  and  ex- 
cessive freight  rates. 

Whereas,  The  increase  in  all  inter- 
state freight  and  express  rates  and  all 
railroads  which  was  granted  by  the  In- 
state Commerce  Commission  has  re- 
volted in  restricting  the  movement  of 
all  commodities,  especially  products  of 
^e  farm  and  ranch ;  and  " 

Whereas,  Said  freight  rates  are  so 
^gh  on  many  classes  of  freight,  notably 
^t  and  truck,  as  to  prohibit  the  ship- 


ment of  the  same,  and  in  many  instances 
the  value  of  commodities  shipped  is  ob- 
sorbed  by  the  freight,  thereby  making 
said  freight  rates  confiscatory  and  pro- 
hibitive, and  entirely  destroying  the 
value  of  such  commodities;  and 

Whereas,  Said  freight  rates  result  in 
a  reduction  of  the  price  received  by  the 
producer,  an  increased  cost  to  the  con- 
sumer, and  a  restriction  of  the  area  of 
distribution;  and 

Whereas,  The  wages  of  railway  em- 
ployes have  been  reduced  12  per  cent, 
beginning  July  1,  1921;  and 

Whereas,  The  United  States  Senate 
Committee  on  Interstate  Commerce  is  at 
this  time  considering  the  transportation 
problem;  now  therefore,  be  it 

Resolved  by  the  House  of  Represent- 
atives, the  Senate  concurring.  That  in 
view  of  the  facts  as  herein  set  forth, 
the  Congress  of  the  United  States  is 
earnestly  requested  to  give  the  matter 
of  freight  rates  most  careful  consider- 
ation, and  the  Senate  Committee  on 
Interstate  Commerce  is  respectfully 
urged  to  devote  its  best  efforts  toward 
an  immediate  reduction  in  freight  rates 
on  farm  and  ranch  products;  and  be  it 
further 

Resolved,  That  our  Senators  and  con- 
gressional Representatives  be  requested 
to  do  all  in  their  power  to  amend  the 
Federal  Transportation  Act  of  1920, 
known  as  the  Cummins-Esch  bill,  so  as 
to  repeal  the  features  wherein  encroach- 
ments are  made  upon  the  proper  super- 
vision and  jurisdiction  of  the  Railroad 
Commission  of  Texas;  and  that  a  copy 
of  these  resolutions  be  sent  to  each  Sen- 
ator and  Representative  in  Congress 
from  Texas. 

The  resolution  was  read  second  time 
and  was  adopted. 

RELATING    TO    FEDERAL    COTTON 
TAX. 

Mr.  Dinkle  offered  the  following  reso- 
lution : 

H.  C.  R.  No.  6,  Instructing  our  con- 
gressional delegation  to  urge  upon  Con- 
ffTcss  the  reimbursement  to  survivors  of 
the  Confederacy  the  cotton  tax  imposed 
upon  tlie  products  of  the  soil  by  act  of 
Congress  in  1804,  1800  and  1807,  and 
urging  Congress  to  pass  the  bill  now 
pending  before  Congress,  making  such 
reimbursement,  and  requesting  the  Grov- 
ernor  of  the  State  of  Texas  to  appoint 
a  suitable  person  to  urge  the  passage 
of  this  bill  by  the  present  Congress, 
and  that  the  expenses  incurred  herein 
shall  be  paid  out  of  the  contingent  ex- 
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penses   of   the   First   Called   Session   of 
the  Thirty-seventh  Legislature. 

Whereas,  The  Congress  of  the  United 
States  with  the  view  (as  was  alleged) 
to  increase  the  internal  revenue  of  the 
general  government,  enacted  certain 
laws,  towit:  One  approved  on  the  30th 
day  of  June,  1864,  which  levied  a  duty 
of  2  cents  per  pound  on  all  cotton,  the 
growth  of  the  United  States;  another 
approved  the  13  th  of  July,  1866,  fixing 
in  lieu  of  the  foregoing  a  tax  on  cotton 
of  3  cents  per  pound;  another  approved 
on  the  2nd  of  March,  1867,  reducing  the 
said  tax  from  the  1st  of  September, 
1867,  to  2§  cents  per  pound;  and 

Whereas,  At  different  times,  by  reg- 
ulations of  the  Treasury  Department, 
and  at  other  times  by  military  orders, 
special  taxes  were  levied  on  cotton, 
sometimes  at  specific  rates  per  pound 
and  at  other  times  payable  in  kind;  and 

Whereas,  The  collection  of  the  afore- 
said taxes  and  duties  were  rigidly  en- 
forced to  the  great  detriment  of  the  ag- 
ricultural interests  of  the  cotton  grow- 
ing portion  of  the  United  States  where 
said  cotton  was  (with  the  exception  of 
a  very  few  bales)  grown,  and  often  ter- 
minating in  the  bankruptcy  of  the  pro- 
ducer; and 

Whereas,  The  Constitution  of  the 
United  States  guarantees  to  the  several 
States  equal  distribution  of  taxation, 
and  in  which  an  export  tax  is  prohibit- 
ed, and  as  a  tax  upon  the  production 
of  the  soil  was  without  constitutional 
warrant,  especially  as  its  application 
was  limited  to  but  one  article  of  pro- 
duction, and  therefore  not  uniform;  and 

Whereas,  The  constitutional  right  of 
Congress  to  enact  such  laws  was  always 
exceedingly  doubtful  and  now  ascer- 
tained to  be  so  by  the  late  decision  of 
the  Supreme  Court  of  the  United  States 
in  the  case  of  Farrington  vs.  Sanders, 
wherein  the  court  stood  equally  divided, 
four  to  four;  and 

Whereas,  The  people  of  Texas,  col- 
ored as  well  as  white,  are  interested 
in  the  return  of  this  money  and  jointly 
look  with  solicitude  to  the  action  of 
those  who  control  the  destinies  of  our 
country,  acting  in  their  official  capacity, 
be  it  therefore 

Resolved  by  the  Senate  and  House  of 
Rcpresentiitives  of  the  State  of  I'exas, 
That  in  view  of  the  facts  as  herein  set 
forth,  the  Congress  of  the  United  States 
is  earnestly  requested  to  pass  the  bill 
now  pending  appropriating  said  taxes 
equitably  between  the  survivors  of  the 
Confederate  military  forces;  that  is, 
that  the  entire   amount  of   such   taxes  | 


be  distributed  among  and  divided  in  ai 
equitable  manner  between  the  abov< 
mentioned  survivors  and  their  widows 
as  aforesaid;  and  be  it  further 

Resolved,  That  the  Senators  in  Con 
gress  be  instructed  and  our  congres* 
sional  Representatives  be  requested  tc 
do  all  in  their  power  to  aid  in  having 
said  money  restored  by  the  government 
of  the  United  States  to  the  parties  above 
mentioned,  and  that  the  Governor  ot 
the  State  of  Texas  is  hereby  requested 
to  appoint  a  suitable  person  to  present 
this  claim  before  the  present  session  of 
Congress  and  that  his  expenses  for  such 
trip  shall  be  paid  out  of  the  contingent 
expense  appropriation  of  the  First 
Called  Session  of  the  Thirty-seventh 
Legislature. 

Signed — Dinkle,  Quicksall  and  others.

There  has  been  introduced 
into  the  House  a  resolution  calling  upon 
the  Governor  to  furnish  to  the  House 
of  Representatives  the  evidence  in  his 
possession  in  support  of  certain  charges 
of  graft,  padding  of  accounts,  and  other 
acts  of  corruption  made  and  charged 
by  him  against  certain  departments  of 
the  State  government;   and

During  the  Regular  Session  of  the 
Thirty-seventh  Legislature,  which  ad- 
journed on  March  12,  1921,  your  hon- 
orable body  passed  Senate  Concurrent 
Resolution  No.  27,  which  reads  as  fol- 
lows: 

"Whereas,  The  University  of  Texas 
owns  and  controls  the  buildings  situ- 
ated in  Nineteenth  street  and  East  Ave- 
nue, formerly  occupied  and  used  as  an 
institute  for  the  blind;   and 

Whereas.  The  buildings  are  an  ex- 
pense to  the  University  in  the  manner 
in  which  they  are  now  being  used;  and 

Whereas,  The  University  of  Texas  is 
in  need  of  more  adequate  facilities  for 
housing  the  male  student  body  of  that 
institution;  therefore,  be  it 

Resolved  by  the  Senate  of  the  Thirty- 
seventh  Tvegislature.  the  House  concur- 
ring, That  the  Board  of  Control  be  and 
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it  is  hereby  requested  to  thoroughly  in- 
vestigate the  feasibility  and  practicabil- 
ity of  utilizing  said  buildings  as  a  dor- 
mitory for  young  men,  and  to  submit 
in  writing  to  the  next  session  of  this 
Legislature  the  result  of  such  investiga- 
tion, together  with  an  estimate  of  the 
probable  cost  to  the  State,  should  said 
Board  of  Control  deem  it  advisable  so 
to  convert  said  buildings.

Complying  with  the  request  contained 
in  the  foregoing  resolution  the  State 
Board  of  Control  has  made  a  careful 
investigation  of  the  subject  under  con- 
sideration and  now  begs  to  report  as 
follows : 

This  property,  formerly  occupied  by 
the  State  School  for  the  Blind  and  more 
recently  by  the  School  of  Military  Aero- 
nautics, is  located  on  a  tract  of  land 
lying  between  East  Eighteenth  and  East 
Nineteenth  streets  and  between  Red 
River  street  and  East  Avenue,  in  the 
city  of  Austin,  Travis  county,  Texas.  It 
is  about  seven  blocks  from  the  south 
entrance  to  the  main  University  prop- 
erty and  will  be  immediately  adjacent 
to  the  southeast  corner  of  the  campus 
when  the  proposed  extension  program 
has  been  completed.  This  property  is 
convenient  to  the  East  Avenue-Oakwood 
street  car  line  and  is  about  ten  blocks 
from   the   State  Capitol  building. 

Buildings. 

The  property  consists  of  seven  build- 
ings, all  connected  with  stairways  and 
porches  of  frame  construction  and  more 
particularly  described  as  follows:  One 
2-story  brick  building  about  130x270 
feet,  metal  roof. 

One  2-story  brick  building  formerly 
occupied  for  administrative  purposes, 
about  60x150  feet  in  size,  metal  roof. 

One  2 -story  brick  building,  about 
50x180  feet,  metal  roof. 

One  brick  building  with  metal  roof, 
part  of  which  is  two  stories  high,  the 
remainder  one  story  and  basement, 
which  basement  contains  the  power 
plant. 

One  2-story  brick  building,  metal  roof, 
fireproof,  practically  new,  in  good  re- 
pair, about  55x60  feet  in  size. 

Two  2-story  brick  buildings  with  com- 
position roofs,  each  about  50x160  feet 
m  size,  built  during  the  war  and  known 
as  barracks,  the  roofs  of  which  are  in 
a  very  bad  state  of  repair,  as  is  also 
true  of  most  of  the  other  buildings. 


Equipment. 

The  powerhouse  is  equipped  with 
three  boilers,  apparently  in  good  condi- 
tion and  all  necessary  connections  for 
heating  the  entire  plant,  together  with 
various  other  equipment  including^  hot 
water  system. 

Some  kitchen  and  diningroom  equip- 
ment. A  number  of  ordinary  tables  and 
dining  room  chairs.  Several  sections  of 
opera  chairs. 

The  buildings  are  wired  for  lighting, 
plumbing  appears  to  be  sufficient  and 
a  considerable  quantity  of  bath  and 
toilet  fixtures  are  located  throug^hout 
the  buildings. 

Remarks. 

While  it  is  a  feasible  proposition  to 
convert  this  property  to  dormitory  use. 
a  great  many  alterations  and  repairs 
will  be  required  to  make  it  desirable 
for  living  quarters.  Much  of  the  floor 
space  is  found  in  buildings  of  large  di- 
mensions and  rectangular  form  and  con- 
sequently is  not  readily  adapted  to  di- 
vision into  rooms  suitable  for  one  or 
two  occupants,  with  proper  regard  to 
light  and  ventilation  facilities,  the 
proper  consideration  of  which  requires 
an  outside  window  in  each  room. 

We  have  had  this  property  carefully 
surveyed  by  competent  architects  who 
estimate  that  the  space  in  the  several 
buildings  can  be  divided  into  rooms 
which  will  accommodate  one  or  two 
students,  with  a  total  capacity  of  about 
400  beds.  To  rearrange,  repair  and  con- 
vert the  property  along  these  lines  the 
estimated  cost  is  $181,410.  If  it  should 
be  desired  to  omit  the  partitions  and 
leave  the  buildings  to  be  used  on  what 
is  known  as  the  dormitory  plan,  which 
means  the  placing  of  a  great  many  beds 
in  the  large  openings,  it  is  estimated 
that  necessary  additions  and  repairs 
could  be  made  for  about  $40,000  less, 
or  a  total  amount  of  $141,410.  Tliese 
estimates  cover  all  inside  adjustments, 
repairs  and  alterations,  together  with 
the  necessary  labor  and  material  for 
putting  all  roofs  in  good  condition,  but 
do  not  include  any  outside  work,  either 
on  buildings  or  grounds,  neither  has 
the  movable  furniture  been  taken  into 
consideration,  as  that  would  depend 
very  materially  on  the  plan  adopted  for 
converting  the  property.  It  may  be 
stated,  however,  that  to  put  the  prop- 
erty in  good  condition  throughout,  in- 
cluding all  remodeling,  both  interior  and 
exterior,  treatment  of  grounds  and  lay- 
ing of  walks  for  making  the  place  con- 
venient and  attractive  for  purpose  pro- 
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po<ed,  together  with  the  installation  of 
5uitable  furniture  and  equipment,  it  is 
t'stimated  by  the  Board  that  the  cost  in 
round  numbers  will  be  approximately 
1200,000.

MESSAGE    FROM    THE    GOVERNOR. 

Mr.  R,  B.  Walthall,  secretary  to  the 
Oovernor,  appeared  at  the  bar  of  the 
House,  and  being  duly  announced,  pre- 
sented the  following  message  from  the 
•tnvernor.  which  was  read  to  the  House, 
1^  follows: 

Governor's  Office, 
Austin,  Texas,  July  21,  1921. 

To  the  Senate  and  House  of  Represent- 
atives of  the  First  Called  Session  of 
the  Thirty-seventh  Legislature. 
Gentlemen :     I  herewith  submit  to  you 
for  your    consideration    and    legislative 
Action  the  following  subjects: 

First  A  law  requiring  that  any  and 
ill  moneys  accruing  to  and  received  hy 
IDT  and  all  educational,  eleemosynary 
tnd  penal  institutions  of  the  State  of 
Texas,  and  any  and  all  departments  of 
the  government  of  the  State  of  Texas, 
from  any  and  all  sources  whatsoever, 
shall  be  paid  into  the  Stat^  Treasury 
br  the  institution  or  department  so  re- 
^inng  same;  prohibiting  moneys  from 
being  paid  out  of  the  Treasury  except 
for  the  purpose  for  which  they  were  ap- 
propriated; requiring  the  Board  of  Con- 
uol  to  include  in  its  hudget  for  said 
departments,  educational,  eleemosynary 
ud  penal  institutions,  respectively,  es- 
tunates  of  all  items  of  expense  and 
Bonevs  to  be  paid  out  by  sudi  agencies 
-c  any  manner  whatever. 

Second.  The  pink  boll  worm  has 
proTed  to  be  a  destructive  pest  in  Mex- 
•eo;  has  wiped  out  the  cotton  industry 
:f  the  Hawaiian  Islands;  has  done  seri- 
ous damage  in  Brazil,  Egypt  and  other 
?W9,  and  according  to  scientific  men 
Acd  the  commission  that  visited  Mexico 
:t  i<  rrasonable  to  believe  that  it  will 
^^  as  dangerous  in  Texas  if  permitted 
tfl  establish  itself  and  spread  over  the 
I  >v.e.  The  Legislature  should  deter- 
I  tin«  what  the  policy  of  the  State  should 
^  in  this  matter  «and  do  that  which 
5^m5  to  be  best  for  the  cotton  indus- 
•^  of  the  State. 

The  present  law  is  inadequate  to 
properly  deal  with  the  situation  and 
^Id  be  changed  so  as  to  make  it 
^*^e  easily  enforced.  Farmers  and 
^^era  interested  in  the  cotton  indus- 
^  are  alarmed  over  the  danger  of 
^\  pest  and  I  have  been  requested  by 
i^^idnalg   and    organizations    to    sub- 


mit the  subject  to  you  for  your  earnest 
and  deliberate  consideration.  The  pol- 
icies of  the  State  in  dealing  with  this 
matter  should  be  defined.  The  State  is 
threatened  with  a  quarantine  by  the 
Federal  government  and  other  cotton 
growing  States  if  we  do  not  adopt  meas- 
ures to  prevent  the  spread  of  this  pest. 
These  quarantines,  if  placed  against  the 
State,  would  result  in  untold  hardships 
and  damage  to  commerce  which  mi^ht 
cost  the  State  much  more  than  the  cost 
of  exterminating  the  pink  boll  worm. 

Third.  During  the  Regular  Session 
of  the  Legislature  a  bill  was  passed  pro- 
viding for  vocational  education  in  con- 
nection with  the  acceptance  of  the  ben- 
efits of  an  act  passed  by  the  Senate  and 
the  House  of  Representatives  of  the 
United  States  looking  to  the  promotion 
of  vocational  education;  designating  the 
State  Treasurer  as  custodian  for  the 
reception  and  distribution  of  all  funds 
allotted  to  this  State;  designating  and 
authorizing  the  State  Board  of  Educa- 
tion to  act  in  co-operation  with  the  Fed- 
eral Board  for  Vocational  Education  in 
the  administration  of  the  provisions  of 
said  act. 

Friends  of  the  bill  asked  the  Governor 
to  veto  same  on  account  of  a  clerical 
error  in  the  bill.  I  am  therefore  sub- 
mitting this  to  you  for  your  consider- 
ation. 

Fourth.  During  the  Regular  Session 
of  the  Legislature  a  vehicle  license  law 
was  passed  requiring  that  certain  taxes 
be  placed  against  commercial  motor  ve- 
hicles. It  appears  that  the  tax  placed 
on  motor  trucks  was  entirely  too  dras- 
tic. Therefore,  legislation  in  regard 
thereto  is  hereby  submitted  to  you  for 
such  legislation  as  will  encourage  the 
use  of  commercial  motor  vehicles,  and 
will  at  the  same  time  safeguard  the  in- 
volved highways  of  the  State.  In  this 
connection  I  also  submit  to  you  for 
your  legislative  judgment  and  enact- 
ment of  laws  looking  to  the  maintenance 
and  up-keep  of  the  public  highways  of 
the  State. 

Fifth.  I  submit  for  your  considera- 
tion the  subject  of  amending  Chapter 
87,  General  Acts  of  the  Regular  Session 
of  the  Thirty-fifth  Legislature,  provid- 
ing for  organization  and  government  of 
water  improvement  and  irrigation  dis- 
tricts as  amended  by  subsequent  stat- 
utes and  relating  to  the  power  of  such 
districts  to  incur  debt,  and  issue  bonds 
and  validate  proceedings  of  such  dis- 
tricts. 

Sixth.  Article  4930  of  the  Revised 
Statutes  of  the  State  requires  fidelity 
and  surety  companies  doing  business  in

Texas  to  make  a  deposit  with  the  Com- 
missioner of  Insurance  and  Banking  of 
this  State  for  the  benefit  of  the  hold- 
ers of  the  obligations  of  such  companies. 
A  recent  decision  of  the  Supreme  Court 
of  Texas  has  probably  changed  the  orig- 
inal intent  of  the  law  as  to  whether 
or  not  all  the  holders  of  the  obligations 
of  the  surety  companies  were  protected 
by  this  deposit;  therefore  I  submit  this 
for  your  legislative  judgment  and  ac- 
tion. 

Understanding  that  the  matters  of 
the  investigation  of  frauds  in  taking 
the  scholastic  census  and  provisions  to 
prevent  further  fraud  in  such  matters, 
is  under  consideration  by  those  espe- 
cially charged  with  the  educational  af- 
fairs of  the  State,  and  in  order  that 
you  may  give  your  aid  in  correcting 
these  alleged  fraudulent  transactions 
that  heretofore  occurred,  and  in  order 
that  proper  legislation  may  be  had  to 
prevent  the  recurrence  of  same,  this  sub- 
ject matter  is  hereby  presented  to  you 
for  your  deliberation.

The  Speaker  laid  before  the  House, 
on  its  second  reading  and  passage  to 
engrossment, 

H.  B.  No.  1,  A  bill  to  be  entitled 
"An  Act  to  amend  Chapter  78  of  the 
Second  Called  Session  of  the  Thirty- 
sixth  Legislature,  by  repealing  Section 
31  of  said  act  and  adding  and  insert- 
ing in  lieu  thereof  a  new  section  known 
as  Section  31,  providing  substantially 
that  the  manufacture,  sale,  barter,  ex- 
change, transportation,  exportation,  so- 
liciting, taking  orders  for,  furnishing 
or  possessing  of  intoxicating  liquors 
mentioned  in  this  chapter  shall  be  law- 
ful if  done  for  medical,  mechanical, 
scientific  or  sacramental  purposes  and 
after  a  permit  has  been  duly  authorized 
and  granted  by  the  proper  authorities 
for  such  purposes;  providing  that  it 
shall  not  be  necessary  in  prosecutions 
under  this  act  to  negative  the  exceptions 
above  named  nor  to  negative  and  dis- 
prove the  issuance  of  permits  for  any  of 


the  above  named  purposes,  but  that  the 
same  shall  be  available  to  the  person 
charged  as  purely  defensive  matters; 
providing  further,  that  upon  the  trial 
of  any  person  charged  w^itli  selling 
spirituous,  vinous  or  malt  liquors  <>r 
medicated  bitters  capable  of  producing^ 
intoxication,  or  any  other  intoxicant 
whatever,  a  conviction  may  be  had  upon 
the  testimony  of  the  purchaser,  if  the 
court  or  jury  trying  the  case  shall  upon 
consideration  of  such  testimony  in  con- 
nection with  all  the  other  facts  and  cir- 
cumstances, if  any,  in  evidence  in  the 
case  believe  beyond  a  reasonable  doubt 
that  the  accused  is  guilty  as  char^cnl, 
and  providing  that  the  suspended  sen- 
tence law  shall  not  a^pply  to  convictions 
for  any  offenses  imder  this  chapter,  and 
repealing  all  laws  or  parts  of  laws  in 
conflict  herewith,  and  declaring  an  emer- 
gency." 

The  bill  was  read  second  time. 

Mr.  Fly  offered  the  following  amend- 
ment to  the  bill: 

Amend  House  bill  No.  1,  on  page  2, 
by  adding  after  Section  1,  the  follow- 
ing: 

Section  31a.  The  accomplice  act 
shall  not  Qjctend  or  apply  to  the  "pur- 
chaser" or  "receiver"  as  used  in  this 
act,  but  it  is  now  declared  that  such 
"purchaser"  or  "receiver"  is  not  to  be 
held  as  a  violator  of  the  law  under 
the   terms   of  this   act. 

Mr.  Henderson  of  McLennan  raised 
a  point  of  order  on  further  considera- 
tion of  the  bill,  on  the  ground  that  it 
seeks  to  amend  the  entire  Chapter  78 
of  the  Acts  of  the  Second  Called  Ses- 
sion without  re- writing  the  entire  chap- 
ter and  does  not  merely  seek  to  amend 
just  a  section  of  the  chapter.

iig  the  amount  which  any  school  may 
receive;  providing  for  aid  for  schools 
where  extraordinary  conditions  prevent 
sfhool  from  meeting  stated  'require- 
ments; providing  assistance  for  such 
rural  schools  as  will  afford  instruction 
and  demonstration  in  home  and  farm 
vocations,  according  to  plan?  approved 
by  the  State  Department  of  Education; 
providing  assistance  for  small  districts 
which  effect  consolidation  during  the 
next  two  fiscal  years;  providing  for  the 
expenses  of  administration  by  action  of 
the  State  Board  of  Education;  provid- 
ing for  reports  to  be  made  to  the  State 
Superintendent  of  Public  Instruction 
and  to  the  State  Board  of  Education;

Mr.  Williams  of  McLennan  raised  a 
point  of  order  on  consideration  of  the 
pending  amendments  on  the  ground  that 
they  are  not  germane  to  the  purposes 
of  the  bill.

HOUSE  BILLS  ON  FIRST  READING. 

The  following  House  bills,  introduced 
today,  were  laid  before  the  House,  read 
severally  first  time,  and  referred  to  the 
appropriate  committees,  as  follows: 

By  Mr.  Johnson  of  Ellis: 

H.  B.  No.  35,  A  bill  to  be  entitled 
"An  Act  to  amend  Chapter  2  of  Title 
98,  Revised  Statutes  of  Texas,  1911,  by 
adding  thereto  Article  6057a  and  Ar- 
ticle 6057b,  providing  that  in  addition 
to  the  other  methods  provided  in  said 
chapter  for  the  removal  of  officers  all 
officers,  except  district  judges,  who  wil- 
fully or  corruptly  fail  or  refuse  to  en- 
force the  felony  statutes  of  this  State 
may  be  removed  by  quo  warranto  pro- 
ceedings brought  by  the  Attorney  Gen- 
eral, making  the  provisions  of  said 
chapter  applicable  to  proceedings  here- 
under, except  where  in  conflict;  provid- 
ing that  the  district  judge  may  tem- 
porarily suspend  an  officer  against 
whom  the  petition  is  filed  and  appoint 
a  person  to  discharge  the  duties  of  the 
office  who  shall  not  be  required  to  give 
bond  as  provided  in  Article  6049,  but 
who  shall  be  required  to  give  the  bond 
required  by  law  of  a  regular  incumbent 
of  such  office;  providing  that  tlie  sus- 
pended officer  shall  receive  the  salary, 
compensation  or  fees  until  final  judg- 
ment removing  him,  and  that  such  sal- 
ary, fees  or  compensation  collected  by 
the  temporary  officer  shall  be  paid  to 
the  suspended  officer,  and  that  during 
appeal  from  a  judgment  removing  an 
officer  such  salary,  fees  and  compensa- 
tion shall  both  be  received  by  him  un- 
less he  give  a  supersedeas  bond  there- 
for, and  that  an  appeal  shall  not  sus- 
pend the  order  temporarily  removing 
such  officer;  providing  that  the  tem- 
porary officer  shall  receive  the  same  sal- 
ary or  compensation  provided  by  law 
to' be  paid  by  the  State  out  of  the  gen- 
eral revenue  upon  accounts  therefor  ap- 
proved by  the  judge  of  the  district  court 
which  appointed  him;  providing  the  ac- 
tion herein  authorized  to  be  brought  by 
the  Attorney  General  under  this  chap- 
ter shall  have  precedence  on  motion  of 
the  Attorney  General,  of  all  business, 
civil  and  criminal,  except  criminal  cases 
where  the  defendants  are  in  iail  and 
said  cause  when  appealed  shall  be  en- 
titled to  be  advanced  upon  motion  made 
by  either  party  to  the  cause  of  action; 
conferring  juriadiction  and  venue  upon 
the  district  court  of  any  county  ad- 
joining the  county  of  the  officer  sought 
to  be  removed,  and  declaring  an  emor- 
gencv."

allowed  the  privilege,  nor  should  be 
permitted,  to  punish  offenders  in  this 
State  unless  authorized  by  law  so  to  do;

Whereas,  It  is  now  a  well  known  fact 
that  there  has  originated  in  this  State 
an  organization  composed  of  persons 
whose  identity  is  unknown  and  the 
members  of  said  organization  mask  and 
disguise  themselves  for  the  purpose  of 
concealing  their  identity  and  attempt 
to  commit  acts  and  do  commit  acts  and 
punish  persons  contrary  to  the  spirit 
and  letter  of  the  Constitution  and  stat-

Whereas,  Because  of  the  existence  of 
such  organization,  much  harm  is  result- 
ing therefrom  and  the  criminal  is  using 
it  as  a  means  of  committing  crimes.

Whereas,  One  Col.  William  J.  Sim- 
mons of  Atlanta,  Georgia,  alleging  him- 
self to  be  the  imperial  wizard  of  the 
Knights  of  the  Ku  Klux  Klan,  has  an- 
nounced that  he  expects  to  send  to  this 
State  a  number  of  representatives  of 
said  Klan  to  investigate  the  lawlessness, 
if  any,  among  the  members  thereof; 
now,  therefore,  be  it 

Resolved  by  the  members  of  the  House 
of  Representatives  of  the  State  of  Tex- 
as, Being  of  the  opinion  that  no  organi-

College,  the  Texas  State  School  for  the 
Blind,  and  the  State  Deaf  and  Dumb

The  bill  was  read  second  time.

HOUSE    BILL    NO.    2    ON    SECOiND 
READING. 

The  Speaker  laid  before  the  House,  on 
its  second  reading  and  passage  to  en- 
grossment, 

H.  B.  No.  2,  A  bill  to  be  entitled 
"An  Act  abolishing  the  Markets  and 
Warehouse  Department  and  the  Weights 
and  Measures  Department,  and  confer- 
ring all  authority,  powers,  duties,  func- 
tions, rights,  and  liabilities  of  the  Com- 
missioner of  Markets  and  Warehouses 
and  of  said  Markets  and  Warehouse  De- 
partment and  Weights  and  Measures 
Department  upon  the  Commissioner  of 
Agriculture;  abolishing  the  board,  con- 
sisting of  the  Governor,  Commissioner 
of  Agriculture  and  the  Commissioner  of 
Insurance  and  Banking,  created  by 
Chapter  5,  General  Laws  of  the  Second 
Called  Session  of  the  Thirty-third  Leg- 
islature, and  vesting  the  powers  and 
duties  of  said  board  in  the  Commissioner 
of  Insurance  and  Banking,  relative  to 
warehouses,  upon  the  Commissioner  of 
Agriculture,  except  such  as  are  con- 
ferred by  Chapter  3,  General  Laws,  Sec- 
ond Called  Session  of  the  Thirty-third 
Legislature;  conferring  power  and  au- 
thority upon  the  Commissioner  of  Ag- 
riculture to  administer  the  provisions 
of  Chapter  5,  General  Laws  Second 
Called  Session  of  the  Thirty-third  Leg- 
islature. Chapter  41,  General  Laws. 
First  Called  Session  of  the  Thirty-fifth 
Legislature,  and  Chapter  116  of  the 
General  Laws,  Regular  Session,  Thirty- 
sixth  I^egislature,  or  so  much  of  said 
statutes  as  are  in  force;  transferring 
the  appropriations  of  the  Markets  and 
Warehouse  Department  and  the  Weights 
and  Measures  Departments  to  the  Com- 
missioner of  Agriculture,  and  declaring 
an  emergency." 

The  bill   was  read   second  time.

Hie  bill  was  read  second  time. 
Mr.  Melson  offered  the  following 
(committee)    amendment  to  the  bill: 

Amend  House  bill  No.  3  by  striking 
out  all  after  the  enacting  clause  and  in- 
»rting  in  lieu  thereof  the  following: 

"Section  1.  That  Chapter  7  of  the 
Ofneral  Laws  of  the  Regular  Session 
of  the  Thirty-third  Legislature  and 
Htapter  44  of  the  General  Laws  of  the 
Regular  Session  of  the  Thirty-second 
I.'trf-«*^ature  and  all  laws  of  this  State 
providing  for  and  authorizing  suspended 
sentences  in  felony  cases,  are  each  and 
■n  hereby  in  all  things  repealed. 

'Sec.  2.  The  importance  of  this  leg- 
islation and  the  fact  that  the  suspend^ 
'"fntence  law  shall  be  repealed  as  soon 
^^  possible  creates  an  emergency  and  an 
imperative  public  necessity  that  the 
^institutional  rule  requiring  bills  to  be 
rwd  on  three  several  days  in  each 
Hon^e  be  suspended,  and  that  this  act 
'hill  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from 
>nd  after  its  passage,  and  said  rule  is 
Wbv  suspended,  and  it  is  so  enacted." 
Amend  the  caption  of  House  bill  No. 
I  hy  striking  out  all  after  the  word 
"repeal"  and  up  to  and  including  the 
»ard  'Texas'*  and  inserting  in  lieu 
^^reof  the  following: 

"Chapter  7  of  the  General  Laws  of 
^^'^  Kejnilar  Session  of  the  Thirty -third 
Wislature  relative  to  suspended  sen- 
^'nces  and  Chapter  44  of  the  General 
^'^^  of  the  Regular  Session  of  the 
^irty-second  Legislature,  relative  to 
•Qspended  sentences  and  all  laws  of  this 
^^tp  providing  for  and  authorizing  sus- 


pended  sentences   in   felony   cases,   and 
declaring  an  emergency." 

Question — Shall  the  (committee) 
amendment  be  adopted?

AFTERNOON  SESSION. 

The  House  met  at  3  o'clock  p.  m.  and 
was  called  to  order  by  the  Speaker. 

HOUSE   BILL   NO.    3   ON   ENGROSS- 
MENT. 

The  House  resumed  consideration  of 
pending  business,  same  being  House  bill 
No.  3,  to  repeal  the  law  authorizing 
suspended  sentences  in  felony  cases,  on 
its  passage  to  engrossment,  with  (com- 
mittee) amendment  by  Mr.  Melson  pend- 
ing. 

Mr.  John  Davis  of  Dallas  offered  the 
following  substitute  for  the  (commit- 
tee )    amendment : 

Amend  House  bill  No.  3  by  striking 
out  all  after  the  enacting  clause  and 
inserting  in  lieu  thereof  the  following: 

Section  1.  That  Section  1  of  Chap- 
ter 7  of  the  General  Laws  of  the  Reg- 
ular Session  of  the  Thirty-third  Legis- 
lature be  amended  so  as  te  hereafter 
read  as  follows: 

"Section  1.  That  where  there  is  a 
conviction  of  any  felony  in  any  district 
court  of  this  State,  except  murder,  rape, 
perjury,  burglary  of  a  private  residence, 
robbery,  theft  of  an  automobile,  arson, 
incest,  bigamy  and  abortion,  the  court 
shall  suspend  sentence  upon  application 
made  therefor  in  writing,  which  shall 
be  sworn  to  by  the  defendant  and  filed 
in  the  court  in  which  the  defendant  is 
to  be  tried  before  the  trial  begins,  which 
application  shall  state  that  the  defend- 
ant has  never  before  been  convicted  of 
a  felony  in  this  State  nor  in  any  other 
Stete,  and  that  the  defendant  has,  be- 
lore  the  date  of  the  offense  for  which 
he  is  to  be  tried,  been  of  good  moral 
character  and  that  his  general  reputa- 
tion as  a  law-abiding  citizen  has  been 
good;  provided,  that  in  no  case  shall 
sentence  be  suspended  except  where  the 
proof  shall  show  by  at  least  three  cred- 
ible witnesses,  one  of  whom  shall  have 
kno^vn  the  defendant  personally  for  at 
least  one  year  prior  to  the  date  of  in- 
dictment, and  the  jury  shall  find  by 
ite  verdict  that  the  defendant's  general 
reputation  as  a  l^r^bjding  citizen  has 
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been  good  before  the  date  of  the  offense 
charged  against  him  in  the  indictment  on 
which  he  is  being  tried;  and  pro- 
vided further,  that  the  proof  shall  snow, 
and  defendant's  general  reputation  as  a 
law-abiding  citizen  has  been  good  and 
never  before  been  convicted  of  a  felony 
in  this  State  nor  in  any  other  State. 
This  act  is  not  to  be  construed  as  pre- 
venting the  jury  from  passing  on  the 
guilt  or  innocence  of  the  defendant,  but 
he  may  enter  his  plea  of  not  guilty  at 
such  time  as  he  is  put  to  trial,  and  the 
filing  of  his  application  for  a  suspen- 
sion of  such  sentence  as  the  jury  may 
inflict  upon  him  shall  not  be  considered 
as  an  admission  of  guilt  on  his  part, 
and  such  application  shall  not  be  con- 
sidered by  a  jury  for  any  purpose  in 
determining  the  guilt  or  innocence  of 
the  defendant,  but  shall  be  considered 
by  such  jury  alone  for  the  purpose  of 
assisting  such  jury  in  determining 
whether  to  recommend  the  suspension 
of  such  sentence  as  the  jury  may,  by 
its  verdict,  assess  against  the  defendant. 

"A  suspended  sentence  shall  in  no  case 
be  agreed  to  but  shall  be  resisted  by  the 
prosecuting  attorney,  nor  shall  any  sus- 
pension be  granted  by  the  jury,  until 
after  a  full  hearing  of  the  evidence  and 
a  full  and  complete  argument  upon  the 
issue  of  the  defendant's  guilt  has  been 
presented  to  the  jury  by  the  prosecut- 
ing attorney,  but  in  such  argument  the 
fact  that  the  defendant  has  applied  for 
a  suspended  sentence  shall  not  be  pre- 
sented or  urged  as  evidence  of  guilt. 

"In  no  case  shall  sentence  be  suspend- 
ed when  the  punishment  assessed  by  the 
jury  shall  exceed  five  years  confinement 
in  the  penitentiary.  When  the  defend- 
ant has  no  counsel,  it  shall  be  the  duty 
of  the  court  to  inform  the  defendant  of 
his  right  to  make  such  application,  and 
the  court  shall  appoint  counsel  to  pre- 
pare and  present  same  if  desired  by 
defendant." 

Sec.  2.  That  Section  2  of  Chapter  7 
of  the  Grcneral  Laws  of  the  Regular  Ses- 
sion of  the  Thirty-third  Legislature  is 
hereby  amended  so  as  to  hereafter  read 
as  follows: 

"Section  2.  The  court  shall  permit 
testimony  and  submit  the  question  as 
to  the  general  reputation  of  the  defend- 
ant and  as  to  whether  the  defendant 
has  ever  before  been  convicted  of  a  fel- 
ony; such  testimony  shall  be  heard  and 
such  questions  submitted  only  upon  re- 
quest in  writing  by  the  defendant;  pro- 
vided that  in  all  cases  sentence  shall 
be  suspended  if  the  jury  recommends 
it  in  their  verdict.  Provided  further, 
that  in   such   cases   neither   the   verdict 


of  conviction  nor  the  judgment  entered 
thereon  shall  become  final,  except  under 
the  conditions  and  in  the  manner  and 
at  the  time  provided  for  by  Section  5  of 
this  act." 

Sec.  3.  That  Section  3  of  Chapter  7 
of  the  General  Laws  of  the  Regular 
Session  of  the  Thirty-third  Legislature 
is  hereby  amended  so  as  to  hereafter 
read  as  follows: 

"Section  3.  When  sentence  is  sus- 
pended, the  judgment  of  the  court  on 
that  subject  shall  be  that  the  sentence 
of  the  judgment  of  conviction  shall  be 
suspended  during  the  good  behavior  of 
the  defendant.  By  the  term  *good  be- 
havior' is  meant 'that  the  defendant 
shall  not  be  convicted  of  any  felony, 
nor  of  the  crime  of  theft  of  property 
of  the  value  of  under  fifty  dollars,  nor 
of  the  embezzlement  of  property  of  the 
value  of  under  fifty  dollars  during  the 
time  of  suspension." 

Sec.  4.  That  Section  4  of  Chapter  7 
of  the  General  Laws  of  the  Regular  Ses- 
sion of  the  Thirty- third  Legislature  is 
hereby  amended  so  as  to  hereafter  read 
as  follows: 

"Section  4.  Upon  final  conviction  of 
the  defendant  of  any  other  felony,  or 
of  the  theft  of  property  of  the  value  of 
under  fifty  dollars  or  of  embezzlement 
of  property  of  the  value  of  under  fifty 
dollars,  pending  the  suspension  of  sen- 
tence, the  court  granting  such  suspen- 
sion shall  cause  a  capias  to  issue  for 
the  arrest  of  the  defendant,  if  he  is  not 
then  in  the  custody  of  such  court,  and 
upon  the  execution  of  such  capias,  and 
during  the  term  of  the  court,  shall  pro- 
nounce sentence  upon  the  original  judg- 
ment of  conviction,  and  shall  cumulate 
the  punishment  of  the  first  with  the 
punishment  of  any  other  subsequent 
conviction  or  convictions,  and  in  such 
cases  no  new  trial  shall  be  granted  in 
the  first  conviction." 

Sec.  5.  That  Section  5  of  Chapter  7 
of  the  General  Laws  of  the  Regular  Ses- 
sion of  the  Thirty-third  Legislature  is 
hereby  amended  so  as  to  hereafter  read 
as  follows: 

"Section  5.  In  any  case  of  suspended 
sentence,  as  provided  herein,  upon  the 
expiration  of  the  time  assessed  as  a 
punishment  by  the  jury,  the  defendant 
may  make  his  written  and  sworn  appli- 
cation for  a  new  trial  and  dismissal  of 
such  case,  stating  therein  that  since 
such  former  trial  and  conviction  he  has 
not  been  convicted  of  any  felony  nor  of 
the  offense  of  theft  of  property  of  the 
value  of  under  fifty  dollars,  nor  of  em- 
bezzlement of  proper^  of  the  value  of 
imder    fifty   dollars,  @^^fe*^here    is 
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Qot  DOW  pending  against  him  any  felony 
dtarge  nor  any  charge  of  theft  of  prop- 
erty of  the  value  of  under  fifty  dollars, 
Dor  any  charge  of  embezzlement  of 
pn»f«t'rty  of  the  value  of  under  fifty  dol- 
lar<i.  which  said  application  shall  be 
Iw-ard  by  the  court  during  the  first  term 
&i>r  same  is  filed,  and  if  it  shall  ap- 
pear to  the  court,  upon  hearing  of  such 
application,  that  the  defendant  has  not 
befa  convicted  of  any  other  felony  or 
of  theft  of  property'  of  the  value  of 
nniitr  fifty  dollars  or  of  embezzlement  of 
pn>perty  of  the  value  of  under  fifty  dol- 
Ufit.  and  that  there  is  not  then  pending 
afiinst  him  any  other  charge  of  felony 
or  of  theft  of  property  of  the  value  of 
oflder  fifty  dollars  or*  of  embezzlement 
of  property  of  the  value  of  under  fifty 
d'tllars.  the  court  shall  enter  an  order 
rn'iting  the  fact,  and  shall  grant  the 
def*>ndant  a  new  trial  and  then  shall 
dismiss  said  case;  provided  further, 
tnat  if  the  defendant  is  prevented  from 
phvisical  disability  or  other  good  cause 
from  applying  to  the  court  to  have  the 
judgment  of  conviction  set  aside  at  the 
lime  provided  for,  he  may  make  such 
application  at  the  first  term  when  such 
phvjiical  disability  or  other  good  cause 
no  longer  exists.  After  the  setting  aside 
Ihf  dismissal  of  any  judgment  of  con- 
viction as  herein  provided  for,  the  fact 
of  inch  conviction  shall  not  be  shown 
or  inquired  into  for  any  purpose,  ex- 
c^t  in  such  cases  where  the  defendant 
^1  again  indicted  for  felony  and  in- 
^es  the  benefits  of  this  act." 

Sec.  6.  That  Section  6  of  Chapter  7 
«f  tbe  General  Laws  of  the  Regular  Ses- 
i'i'^n  of  the  Thirty -third  Legislature  is 
hereby  amended  so  as  to  hereafter  read 
**  follows: 

"Section  6.  If  at  the  expiration  of 
the  time  assessed  by  the  jury  as  punish- 
nj^nt.  there  be  pending  against  the  de- 
fendant any  other  charge  of  felony  or 
f-i  theft  of  property  of  value  of  under 
fifty  dollars  or  of  embezzlement  of  prop- 
wty  of  value  of  under  fifty  dollars,  the 
"»urt  shall,  upon  the  application  of  the 
defendant  (which  shall  be  in  writing. 
>nd  shall  state  under  oath  that  he  is 
not  guilty  of  such  charge)  further  sus- 
|*nd  sentence  to  await  the  final  dis- 
position of  such  other  prosecution." 

Sec.  7.  That  Section  7  of  Chapter  7 
of  the  General  Laws  of  the  Regular  Ses- 
sion of  the  Thirty -third  Legislature  is 
hep'by  amended  so  as  to  hereafter  read 
a*  follows : 

''Section  7.  When  sentence  is  sus- 
I**KiPd.  the  defendant  shall  be  released 
"^pon  his  entering  into  either  a  recog- 
>>iz<mee  or   bail    bond   in   such   sum   as 


may  be  fixed  by  the  court  during  such 
suspension,  and  payable  to  the  State  of 
Texas,  condition  for  his  'good  behavior' 
as  defined  in  Section  3  of  this  act,  and 
such  bond  may  be  recovered  on  by  the 
State  in  the  same  manner  as  other  rec- 
ognizances or  bail  bonds.  Such  recog- 
nizance or  bail  bond  shall  be  executed 
by  the  defendant  and  two  or  more  sure- 
ties to  be  approved  by  the  court." 

Sec.  7a.  Whenever  any  defendant  is 
convicted  by  a  jury  and  sentence  upon 
such  conviction  and  judgment  is  sus- 
pended by  the  court,  then  such  defend- 
ant shall  remain  within  the  jurisdic- 
tion of  said  court  during  the  period  of 
such  suspension  unless  upon  leave 
granted  by  the  court  granting  such  sus- 
pended sentence ;  and  it  shall  be  the  duty 
of  the  court  to  call  the  docket  at  each 
term  of  court  of  all  cases  in  which  the 
sentence  has  been  suspended  at  which 
time  the  defendants  therein  shall  re- 
port in  person  to  the  court  suspending 
sentence,  and  file  in  their  respective 
cases  a  written  statement  showing  his 
postofiice  address,  character  of  employ- 
ment and  name  and  address  of  employer, 
if  he  is  employed,  and  the  amount  of 
remuneration  he  receives;  and  should 
such  defendant  fail  to  make  such  re 
port,  or  depart  from  the  jurisdiction  of 
the  court  without  leave,  as  provided  in 
this  section,  then  the  judge  of  the  court 
granting  such  suspension  shall  cause  a 
capias  or  other  process  to  issue  for  the 
arrest  of  the  defendant,  and  upon  exe- 
cution of  such  capias,  or  other  proper 
process,  and  during  a  resnilar  term  of 
the  court^  shall  pronounce  sentence 
upon  the  original  judgment  of  convic- 
tion in  the  same  manner  as  if  the  sen- 
tence had  not  been  suspended.  Pro- 
vided, that  this  section  shall  not  be 
construed  so  as  to  bar  the  defendant 
from  showing  good  cause  why  he  has 
not  complied  with  the  terms  and  re- 
quirements of  this  section,  the  suffi- 
ciency of  which  shall  be  determined  by 
the  judge  of  such  court,  and  provided 
further,  that  the  judgment  suspending 
the  sentence  shall  be  conditioned  upon 
the  performance  of  the  requirements  of 
this  section,  as  well  as  upon  the  good 
behavior  of  the  defendant  as  defined  in 
this  act. 

Sec.  8.  That  all  laws  and  parts  of 
laws  in  conflict  herewith  be  and  the 
same  are  hereby  repealed.  Provided, 
however,  that  none  of  the  provisions 
herein  for  suspended  sentences  shall  ap- 
ply to  violations  of  any  law  or  laws 
prohibiting  the  manufacture,  sale,  bar- 
ter, exchange,  transporting,  delivering, 
soliciting,  taking  orders  f^  furnishing 
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or  possessing  spirituous^  vinous  or  malt 
liquors  or  medicated  bitters  capable  of 
producing  intoxication,  or  any  other  in- 
toxicant whatever,  or  any  equipment  for 
making  such  liquors. 

Sec.  9.  The  fact  that  there  is  now 
no  adequate  law  in  this  State  provid- 
ing for  suspension  of  sentence  m  cer- 
tain cases  of  felony,  and  the  fact  that 
such  law  will  be  a  great  benefit  to  the 
reclamation  of  young  convicts  for  first 
offense,  creates  an  emergency  and  public 
necessity  that  the  constitutional  rule 
requiring  bills  to  be  read  on  three  sev- 
eral days  be  suspended,  and  that  this 
bill  take  effect  and  be  in  full  force  from 
and  after  its  passage,  and  it  is  so  en- 
acted.

Reasons  for  Vote. 

The  repeal  of  the  suspended  sentence 
law  has  been  the  subject  of  much 
thought  and  discussion  through  all  Tex- 
as since  the  Regular  Session  of  the 
Thirty-seventh  Legislature.  The  authors 
of  the  bill  sought  to  repeal  and  not  to 
amend  the  law.  Out  of  simple  justice 
to  the  Governor,  to  the  authors  of  the 
bill    and    to   the   people   of   Texas,   this 


House  should  have  gone  to  the  bat  and 
should  have  taken  a  "yea"  and  "nay" 
vote  on  the  straight  repeal  of  the  law, 
as  sought  by  the  authors  of  the  bill  and 
as  advocated  by  the  Governor  in  his 
proclamation  and  in  his  message.  I  vote 
"no"  on  tlie  substitute  because  I  am  in 
favor  of  repealing  instead  of  amend- 
ing the  law. 

LAWRENCE.

Amend  House  bill  No.  3,  as  substi- 
tuted, by  inserting  a  new  section  after 
Section  8  to  be  designated  as  Section

depend  upon  his  securing  a  conviction, 
such  fees,  in  the  event  a  suspended  sen- 
tence is  granted,  shall  also  be  suspended 
and  shall  not  be  paid  until  the  cause 
is  finally  disposed  of  as  provided  for 
herein,  at  which  time  the  said  district 
attorney  shall  receive  such  compensa- 
tion as  he  would  have  received  had  a 
conviction  witliout  suspended  sentence 
been  originally  secured." 

Mr.  Burmeister  offered  the  following 
substitute  for  the  amendment: 

Amend  the  amendment  by  adding: 

"Section  8a.  Any  district  judge,  dis- 
trict or  county  attorney,  who  shall  vio- 
late any  of  the  provisions  of  this  act, 
prescribing  their  respective  duties,  shall 
be  subject  to  removal  from  office  by  a 
court  of  competent  jurisdiction." 

Mr.  Bonham  raised  a  point  of  order 
on  consideration  of  the  substitute,  on 
the  ground  that  it  is  not  germane  to 
the  purpose  of  the  amendment. 

The  Speaker  sustained  the  point  of 
order. 

Mr.  Brady  moved  to  table  the  amend- 
ment by  Mr.  Bonham. 

Mr.  Miller  of  Parker  moved  the 
previous  question  on  the  pending  mo- 
tions, the  amendment  and  the  bill,  and 
the  main  question  was  ordered.

Company  and  said  L.  P.  Featherstone

In  accordance  with  the  provisions  of 
a  concurrent  resolution  heretofore 
adopted,  providing  for  a  joint  session 
of  the  House  and  Senate  for  the  pur- 
pose of  hearing  an  address  by  Major 
General  Joseph  T.  Dickman,  the  Senate, 
at  2:10  o'clock  p.  m.,  appeared  at  the 
bar  of  the  House,  and  being  admitted, 
vere  escorted  to  seats  prepared  for  them 
along  the  aisle,  Lieutenant  Governor 
Davidson  being  escorted  to  a  seat  on 
the  Speaker's  stand. 

Major  General  Dickman  and  party 
accompanied  by  the  Governor  and  oth- 
ers, were  also  announced  at  the  bar 
of  the  House,  and  being  admitted,  were 
escorted  to  seats  on  the  Speaker's 
stand. 

The  Speaker  and  Lieutenant  €rov- 
emor,  respectively,  then  stated  that 
there  was  a  quorum  of  each  House 
present. 

Speaker  Thomas  then  presented  Lieu- 
tenant Crovemor  Davidson,  who  in  turn 
presented  Governor  Neff  to  the  joint 
session  and  the  assemblage. 

Governor  Neff  then  introduced  Major 
General  Dickman  who  addressed  the 
joint  session  on  the  subject  of  Ameri- 
canism. 

The  Lieutenant  Governor  then  stated 
that  the  Senate  would  retire  to  its 
Chamber. 

HOUSE    BILL  NO.    1    ON   ENGROSS- 
MENT. 

The  Speaker  laid  before  the  House,  as 
a  special  order  for  this  hour,  on  its 
passage  to  engrossment, 

H.  B.  No.  1,  A  bill  to  be  entitled 
*'An  Act  to  amend  Chapter  78  of  the 
Second  Called  Session  of  the  Thirty- 
sixth  Legislature,  by  repealing  Section 
31  of  said_act  and  adding  and  insert- 
ing in  lieu  thereof  a  new  section  known 
as  Section  31,  providing  substantially 
that  the  manufacture,  sale,  barter,  ex- 
change, transportation,  exportation,  so- 
liciting, taking  orders  for,  furnishing 
or  possessing  of  intoxicating  liquors 
mentioned  in  this  chapter  shall  be  law- 
ful if  done  for  medical,  mechanical, 
mentific  or  sacramental  purposes  and 
after  a  permit  has  been  duly  authorized 
and  granted  by  the  proper  authorities 
for  such  purpose ;  providing  that  it  shall 
iK>t  be  necessary  in  prosecutions  under 


this  act  to  negative  the  exceptions  above 
named  nor  to  negative  and  disprove  the 
issuance  of  permits  for  any  of  the  above 
named  purposes,  but  that  the  same  shall 
be  available  to  the  person  charged  as 
purely  defensive  matters;  providing 
further,  that  upon  the  trial  of  any 
person  charged  with  selling  spirituous, 
vinoii^  or  malt  liquors  or  medicated  bit- 
ters, capable  of  producing  intoxication, 
or  any  other  intoxicant  whatever,  a  con- 
viction may  be  had  upon  the  testimony 
of  the  purchaser,  if  the  court  or  jury 
trying  the  case  shall  upon  considera- 
tion of  such  testimony  in  connection 
with  all  the  other  facts  and  circum- 
stances, if  any,  in  evidence  in  the  case 
believe  beyond  a  reasonable  doubt  that 
the  accused  is  guilty  as  charged,  and 
providing  that  the  suspended  sentence 
law  shall  not  apply  to  convictions  for 
any  offenses  under  this  chapter  and  re- 
pealing all  laws  or  parts  of  laws  in  con- 
flict herewith,  and  declaring  an  emer- 
gency." 

The  bill  having  heretofore  been  read 
second  time,  with  amendment  by  Mr. 
Fly  and  amendment  by  Mr.  Burmeister 
to  the  amendment,  pending. 

Mr.  Burmeister,  by  unanimous  con- 
sent, withdrew  the  pending  amendment 
to  the  amendment. 

Mr.  Fly,  by  unanimous  consent,  with- 
drew the  pending  amendment. 

Mr.  Crumpton  offered  the  following 
amendment  to  the  bill: 

Strike  out  all  after  the  enacting 
clause  and  insert  the  following: 

"Section  1.  That  Section  31  of  Chap- 
ter 78  of  the  Second  Called  Session  of 
the  Thirty-sixth  Legislature  riiall  be 
and  the  same  is  hereby  repealed. 

"Section  2.  That  Sections  1  and  2, 
of  Chapter  78,  of  the  Second  Called 
Session  of  the  Thirty-sixth  Legislature, 
be  so  amended  as  to  hereafter  read  as 
follows : 

"Section  1.  That  it  shall  be  unlaw- 
ful for  any  person,  directly  or  indi- 
rectly, to  manufacture,  sell,*  exchange, 
transport,  export,  deliver,  solicit,  take 
orders  for,  furnish,  possess  or  receive 
for  the  purpose  of  sale,  barter,  exchange, 
transport,  export,  or'  deliver,  spirituous, 
vinous  or  malt  liquors,  or  medicated 
bitters,  capable  of  producing  intoxica- 
tion, or  any  other  intoxicant  whatever, 
or  any  equipment  for  making  any  such 
liquors. 

"Section  2.  That  it  shall  be  unlaw- 
ful for  any  person,  directly  or  indi- 
rectly, to  manufacture,  sell,  barter,  ex- 
change, transport,  export,  deliver,  so- 
licit, take  orders  for,  furnish,  possess, 
or  receive,  for  the  purpose  of  sale,  bar- 
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ter,  exchange,  transport,  export,  or  de- 
liver, spirituous,  vinous  or  malt  liquors 
or  medicated  bitters,  or  any  potable 
liquor,  mixture  or  preparation,  contain- 
ing in  excess  of  1  per  cent  of  alcohol 
by  volume,  or  any  equipment  for  mak- 
ing such  liquors. 

"Section  2a.  Provided  that  it  shall 
not  be  unlawful  for  any  person  to  man- 
ufacture, sell,  barter,  exchange,  trans- 
port, export,  deliver,  solicit,  take  or- 
ders for,  furnish,  possess  or  receive  for 
the  purpose  of  sale,  barter,  exchange, 
transport,  export,  or  deliver,  spirituous, 
vinous  or  malt  liquors  or  medicated  bit- 
ters for  medicinal,  mechanical,  scien- 
tific or  sacramental  purposes,  subject  to 
the ,  provisions  of  this  act. 

''Section  3.  The  crowded  condition  of 
the  calendar,  and  the  fact  that  this  is 
a  Special  Session  of  the  Legislature 
creates  an  emergency  and  an  impera- 
tive public  necessity  that  the  constitu- 
tional rule  requiring  bills  to  be  read 
upon  three  several  days  be  suspended 
and  such  rule  is  so  suspended,  and  this 
act  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force 
from  and  after  its  passage,  and  it  is 
so  enacted." 

Mr.  Quicksall  moved  the  previous 
question  on  amendment  and  the  bill,  and 
the  motion  was  not  seconded. 

Mr.  Curtis  offered  the  following 
amendment  to  the  amendment: 

Amend  the  amendment  to  House  bill 
No.  1,  by  striking  out  all  after  the 
enacting  clause,  and  inserting  in  lieu 
thereof  the   following: 

"Section  1.  That  Sections  1,  2,  6 
and  31  of  Chapter  78  of  the  General 
Laws  of  the  Second  Called  Session  of 
the  Thirty-sixth  Legislature,  be  amend- 
ed; and  Sections  31a  and  31b  }ye  added, 
so  as  to  read  as  follows: 

"Section  1.  It  shall  hereafter  be  un- 
lawful for  any  person  directly  or  indi- 
rectly to  manufacture,  sell,  barter,  ex- 
change, deliver,  solicit,  take  orders  for, 
furnish,  or  to  transport  or  export  for 
any  other  person,  spirituous,  vinous  or 
malt  liquors,  or  medicated  bitters  ca- 
pable of  producing  intoxication,  or  any 
other  intoxicant  whatever,  or  any 
equipment  for  making  such  intoxicat- 
ing liquors,  except  for  medicinal,  me- 
chanical, scientific  or  sacramental  pur- 
poses. 

"Section  2.  It  shall  hereafter  be  un- 
lawful for  any  person  directly  or  indi- 
rectly to  manufacture,  sell,  barter,  ex- 
change, deliver,  solicit  or  take  orders 
for,  furnish  or  to  transport  or  export 
for  any  other  person,  vinous  or  malt 
liquors  or  medicated  bitters  or  any 
potable  liquor,  mixture  or  preparation, 


containing  in  excess  of  one  per  cent  of 
alcohol  by  volume,  or  any  equipment 
for  making  such  intoxicating  liquors, 
except  for  medicinal,  mechanical,  scien- 
tific or  sacramental  purposes. 

"Section  6.  Nothing  in  this  act  shall 
prohibit  the  manufacture,  transporta- 
tion, storage  and  sale  of  denatured  or 
pure  ethyl  alcohol,  or  denatured  rum 
for  use  only  in  the  industrial  or  me- 
chanical arts,  or  for  scientific  purposes, 
or  in  chemical  laboratories  or  hospitals, 
or  to  prevent  the  manufacture,  trans- 
portation, sale  and  keeping  and  stor- 
ing for  sale  of  any  medicinal  prepara- 
tions manufactured  in  accordance  with 
formulas  prescribed  by  the  United 
States  Pharmacopeia,  or  National  For- 
mulary, or  American  Institute  of 
Homeopathy,  or  of  alcoholic  patent  or 
proprietary  medicines  which  do  not  re- 
quire the  payment  of  the  Federal  tax 
as  a  beverage,  and  which  contain  no 
more  alcohol  than  is  necessary  to  ex- 
tract the  medicinal  properties  of  the 
drug  contained  in  such  preparation,  and 
to  hold  the  medicinal  agents  in  solu- 
tion, and  to  preserve  the  same;  and 
which  are  manufactured  and  sold  for 
legitimate  and  lawful  purposes,  and  not 
as  beverages;  or  to  prevent  the  manu- 
facture and  sale  of  bona  fide  alcohol 
toilet  ,or  antiseptic  preparations  and 
solutions  or  flavoring  extracts  which  do 
not  require  the  payment  of  a  Federal 
tax  as  a  beverage,  and  which  contain 
no  more  alcohol  than  is  necessary  for 
the  extraction,  solution  and  preserva- 
tion of  the  agents  contained  therein, 
and  which  are  manufactured  and  sold 
for  legitimate  and  lawful  purposes  and 
not  as  beverages,  and  upon  the  outside 
of  the  bottle  or  package  of  each  is 
printed  in  English  conspicuously  and 
legibly  and  clearly,  the  quantity  by 
volume  of  alcohol  in  such  preparation. 

"The  manufacture  of  flavoring  extracts 
or  toilet,  medicinal,  antiseptic  prepara- 
tions or  solutions,  patent  or  proprie- 
tary medicines,  or  preparations  permit- 
tod  to  be  manufactured  by  this  act, 
shall  be  permitted  to  purchase,  possess, 
transport  and  store  alcohol  necessary 
for  the  manufacture  of  said  article,  but 
not  to  be  sold  or  given  away,  provided 
that  such  manufacturer  shall  secure  a 
permit  from  the  Comptroller,  and  pro- 
vided that  said  manufacturer  shall 
make  a  monthly  report  to  be  filed  with 
the  Comptroller  on  or  before  the  10th 
day  of  each  month,  showing  the  name 
and  quantity  of  every  such  preparation, 
solution  or  medicine  so  manufactured, 
and  the  percentage  of  alcohol  contained 
in    each   such   preparation,   solution   or 
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medicine.  Provided-  further,  that  said 
manufacturer  shall,  upon  request  of  the 
Attorney  General  of  the  State,  the 
Comptroller  of  the  State,  or  the  dis- 
trict or  county  attorney  of  the  county 
in  which  such  manufacturer  has  his 
place  of  business,  furnish  to  the  officer 
making  such  request,  any  information 
called  for  by  such  officer  with  refer- 
ence to  the  manufacture,  storage  or  sale 
of  any  such  alcoholic  preparation,  so- 
lution or  medicine,  and  any  informa- 
tion with  reference  to  the  quantities  and 
dates  of  sales  and  transportation  of  any 
such  preparation,  solution  or  medicine 
to  any  person  or  persons  designated  in 
siich  request.  And  provided  further, 
that  any  of  the  officers  hereinabove 
named  shall  have  the  right,  within  any 
reasonable  time  within  business  hours. 
to  examine  the  books  and  records  and 
all  data  in  the  possession  of  such  manu- 
facturer with  reference  to  the  manu- 
facture, storage  or  sale  of  such  alcoholic 
preparations. 

"Nothing  herein  shall  prevent  the 
storage  in  United  States  bonded  ware- 
houses in  the  custody  of  a  United  States 
■^Hector  of  internal  revenue  of  all 
liquors  manufactured  prior  to  the  tak- 
ing effect  of  this  act,  or  to  prevent  the 
transportation  of  such  liquors  for  pur- 
pc^t  not  inhibited  by  this  act. 

"Section  31.  It  shall  not  be  ncces- 
^rv  in  any  prosecution  under  this  act 
tu  ne^tive  any  of  the  exceptions  con- 
tained in  Sections  1  and  2  of  this  act, 
f^r  to  negative  and  disprove  issuance  of 
permits  for  any  of  the  purposes  named 
in  said  exceptions,  but  the  same  shall 
1«  available  to  the  person  charged,  as 
purely  defensive  matters. 

'Section  31a.  Upon  the  trial  of  any 
person  charged  with  selling  or  otherwise 
purchasing  or  transporting  or  exporting 
^ny  intoxicants,  or  equipment  for  mak- 
ing same,  in  violation  of  any  of  the 
prorlsions  in  Sections  1  or  2  of  this 
act.  conviction  may  be  had  upon  the 
tMimony  of  the  alleged  purchaser  or 
person  to  whom  same  is  charged  to  have 
^n  furnished,  or  for  whom  same  is 
rharged  to  have  been  transported  or  ex- 
ported, in  connection  with  all  the  other 
facts  and  circumstances,  if  any,  in  evi- 
dence in  the  case,"  if  the  court  or  jury 
trying  the  case  believe  therefrom,  be- 
yond a  reasonable  doubt,  that  the  ac- 
fUFed  is  guilty  as  charged. 

"Section  31b.  No  person  convicted  of 
»ny  violation  of  any  of  the  provisions 
of  this  act,  shall  have  the  benefit  of 
My  suspended  sentence  law. 

"See.  2.  The  crowded  condition  of 
the  calendar,  and  the  short  duration  of 


this  session  of  the  Legislature,  creates 
an  emergency  and  an  imperative  public 
necessity  that  the  constitutional  rule 
requiring  bills  to  be  read  on  three  sev- 
eral days  be  suspended,  and  such  rule 
is  hereby  suspended  and  this  act  shall 
take  effect  and  be  in  force  from  and 
after  its  passage,  and  it  is  so  enacted."

tenance, support  and  direction  of  the 
University  of  Texas,  consisting  of  the 
Main  University  at  Austin,  the  Med- 
ical Branch  at  Galveston  and  the  Col- 
lege of  Mines  and  Metallurgy  at  El 
Paso,  including  the  construction  of 
buildings  for  the  two  years,  beginning 
September  1,  1921,  and  ending  August 
31,  1923,  all  of  the  University  avail- 
able fund,  including  interest  from  its 
bonds  and  land  leases,  donations,  gifts,  * 
fees  and  all  other  receipts  whatsoever 
from  any  source  except  oil  leases,  as 
provided  by  statute,  and  rents  from 
property  acquired  by  the  University 
Land  Acquisition  Board;  provided,  that 
no  salaries,  which  "may  be  voted  by  the 
Board  of  Regents  out  of  funds  hereby 
appropriated,  exceed  the  salaries  here- 
inafter appropriated  out  of  general 
revenue  for  the  same  grade  and  service 
and  the  salaries  herein  provided  for 
out  of  general  revenue  fund  shall  not 
be  increased  from  other  funds,  and  pro- 
vided further,  that  no  part  of  the  Uni- 
versity available  fund,  nor  the  fund  de- 
rived from  rents  from  property  acquired 
by  the  University  Land  Acquisition 
Board  shall  be  used  for  any  purpose, 
save  and  except  permanent  buildings, 
or  for  repairs. 

"For  the  maintenance,  support  and 
direction  of  the  University  of  Texas, 
consisting  of  the  Main  University  at 
Austin,  the  Medical  Branch  at  Galves- 
ton and  the  College  of  Mines  and 
Metallurgy  at  El  Paso,  for  the  two 
years  beginning  September  1,  1921,  and 
ending  August  31,  1923,  from  the  gen- 
eral revenue,  with  such  changes  and 
substitutions  within  the  totals  of  sal- 
aries, departments  and  laboratories,  and 
current  expense  groups  for  each  of  said 
branches  as  the  Board  of  Regents  may 
deem  necessary;  provided,  that  no  sal- 
ary shall  be  increased  to  a  greater 
amount  than  shown  herein.  Such 
changes  and  substitutions  to  be  made 
a  matter  of  record  in  the  minutes  of 
said   board."

MESSAGE    FROM    THE    GOVERNOR. 

Mr.  R.  B.  Walthall,  secretary  to  the 
Governor,  appeared  at  the  bar  of  the 
House,  and  being  duly  announced,  pre- 
sented the  following  message  from  the 
Governor,  which  was  read  to  the  House, 
as  follows: 

Governor's  Office, 
Austin,  Texas,  July  26,  1921. 

To  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representa- 
tives. 

Gentlemen:  All  duplications,  each 
overlapping  department,  and  every  ubc- 
less  office  in  connection  with  the  State 
government  should  be  abolished.  We 
have  too  many  boards,  bureaus  and  com- 
missions. The  State  is  burdened  with 
governmental  agencies.  It  is  top- 
heavy.  We  have  too  much  machinery 
and  consequently  too  much  overhead 
expense.  The  government  should  be 
simplified.  There  is  no  excuse  for  du- 
plication and  triplication  of  work. 

If  the  people  are  to  be  given  an  ef- 
fective government,  if  they  are  to  be 
relieved  from  mounting  taxes,  we,  their 
representatives,  can  make  no  better 
start  than  to  begin  by  overhauling  the 
administrative  agencies  of  the  State, 
wiping  out  some,  consolidating  others, 
reducing  to  a  minimum  the  lengthy  list 
of  State  employes,  and  demanding  of 
all  those  who  remain  on  the  payroll 
an  honest  day's  work  for  an  honest 
day's  pay. 

The  principle  of  concentration  and 
correlation  should  be  applied  to  our 
State  government  as  it  is  applied  to 
the  business  world.  In  keeping  with  the 
above  eronomic  principles,  I  renew  my 
former  recommendation  that  the  work 
of  the  Warehouse  and  Marketing  De- 
partment bo  transferred  to  the  Depart- 
ment of  Agriculture.  The  State  should 
not  support  two  departments  for  the 
purpose  of  administering  the  laws  re- 
lating to  agricultural  work  when  one 
department  could  do  it  more  economical- 
ly and  more  efficiently.  There  is  no 
sound  reason  for  the  government  hav- 
ing duplicating  departments.  Tlie  work 
of  the  Marketing  and  Warehouse  De- 
partment nhould  not  be  aboliphed,  but 
transferred.  By  the  combining  of  these 
two  departments  it  can  be  safely  said 
that  at  least  half  of  the  employes  of 
the  Warehouse  and  Marketing  Depart- 
ment, could  be  eliminated  and  the  work 
carried    on    efficiently    and    effectively. 


The  salary  of  these  employes,  together 
with  their  traveling  expenses  and  up- 
keep of  office  will  be  a  saving,  conserva- 
tively estimated,  of  fifty  thousand  dol- 
lars a  year. 

State  Tax  Board  and  Tax  Commissioner. 

I  recommend  the  repeal  of  those  pro- 
visions of  the  law  which  authorize  the 
creation  of  a  State  Tax  Board.  The 
duties  devolved  by  this  statute  upon 
the  said  Board  and  Tax  Commissioner 
may  well  be  transferred  to  the  State 
Comptroller  and  the  Railroad  Commis- 
sion. The  Railroad  Commission  should 
be  authorized  to  ascertain  the  intangible 
asset  values  of  the  properties  subject  to 
intangible  assets  tax,  apportion  to  the 
several  counties  the  amount  due  each, 
and  certify  such  amount  to  the  State 
Comptroller,  whose  duty  it  would  then 
be  to  certify  to  the  tax  assessor  of  each 
county  the  amount  of  the  intangible  as- 
set values  due  each  county,  just  as  this 
office  now  certifies  rolling  stock  values 
of  railway  lines.  The  Railroad  Com- 
mission possesses  the  information  essen- 
tial to  a  determination  of  the  value 
of  the  various  elements  entering  into 
the  intangible  assets  of  railway  prop- 
erties, and  should  be  able  to  discharge 
the  duties  herein  specified  with  but  lit- 
tle additional  work  and  with  greater 
expedition  than  is  possible  by  the  Tax 
Board  under  the  present  statutes.  The 
State  Comptroller  can,  without  addi- 
tional help,  ascertain  and  report  to  the 
Legislature  biennially  the  total  of  State 
revenues,  thus  fulfilling  the  only  other 
material  service  the  said  Tax  Board  and 
Tax  Commissioner  have  been  perform- 
ing. The  Tax  Board  and  the  office  of 
the  Tax  Commissioner  should  be  abol- 
ished, effective  September  1,  1921.  and 
the  work  pertaining  thereto  should  be, 
as  a  matter  of  economy,  handled  as 
above  suggested,  or  by  the  Board  of 
Control. 

The  Board  for  Agricultural  Experiment 
Sub-Stations  Should  Be  Abolished. 

On  investigation,  I  am  sure  the  Leg- 
islature will  find  it  wise  to  abolish  the 
Agricultural  Experiment  Sub-Station 
Board  that  has  in  charge  the  branch 
experiment  stations  of  the  State.  The 
duties  of  this  Board  should  be  given  to 
the  board  of  directors  of  the  Asricul- 
tural  and  Mechanical  College.  This  last 
named  board  has  control  of  the  main 
experiment  station  located  at  College 
Station  and  appoints  the  director  for 
the  entire  agricultural  experiment  sta- 
tion svstem.  includii^the  sub-stations, 
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bnt  strange  as  it  may  seem,  the  sub- 
station board,  which  is  entirely  inde- 
pendent of  the  board  of  directors  of  the 
Agricnltural  and  Mechanical  College, 
appoints  the  employes  of  the  sub-sta- 
tions. It  goes  without  argument  to  say 
that  this  is  an  overlapping  of  duties 
and  responsibilities,  necessarily  creating 
friction  and  misunderstanding.  It  is 
dearly  in  the  interest  of  economy  and 
efficiency  and  public  policy  that  the 
entire  administration  of  the  experiment 
station  system  be  placed  imder  one  head, 
and  that  one  head,  of  course,  should  be 
the  Board  of  Directors  of  the  Agricul- 
tural and  Mechanical  College. 

Mining  Board  and  Inspector. 

Hie  duties,  functions,  and  entire  work 
of  the  Mining  Board  and  the  Mine  In- 
spector should  all  be  transferred  to  and 
operated  by  the  Department  of  Labor, 
or  to  some  other  established  department. 
This  work  can  all  be  done  by  this  de- 
partment with  but  little  additional  ex- 
pense or  energy.  There  is  no  excuse  for 
the  State  to  send  from  the  Mining 
Board  a  representative  to  visit  a  mine 
to  investigate  the  ventilation  and  open- 
in|^,  etc.,  of  the  mine  and  then  have 
the  Labor  Department  to  send  another 
man  the  next  day  to  look  after  the 
observance  of  the  labor  laws,  and  then 
on  another  day  some  other  department 
send  another  representative  of  the  State 
to  see  if  any  women  or  children  are 
beinjr  overworked.  Each  representative 
who  goes  will  probably  cost  the  State 
s  hundred  dollars.  One  of  these  repre- 
sentatives could  and  should  do  the  work 
of  the  three.  This  statement  in  regard 
to  the  investigation  of  a  mine  is  a  cor- 
net statement  of  how  the  business  of 
the  State  in  many  respects  is  duplicated. 
The  Labor  Department  has  representa- 
tives to  investigate  the  mines  of  the 
State,  and  there  is  no  reason  why  the 
work  of  the  mine  inspector  can  not  be 
carried  on  through  these  representatives 
just  as  thoroughly  as  it  is  now  done, 
and  to  a  great  saving  of  the  tax  money. 
I  commend  this  consolidation  for  your 
favorable  consideration. 

There  are  various  other  departments 
of  the  government  that  should  have  ap- 
plied to  them  the  principle  of  elimina- 
tion and  consolidation,  but  I  have  not 
had  time  to  think  them  through  suffi- 
ciently thoroughly  to  at  this  time  make 
specific  recommendations  to  you.  I  sub- 
mit them  all  to  you  for  study  and 
leinslation. 

Too  Many  Employes  on  Public  Payroll. 
It  IB  my  judgment  that  we  have  too 


many  clerks,  stenographers,  and  em- 
ployes generally  on  the  payroll  of  th6 
State.  If  I  owned  Texas  and  were  run- 
ning the  government  for  my  private 
benefit,  the  first  thing  I  would  do  would 
bo  to  weed  out  every  employe  except 
just  enough  to  do  the  work  of  the  State 
by  working  eight  full  hours  a  day.  This 
principle  of  economy  should  be  put  to 
the  practical  test  in  every  department. 
The  various  official  records  of  the  re- 
spective departments  will  show  the  num- 
ber of  employes  and  the  amount  of 
work  done.  I  call  them  to  your  atten- 
tion for  study  and  investigation. 

An  Army  of  Expensive  Traveling  Rep- 
resentatives. 

The  last  Legislature  appropriated  ap- 
proximately one  million  dollars  to  be 
used,  not  in  paying  the  salaries,  but  the 
traveling  expenses  of  the  representatives 
of  the  State  government.  This  state- 
ment tells  a  story  of  its  own.  Perhaps 
the  most  reckless  waste  today  of  the 
people's  money  goes  to  the  superfluous 
perambulating  agents  of  the  State.  The 
government  seems  to  have  been  put  on 
wheels.  It  is  acting  as  guardian  for 
too  many  private  enterprises.  This  is 
not  only  paternalistic,  but  maternalis- 
tic.  If  wrongs  are  being  perpetrated  let 
the  law'  prescribe  penalties  and  let  the 
courts  enforce  the  laws  and  then  it  will 
not  be  necessary  to  have  some  traveling 
representative  of  the  State  to  daily  in- 
vestigate either  public  or  private  af- 
fairs. After  this  long  list  of  travelers 
has  been  properly  reduced,  require  those 
who  remain  to  travel  as  economically 
as  those  live  who  pay  the  bills.  A  man 
who  speiids  his  own  money  should  spend 
it  as  he  sees  fit,  but  those  who  are  en- 
trusted with  public  funds  should  not 
send  in  traveling  expense  accounts,  as 
some  have  done,  around  three  hundred 
dollars  a  month.  A  person  who  travels 
that  fast  is  going  too  fast  to  do  much 
work.  He  should  decrease  his  motion 
and  increase  his  service.  The  Legisla- 
ture should  enact  laws  to  eliminate  all 
needless  offices  and  laws  that  will  not 
permit  one  dollar  to  go  out  of  the  pub- 
lic treasury  that  does  not  have  for  its 
purpose  the  bringing  back  of  one  dol- 
lar's worth  of  service  rendered.  Money 
paid  out  to  unnecessary  employes  of  the 
State  has  increased  public  expenditures 
and  therefore  increased  taxes.  The  peo- 
ple who  pay  these  expenses  are  chafing 
under  the  burdens.  Therefore,  I  call 
these  matters  to  your  attention  in  or- 
der that  you  may  make  whatever  in- 
vestigation you  see  fit  and  pass  what- 
ever laws  to  you  seem  wise,  looking  to 
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the  correction  of  these  governmental 
wrongs.  "We  should  not  condemn  the 
wrong,  and  still  the  wrong  pursue." 

All  Appropriations  Should  Be  Specific. 

The  State  Constitution  says:  "No 
money  shall  be  drawn  from  the  Tieasury 
but  in  pusurance  of  specific  appropri- 
ations made  by  law."  In  view  of  this 
constitutional  provision,  I  am  taking 
the  liberty  of  asking  that  all  appropri- 
ations be  itemized,  as  far  as  possible, 
so  that  the  sum  appropriated  will  show 
the  specific  purpose  for  which  the  money 
is  to  be  spent.  To  combine  two  or  more 
purposes  in  one  item,  as  is  frequently 
done,  not  only  contravenes  the  Con- 
stitution, but  also  practically  takes 
away  from  the  Governor  his  veto  au- 
thority, for  the  reason  that  if  in  his 
opinion  one  of  the  items  be  necessary 
and  the  other  unnecessary,  he  would 
have  to  approve  all  the  item,  having 
no  authority  to  approve  a  part  of  an 
item  and  disapprove  the  other  part. 

The  Eyes  of  Texas  Are   on   Us. 

The  eyes  of  five  million  people  are 
looking  to  this  Legislature  to  raise  high 
the  banner  of  economy  and  simplicity  in 
the  administration  of  their  government. 
Graft  and  extravagance  from  the  high- 
est to  the  lowest  amount  is  a  problem 
that  should  be  squarely  faced  and  hon- 
estly solved.  It  should  be  remembered 
that  little  leaks  break  the  dam.  If  we 
detect  a  little  graft  let  us  not  belittle 
it,  but  expose  it  in  order  that  all  may 
know  it  and  all  may  shun  it.  Let  us 
join  hands  and  give  to  the  people  of 
Texas  a  government  of  such  economy 
and  simplicity  and  observance  of  law 
that  will  make  all  good  men  love  the 
State  and  all  bad  men  respect  it.  Un- 
less we  render  this  needed  service  ^he 
day  will  come  when  an  awakened  people 
with  an  aroused  conscience  will  them- 
selves lay  the  ax  at  the  root  of  the  tree 
of  evil.

MESSAGE    FROM    THE    GO\^RNOR. 

Mr.  R.  B.  Walthall,  secretary  to  the 
Governor,  appeared  at  the  bar  of  the 
House,  and  being  duly  announced,  pre- 
sented the  following  message  from  the 
Governor,  which  was  read  to  the  House, 
as   follows: 

Governor's  Office, 
Austin,  Texas,  July  29,   1921. 

To  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representa- 
tives. 
Gentlemen :     I  submit  to  you  for  your 

consideration  and  legislative  action  the 

following    subjects    dealing    with    local 

matters : 

First. 

The  creation  of  the  Bowie  Independ- 
ent School  District  in  Montague  coun- 
ty, Texas,  for  free  school  purposes;  de- 
fining its  boundaries;  investing  the 
said  district  with  exclusive  control  of 
its  property  and  schools;  providing  for 
election  of  board  of  trustees  and  con- 
ferring upon  them  plenary  powers;  pro- 
viding for  the  levying,  assessing  and 
collecting  of  taxes  for  the  maintenance 
and  control  of  said  district,  as  pro- 
vided by  the  laws  and  Constitution  of 
Texas;  providing  also  for  the  issuance 
and  sale  of  bonds  according  to  law; 
means  for  the  collection  of  delinquent 
taxes;  the  validating  of  outstanding  in- 
debtedness; and  repeal  of  conflicting 
laws. 

Second. 

The  creation  of  the  New  Home  Inde- 
pendent School  District  in  Crosby 
county,  Texas;  defining  its  boundaries; 
providing  for  a  board  of  trustees,  de- 
fining their  powers  and  authority,  and 
authorizing  them  to  levy,  assess  and 
collect  taxes  for  maintenance  and  build- 
ing purposes,  and  to  issue  bonds,  as 
provided  by  the  laws  and  Constitution 
of  Texas;  providing  for  an  assessor  and 
collector  of  taxes;  a  board  of  equaliza- 


tion for  said  district;  providing  that 
title  to  all  public  free  school  property 
within  said  territory  shall  vest  in  said 
independent  school  district;  and  pro- 
viding for  election  and  terms  of  office 
of  board  of  trustees  of  said  district. 

Third, 

The  creation  of  the  Snyder  Independ- 
ent School  District  in  Hale  county, 
Texas;  defining  its  boundaries;  invest- 
ing it  with  exclusive  control  of  its  prop- 
erty and  schools;  providing  for  board 
of  trustees  and  prescribing  duties  and 
authority;  providing  for  an  equaliza- 
tion board;  declaring  valid  a  mainte- 
nance tax  and  a  bond  tax  heretofore 
voted;  and  declaring  valid  all  debts 
owing  to  and  by  said  district. 

Fourth. 

The  creation  of  the  Prairie  View  In- 
dependent School  District  in  Hardeman 
county,  Texas;  defining  its  boundaries; 
providing  for  a  board  of  trustees;  and 
conferring  upon  said  district  and  board 
all  duties  and  authority  provided  by 
law. 

Fifth. 

The  creation  and  incorporation  of  the 
Wellman  Independent  School  District 
in  Terry  county,  Texas;  defining  its 
boundaries;  providing  for  election  of  a 
board  of  trustees,  terms  of  office,  quali- 
fications, duties  and  authority;  provid- 
ing for  a  collector  and  assessor  of  taxes 
and  a  board  of  equalization;  providing 
that  title  to  all  public  free  school  prop- 
erty within  said  territory  shall  vest  in 
the  trustees  of  said  district;  declaring 
valid  all  debts  owing  to  and  by  said 
district;  providing  for  a  seal;  for  fill- 
ing vacancies  on  the  board  of  trustees, 
and  providing  that  said  trustees  shall 
be  governed  by  the  general  laws  in  mat- 
ters where  this  act  is  silent;  and  re- 
pealing confiicting  laws. 

Sixth. 

The  creation  of  the  Goree  Independ- 
ent School  District  in  Knox  county, 
Texas;  defining  its  boundaries;  provid- 
ing for  a  board  of  trustees,  and  con- 
ferring upon  said  district  and  board  of 
trustees  all  duties  and  authority  now 
provided  by  law;  providing  for  reten- 
tion of  present  trustees  in  office  until 
expiration  of  respective  terms;  for  val- 
idation of  maintenance  tax  and  bonds 
heretofore  voted  in  said  district;  pro- 
viding for  extension  of  boundaries  ac- 
cording to  law;  that  outstanding  bond- 
ed indebtedness  of  said  district  shall  re- 
main in  full  force,  and  assuming  such 
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ijid<'btedne88;  providing  for  a  board  of 
^qaaIizatioll,  and  a  tax  assessor  and 
collector.

The  creation  of  the  Flatonia  Inde- 
pendent School  District  in  Fayette 
county,  Texas;  defining  its  boundaries; 
providing  for  a  board  of  trustees  and 
vesting  title  to  all  school  property  in 
said  trustees  and  their  successors;  as- 
saming  a  pro  rata  part  of  all  outstand- 
ing bonded  indebtedness;  providing  for 
continuation  to  expiration  of  terms  of 
present  trustees;  authorizing  trustees 
to  exercise  duties  and  authority  con- 
ferred by  law;  validating  and  continu- 
ing in  force  local  maintenance  taxes 
heretofore  voted  in  the  territory  of  said 
district,  until  changed  by  said  voters;

(absent),  who  would  vote  "nay." 

Reason  for  Vote. 

I  vote  "yea"  on  this  motion  because 
I  believe  that  it  is  unwise  to  take  away 
from  the  University  that  elasticity 
which  will  enable  it  to  meet  any  con- 
tingency that  may  arise.  I  have  enough 
faith  in  our  University  officials  to  think 
that  thev  will  not  abuse  this  provision' 
of  the  bill. 

MILLER  of  Parker. 

Mr.  Horton  moved  the  previous  ques- 
tion on  the  pending  amendment,  and 
the  main  question  was  ordered. 

Question  recurring  on  the  amendment 
by  Mr.  Pope,  it  was  adopted. 

Mr.  Pope  moved  to  reconsider  the 
vote  by  which  the  amendment  was 
adopted,  and  to  table  the  motion  to  re- 
consider.

64,  A  bill  to  be  entitled 
"An  Act  to  amend  Chapter  1  of  Title 
104,  Revised  Civil  Statutes  of  Texas, 
adopted  in  1911,  by  inserting  immedi- 
ately following  Article  6195  a  new  ar- 
ticle to  be  known  as  6195a  which  shall 
provide  in  substance:  in  addition  to 
the  method  of  removing  members  of 
the  Board  of  Prison  Commissioners  re- 
ferred to  in  Article  6195  hereto,  they 
may  likewise  be  removed  for  the  causes 
set  forth  in  Article  6195  by  suit  brought 
by  the  Attorney  General  in  the  name 
of  the  State  on  the  relation  of  the  Gov- 
ernor; such  suit  to  be  brought  in  the 
District  Court  of  Walker  county  or  in 
the  county  of  residence  of  the  defend- 
ant for  which  purpose  venue  and  juris- 
diction is  hereby  conferred;  it  shall  be 
the  duty  of  tlie  Attorney  General  to 
bring  such  action  when  directed  by  the 
Governor  to  do  so  provided  the  Gov- 
ernor accompanies  such  direction  with 
charges  and  evidence  showing  that  the 
defendant  is  subject  to  removal  under 
Article  6195;  the  suit  shall  be  a  civil 
action  to  be  tried  as  other  civil  cases 
with  the  right  of  appeal  and  review 
as  in  other  civil  cases;  the  courts  shall 
have  authority  to  issue  all  writs  to  ef- 
fectuate any  judgment  of  removal  ren- 
dered hereunder;  such  suits  for  re- 
moval shall  have  precedence  of  all  oth- 
er cases  and  in  appellate  tribunals;  the 
procedure  of  removal  herein  provided 
shall  be  cumulative  of  all  other  statutes 
relating  to  the  subject  of  removal  or 
impeachment,  and  declaring  an  emer- 
gency."

Sir:  I  am  directed  by  the  Senate  to 
inform  the  House  that  the  Senate  has 
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**An  Act  creating  the  Bowie  Independ- 
ent School  District,  in  Montague  coun- 
ty, Texas,  out  of  the  territory  known 
as  the  Bowie  Independent  School  Dis- 
trict in  said  county  for  free  school  pur- 
poser  only,  and  defining  its  hounda- 
ries;  providing  for  the  extension  of  its 
boundaries,  divesting  the  city  of  Bowie 
of  the  control  of  its  public  free  schools; 
repealing  Chapter  3,  House  bill  No.  117, 
of  the  Local  and  Special  Laws  passed 
by  the  Thirty-first  Legislature;  and  re- 
pealing Chapter  43,  Senate  bill  No.  336 
of  the  Local  and  Special  Laws  of  the 
Thirty-sixth  Legislature,  and  repealing 
Chapter  94,  House  bill  No.  696,  Local 
and  Special  Laws  of  the  Thirtieth  Leg- 
islature; investing  the  Bowie  Independ- 
ent School  District  with  the  exclusive 
control  of  its  public  free  schools  and 
vesting  the  title  to  all  school  property 
in  same;  providing  for  the  election  of 
a  board  of  trustees,  and  conferring  upon 
the  board  plenary  powers;  providing 
for  the  levying,  assessing  and  collecting 
of  taxes  for  the  maintenance  of  its  pub- 
lic free  schools;  providing  authority  to 
create  a  board  of  equalization  and  de- 
fining its  duties  and  powers;  providing 
authority  for  the  board  of  trustees  to 
issue  bonds  for  the  purposes  of  purchas- 
ing school  building  sites,  and  erecting 
and  equipping  school  buildings  within 
aaid  district  and  to  levy  taxes  there- 
for; providing  means  by  which  the  col- 
lection of  delinquent  taxes  may  be  fa- 
cilitated; providing  for  the  validating 
of  all  outstanding  indebtedness,  and  fur- 
ther providing  for  the  repeal  of  all  laws 
in  conflict  herewith,  and  declaring  an 
•emergency."

REPORT  OF  PENITENTIARY  INVES- 
TIGATING COMMITTEE. 

Mr.  Teer  called  up  for  consideration 
at  this  time  the  following  report  of  the 
joint  committee  heretofore  appointed  to 
investigate  penitentiary  affairs: 

Hon.  Lynch  Davidson,  President  of  the 
Senate,  and  Hon.  Charles  G.  Thomas, 
Speaker  of  the  House  of  Representa- 
tives. 

Gentlemen:  We,  your  committee  ap- 
pointed under  authority  of  Senate  Con- 
current Resolution  No.  10,  beg  to  re- 
port that  after  the  appointment  of  the 
respective  committees  of  the  Senate  and 
House,  we  met  and  organized  into  one 


committee  and  elected  Senator  Guion 
Williams  as  chairman  of  the  joint  com- 
mittee, and  Representative  Claude  13. 
Teer,  vioe  chairman,  and  Representative 
R.  M.  Chitwood,  secretary. 

The  committee  held  hearings  in  Aus- 
tin, at  the  main  penitentiary  at  Hunts- 
ville,  and  visited  all  the  farms,  where 
hearings  were  also  held;  numerous  wit- 
nesses, including  convicts,  officers  and 
employes  of  the  system,  and  such  other 
witnesses  as  the  committee  deemed  nec- 
essary, were  interrogated  with  reference 
to  treatment  of  prisoners  and  the  peni- 
tentiary affairs  generally,  A  complete 
stenographic  report  of  the  evidence 
taken  is  herewith  transmitted  to  you  in 
connection  with  this  report.  Based  up- 
on the  evidence  had  before  the  commit- 
tee and  information  received  by  the  com- 
mittee, we  respectfully  submit  the  fol- 
lowing findings  of  fact  and  recommenda- 
tions : 

Findings  of  Fact. 

1.  Treatment  and  punishment  of 
prisoners. 

We  find  that  the  law  and  prison  rules 
with  reference  to  punishment  have  been 
and  are  being  grossly  violated  and  that 
many  prisoners  have  been  illegally,  se- 
verely and  brutally  mistreated  and  dealt 
with  by  subordinates  who,  under  the  law 
and  prison  rules,  are  not  authorized  to 
inflict  or  administer  punishment  at  all. 
We  find  that  the  use  of  chains  by  which 
convicts  are  suspended  by  their  wrists 
until  their  toes  barely  touch  the  floor, 
is  the  principal  mode  of  punishment 
used  by  farm  managers,  and  that  this 
form  of  punishment  is  used  extensively 
on  practically  all  the  farms.  The  com- 
mittee finds  that  in  many  instances 
men  have  been  hung  in  this  way  until 
they  have  fallen  out  of  the  chains  and 
become  unconscious,  and  that  the  use 
of  the  chains  is  extremely  barbarous. 
In  some  instances  we  found  from  the 
prison  records  that  convicts  had  been 
suspended  with  chains  for  eight  hours, 
and  some  convicts  testified  that  they  were 
hung  up  all  day.  We  find  from  actual 
experiments,  and  from  the  testimony  of 
convicts,  that  this  character  of  punish- 
ment is  calculated  to,  and  does,  often 
result  in  permanent  injuries.  We  did 
not  find  many  instances  of  the  use  of 
the  bat  or  strap  as  provided  by  law, 
most  of  the  farm  managers  saying  that 
they  used  the  chains  but  not  the  bat, 
but  we  did  find  that  the  guards  in 
charge  of  prisoners  at  work  in  fields 
and  on  the  farms  frequently  beat  them 
with  ropes,  quirts,  bridle  reins  and  pis- 
tols, without  necessity  or  authority,  and 
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^t  in  some  instances  the  guards  have 
niden  over  the  prisoners  with  their 
iorsee  and  have  set  the  dogs  on  them, 
inflicting  serious  and  painful  injuries. 
We  aUo  found  from  the  testimony  of 
the  conYicts  and  the  guards  themselves 
that  this  corporeal  punishment  was  in- 
flicted for  slight  or  fancied  infractions 
of  prison  regulations.  Convict  testi- 
mony developed  the  fact  that  many  were 
punished  in  this  way  without  authority 
bcause  of  their  physical  inability  to 
perform  the  work  which  they  were  or- 
dered to   do. 

We  find  that  the  convicts  attempting 
to  escape  or  engaged  in  mutinies  are 
sometimes  killed,  and  the  testimony  is 
by  no  means  conclusive  that  said  kill- 
ing were  necessary  or  justifiable,  nor, 
on  the  other  hand,  is  the  evidence  suf- 
ficient to  bring  about  a  conviction.  We 
found  that  the  system  uses  other  pun- 
ishments, towit:  the  dark  cell  and  soli- 
Urv  confinement.  We  also  found  that 
many  of  the  guards  were  in  the  habit 
of  cursing  and  abusing  the  convicts  un- 
der their  charge,  using  the  vilest  epi- 
thets toward  them.  The  committee  made 
physical  examinations  of  numerous 
pnM>ners  and  found  many  of  them  with 
bodies  showing  that  they  had  been 
whipped  with  ropes  and  otherwise  ille- 
gally punished.  This  applied  to  white 
men  as  well  as  negroes.  We  also  found 
!iome  prisoners  whose  bodies  showed  that 
they  had  been  lacerated  by  dog  bites, 
and  testimony  was  developed  that  said 
lacerations  had  been  infiicted  under  the 
direction  of  the  dog  sergeant  after  the 
escaped  convict  had  been  caught. 

2.    Sanitary  conditions. 

We  find  that  the  sanitary  conditions 
at  the  main  penitentiary  at  Huntsville 
vere  extremely  bad,  unhealthy  and  ob- 
noxious. That  there  are  no  sanitary 
#wer  connections  in  the  cells  or  sleep- 
\nf  quarters,  and  that  the  mattresses 
and  bedding  were  old,  dirty  and  full  of 
^vrmin.  On  the  Ferguson  Farm  we 
found  that  there  was  an  insufficient 
«ater  supply  and  sewerage  system,  that 
the  supply  of  water  was  not  sufficient  to 
flu^h  and  clean  the  sewer,  and  that  the 
toilets  were  not  partitioned  off  from  the 
sleeping  quarters  of  the  prisoners,  ren- 
dering the  sleeping  quarters  unsanitary 
and  unhealthy.  The  sanitary  condi- 
tions on  the  other  farms  were  not  what 
they  should  have  been.  On  most  of  the 
farms  the  bedding  was  old^  dirty  and 
rermin  infested,  and  the  mattresses  were 
for  the  most  part  made  of  corn  shucks, 
Aotwithstanding  the  system  had  a  boun- 


tiful  supply  of   cheap   cotton   which   it 
could  not  dispose  of. 

3.  Food  conditions. 

Article  6206  of  the  1920  statutes  pro- 
vides as  follows:  "The  Prison  Com- 
mission shall  see  that  all  State  pris- 
oners are  fed  good  and  wholesome  food, 
properly  prepared,  under  sanitary  con- 
ditions, and  in  sufficient  quantities,  and 
reasonable  varieties,  and  they  shall  hold 
all  under  officers  performing  this  work 
strictly  to  account  for  any  failure  to 
carry  out  this  provision.  Tha,t  the  food 
may  be  properly  prepared,  the  Prison 
Commission  shall  provide  for  the  train- 
ing of  prisoners  as  cooks." 

We  find  that  this  article  of  the  stat- 
ute was  ignored  and  violated  by  under 
officers  with  the  knowledge  of  the  Prison 
Commission,  and  that  there  was  no  ef- 
fort, on  the  part  of  the  Prison  Commis- 
sion, to  prevent  its  violation,  so  far  as 
We  were  able  to  learn.  That  in  some 
instances  the  requisitions  made  by  farm 
managers  for  supplies  of  food  were  ig- 
nored by  the  Commission.  In  this  con- 
nection we  find  that  at  the  walls  and 
on  many  of  the  farms  the  prisoners  were 
fed  peas  and  beans  infested  with  weevils 
and  worms,  and  also  were  supplied  with 
strong  and  unwholesome  meats,  and 
that  there  was  a  lack  of  variety  in  the 
food  furnished.  We  find  that  this  con- 
dition conduced  to  great  dissatisfaction 
among  the  prisoners,  and  created  in 
them  a  resentful  and  rebellious  spirit. 

4.  Classification  and  segregation  of 
prisoners. 

Article  6201  of  the  Statutes  of  Texas, 
1920,  provides  for  the  classification  and 
segregation  of  prisoners  according  to 
their  age,  prison  and  criminal  records. 
We  find  that  this  law  has  not  been  com- 
plied with  anywhere  in  the  system.  We 
further  find  that  failure  to  carry  out 
the  law  has  been  called  to  the  atten- 
tion of  the  prison  authorities  by  pre- 
vious investigating  committees.  We 
found  side  by  side  in  the  main  building 
at  Huntsville  and  on  the  various  farms 
men  who  were  serving  life-time  sentences 
for  such  oflFenses  as  murder  and  rape» 
and  young  boys  who  were  serving  sen- 
tences of  from  two  to  five  years  for 
lesser  offenses.  The  same  conditions 
prevailed  at  the  Woman's  Fai'm. 

5.  Education  of  prisoners. 

We  find  that  the  law  as  laid  down 
in  Article  6203  of  the  1920  statutes  of 
Texas  with  reference  to  education,  rec- 
reation, library  facilities,  etc.,  has  been 
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practically  ignored  and  the  Prison  Com- 
mission knowing  the  provisions  of  the 
law  in  this  regard  have  made  no  effort 
to  comply  -with  the  same.  This  condi- 
tion existed  on  all  the  farms,  notwith- 
standing the  fact  that  at  the  Shaw  Farm 
and  the  Eastham  Farm  the  entire  prison 
population  was  composed  chiefly  of 
young  white  men  under  twenty-five  years 
of  age. 

6.  Spiritual  welfare  of  prisoners. 
We  found  that  the  prison  authorities 

were  manifestly  indifferent  to  the  spirit- 
ual welfare  of  the  prisoners,  and  no  sys- 
tematic effort  has  been  made  to  reform 
the  convicts,  either  by  religious  train- 
ing or  by  giving  them  any  educational 
opportunities,  or  by  classifying  them 
according  to  their  conduct  and  prison 
and  criminal  record,  and  the  policy  of 
the  law  that  convicts  should  be  re- 
formed so  as  to  become  useful  citizens 
after  their  discharge  seems  to  be  no 
concern  of  the  prison  authorities. 

7.  Medical  attention  to  prisoners. 
We   find   that   the   medical    attention 

received  by  the  prisoners  has  been  in- 
eflScient.  Your  committee  met  several 
of  the  prison  physicians  connected  with 
the  penal  system,  among  them  Dr.  Bush, 
chief  physician  at  Huntsville,  and  Dr. 
Lay  and  Dr.  Dethridge,  and  it  is  the 
opinion  of  the  committee  that  Dr.  Lay 
and  Dr.  Dethridge  should  be  relieved 'of 
their  positions  and  more  efficient  and 
competent  physicians  secured  in  their 
stead.  In  the  main  building  at  Hunts- 
ville, which  is  under  the  direct  super- 
vision of  Dr.  Bushj  we  found  the  sani- 
tation bad,  and  that  efforts  should  have 
been  made  on  the  part  of  Dr.  Bush  to 
correct  these  conditions.  We  believe 
that  Dr.  Bush's  time  is  too  much  occu- 
pied with  his  private  practice  to  give 
careful  attention  to  his  duties  as  prison 
physician.  On  some  of  the  farms  we 
find  a  lack  of  care  prevailed  with  regard 
to  segregating  prisoners  suffering  from 
communicable  diseases  from  others  not 
so  afflicted.  On  the  Eastham  Farm  most 
of  the  medical  attention  was  adminis- 
tered by  a  convict  trusty,  who  was  not 
even  a  licensed  physician. 

8.  Conditions  of  the  Tubercular 
Farm. 

The  Tubercular  Farm  is  located  two 
miles  from  Huntsville  in  a  low  altitude, 
whicli  is  detrimental  to  patients  suffer- 
ing from  tuberculosis.  There  were  about 
one  hundred  patients  on  said  farm  suf- 
fering with  said  disease  in  its  various 
stages.     What  your   committee  saw  on 


this  farm  is  almost  beyond  belief.  Tu- 
bercular convicts  poorly  clad  and  poorly 
shod  working  in  the  cold  and  rain  of 
a  typical  Texas  norther.  It  was  shown 
by  testimony  taken  at  this  farm  that 
the  prisoners  when  without  temperature 
worked  nine  hours  a  day,  sometimes 
longer,  and  showed  that  they  were  hung 
in  chains  for  slight  violations  of  the 
rules,  and  that  they  were  compelled 
when  they  did  work  to  do  hard  manual 
labor,  and  that  they  were  compelled  to 
live  in  buildings  that  leaked  when  it 
rained,  and  were  not  furnished  with 
sufficient  amount  of  nutritious  food.  It 
is  questionable  whether  any  qualified 
physician  in  the  State  of  Texas  would 
say  that  this  farm  is  properly  located 
for  its  purpose.  The  committee  finds 
that  the  manager  of  this  farm,  X.  T. 
Thornton,  is  indifferent,  incapable,  and 
inefficient,  and  should  be  relieved  of  his 
position. 

9.     Business  management. 

(a)  General  Conditions. — ^We  find 
that  the  Prison  Commission  has  not  ex- 
ercised proper  care  in  keeping  close 
supervision  over  farm  managers  and 
guards,  and  as  a  result  of  this  lack  of 
attention  abuses  and  mismanagement 
have  resulted.  We  find  that  there  is  no 
systematic  and  accurate  method  of  keep- 
ing check  of  supplies  requisitioned  by 
managers  of  the  farms,  and  that  the 
books  showing  the  expenses  of  the  farms, 
and  their  earnings,  are  kept  at  Hunts- 
ville, and  no  books  are  kept  by  the  farm 
managers  on  their  operations.  We  find 
that  the  system  was  operated  at  a  con- 
siderable loss  during  the  year  1920. 

(b)  Mismanagement  on  Blue  Ridsre 
Farm. — ^We  find  that  on  the  Blue  Ridge 
Farm,  located  near  Houston,  Captain 
Robert  Smith,  who  was  in  charge  of  the 
farm  as  manager^  w^as  in  partnership 
with  one  Robinson  in  the  business  of 
running  a  butcher  shop  and  meat  mar- 
ket in  the  town  of  Blue  Ridge;  that 
while  acting  as  manager  in  charge  of 
this  farm  he  sold  hogs  raised  on  his 
farm  by  the  State  to  himself  and  his 
partner  for  butchering  purposes,  and 
then  in  turn  buying  from  himself  and 
partner  fresh  meats  for  the  use  of  the 
farm,  buying  and  selling  at  prices  >at- 
isfactory  to  himself.  \Ve  further  find 
that  this  same  manager  was  receiving 
financial  benefits  from  Bassett  Blakely, 
and  that  he  set  aside  to  Blakely  the 
rents  accruing  to  him  from  Chis  farm, 
claiming  that  he  did  in  nowise  favor 
Blakely  in  these  transactions.  Ne\'er- 
theless,  we  find  that  such  arrangements 
as  the  above  are  not  conducive  to  the 
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be*t  interestB  of  the  priaon  system.  This 
manager  has  been  discharged  from  the 
^T^tem;  in  this  action  we  heartily  con- 
cur, and  recommend  that  he  never  again 
be  employed  by  the  Commission  in  any 
capacity  whatever. 

(CI  Blue  Ridge  Mule  Deal. — ^\Ve  find 
that  Prison  Commissioners  W.  G.  Pryor 
and  Sam  \V.  D.  Low,  acting  for  the 
Commission,  during  the  month  of  Jan- 
uary. 1021,  purchased  from  Bassett 
Bkkely  260  mules  and  horses  for  the 
aggregate'  sum  of  $39,000,  or  $150  per 
head.  These  mules  were  carefully  in- 
sp«»ted  by  the  committee  and  were 
found  to  be  of  value  not  exceeding  $60 
per  head,  and  it  is  clearly  manifest  that 
the  State  of  Texas  was  grossly  defraud- 
ed in  the  purchase  of  these  mules  and 
^unained     a     loss     of     approximately 

id\  Richmond  Oil  Mill  Deal.— We 
find  that  the  Prison  Commission  on  or 
a^out  the  14th  day  of  December,  1920, 
purchased  the  Fort*  Bend  Cotton  Oil  Mill 
located  at  Richmond,  Texas,  for  the 
>um  of  $125,000,  that  they  paid  the 
>um  of  $31,250  cash  and  executed  notes 
s-^ured  by  lien  on  the  mill  for  the  bal- 
ance. We  find  that  this  mill  had  been 
^'perated  at  a  loss  ever  since  its  estab- 
H-hment  in  1913,  and  that  at  the  time 
t'f  the  purchase  by  the  Commission  was 
indebted  in  the  *sum  of  $116,000  for 
t'perating  expenses,  that  the  year  pre- 
J^ing  its  purchase  by  the  Commission 
it  wag  operated  at  a  loss  of  about  $52,- 
*^K).  This  mill  is  located  about  seven 
miles  from  the  nearest  State  farm.  We 
tind  that  the  Prison  Commission  pur- 
chased this  mill  without  making  any 
iorestigation  to  determine  whether  or 
D^t  it  had  been  a  paying  business,  or 
to  determine  the  probable  value  of  the 
>anie,  except  that  they  secured  from  one 
Pat  Grogan,  a  stockholder  in  the  mill, 
an  estimate  of  its  value,  and  upon 
*hich  ^timate  they  acted  in  making 
tl.i?  purchase.  We  further  find  that 
they  made  no  investigation  to  deter- 
mine for  what  other  mills  of  equal  ca- 
pacity could  be  purchased.  The  deal 
with  the  Prison  Commission  was  en- 
gineered by  one  J.  H.  Farber  and  one 
^"  P.  Winner,  acting  for  themselves 
Md  for  Bassett  Blakely,  and  Pat  Gro- 
wn, all  of  said  parties  being  stock- 
bolders  in  the  mill.  Said  Winner  and 
Farher  after  learning  at  what  price  they 
«>«ld  sell  the  mill  to  the  Prison  Com- 
oiwion  made  other  stockholders  a  prop- 
osition that  they  would  be  released  from 
the  corporation's  indebtedness,  on  which 
^  stockholders  were  sureties,  for  the 
^rrender  of  their   stock  and   the  pay- 


ment of  a  fifty  per  cent  assessment 
thereon,  and  that  Basset  Blakely,  in  or- 
der to  help  the  deal  through,  guaran- 
teed to  the  Houston  Exchange  National 
Bank  the  payment  of  the  indebtedness 
to  the  said  bank,  owing  by  the  Fort 
Bend  Cotton  Oil  Mill,  and  amounting 
to  $94,000,  the  arrangement  for  the  pay- 
ment of  a  fifty  per  cent  assessment  by 
the  stockholders,  other  than  those  above 
mentioned,  and  securing  a  release  from 
the  mill's  indebtedness  was  agreed  to  by 
such  stockholders  without  knowledge 
that  the  mill  was  being  sold  for  a  sum 
of  money  more  than  sufficient  to  pay 
all  of  the  corporation's  indebtedness. 
We  find  that  at  the  time  of  this  trans- 
action Winner  was  the  president  and 
general  manager  of  the  mill,  charged 
with  the  duty  of  protecting  the  inter- 
est of  all  the  stockholders,  and  that  he, 
Farber  and  Pat  Grogan  were  to  receive 
the  profits  accruing  from  the  sale.  We 
find  that  the  Commission,  if  they  did 
not  know,  could  easily  have  found  out 
that  Pat  Grogan,  upon  whose  estimate 
they  relied,  was  a  stockholder  in  the 
mill,  and  an  interested  party  in  making 
the  sale  to  them;  and  that  they  could 
have  easily  learned,  if  they  did  not 
know,  that  the  mill  had  always  been  a 
losing  proposition,  and  that  they  were 
paying  $45,000  more  for  it  than  it 
originally  cost,  and  that  oil  mills  at 
that  time  were  not  considered  a  good 
investment,  and  that  a  similar  mill 
could  have  been  purchased,  for  al)out 
one-half  the  price  paid  for  this  mill. 
In  this  connection  we  find  that  this 
same  oil  mill  could  have  been  purchased 
during  a  previous  administration  by  the 
then  Prison  Commission  for  the  sum  of 
$75,000,  and  that  this  fact  was  known 
to  the  Commission  that  purchased  the 
mill.  In  making  this  purchase,  the 
Commission  did  not  have  the  consent 
of  the  Legislature,  nor  of  the  Governor, 
although  by  an  Act  of  the  Tliirty -sixth 
Legislature  the  consent  of  the  Legisla- 
ture to  purchase  of  real  estate  by  the 
Prison  Commission  is  required;  nor,  if 
it  be  considered  that  the  machinery  in 
the  mill  was  the  principal  item  of  this 
purchase,  did  the.  Commission  advertise 
for  bids  as  required  by  this  law.  We 
believe  that  .the  Commission  w^as  with- 
out authority  to  make  this  purchase  in 
the  manner  in  which  they  made  it,  and 
were  acting  in  violation  of  the  above 
mentioned  act  of  the  Thirty-sixth  Leg- 
islature. We  find  that  the  Attorney 
General's  Department  advised  the 
Prison  Commission  that  they  could  le- 
gally purchase  the  mill.  However,  we 
think  this  question   is  of  such   import- 
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ance  to  the  State  as  to  require  judicial 
determination. 

(e)  Sugar  Mill  on  Harlem  Farm. — 
We  find  that  the  copper  and  brass  fit- 
tings on  the  machinery  in  this  mill  have 
been  stolen,  and  that  the  extensive  and 
valuable  machinery  in  this  mill  is  not 
being  properly  cared  for,  and  is  taking 
considerable  damage  on  this  account. 
The  Commission,  if  they  have  not  al- 
ready done  so,  should  take  immediate 
steps  to  conserve  this  property. 

Recommendations. 

1.  Punishment  and  treatment  of 
prisoners. 

The  Constitution  of  the  United  States 
provides  that  no  cruel  or  inhuman  pun- 
ishment shall  be  inflicted  upon  anyone 
for  any  offense,  and  we  do  not  recog- 
nize corporal  punishment  of  any  char- 
acter as  a  punishment  for  crime,  yet 
that  very  same  inhuman  and  cruel  pun- 
ishment is  an  every  day;  incident  of 
prison  life  in  Texas.  Very  few  States 
use  corporal  punishment  of  any  charac- 
ter and  then  only  for  such  offenses  as 
mutiny  and  attack  on  a  guard.  The 
majority  of  the  penal  institutions  of 
the  United  States  through  their  govern- 
ing boards  have  come  to  the  conclusion 
that  discipline  may  be  enforced  better 
without  resort  to  corporal  punishment. 
In  regard  to  this  character  of  punish- 
ment a  warden  of  the  New  York  Peni- 
tentiary says:  "It  is  a  relic  of  .the 
barbarous  age  and  reeks  with  insanity. '' 
The  Legislature  of  Texas  should  follow 
the  trend  of  modern  thought  and  ad- 
vancement and  should  at  least  limit  the 
use  of  corporal  punishment  to  the  fol- 
lowing offenses  committed  by  convicts, 
namely:  mutiny,  assault  upon  a  prison 
official  or  employe,  and  attack  upon  an- 
other convict,  except  in  self-defense. 
When  the  bat  is  used  as  a  mode  of  pun- 
ishment for  the  commission  of  such  of- 
fenses, we  recommend  that  its  use  be 
strictly  in  accordance  with  the  provisions 
of  law  and  not  applied  to  the  bare  skin, 
and  when  the  law  is  violated  the  offi- 
cer or  employe  guilty  of  such  violation 
should  be  immediately  discharged  from 
the  system.  We  further  recommend  the 
immediate  abolishment  of  the  ehains  as 
a  mode  of  punishment  in.  the  peniten- 
tiary system  beeause  their  use  is  bar- 
barous and  inhuman  and  greatly 
abused.  If  the  Governor  will  submit 
this  subject,  we  recommend  that  a  law 
be  enacted  by  this  Special  Session  of 
the  Legislature  prohibiting  the  use  of 
the  chains  and  eonfining  the  use  of  the 
bat  or  strap  to  these  cnsea  tibove  men- 
tioned. 


2.  Prison  reform,  segregation,  educa- 
tion, spiritual  training  of  convicts. 

Apparently  no  effort  has  been  made 
during  past  years  to  carry  out  the  most 
important  policy  of  our  criminal  juris- 
prudem^e,  the  reformation  of  the  pris- 
oners. A  prison  system  which  is  con- 
ducted solely  with  the  idea  of  making 
a  profit  off  of  the  prisoners  committed 
to  its  charge,  is  from  the  outset  pre- 
destined to  failure.  We  recommend  that 
the  segregation  and  classification  of 
prisoners  as  provided  by  law  be  imme- 
diately accomplished  in  order  that  the 
penitentiary  may  become  what  its  name 
implies  rather  than  an  incubator  of 
criminals;  that  the  present  law  be 
amended  so  as  to  make  this  policy  com- 
pulsory, and  providing  heavy  penalties 
for  failure  of  the  Commission  to  put 
it  into  effect.  Competent  chaplains 
should  be  secured  for  the  main  building 
and  the  various  farms,  men  who  are 
active  and  men  who  understand  their 
responsibilities.  We  think  the  duties 
of  such  chaplains  should,  among  other 
things,  be  to  keep  the  prisoners  in  touch 
with  their  families  and  their  friends  on 
the  outside,  and  that  the  convicts  be 
given  every  opportunity  for  religious 
training  and  affiliation.  Removeil  as 
the  prisoner  is  from  every  good  influ- 
ence that  he  has  ever  known,  and  with 
practically  every  tie  severed,  we  think 
that  earnest  and  sincere  efforts  to  re- 
form the  criminal  should  be  made 
through  such  agencies. 

3.  Board  of  supervision. 

In  order  to  prevent  the  ever  recurring 
brutalities  and  abuses  of  the  convicts, 
as  found  to  exist  by  all  legislative  in- 
vestigating committees,  this  committee 
recommends  that  at  this  session  of  the 
IvCgislature,  an  Advisory  Board,  or 
Board  of  Supervision,  be  created  by 
law,  consisting  of  three  persons,  one  of 
whom  shall  be  a  woman,  who  shall 
serve  without  pay  and  whose  duties 
shall  be  as  follows: 

(a)  At  the  request  of  the  chairman 
of  said  board  the  main  penitentiary 
and  the  various  farms  shall  be  visited 
by  said  committee  or  a  member  of  same 
not  less  than  once  every  three  months. 

( b )  To  make  an  investigation  of  the 
treatment  of  the  convicts  of  the  Texas 
Penitentiary  System  with  reference  to 
punishment  inflicted,  food,  clothing, 
sanitation,  health,  spiritual  and  educa- 
tional training,  segregation  and  classi- 
fication, and  to  look  into  such  other 
matters  concerning  the  general  welfare 
of  the  convicts  as  thev  may  deem  nec- 
essary. Digitized  by  VjjOO^     ^  |     | 
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(c)  To  make  quarterly  report  to  the 
Governor  of  the  State  of  Texas,  and  to 
the  Prison  Commission  as  to  the  con- 
ditions as  they  find  them  in  the  Peni- 
tentiaiy  System,  together  with  their 
recommendations,  and  to  report  all 
prison  officials  and  ^nployes  who  are 
found  to  be  derelict  in  their  duties  or 
who  have  acted  in  the  handling  of  said 
prisoners  in  violation  of  the  law.  These 
reports  are  also  to  be  furnished  the  Leg- 
islature when  it  convenes,  and  when 
deemed  necessary  by  said  board  given 
to  the  public  through  such  mediums  as 
they  may  see  fit. 

(d)  In  order  to  carry  out  their 
duties,  said  board  should  have  access  to 
the  main  prison  and  to  any  farm  or 
camp  at  any  time,  and  should  not  be 
require  to '  give  any  notice  of  their 
proposed  visit,  but  have  the  right  to 
inspect  any  department  of  the  system 
in  detail,  and  the  right  to  confer  free- 
ly and  privately  with  any  convict  in  the 
system,  and  the  power  to  administer 
oaths  and  take  testimony.  The  mem- 
bers of  this  hoard  shall  be  appointed  by 
the  Governor  to  serve  without' pay,  but 
shall  receive  traveling  expenses  while  in 
actual  discharge  of  their  duties,  and 
have  the  ri^ht  to  engage  the  services 
of  a  {stenographer  at  the  expense  of  the 
State. 

(e)  The  members  of  this  board  shall 
hold  office  for  two  years. 

We  believe  that  such  a  board  could 
brin^  about  a  better  handling  of  the 
convicts  and  prevent  unnecessary  mis- 
treatment and  brutality. 

4.  Sanitary  and   food   conditions. 

If  the  revolting  conditions  found  on 
the  Ferguson  Farm  have  not  already 
been  remedied  by  the  Commission,  we 
recommend  that  they  be  remedied  im- 
mediately. The  sleeping  quarters  of  the 
conncts'on  the  farm  and  the  main  peni- 
tentiary should  be  provided  with  proper 
sanitary  appliances.  We  further  recom- 
mend the  passage  of  a  law  requiring  the 
Prison  Commission  to  have  convicts 
sleeping  quarters  to  be  thoroughly 
cleaned  at  least  twice  each  week,  and 
providing  a  penalty  for  failure  to  com- 
ply with  this  requirement. 

Proper  prison  discipline  and  profitable 
labor  can  not  be  expected  from  ill-fed 
convicts;  therefoi'e  we  recommend  the 
strict  enforcement  of  the  law  requiring 
sufficient  quantity  and  variety  of  whole- 
some food. 

5.  Funds  for  discharged  convicts. 
Under  the   present  law,   a   convict  is 

discharged  with  the  small  sum  of  $5  in 


money  and  a  cheap  suit  of  clothes.  It 
is  idle  to  expect  a  man  bearing  the  stig- 
ma of  an  ex-convict  to  take  this  piti- 
fully small  sum  of  money  and  install 
himself  again  as  a  law-abiding  member 
of  society.  When  this  small  sum  is  ex- 
pended, he  must  exist, — if  not  honestly, 
still  he  must  exist, — and  we  believe  that 
it  would  be  both  justice  and  economy 
to  pay  discharged  convicts  enough  to 
maintain  themselves  for  at  least  thirty 
days  after  their  discharge,  in  order  that 
they  may  have  a  fair  chance  to  securing 
employment. 

6.  Reward    for   meritorious   conduct 
The  committee  is  of  the  opinion  that 

some  reward  should  be  held  out  to  pris- 
oners for  exemplary  conduct.  Believing 
this,  we  think  that  the  right  of  petition 
should  not  be  denied  any  man  in  the 
penitentiary,  or  any  of  his  relatives, 
shovnng  reason  for  a  pardon  based  on 
unusual  circumstances  or  exemplary  con- 
duct. We  believe  that  some  character  of 
tribunal  should  be  provided  for  the  hear- 
ing of  such  petitions. 

7.  Blue  Ridge  mule  deal  and  Rich- 
mond oil  mill. 

On  account  of  the  manifest  fraud  per- 
petrated upon  the  State  in  the  purchase 
of  these  horses  and  mules,  we  recommend 
that  the  Attorney  GeneraPs  Department 
make  a  thorough  investigation  into  this 
transaction,  and  that  suit  be  brought 
either  upon  the  bond  of  the  official  re- 
sponsible, and  for  damages  and  rescis- 
sion against  the  vendor,  as  said  depart- 
ment may  in  its  discretion  determine  to 
be  proper.  The  notes  amounting  to  $39,- 
000  executed  to  Bassett  Blakely  for 
these  horses  and  mules  should  not  be 
paid  until  this  matter  is  adjudicated. 

We  recommend  that  none  of  the  de- 
ferred payments  evidenced  by  the  lien 
notes  executed  by  the  Prison  Commis- 
sion for  the  Richmond  oil  mill  be  paid 
by  the  Prison  Commission,  and  that  the 
Attorney  Generars  Department  bring 
suit  to  set  aside  this  purchase. 

8.  Removal  of  officers  and  employes. 

Since  our  investigation  began,  a  num- 
ber of  employes  of  the  prison  system 
have  been  discharged,  among  them  a 
number  of  guards  and  other  employes 
whom  we  believed  to  be  inefficient  and 
to  be  guilty  of  violations  of  the  prison 
rules  and  of  mistreatment  of  prisoners. 
We  do  not  deem  it  necessary  to  desig- 
nate them  in  this  report.  One  of  these 
employes,  Gus  Harris,  the  warden  of 
the  main  penitentiary,  has  been  re-em- 
ployed since  his  discharger  ^We^repom-

mend  that  his  services  be  dispensed  with 
permanently. 

We  believe  that  Commissioner  W.  G. 
Pryor  has  been  guilty  of  indifference 
and  wilful  failure  in  the  discharge  of 
the  duties  of  his  office,  and  of  such  gross 
negligence  as  amounts  to  malfeasance. 
We  have  been  advised  by  the  Attorney 
General's  Department  that  Article  6027 
of  the  Revised  Statutes  of  Texas,  provid- 
ing for  the  removal  of  Prison  Commis- 
sioners, is  of  doubtful  validity,  on  ac- 
count of  the  fact  that  it  does  not  pro- 
vide for  a  trial.  We  recommend  that  the 
law  prescribing  the  procedure  for  the  re- 
moval of  Prison  Commissioners  be 
amended,  so  as  to  provide  for  the  trial 
and  removal  of  Prison  Commissioners, 
in  order  that  the  cumbersome  and  enor- 
mously expensive  method  of  impeach- 
ment, if  applicable,  need  not  be  resorted 
to,  and  we  further  recommend  that  pro- 
ceedings be  then  instituted  to  oust  said 
Pryor  from  office. 

9.  Location  of  prison  property  is  a 
serious  detriment  to  proper  business 
management. 

We  come  now  to  the  consideration  of 
the  most  serious  defect  in  the  prison 
system  from  the  standpoint  of  efficient 
business  management,  and  that  is,  the 
location  of  its  physical  properties. 

The  physical  properties  of  the  system 
consist  of  thirteen  farms,  totalling  78,- 
904  acres  of  land,  about  45,000  acres  of 
which  is  in  cultivation.  These  farms 
are  actually  and  literally  scattered  from 
the  Red  River  to  the  Gulf  of  Mexico, 
ranging  in  distance  from  Huntsville, 
where  the  main  penitentiary  is  located, 
from  four  miles  to  about  three  hundred 
miles.  In  addition. to  these  farms,  there 
is  the  main  penitentiary  plant  at  Hunts-, 
ville.  Most  of  this  plant  is  in  a  dilapi- 
dated condition,  and  it  will  probably  be 
almost  as  expensive  to  rehabilitate  it 
•and  properly  equip  it,  as  it  would  be 
to  rebuild.  Then  in  addition,  there  is 
the  Rusk  prison  land  and  the  Texas 
State  Railroad,  which,  under  act  of  the 
Regular  Session  of  this  Legislature,  was 
turned  over  to  a  board  of  managers; 
an  oil  mill  at  Richmond,  which  we  have 
already  mentioned,  and  the  sugar  mill 
on  the  Clemens  farm.  The  only  farms 
easily  accessible  to  the  main  penitentiary 
are  the  Wynne  and  Goree  Farms,  the 
most  inferior  of  the  entire  system,  both 
containing  an  aggregate  acreage  of  2976 
acres.  The  Eastham  and  Ferguson 
Farms,  aggregating  17,360  acres,  are 
within  about  twenty  miles  of  Huntsville, 
and  very  inaccessible,  and  none  of  the 
other  farms  are  nearer  than  about  eighty 


miles  from  the  main  penitentiary.  The 
Shaw  Farm,  comprising  4688  acres,  is 
located  in  Bowie  county,  about  300  miles 
from  the  main  penitentiary.  The  Clem- 
ens, Darrington,  Ramsey  and  Retrieve 
Farms,  comprising  37,427  acres  of  land, 
are  located  in  Brazoria  county,  about 
125  miles  from  the  main  penitentiary. 
The  Harlem  and  Imperial  farms  are  lo- 
cated in  Fort  Bend  county,  about  85 
miles  from  the  main  penitentiary,  and 
the  Blue  Ridge  Farm  is  located  in  Har- 
ris county,  about  77  miles  from  the 
main  penitentiary.  It  will  be  seen  that 
the  bulk  of  the  farms  are  located  in  the 
southeastern  part  of  the  State,  and  all 
of  them,  except  the  Wynne  and  Goree 
Farms,  are  too  remote  from  headquar- 
ters. The  farms  are  subject  to  storms, 
overflows  and  the  raids  of  insect  pests 
which  frequently  destroy  the  crops. 

There  is  scarcely  any  manufacturing 
carried  on  by  the  system,  which  depends 
for  revenue  almost  entirely  on  its  farm- 
ing operations.  These  operations  last 
year  resulted  in  a  loss  of  virtually  one 
million  dollars^  and  the  farming  oper- 
ations are  far  enough  advanced  this  year 
that  the  chairman  of  the  Commission 
estimated  that  the  loss  for  this  year 
would  be  almost  as  much.  From  a 
financial  standpoint,  the  use  of  prac- 
tically all  of  the  prisoners  in  farming 
industries  in  this  location,  scattered  and 
isolated  as  the  farms  are,  has  proven  a 
failure,  resulting  in  financial  loss  nearly 
every  year.  We  believe  that  this  situa- 
tion can  be  remedied,  but  we  Believe 
until  it  is  remedied  by  a  complete 
change,  thkt  the  Penitentiary  System  of 
Texas  will  continue  to  be  an  eyesore  and 
a  drain  upon  tax  payers. 

10.     Centralization  of  the  system. 

We  recommend  the  sale  of  all  the 
farms  comprising  the  present  system, 
the  abandonment  of  the  main  peniten- 
tiary plant  at  Huntsville,  and  a  reloca- 
tion of  the  penitentiary  system  within 
fifty  miles  of  the  seat  of  government. 

The  system  should  be  centralized.  A 
modern  penitentiary  plant  should  be 
erected  and  properly  equipped  with  suf- 
ficient farm  lands  immediately  surround- 
ing it.  for  the  employment  of  that  class 
of  prisoners  peculiarly  fitted  for  farm 
labor.  In  connection  with  the  central- 
ized system,  such  factories  should  be  in- 
stalled as  may  be  deemed  advisable  by 
the  Commission,  to  be  operated  with 
prison  labor  suitable  for  vocational  em- 
ployment. If  possible,  the  machinery 
should  be  supplied  by  individual  capital^ 
and  the  output  disposed  of  by  them,  as 
we   have   been   informed   is   being   done 
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elsewhere,  and  can  be  done  in  our  sys- 
tem. The  labor  should  be  furnished  by 
the  prison  system,  and  should  be  under 
the  absolute  management  and  direction 
of  the  prison  board. 

We  believe  that  a  reasonable  amount 
of  farm  land  surrounding  the  central 
prison  located  in  the  central  portion  of 
Texas,  would  make  the  system  at  least 
self-sustaining. 

In  this  connection,  we  would  recom- 
mend the  proper  facilities  for  curing 
and  canning  meats,  fruits  and  vegetables 
produced  by  the  system,  be  installed, 
in  order  that  the  system  may  put  up 
its  own. supplies  and  be  self-sustaining 
from  this  standpoint.  We  do  not  be- 
lieve that  practical  farming  consists  of 
raising  raw  materials  for  the  market, 
and  buying  back  the  finished  products 
in  the  way  of  supplies.  If  the  State 
is  to  engage  in  farming,  and  we  believe 
it  should  not  be  entirely  abandoned, 
the  same  methods  should  apply  that 
make  for  successful  private  farming,  i. 
e.,  the  production  and  saving  first  of 
practically  all  the  food  supplies  re- 
quired by  the  system. 

In  accomplishing  the  centralization  of 
the  system,  the  Shaw,  Wynne,  Goree, 
Ferguson  and  Eastham  Farms  should 
first  be  sold.  The  central  location 
should  be  selected,  and  sufficient  labor 
lie  employed  to  erect  the  necessary 
buildings,  and  as  the  central  system 
takes  shape,  the  other  outlying  farms 
should  be  sold,  and  the  convicts  em- 
ployed in  the  new  and  central  location, 
thus  gradually  effecting  a  complete  re- 
organization of  the  system  which  will 
take  probably  two  or  three  years.  In 
addition  to  the  reasons  we  have  given 
heretofore,  we  recommend  a  central  sys- 
tem for  the   following  reasons: 

(a)  That  under  this  centralized 
plan,  those  in  charge  of  the  adminis- 
tration of  the  system,  as  well  as  the 
State  officials,  could  be  more  easily  and 
fully  adviFcd  of  the  condition  of  prison 
affairs  and  brought  more  nearly  in 
touch  with  the  business  of  the  prison 
system,  which  would  conduce  to  the 
honest  and  faithful  management  of  the 
affairs  of  the  prison  system. 

(b)  Under  this  plan,  separation  and 
classification  of  the  prisoners  as  to  age. 
sex,  color,  prison  record  and  criminal 
inclination  would  become  practicable 
and  effective. 

(c)  Education  and  vocational  train- 
ing would  be  made  possible,  and  would 
result  in  the  reformation  of  prisoners 
fo  as  to  fit  them  at  the  expiration  of 
their  term  for  the  duties  of  citizenship. 


Under  the  system  as  it  now  stands,  edu- 
cation and  moral  training  is  exceed- 
ingly difficult,  as  well  as  the  segrega- 
tion* of  the  prisoners  according  to  their 
age,  prison  and  criminal  records. 

(d)  Brutalities  and  mistreatment  of 
convicts  would  more  easily  come  xm- 
der  the  observation  of  the  governing  au- 
thorities of  the  prison  system,  and  could 
be  more  readily  prevented. 

(e)  Wholesale  escapes  of  prisoners 
would  be  less  likely  to  occur,  and  guard 
expense  would  be  materially  reduced. 

It  occurs  to  us  that  convict  labor 
could  be  profitably  employed  in  the 
business  of  crushing  rock  to  Ije  used  in 
the  construction  of  State  highways,  and 
to  be  used  in  the  making  of  concrete 
for  the  construction  of  the  central  pris- 
on system  which  we  are  herein  recom- 
mending. In  this  connection  we  would 
recommend  that  the  Prison  Commission 
take  up  with  the  State  Highway  Com- 
missioners tJie  advisability  of  establish- 
ing rock-crushing  plants  for  the  pur- 
pose of  preparing  road  and  building  ma- 
terial for  highway  construction.  There 
are  bountiful  supplies  of  rock  deposits 
in  the  State  of  Texas,  which  could  in 
this  manner  be  utilized.  Ninety  per 
cent  of  the  value  of  the  output  of  a 
rock  crushing  plant  consists  of  the  la- 
bor required  to  quarry  and  crush  the 
rock.  By  the  use  of  prison  labor  in 
this  particular  class  of  work,  w^e  would 
be  furnishing  cheap  raw  material  for 
the  construction  of  our  gigantic  road 
system.  The  benefit  would  be  to  the 
State  at  large,  and  would  furnish  suit- 
able labor  for  a  portion  of  the  prison 
population. 

We  have  given  careful  thought  to  the 
penitentiary  problem,  and  are  con- 
vinced that  until  a  centralized  system 
is  adopted,  mismanagement,  brutalities 
and  mistreatment  of  prisoners,  and 
financial  loss  will  continue,  whethei: 
in  the  same  degree  as  we  have  found 
them,  and  as  they  have  been  found 
to  exist  heretofore,  will  depend  entire- 
ly upon  the  capacity  and  charac- 
ter of  the  men  who  are  selected  to  have 
charge  of  the  prison  properties,  and  sup- 
ervision over  the  convicts.  When  the 
system  is  centralized  and  systematized, 
and  placed  under  efficient  management, 
then  and  not  until  then,  can  the  people 
of  Texas  expect  relief  from  the  present 
onerous  burden  of  taxation  for  the  sup- 
port of  this  system.  When  this  is  ac- 
complished we  ^vill  expect  to  see  the 
now  prevalent  evils  disappear,  and  the 
system   become   an   assets  to   the   State, 
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hoth  from  a  financial  and  humanitarian 
standpoint.

Minority  Report. 

I  have  agreed  to  and  signed  the  ma- 
jority report  of  the  committee  subject 
to  the  following  modifications: 

1.  I  think  failure  and  refusal  on  the 
part  of  the  convict  to  do  a  reasonable 
amount  of  work  under  proper  conditions 
should  be  added  to  the  instances  sug- 
gested in  the  majority  report  where 
punishment  is  allowed,  but  always  un- 
der  the   restrictions   therein    set   forth. 

2.  I  think  the  penitentiary  system 
should,  as  far  as  possible,  go  out  of 
the  farming  business,  except  for  food 
for  the  system  and  feed  for  the  neces- 
sary work  and  food  stock  of  peniten- 
tiary. While  I  regret  to  differ  with  my 
fellow  members  of  the  committee,  the 
reasons  advanced  in  the  majority  report 
for  removing  the  main  penitentiary  from 
Huntsville  are,  to  my  mind,  neither  con- 
clusive nor  convincing.  The  buildings 
and  walls  now  in  existence  there  would^ 
on  a  conservative  estimate,  cost  approx- 
imately a  million  dollars,  besides  there 
has  recently  been  erected,  at  a  cost  of 
nearly  $200,000,  on  the  Eastham  Farm, 
near  Huntsville,  a  modern,  fireproof, 
concrete  building.  These  properties 
would  be  practically  lost  if  this  farm 
should  be  sold  and  the  headquarters  of 
the  system  removed  from  Huntsville. 

These  losses,  the  loss  of  a  million 
dollars  by  the  operation  of  the  system 
last  year,  a  like  loss  from  a  like  source 
facing  us  this  year,  and  the  depressed 
financial  condition  of  the  country, 
should,  it  seems  to  me,  make  us  hesi- 
tate to  fasten  upon  the  taxpayers  the 
additional  burden  of  the  enormous  ex- 
pense incident  to  such  removal. 

There  is  within  the  present  walls  of 
the  penitentiary  at  Huntsville  ample 
space  for  all  the  factories  and  indus- 
tries other  than  those  of  an  outdoor 
nature,  mentioned  in  the  majority  re- 
port. This  space  is  available  now  and 
some  of  these  industries  could  be  put 
into  operation  within  a  very  short  period 


of  time,  say  sixty  to  ninety  days,  thus 
affording  employment  for  many  of  the 
convicts  who  on  account  of  the  short 
crops  will  otherwise  be  idle  unless  per- 
chance some  other  employment  could  be 
found  for  them,  a  contingency  not  now 
apparent. 

The  lands  contiguous  to  or  easily  ac- 
cessible to  Himtsville  are  admirably 
adapted  to  the  crops  that  should,  in 
the  opinion  of  the  committee,  be  grown 
by  the  prison  system,  making  Hunts- 
ville a  proper  point  for  the  centraliza- 
tion of  the  system,  and  if  Huntsville 
should  be  made  the  central  point  the 
widely  removed  farms  now  owned  by 
the  system  should  be  sold. 

I  can  not  escape  the  impression  that 
the  report  sets  forth  no  compelling  rea- 
son for  the  location  at  or  near  Austin 
of  another  of  the  institutions  of  the 
State.

RELATING    TO    PENITENTIARY 
CONDITIONS. 

The  Speaker  laid  before  the  House  for 
consideration  at  this  time, 

S.  C.  R.  No.  4,  Relating  to  peniten> 
tiary  conditions. 

Whereas,  A  communication  addressed 
to  the  members  of  the  Senate  of  Texas 
has  been  read  before  the  Senate,  stat- 
ing that  George  W.  Ludwick  and  Jack 
Baldwin,  two  convicts,  were  shot  down 
and  killed  by  guards  on  the  Eastham 
Farm  on  Friday,  July  22;  and 

Whereas,  The  alleged  manner  of  their 
death  was  most  inhuman  and  was  with- 
out justification;   and 

Whereas,  Said  matter  should  be  in- 
vestigated immediately;  and 

Whereas,  The  Penitentiary  Investigat- 
ing Committee  appointed  at  the  Regular 
SesHion  of  the  Thirty-seventh  Legislature 
has  about  completed  its  report,  investi- 
gating alleged  cruelties  and  mismanage- 
ment of  the  penitentiary  system  of 
Texas;   therefore,  be  it 

Resolved  by  the  Senate  of  Texas,  the 
House  of  Representatives  concurring* 
That  said  Penitentiary  Investigating 
Committee  be  requested  to  immediately 
make  a  special  investigation  of  the  facts 
regarding  the  killing  of  said  convicts, 
and  report  back  to  this  session  of  the 
Legislature  in  special  report;  that  said 
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committee  conduct  said  investigation 
with  all  the  powers  vested  in  them  by 
the  original  resolution  creating  said  in- 
vestigation committee. 

The  resolution  was  read  second  time 
and  adopted. 

Mr.  Martin  offered  the  following  reso- 
lution : 

That  whereas,  by  Senate  concurrent 
resolution  the  Penitentiary  Investigat- 
ing Committee  has  been  instructed  to 
investigate  the  recent  tragedy  on  the 
Eastham  Farm,  wherein  George  W.  Lud- 
wig  and  Jack  Baldwin  lost  their  lives 
by  gunshot  wounds,  alleged  to  have  been 
inflicted  by  a  guard;  and 

Whereas,  On  May  10th  of  this  year  on 
the  Eastham  Farm  one  Lewis  Smith,  a 
convict,  was  stabbed  twice  in  the  back 
and  his  throat  cut  by  Will  E.  Bur- 
nett, a  fellow  convict,  from  which  in- 
juries he  later  died;  and 

Whereas,  The  parents  of  said  Lewis 
Smith,  deceased,  are  resident  citizens  of 
Lamar  county,  Texas,  and  have  been  un- 
able to  learn  the  particulars  respecting 
his  death;  therefore,  be  it 

Resolved,  That  said  Penitentiaiy  In- 
vestigating Committee  be  directed  to  in- 
vestigate the  circumstances  surrounding 
the  death  of  the  said  Lewis  Smith. 

The  resolution  was  read  second  time 
and  was  adopted. 

MESSAGE    FROM    THE    GOVERNOR. 

Mr.  R.  B.  Walthall,  secretary  to  the 
Oovemor,  appeared  at  the  bar  of  the 
House,  and  being  duly  announced,  pre- 
sented the  following  message  from  the 
Oovemor,  which  was  read  to  the  House, 
ts  follows:

To  the  Senate  and  House  of  Represent- 
atives. 
Gentlemen:     I  submit  to  you  for  your 

consideration  and  legislative  action  the 

following    subjects    dealing    with    local 

matters : 

First.  The  creation  of  the  Mcxia  In- 
dependent School  District  in  Limestone 
county,  Texas;  defining  its  boundaries; 
n^^ting  plenary  control,  duties  and  au- 
thorify  in  said  district  and  a  board  of 
trusitees,  as  now  conferred  by  the  gen- 
eral laws  covering  independent  -school 
<liitricta;  validating  bond  election  here- 
tofore held  and  taxes  assessed. 

Second.  The  creation  of  the'  Tehua- 
cana  Independent  School  District  in 
Limestone  county,  Texas;  defining  its 
botuidaries;  providing  for  board  of  trus- 


tees and  conferring  upon  said  district 
and  board  of  trustees  the  duties  and 
authority  imposed  by  law  covering  in- 
dependent school  districts;  validating 
taxes  or  bonds  heretofore  authorized 
within  the  territory  of  said  district; 
and  providing  for  the  raising  of  revenue, 
issuing  bonds,  building  and  maintaining 
schoolhouses;  and  organizing  and  main* 
taining  a  high  school. 

Third.  The  creation  of  the  Kress  In- 
dependent School  District  in  Swisher 
county,  Texas;  defining  its  boundaries; 
providing  for  board  of  trustees;  provid- 
ing that  said  trustees  shall  exercise  all 
duties  and  authority  imposed  by  law 
covering  independent  school  districts; 
and  that  present  trustees  continue  in 
office  until  expiration  of  respective 
terms. 

Fourth.  The  creation  of  the  Love  In- 
dependent District  in  Swisher  county, 
Texas;  defining  its  boundaries;  provid- 
ing for  board  of  trustees;  conferring 
upon  said  trustees  duties  and  authority 
imposed  by  the  general  laws  covering 
independent  school  districts;  and  pro- 
viding for  present  trustees  to  continue 
in  office  till  expiration  of  respective 
terms  of  office. 

Fifth.  The  extension  and  enlargement 
of  the  area  of  the  present  Littlefield  In- 
dependent School  District;  defining  its 
boundaries;  providing  for  retention  in 
office  of  present  board  of  trustees;  vali- 
dating all  taxes  and  bonds  now  in  force 
for  the  whole  district  as  now  extended; 
confirming  the  rights  of  the  present 
trustees  under  the  general  laws  of  the 
State;  and  repealing  conflicting  laws. 

Sixth.  The  creation  of  the  Taft  In- 
dependent School  District  in  San  Pa- 
tricio county,  Texas;  defining  its  boun- 
daries; providing  for  a  board  of  trus- 
tees; vesting  the  management  and  con- 
trol in  said  trustees,  as  provided  by  the 
general  laws  covering  independent  school 
districts;  providing  for  the  levying,  as- 
sessing and  collection  of  taxes,  and  the 
issuance  and  sale  of  bonds,  as  provided 
by  law;  and  assumption  by  said  district 
of  all  existing  indebtedness  of  the  Taft 
Common  School  District  No.   12. 

Seventh.  The  creation  of  the  Gregory 
Independent  School  District  in  San  Pa- 
tricio county,  Texas;  defining  its  boun- 
daries; providing  for  a  board  of  trus- 
tees; vesting  the  management  and  con- 
trol in  said  trustees,  as  provided  by  the 
general  laws  covering  independent  school 
districts;  providing  for  the  levying,  as- 
sessing and  collection  of  taxes,  and  the 
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issuance  and  sale  of  bonds,  as  provided 
by  law;  and  assumption  by  said  district 
of  all  existing  indebtedness  of  the  Greg- 
ory Common   School  District.

H.  B.  No.  32,  A  bill  to  be  entitled 
"An  Act  to  amend  Section  16  of  Chap- 
tor  190  of  the  General  Laws  of  the 
Regular  Session  of  the  Thirty-fifth  Leg- 
islature as  amended  by  Section  2  of 
Chapter  71  of  the  General  Laws  of  the 
Fourth  Called  Session  of  the  Thirty- 
fifth  Legislature  and  as  amended  by 
Section  1,  Chapter  113  of  the  General 
Laws  of  the  Regular  Session  of  the 
Thirty-sixth  Legislature  and  as  amended 
by  Chapter  131  of  the  General  Laws  of 
the  Thirty-seventh  Legislature,  provid- 
ing for  and  increasing  the  annual  license 
fee  on  commercial  motor  vehicles;  pro- 
viding for  applications  for  registration, 
how  and  when  said  applications  shall

the  provisions  of  this  act  shall  not  ap- 
ply to  tractors  used  for  agricultural 
purposes  and  road  building:  providing 
method  of    determining    horse  power  of 


certain  vehicles;  also  providing  basis  of 
weight  and  how  to  settle  disputed  classi- 
fications; and  providing  certain  de- 
scribed vehicles  shall  not  be  licensed  or 
operated  on  public  roads  and  providing 
penalties  for  violating  said  act;  and 
providing  for  exceptions  and  special 
permits;  and  that  liability  shall  at- 
tach for  damages  to  highways  and 
bridges  in  certain  instances;  and  provid- 
ing for  the  installation  and  maintenance 
of  rear  view  mirrors;  and  providing 
that  vehicles  shall  not  be  operated  when 
one  or  more  pneumatic  tires  are  ofi'.  or 
when  solid  tires  are  less  than  one  inch 
thick  at  any  point,  and  providing  pen- 
alties'for  violation  of  such  provisions; 
and  providing  that  county  road  en- 
gineers or  county  road  superintendents, 
by  posting  notices,  may  have  "the  author- 
ity in  wet  weather  to  prohibit  the  use 
of  any  highway  or  portion  thereof  to 
loads  of  such  maximum  weight  as  will 
unduly  damage  such  highway  or  por- 
tion thereof  in  wet  weather;  and  re- 
pealing Section  16a  added  to  Chapter 
190  of  the  General  Laws  of  the  Regular 
Session  of  the  Thirty-fifth  Legislature, 
by  Section  2  of  Chapter  113  of  the  Acts 
of  the  Regular  Session  of  the  Thirty- 
sixth  Legislature,  and  amended  by  Sec- 
tion 2  of  Chapter  131  of  the  General 
Laws  of  the  Regular  Session  of  the 
Thirty-seventh  Legislature,  which  pro- 
vided for  registration  of  commercial 
motor  vehicles  and  trailers  operating 
over  highways  in  this  State  in  one  or 
more  counties,  giving  routes  and  pro- 
viding for  bond,  conditioned  for  pay- 
ment of  fees  due  and  to  become  due. 
provided  for  keeping  of  records  by  own- 
er of  commercial  motor  vehicles  operat- 
ing in  one  or  more,  counties,  showing 
miles  traveled  in  each  county  and  re- 
port thereof;  and  providing  for  an  in- 
crease of  the  speed  limit  per  hour  for 
vehicles  of  certain  maximum  weight, 
when  equipped  with  pneumatic  tires 
and  when  equipped  with  solid  tires ;  pro- 
viding penalties  for  violating  provisions 
of  this  act  and  repealing  Section  4  of 
Chapter  131  of  the  General  Laws  of 
the  Regular  Session  of  the  Thirty- 
seventh  Legislature  which  provided  fee 
per  mile  for  net  carrying  capacity  in 
pounds  of  eacli  stated  vehicle  and  pro- 
vided for  division  and  distribution  of 
mileage  fees  among  certain  counties; 
and  providing  penalties  for  violating 
provisions  of  this  act,  and^  repealing 
all  laws  in  conflict  with  this  act,  and 
declaring  an  emergency."

to  <tame,  or  when  the  bridges  or  culverts 
on  same  are  unsafe,  to  forbid  the  use 
of  such  highway  or  any  section  thereof 
to  any  vehicle  or  loads  of  such  weight 
or  tires  of  such  character  as  will  unduly 
dnmage  such  highway.  The  notices  pro- 
vided for  herein  shall  state  the  maxi- 
mum load  permitted  and  the  time  such 
u<€  is  prohibited  and  shall  be  posted 
upon  the  highway  in  such  places  as  will 
enable  the  drivers  to  mak6  detours  to 
avoid  the  restricted  highways  or  por- 
tions thereof. 

"Provided  further,  that  if  the  owner 
or  operator  of  an}^  such  vehicle  feels 
himself  aggrieved  by  such  action,  ho 
may  complain  in  writing  to  the  county 
judge  of  such  county,  setting  forth  the 
natiire  of  his  grievance.  Upon  the  fil- 
ing of  such  complaint  the  county  judge 
shall  forthwith  set  down  for  heariilfe 
the  issue  thus  raised  for  a  day  certain, 
not  more  than  three  days  later,  and 
shall  give  notice  in  writing  to  such  road 
official  of  the  day  and  purpose  of  such 
hearing,  and  at  such  hearing  the  coun- 
ty judge  shall  hear  testimony  offered 
hy  the  parties,  respectively,  and  upon 
conclusion  thereof  shall  render  judg- 
mtnt  sustaining,  revoking  or  modifying 
such  order  theretofore  made  by  the 
county  road  superintendent  and  the 
judgment  of  the  county  judge  shall  be 
final  as  to  the  issues  so  raised. 

"If  upon  such  hearing  the  judgment 
sustains  the  order  of  the  county  road 
superintendent  and  it  appears  that  any 
violation  of  same  has  been  committed 
fay  the  complainant  since  posting  such 
notices  he  shall  be  subject  to  the  same 
penalty  hereinafter  provided  for  such 
offense  as  if  the  same  had  been  com- 
mitted subsequent  to  the  rendition  of 
such  judgment  made  upon  such  hearing. 

"Any  party  guilty  of  violating  the 
provisions  and  directions  of  such  order 
of  the  county  road  superintendent  be- 
fore or  after  it  has  been  so  approved 
bv  such  judgment  of  t&e  county  judge 
shall  be  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor  and 
finpd  in  any  sum  not  exceeding  $200. 

"The  owner,  operator,  driver  or  mover 
of  anv    vehicle,    object  or    contrivance 


over  a  public  highway  or  bridge  shall 
be  jointly  and  severally  responsible  for 
all  damages  which  said  highway  or 
bridge  may  sustain  as  the  result  of 
negligent  driving,  operating  or  moving 
of  such  vehicle,  or  as  a  result  of  operat- 
ing same  at  a  time  forbidden  by  the 
road  superintendent  and  the  amount  of 
such  damages  may  be  rftcovered  in  an 
action  by  law  by  the  county  judge  for 
the  use  of  the  county,  and  such  recovery 
shall  go  to  the  benefit  of  the  damaged 
road.  It  is  hereby  made  the  duty  of 
the  county  attorney  to  represent  the 
county  in  the  prosecution  of  such  suits."

HOUSE    BILL   NO.    32    ON   ITS    PAS- 
SAGE TO  ENGROSSMENT. 

The  House  resumed  consideration  of 
pending  business,  same  being  House  bill 
No.  32,  to  amend  the  law  providing  for 
annual  license  foe  on  commercial  motor 
vehicle**,  on  its  passage  to  engrossment. 

Mr.  Stewart  of  Edwards  offered  the 
following  amendment  to  the  bill: 


Amend  House  bill  No.  32  by  striking 
out  all  after  the  enacting  clause  and 
insert  in  lieu  thereof  the  following: 

Section  1.  That  Section  16  of  Chap- 
ter 190  of  the  General  Laws  of  the  Reg- 
ular Session  of  the  Thirty-fifth  Legis- 
lature, as  amended  by  Chapter  71, 
General  Laws,  passed  at  the  Fourth 
Called  Session  of  the  Thirty-fifth  Legis- 
lature, as  amended  by  Chapter  113  of 
the  General  Laws  of  the  Regular  Ses- 
sion of  the  Thirty-sixth  Legislature,  and 
as  amended  by  Chapter  131  of  the  Gen- 
eral Laws  of  the  Regular  Session  of  the 
Thirty-seventh  Legislature,  is  hereby 
amended  so  as  to  hereafter  read  as  fol- 
lows: 

Section  16.  Registration  Fees. — In 
order  to  provide  funds  to  effectuate 
the  provisions  of  this  act  on  and  after 
the  first  day  of  January,  1922,  and  an- 
nually thereafter  on  and  after  the  first 
day  of  January,  every  owner  of  a  motor 
v^ehicle  or  motorcycle  in  this  State 
shall  file  in  the  ofl?ce  of  the  county  tax 
collector  of  the  county  in  which  he  re- 
sides or  in  which  the  vehicle  he  owns 
is  being  operated,  on  a  blank  provided 
by  the  State  Highway  Department,  an 
application  for  the  registration  of  each 
motor  vehicle  or  motorcycle  owned  or 
controlled  by  him. 

(b)  Each  application  shall  be  ac- 
companied by  the  requisite  fee  for  the 
number  of  unexpired  quarters  of  the 
calendar  year,  which  fee  for  the  regis- 
tration of  a  motorcycle  for  a  full  cal- 
endar year  shall  be  $3.00,  and  for  the 
registration  of  a  motor  vehicle,  except 
those  hereinafter  designated  as  "Com- 
mercial Motor  Vehicles"  and  "Agricul- 
tural Motor  Vehicles."  shall  be  $5.00 
for  each  motor  vehicle  having  a  rating 
of  twenty-five  horse  power  or  less ;  $8.00 
for  each  motor  vehicle  having  a  rating 
of  more  than  twenty-five  horse  power 
and  less  than  thirty-five  horse  power; 
$15.00  for  each  motor  vehicle  having  a 
rating  of  thirty-five  horse  power  and 
less  than  fifty  horse  power;  $25.00  for 
a  motor  Vehicle  having  a  rating  of  fifty 
horse  power  or  more  as  determined  by 
the  standard  gauging  power  employed 
by  the  Association  of  Licensed  Automo- 
bile Manufacturers.  The  term  "motor- 
oyolo"  shall  include  onlv  those  motor 
driven  vehicles  with  less  than  four 
wheels  and  with  the  driver  sitting 
astride. 

(c)  A  commercial  motor  vehicle  un- 
der the  provisions  of  this  act.  is  a  mo- 
tor vohicle  that  is  used  in  carrying 
freight,  for  its  owner  or  for  others, 
whether  for  hire  or  not,  or  a  motor  ve- 
hicle of  net  ea^r^\Mn|r^c^^6tfy^f>more

than  one  ton  that  is  used  for  carrying 
psLsaengCTs  for  hire. 

(d)  An  agricultural  motor  vehicle, 
under  the  provisions  of  this  act,  is  a 
motor  vehicle  used  exclusively  for  ag- 
ricultural or  ranch  purposes,  including 
hauling  products  from  the  farm  or 
ranch  to  market  and  agricultural  sup- 
pliers from  market  to  the  farm  or  rnncli. 

(e)  For  each  commercial  motor  ve- 
hicle the  annual  license  fee  shall  be 
ha«ed  upon  the  net  carrying  capacity 
as   follows:

(g)  For  a  net  carrying  capacity 
greater  than  10.000  pounds  a  license 
shall  he  charged  for  each  motor  vehicle 
at  the  additional  rate  of  $50.00  for  each 
1000  pounds  increase  in  the  net  carry- 
ing capacity  or  fraction  thereof,  and 
no  vehicle  with  a  body  wider  than  eight 
feet  or  of  a  total  gross  weight,  when 
loaded  with  a  capacity  load  of  more 
than  5000  pounds  per  wheel  or  700 
pounds  per  inch  width  of  tire,  shall 
be  licensed  or  be  operated  on  the  pub- 
lic highways,  and  no  commercial  vehicle 
operated  hereunder  shall  ever  carry 
more  than  ten  per  cent  in  excess  tonnage 
over  and  above  its  registered  carrying 
capacity.

ill  fees  collected  under  the  provisions 
of  Mb  Act  on  motor  vehicles  classified 
M  commercial  motor  vehicles  shall  be 
tie  property  of  the  respective  wunties 
wiere  such    collections   are  made   and 


shall  be  paid  to  the  county  treasurers 
of  such  counties,  such  collections  to  be 
credited  to  the  general  road  and  bridge 
fund.  Anything  to  the  contrary  not- 
withstanding, upon  application  in  writ- 
ing to  the  State  Highway  Department, 
said  department  in  its  discretion  may 
issue  a  special  permit  to  the  owner  or 
operator  of  any  vehicle  allowing  heavier 
or  wider  loads  than  named  herein,  to  be 
moved  or  carried  over  and  on  the  public 
highways  and  bridges.  They  may  also  is- 
sue such  special  permit  to  increase  the 
permissible  weight  per  inch  of  width  of 
tire.  Such  permits  shall  be  in  writing 
and  they  may  limit  the  time  and  use 
of  operation  over  the  said  highways 
and  bridges  which  may  be  traversed 
and  may  contain  such  special  conditions 
and  provisions  and  require  such  under- 
takings or  other  security  as  the  said 
departnnent  shall  deem  to  be  necessary 
to  protect  the  public  highways  and 
bridges  from  injury,  or  provide  indem- 
nity from  any  injury  resulting  from 
such  operation.

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half  of  the  registration  fees  as  provided 
herein. 

Sec.  2.  That  Section  16a  added  to 
Chapter  190  of  the  General  Laws  of  the 
Regular  Session  of  the  Thirty-fifth  Leg- 
islature, as  amended  hy  Section  2  of 
Chapter  113  of  the  General  I^ws  of  the 
Thirty -sixth  Legislature,  as  amended  hy 
C'hapter  131  of  the  General  Laws  of  the 
Regular  Session  of  the  Thirty-seventh 
Legislature,  he  and  the  same  is  hereby 
repealed. 

Sec.  3.  That  Section  18  of  Chapter 
190  of  the  General  Laws  of  the  Regular 
Session  of  the  Thirty-fifth  Legislature 
be  amended  so  as  to  hereafter  read  as 
follows : 

"Sec.  18.  On  and  after  January  1, 
1922,  every  motor  vehicle  except  motor- 
cycles shall  at  all  times,  while  being 
iised  or  operated  upon  the  public  high- 
ways of  this  State,  have  displayed  in 
ft  conspicuous  place  upon  the  rear  of 
such  motor  vehicle,  a  plate  or  marker 
bearing  the  registration  number  as- 
signed such  vehicle  by  the  State  High- 
way Department,  and  each  operator  of 
a  motorcycle  shall  in  like  manner  have 
one  plate  or  marker  displayed  upon  his 
machine  bearing  the  registration  num- 
ber of  such  motorcycle,  and  the  State 
Highway  Department  shall  furnish  such 
number  plates  without  charge  for  the 
first  registration,  and  plates  that  may 
have  to  be  replaced  shall  be  at  the  ex- 
pense of  the  owner  of  such  motor  ve- 
hicle or  motorcycle.  Such  motor  ve- 
hicles and  motorcycles  shall  at  all  times 
display  the  distinguishing  seal  to  be 
provided  by  the  department  for  each 
year,  and  the  said  number  plates  and 
the  seal  shall  conform  to  such  require- 
ments as  may  be  prescribed  by  the  de- 
partment." 

Sec.  4.  The  fact  that  the  present 
law  relating  to  the  registration  of  motor 
vehicles,  motorcycles  and  trailers  is 
vague,  uncertain,  indefinite,  impractical 
and  unworkable  and  incapable  of  en- 
forcement, and  the  further  fact  that 
this  is  a  special  session  of  the  Legisla- 
ture, the  calendar  crowded  and  the  neai 
approach  of  the  end  of  the  session. 
creates  an  emergency  and  an  impera- 
tive public  necessity  demanding  that  the 
constitutional  rule  requiring  bills  to  be 
read  on  three  several  days  in  each 
house,  be  suspended,  and  it  is  ao  sus- 
pended, and  that  this  act  take  effect 
and  be  in  force  from  and  after  its 
passage^  and  it  is  so  enacted.

(h)  Anything  to  the  contrary  not- 
withstanding, upon  application  in 
writing  to  the  State  Highway  Depart- 
ment, said  department  in  its  discretion 
may  issue  a  special  permit  to  the 
oA^Tier  or  operator  of  any  vehicle  allow- 
ing heavier  or  wider  loads  than  named 
herein  to  be  moved  or  carried  over  and 
on  the  public  highways  and  bridges. 
They  may  also  issue  such  special  permit 
to  increase  the  permissible  width  per 
inch  of  width  of  tire".  Such  permits 
shall  be  in  writing  and  they  may  limit 
the  time  and  use  of  operation  over  the 
said  highways  and  bridges  which  may 
be  traversed  and  may  contain  such 
special  conditions  and  provisions  and 
require  such  undertaking  or  other  se- 
curity as  the  said  department  shall 
deem  to  be  necessary  to  protect  the 
public  highways  and  bridges  from  in- 
jury, or  provide  indemnity  from  any 
injury  resulting  from  such  operation. 
All  such  special  permits  shall  be  car- 
ried in  the  vehicle  to  which  they  refer 
and  upon  demand  shall  be  open  to  in- 


spection of  any  peace  officer  or  any  of- 
ficer or  employe  charged  with  care  or 
protection  of  public  highways. 

(i)  The  owner,  operator,  driver  or 
mover  of  any  vehicle,  object  or  con- 
trivance over  a  public  highway  or 
bridge  shall  be,  jointly  and  severally 
responsible  for  all  damages  which  said 
highway  or  bridge  may  sustain  as  the 
result  of  driving,  operating  or  moving 
such  vehicle  and  the  amount  of  such 
damages  may  be  recovered  in  an  action 
of  law  by  the  authorities  in  control  of 
such  highway  or  bridge. 

(j)  Applications  for  the  registra- 
tion of  interurban  commercial  vehicles 
shall  state  whether  the  vehicle  is  for 
operation  in  one  or  more  counties,  nam- 
ing them;  and,  if  more  than  one,  dis- 
tribution of  one-half  of  the  license  fee 
paid  for  the  registration  of  the  vehicle 
shall  be  made  by  the  county  tax  col- 
lector to  whom  the  fee  is  paid  among 
the  counties  in  which  such  motor  ve- 
hicle is  operated  on  a  mileage  basis. 

Sec.  2.  There  shaJl  be  added  to  Chap- 
ter 100  of  the  General  Laws  of  the  Reg- 
ular Session  of  the  Thirty-fifth  Legisla- 
ture a  new  section  to  be  known  as  Sec- 
tion 16a,  as  follows: 

Section  16a.  All  commercial  and  in- 
terurban commercial  motor 'vehicles  reg- 
istered and  licensed  under  existing  laws 
and  this  act,  relating  to  the  State  High- 
way Department  having  a  greater  carry- 
ing capacity  per  wheel  than  five  hundred 
pounds,  as  defined  by  said  laws,  shall, 
before  said  motor  vehicles  are  allowed 
to  operate  over  the  highways  and  roads 
of  this  State,  be  further  registered  and 
licensed  as  follows: 

The  ow^ner  or  owners  of  said  uiotor 
vehicles,  or  vehicles,  shall  make  applica- 
tion to  the  county  tax  collector  of  the 
county  where  said  owner  resides,  or  has 
his  or  its  principal  office  or  place  of 
business,  accompanied  by  the  registra- 
tion certificate,  or  certified  copy  thereof, 
showing  said  motor  vehicle  to  be  regis- 
tered under  existing  laws  as  defined  by 
Section  1  hereof,  and  which  application 
must  show  the  carrying  capacity  in  tons 
of  said  motor  vehicle,  for  the  furthc^r  li- 
cense to  operate  said  motor  vehicle, 
which  application  shall  be  sworn  to  and 
as  far  as  practicable  shall  state  the  gen- 
eral route  or  routes  and  the  estiiiiated 
mileage  thereof,  in  each  county  or  coun- 
ties, over  which  it  is  proposed  to  oper- 
ate said  motor  vehicle  and  stating  if  a 
trailer  may  be  attached  to  said  motor 
vehicle  and  ffiving  the  carrying  capacity 
of  such  trailers;  but  such  mileage  shall 
not  include   the  streets  of  any  inc-orpo- 
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rated  town  or  city.  (Said  application 
shall  also  be  accompanied  by  a  bond 
executed  by  one  or  more  good  and  solv- 
ent sureties  or  surety  company  author- 
ized to  do  business  in  this  State,  pay- 
able to  and  to  be  approved  by  the  county 
tax  Collector,  conditioned  that  the  owner 
of  said  motor  vehicle  will  promptly  pay, 
when  due,  the  license  fee  in  the  amount 
and  in  the  mantier  as  is  hereinaftei  pro- 
vided for.)  /  Upon  receipt  of  said  appli- 
cation and  bond,  when  same  is  ap- 
proved, the  county  tax  collector  shall 
issue  a  license  in  proper  form  prepared 
by  the  Highway  Department  to  the  own- 
er of  said  motor  vehicle  to  operate 
«ame  over  and  along  the  route  or  routes 
stated  in  the  application;  and  said  li- 
cense shall  at  all  times  be  displayed  in' 
a  prominent  place  on  the  motor  vehicle 
so  licensed. 

Immediately  upon  receipt  of  the  li- 
cense fee  provided  for  in  this  section  tho 
county  tax  collector  receiving  same  shall 
turn  that  county's  portion  over  to  the 
county  treasurer  to  be  placed  to  the 
credit  of  the  general  county  road  and 
bridge  fund;  and  any  portion  belonging 
to  another  county,  said  tax  collector  re- 
ceiving same  shall  immediately  send 
such  portion  to  the  treasurer  of  such 
other  county  to  be  placed  to  the  credit 
of  the  general  county  road  and  bridge 
fund  of  such  county,  the  distribution  of 
such  fund  to  be  in  proportion  tu  the 
number  of  miles  traveled  in  each  county. 

Sec.  3.  There  shall  be  added  to  Chap- 
ter 190  of  the  Genteral  Laws  of  the  Reg- 
ular Session  of  the  Thirty-fifth  Legisla- 
ture a  new  section  to  be  known  as  Sec- 
tion 16b,  as  follows: 

Section  16b.  Any  person  or  agent  of 
any  person,  or  any  agent  or  officer  of 
any  firm  or  corporation  who  operates 
any  commercial  motor  vehicle  or  in- 
terurhatf  commercial  motor  vehicle  in 
carrving  passengers  or  freight  for  hire 
between  any  cities,  towns  or  villages  of 
this  State  when  such  vehicle  has  not 
been  duly  registered  and  licensed  as  re- 
quired by  the  next  preceding  section  of 
this  act  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a 
misdemeanor,  and  shall,  on  conviction, 
be  fined  in  any  sum  not  Ichs  than  $25 
and  not  exceeding  $200:  and  each  day 
^uch  vehicle  is  so  operated  shall  consti- 
tute a  separate  offense. 

Sec.  4.  That  Section  3  of  Chapter  73 
of  the  General  Laws  of  the  Fourth  Call- 
ed Session  of  the  Thirty-fifth  Legislature 
^ball  be  amended  so  that  said  section 
hknU  hereafter  read  as  follows: 

Section  3.     It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the 
tax  collector  to  transmit  on  Monday  of 


each  week  to  the  State  Highway  Depart- 
ment at  Austin  one-half  of  the  gross 
registration,  chauffeur  or  transfer  fees 
collected  during  the  preceding  week. 
The  remaining  one-half  shall  be  depos- 
ited by  the  tax  collector  in  the  county 
depository  of  the  county,  to  the  credit 
of  a  special  highway  fund,  to  be  expend- 
ed under  the  provisions  of  law  relating 
thereto.  Provided,  that  all  license  fees 
collected  on  commercial  and  interurban 
commercial  motor  vehicles  on  a  mileage 
basis  shall  be  the  property  of  the  re- 
spective counties  and  be  distributed  as- 
herein  provided  and  be  paid  to  the  coun- 
ty treasurers  of  such  counties  by  the- 
officers  collecting  the  Banie. 

Sec.  5.  This  act  shall  not  be  con^ 
strued  to  repeal  any  existing  laws  ol 
this  State  relating  to  highways,  except 
when  in  direct  coitflict  therewith,  and" 
shnll  be  cumulative  of  all  such  lawb  now 
in  force. 

Sec.  6.  In  event  any  section  or  pro> 
visions  of  this  bill  should  for  any  reason^ 
be  held  unconstitutional  by  the  courts- 
of  this  State,  the  same  shall  not  affect 
any  other  section  or  provision  of  the- 
bill,  and  the  Legislature  does  hereby  de- 
clare that  it  would  have  enacted  each 
and  all  of  the  provisions  of  this  bill' 
without  reference  to  any  other  section- 
or  provision. 

Sec.  7.  The  fact  that  there  are  no- 
adequate  laws  licensing  heavy  freight 
carrying  motor  vehicles,  and  motor  ve- 
hicles carrying  passengers  for  hire,  and 
the  fact  that  such  a  law  is  urgently 
needed  to  protect  the  highways  and 
roads  of  the  State,  create  atf  imperative 
public  necessity  requiring  a  suspension 
of  the  constitutional  rule  that  all  bills 
be  read  on  three  several  days,  and  the- 
rule  is  hereby  suspende<l,  and  this  act 
shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  fromj 
and  after  its  passcige,  and  it  is  so  en- 
acted. 

Mr.  Crumpton  moved  to  lay  the  bill 
on  the  table  subject  to  call.

that  they  may  be  strengthened  and 
made  more  enforcible,  all  the  criminal 
laws  of  the  State,  together  with  the 
Code  of  Criminal  Procedure,  for  what- 
ever legislation  you  may  deem  wise.

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trict  as  created  by  this  act  may,  with- 
out being  petitioned,  order  an  election 
to  determine  whether  the  district  as  a 
whole  shall  assume  the  outstanding  in- 
debtedness; providing  that  the  local 
maintenance  and  other  tax  heretofore 
Toted  shall  he  continued  in  force  and 
effect  until  such  time  as  the  same  may 
be  changed  by  the  qualified  voters  of 
the  district;  validating  a  certain  bond 
issue  and  the  election  authorizing  same; 
authorizing  the  board  of  trustees  to 
perform  all  acts  necessary  to  issue  said 
bonds  and  providing  a  sufficient  tax 
therefor;  providing  that  if  any  clause 
or  provision  of  this  act  be  declared  un- 
constitutional, such  action  by  the  court 
shall  not  invalidate  the  remaining  pro- 
visions thereof;  and  declaring  an  emer- 
gency."

HOUSE  BILL  NO.  2  ON  SECOND 
READING. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Veatch,  the  regular 
order  of  business  was  suspended,  to  take 
up  and  have  placed  on  its  second  read- 
ing and  passage  to  engrossment, 

H.  B.  No.  2,  A  bill  to  be  entitled 
''An  Act  abolishing  the  Markets  and 
Warehouse  Department  and  the  Weights 
and  Measures  Department,  and  confer- 
ring all  authority,  powers,  duties,  func- 
tions, rights  and  liabilities  of  the  Com- 
missioner of  Markets  and  Warehouses 
and  of  said  Markets  and  Warehouse  De- 
partment and  Weights  and  Measures 
Department  upon  the  Commissioner  of 
Agriculture;  abolishing  the  board,  con- 
sisting of  the  Governor,  Commissioner 
of  Agriculture  and  the  Commissioner  of 
Insurance  and  Banking,  created  by 
Chapter  5,  General  Laws  of  the  Second 
Called  Session  of  the  Thirty-third  Leg- 
islature, and  vesting  the  powers  and 
duties  of  said  board  in  the  Commis- 
sioner of  Insurance  and  Banking,  rela- 
tive to  warehouses,  upon  the  Commis- 
sioner of  Agriculture,  except  such  as 
are  conferred  by  Chapter  3,  General 
I  Laws,  Second  Called  Session  of  the 
Thirty-third  Legislature ;  conferring 
power  and  authority  upon  the  Commis- 
sioner of  Agriculture  to  administer  the 
provisions  of  Chapter  5,  General  Laws, 
Second  Called  Session  of  the  Thirty- 
third  Legislature,  Chapter  41.  General 
Laws,  First  Called  Session  of  the  Thir- 
ty-fifth Legislature,  and  Chapter  116  of 
the  General  Laws,  Regular  Session 
Thirty-sixth  Legislature,  or  so  much  of 
said  statutes  as  are  in  force;  trans- 
ferring the  appropriations  of  the  Mar- 
kets and  Warehouse  Department  and 
the  Weights  and  Measures  Department 
to  the  Commissioner  of  Agriculture, 
and  declaring  an  emergency." 

The  Speaker  laid  the  bill  before  the 
House,  and  it  was  read  second  time. 

Mr.  Fly  offered  the  following  amend- 
ment to  the  bill: 

Amend  House  bill  No.  2  by  striking 
out  all  after  the  enacting  clause  and 
insert  the  following: 

Section  1.  There  is  hereby  created  a 
board  to  be  known  as  a  "State  Agricul- 
tural and  Livestock  Board  of  Texas,"  to 
be  composed  of  nine  members  to  be  ap- 
pointed by  the  Governor  of  Texas,  whose 
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term  of  office  shall  be  six  years,  begin- 
ning with  the  day  this  act  takes  eflfect; 
providing,  however,  that  the  board  first 
appointed  hereunder  shall  be  appointed 
as  follows: 

Three  members  thereof  shall  be  ap- 
pointed for  two  years;  three  members 
thereof  shall  be  appointed  for  four 
years;  and  three  members  thereof  shall 
be  appointed  for  six  years;  the  different 
classes  to  be  designated  by  the  Governor ; 
and  thereafter  the  successors  shall  be 
appointed  for  six-year  terms.  It  shall 
be  the  duty  of  the  Governor  to  appoint 
from  different  sections  of  the  State  three 
farmers  of  the  State  who  are  successful 
in  their  vocation,  and  are  representa- 
tive of  the  farming  interests  of  the 
State.  He  shall  appoint  three  members 
from  among  the  livestock  interests  of 
the  State,  who  are  representative  of 
this  class.  The  remaining  members  shall 
be  appointed  from  the  banking,  cotton 
and  ginning  interests  of  the  State.  Be- 
fore entering  upon  the  discharge  of  their 
duties  the  members  of  such  board  shall 
take  the  constitutional  oath  of  office  be- 
fore some  officer  authorized  to  admin- 
ister oaths.  The  members  of  such  board 
shall  be  allowed  their  actual  and  neces- 
sary traveling  expenses,  including  rail- 
road fare  and  hotel  bills,  while  attend- 
ing the  meeting  of  such  board,  the  same 
to  be  paid  upon  sworn  accounts  by  war- 
rants issued  by  the  Comptroller  upon 
the  State  Treasury. 

Sec.  2.  The  board  shall  choose  from 
among  its  members  a  chairman  to  pre- 
side over  its  meetings,  and  may  choose 
a  secretary  from  among  its  members  or 
from  among  the  commissioners  author- 
ized under  the  terms  of  this  act,  who 
shall  keep  accurate  minutes  of  each  of 
the  meetings  of  such  board,  and  shall 
file  same  in  the  archives  of  the  board. 
The  board  shall  adopt  such  rules  and 
regulations  as  are  best  fitted  for  its 
government  and  the  government  of  the 
department  under  its  charge.  Said  board 
shall  meet  annually  in  the  city  of  Austin 
on  the  first  Monday  in  June,  and  con- 
tinue in  session  until  all  of  its  business 
is  finished.  Special  meetings  of  the  board 
may  be  held  upon  call  of  the  chairman, 
and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  chair- 
man to  call  special  meetings  when  re- 
quested in  writing  by  five  or  more  mem- 
bers of  the  board.  Such  special  meet- 
ings may  be  held  at  such  times  and 
places  within  the  State  as  is  designated 
in  the  call.  The  board  may  hold  execu- 
tive sessions  from  which  the  public  will 
be  excluded,  whenever  they  may  deem 
it  necessary  so  to  do. 


Sec.  3.  The  board  herein  created  shall 
cause  to  be  enforced  all  the  laws  of 
this  State  now  enacted,  or  hereafter  to 
be  enacted,  dealing  with  the  subject  of 
agriculture,  livestock,  markets  and  ware- 
houses, and  levee  and  drainage  work, 
except  as  herein  provided.  To  accom- 
plish the  purpose  of  this  act,  said  board 
shall  appoint  a  Commissioner  of  Ag- 
riculture, a  Livestock  Commissioner,  a 
Commissioner  of  Markets  and  Ware- 
houses, and  a  Levee  and  Drainage  Com- 
missioner; which  commissioners  shall 
administer  and  enforce  all  the  laws  of 
this  State  dealing  with  their  respective 
subjects,  under  the  rules  and  regulations 
of  the  board. 

Sec.  4.  The  commissioners  of  the  re- 
spective departments  mentioned  in  Sec- 
tion 3  hereof,  shall,  before  they  enter 
upon  the  duties  of  their  respective  of- 
fices, take  the  constitutional  oath  of  of- 
fice, and  shall  each  make  bond  in  the 
sum  of  ten  thousand  dollars,  payable  to 
the  Governor  of  Texas,  to  be  approved 
by  the  board  herein  created,  and  filed 
with  the  Secretary  of  State.  The  term 
of  office  for  each  of  said  commissioners 
shall  be  two  years  from  and  after  the 
date  of  his  appointment  by  the  board. 
Provided  that  the  present  commissioners 
whose  terms  of  office  are  hereby  abol- 
ished, shall  serve  until  their  succes- 
sors shall  take  the  constitutional  oath 
,of  office,  and  qualify  as  provided  for 
by  law.  Provided,  however,  that  the 
Commissioner  of  Agriculture  shall  serve 
for  the  remainder  of  the  term  for  which 
he  was  elected,  under  the  direction  of 
the  board  herein  created. 

Sec.  5.  Articles  4435,  4436  and  4437 
of  the  Revised  Civil  Statutes  of  1911, 
relating  to  the  election  and  qualifica- 
tion of  the  Commissioner  of  Agricul- 
ture, are  hereby  expressly  repealed,  and 
all  duties,  power  and  authority  con- 
ferred upon  the  Commissioner  of  Agri- 
culture by  Chapter  6,  Title  65  of  the 
Revised  Civil  Statutes  of  1911  are  here- 
by conferred  upon  the  Commissioner  of 
Agriculture  appointed,  under  the  terms 
and  provisions  of  this  act,  and  the  rulv*9 
and  regulations  adopted  by  the  board  as 
herein  provided. 

Sec.  6.  Articles  7312  and  7313  of  ihe 
Revised  Civil  Statutes  of  Texas  of  1911, 
are  hereby  expressly  repealed,  and  all 
the  powers,  duty  and  authority  con- 
ferred by  Chapter  8,  Title  124  of  the 
Revised 'civil  Statutes  of  Texas,  1911, 
upon  the  Livestock  Sanitary  Commis- 
sion, are  hereby  conferred  upon  the 
board  herein  created,  and  upon  the  Live- 
stock Commissioner  herein  provided  for 
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under  the  rules  and  regulations  of  the 
^«oard. 

Srt\  7.  That  Sections  2  and  3  of 
I  hapt^r  41,  Acts  of  the  First  Called  Ses- 
sion of  the  Thirty-fifth  Legislature,  be- 
in^r  an  act  to  amend  an  act  passed  by 
:he  Second  Called  Session  of  the  Thirty- 
third  Legislature,  approved  September 
2n.  1914,  creating  the  office  of  Commis- 
-ioiuT  of  Markets  and  Warehouses,  and 
^'ning  such  commissioner  authority  to 
.i{>|K)int  a  chief  clerk,  be  and  the  same 
are  hereby  continued  in  full  force  and 
i-i^f-n  with  all  the  powers,  duty  and 
^.ithority  vested  by  Chapter  41,  in  the 
Commissioner  of  Markets  and  Ware- 
hou'se:*.  subject,  however,  to  the  appoint- 
mt-nt,  rules  and  regulations  adopted  by 
ihe  board  as  in  this  act  provided.  Pro- 
Tiird.  that  the  provisions  of  Section  5, 
t  lapter  145,  Regular  Session  of  the 
Thirty-third  Legislature,  providing  for 
thf^  appointment  by  the  Governor,  with 
the  advice  and  consent  of  the  Senate, 
01  a  reclamation  engineer,  is  hereby  ex- 
pressly repealed;  and  the  appointment 
of  an  engineer  is  hereby  placed  under 
t'l.'  U>ard  herein  created;  and  the  en- 
frcement  of  all  laws  now  devolving

^tall  be  subject  to  the  rules  and  regula- 
tons  of  the  board  herein  created.  Pro- 
^drtl,  however,  that  the  present  Levee 
loi  Drainage  Commissioner  shall  hold 
b-  office  for  the  period  for  which  he  was 
app'jinted,  subject  to  the  rules  and  regu- 
ia lions  of  the  board. 

N^*.  8.  The  board  herein  created,  and 
the  commissioners  herein  provided  for, 
-iall  not  be  charged  with  the  enforce- 
ment and  administrations  of  those  stat- 
ntury  provisions  hereinabove  referred  to, 
that  apply  to  purely  educational  mat- 
ers:. The  enforcement,  direction,  super- 
^i-icjn  and  control  of  Subdivision  3,  Ar- 
tiil»»  4443,  of  the  Revised  Civil  Statutes 
^i  1911,  embodying  the  duties  of  the 
rommissioner  of  Agriculture  of  encour- 
azin^  the  organization  of  agricultural 
!^''i*ties,  and  the  holding  of  farmers  in- 
stitutes, and  all  other  laws  that  relate 
purely  to  educational  matters  in  each 
^i  the  respective  departments,  are  hereby 
conferred  upon  the  board  of  directors 
'^f  the  Agricultural  and  Mechanical  Col- 
lie of  Texas,  to  be  administered  by  the 
*aid  board  of  directors  as  a  part  of  the 
^•rk  of  said  college,  it  being  the  pur- 
[<'*<»  of  this  act  to  place  all  educational 
|natter  in  the  various  departments  here- 
'H  mentioned  under  the  direction  of  the 
^cultural  and  Mechanical  College'; 
and  to  place  all  matters  requiring  the 
^lercise   of   the    police    powers    of    the 


State  and  enforcement  of  all  laws  deal- 
ing therewith,  under  the  direction  and 
control  of  the  board  herein  created,  and 
the  commissioners  to  be  selected  by  such 
board. 

Sec.  9.  The  office  of  Commissioner  of 
Agriculture  and  the  office  of  Commis- 
sioner of  Markets  and  Warehouses,  are 
hereby  continued  in  full  force  and  ef- 
fect as  now  provided  by  statute,  but  the 
office  of  members  of  the  board  livestock 
sanitary  commissioners  are  hereby  abol- 
ished, and  a  Commissioner  of  Livestock 
is  hereby  created  in  lieu  thereof.  Each 
of  said  commissioners  in  the  exercise 
of  their  duties,  powers  and  privileges, 
shall  be  subject  to  the  provisions  of  this 
act,  and  to  the  rules  and  regulations 
of  the  board.

er of  Markets  and  Warehouses. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  board  to 
place  all  matters  relating  to  livestock, 
as  now  provided  for  by  statute,  and  the 
enforcement  of  the  Livestock  Sanitary 
Commission  rules  and  regulations, 
under  the  direction  of  the  Livestock 
Commissioner  herein  created.  The  board 
is  hereby  authorized  to  place  under  the 
direction  and  control  of  such  of  the  com- 
missioners aa  it  may  deem  necessary, 
the  enforcement  of  all  the  provisions  re- 
lating to  feed  control  which  is  now  ex- 
ercised by  the  director  of  the  Agricul- 
tural Experimental  Station,  as  provided 
for  in  Title  92,  Revised  Civil  Statutes 
of  1911;  and  all  duties,  power  and  au- 
thority conferred  upon  the  director  of 
the  Agricultural  Experimetal  Station  is 
hereby  conferred  upon  the  Agricultural, 
Livestock  and  Industrial  Board,  created 
under  the  terms  and  provisions  of  this 
act. 

Sec.  11.     The  board  may  reque^^fflj^^ 
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is  hereby  authorized  to  request  the 
county  agents  of  the  extension  service  of 
the  A^icultural  and  Mechanical  College 
of  Texas  to  report  to  the  Commission- 
er of  Agriculture,  to  the  Commissioner 
of  Markets  and  Warehouses,  to  the 
Livestock  Commissioner,  or  to  the  Levee 
and  Drainage  Engineer,  any  matter  that 
may  be  required  of  them  from  time  to 
time  by  each  of  the  commissioners  here- 
in authorized  under  the  terms  and  pro- 
visions of  this  act.  Such  county  agent 
shall  be  requested,  and  is  hereby  author- 
ized, to  act  as  tile  agent  of  the  Live- 
stock Commissioner,  the  Commissioner 
of  Agriculture,  the  Commissioner  of 
Markets  and  Warehouses,  or  the  Levee 
and  Drainage  Engineer  in  the  execution 
of  any  law  now  required  of  any  of  said 
commissioners.  In  the  execution  of  said 
laws  under  the  direction  of  said  com- 
missioners^ his  acts  shall  be  of  the  same 
force  and  effect  as  if  he  were  an  em- 
ploye of  said  department.  And  it  shall 
be  unlawful  for  any  county  agent  to 
accept  any  fee,  salary  or  perquisite  of 
office,  unless  he  shall  report  to  the  cona- 
missioners  as  in  this  act  required,  and 
perform  the  duties  required  of  him,  it 
being  the  purpose  of  this  act  to  admin- 
ister the  affairs  of  each  of  the  depart- 
ments herein  authorized  with  the  least 
possible  traveling  expense  to  the  State. 

Sec.  12.  The  board  herein  created, 
acting  in  conjunction  with  the  board 
of  directors  of  the  Agricultural  and 
Mechanical  College  of  Texas,  may  co- 
ordinate with  the  work  of  the  depart- 
ments of  said  college  with  the  depart- 
ments herein  authorized  by  this  act, 
by  transferring  to  the  respective  com- 
missioners appointed  by  the  board  here- 
in created,  any  additional  duties,  power 
and  authority  now  exercised  by  the  Ag- 
ricultural and  Mechanical  College  of 
Texas;  and  may  transfer  such  work 
now  authorized  to  be  done  by  the  Com- 
missioner of  Agriculture,  the  Commis- 
sioner of  Markets  and  Warehouses,  or 
the  Livestock  Sanitary  Commission  to 
the  Agricultural  and  Mechanical  Col- 
lege of  Texas,  where  such  work  is  of 
an  educational  nature,  and  not  adminis- 
trative in  character.  All  appropriations 
made  by  the  Legislature  for  any  work 
transferred  by  agreement  of  the  board 
herein  created,  and  the  board  of  di- 
rectors of  the  Agricultural  and  Mechan- 
ical College,  is  hereby  made  available 
from  time  to  time  for  the  purpose  of 
carrying  on  such  work. 

Sec.  13.  The  commissioners  herein 
provided  for  shall  have  authority  to 
•employ  all  assistants  and  clerical  help 


necessary  for  the  proper  enforcement  of 
the  laws  governing  their  respective  de- 
partments, subject  to  the  rules  and  reg- 
ulations of  the  board  herein  created. 

Sec.  14.  For  the  purposes  of  carrying 
out  the  provisions  of  this  act,  all  moneys 
heretofore  appropriated,  and  deficiencies 
authorized  for  the  respective  depart- 
ments, the  Department  of  Agriculture, 
the  Department  of  Markets  and  Ware- 
houses, the  Livestock  Sanitary  Commis- 
sion, and  the  Levee  and  Drainage  En- 
gineer, are  continued  until  the  expira- 
tion of  the  fiscal  year  ending  August 
31,  1921.  To  authorize  the  board  to 
meet  and  carry  out  the  terms  and  pro- 
visions of  this  act,  the  sum  of  five  thou- 
sand dollars  is  hereby  appropriated  out 
of  any  moneys  not  otherwise  appropri- 
ated in  the  State  Treasury  for  the  fiscal 
year  ending  August  ^1,  1921. 

Sec.  16.  All  fees,  moneys,  dues  aris- 
ing from  any  source  for  license,  inspec- 
tion fees,  examination  fees,  fees  for  li- 
cense tags,  under  the  feed  control  serv- 
ice, or  from  any  other  source  whatso- 
ever, shall  be  paid  by  the  conunissioners 
so  collecting  such  fees  into  the  State 
Treasury,  and  credited  to  the  general 
revenue  fund  of  the  State. 

Sec.  16.  The  fact  that  the  central 
control  of  the  departments  herein  enum- 
erated will  result  in  greater  efficiency 
to  the  State,  prevent  duplication  and 
confusion,  and  necessarily  result  in  the 
saving  of  money,  besides  serve  the  re- 
spective interests  for  which  the  depart- 
ments were  created  on  a  more  efficient 
and  economical  basis,  and  will  result  in 
material  good  to  the  State,  creates  an 
emergency  and  an  imperative  public  ne- 
cessity requiring  the  suspension  of  the 
constitutional  rule  which  requires  bills 
to  be  read  on  three  several  days;  and 
the  same  is  hereby  suspended,  and  this 
act  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force 
from  and  after  its  passage;  and  it  is  so 
enacted.

That  all  duties,  powers  and 
prinleges  now  conferred  by  the  Statutes 
of  Texas,  and  all  acts  amendatory  there- 
to, upon  the  Ck>minissioner  of  Agricul- 
tare  snd  upon  the  Commissioner  of  Mar- 
kets and  VVarehouses  and  his  associates 
shall,  from  and  after  the  taking  effect 
of  this  act,  be  rendered  and  performed 
br  the  Agricultural  and  Mechanical  Col- 
lege of  Texas,  and  that  all  appropria- 
tions made  for  the  maintenance  of  the 
Department  of  Agriculture  and  of  the 
Department  of  Warehouses  and  Markets 
be  available  for  the  use  of  said  college 
in  discharging  said  duties. 

Sec  3.  That  the  Commissioner  of 
Airicaltore  shall  be  allowed  to  draw  his 
salary  at  the  present  rate  and  amount 
BOW  prorided  by  statute  during  the  re- 
mainder of  the  term  of  office  to  which 
lie  is  now  elected.

S.  B.  No.  25,  A  bill  to  be  entitled 
"An  Act  creating  the  Bowie  Independ- 
ent School  District,  in  Montague  coun- 
ty»  Texas,  out  of  the  territory  known 
IS  the  Bowie  Independent  School  Dis- 
trict in  said  county  for  free  school  pur- 
poses only,  and  defining  its  bounda- 
ries; providing  for  the  extension  of  its 
boundaries,  divesting  the  city  of  Bowie 
of  the  control  of  its  public  free  schools ; 
repealing  Chapter  3,  House  bill  No.  117, 
of  the  Local  and  Special  Laws  passed 
by  the  Thirty-first  Legislature;  and  re- 


pealing Chapter  43,  Senate  bill  No.  336, 
of  the  Local  and  Special  Laws  of  the 
Thirty -sixth  Legislature,  and  repealing 
Chapter  04,  House  bill  No.  606,  Local 
and  Special  Laws  of  the  Thirtieth  Leg- 
islature; investing  the  Bowie  Independ- 
ent School  District  with  t^e  exclusive 
control  of  its  public  free  schools  and 
vesting  the  title  to  all  s<^hool  property 
in  same;  providing  for  the  election  of 
a  board  of  trustees,  and  conferring  upon 
the  board  plenary  powers;  providing 
for  the  levying,  assessing  and  collecting 
of  taxes  for  the  maintenance  of  its  pub- 
lic free  schools;  providing  authority  to 
create  a  board  of  equalization  and  de- 
fining its  duties  and  powers;  providing 
authority  for  the  board  of  trustees  to 
issue  bonds  for  the  purposes  of  purchas- 
ing school  building  sites,  and  erecting 
and  equipping  school  buildings  within 
said  district,  and  to  levy  taxes  there- 
for; providing  means  by  which  the  col- 
lection of  delinquent  taxes  may  be  fa- 
cilitated; providing  for  the  validating 
of  all  outstanding  indebtedness,  and  fur- 
ther providing  for  the  repeal  of  all  laws 
in  conflict  herewith,  and  declaring  an 
emergency."

Stations;  the  Prairie  View  State  Nor- 
mal, the  College  of  Industrial  Arts  for 
Women,  the  Sam  Houston  Normal  In- 
stitute, the  North  Texas  State  Normal, 
the  Southwest  Texas  State  Normal,  the 
West  Texas  State  Normal,  the  East 
Texas  State  Normal,  the  Sul  Ross  State 
Normal,  the  Stephen  F.  Austin  State 
Normal,  the  John  Tarleton  Agricul- 
tural College,  the  Grubbs  Vocational 
College,  the  Texas  State  Scho6l  for  the 
Blind,  and  the  State  Deaf  and  Dumb 
Institute/  for  two  years,  beginning 
September  1,  1021,  and  ending  August 
31,  1023,  and  declaring  an  emergency.''

MESSAGE    FROM    THE    GOVERNOR. 

Mr.  R.  B.  Walthall,  secretary  to  the 
Governor,  appeared  at  the  bar  of  the 
House,  and  being  duly  announced,  pre- 
^nted  the  following  message  from  the 
Oovemor,  which  was  read  to  the  House. 
as  follows: 

Governor's  OfBce, 
Austin,  Texas,  August  2,  1921. 

To  the   members   of   the   Texas    Senate 
and  House  of  Representatives. 
Gentlemen:     I   hereby  submit  to  you 
and  recommend  legislative  action  on  the 
following  subjects: 

First.  On  the  recommendation  of 
practically  all  the  American  Legion 
members  of  the  Legislature,  I  submit 
for  your  consideration  and  legislation 
the  law  passed  at  the  Regular  Session 
of  thig  Legislature  creating  the  Amer- 
ican Legion  Memorial  Sanatorium  of 
Texas  at  Kerrville,  Texas,  in  order  that 
the  said  bill  may  be  amended  authoriz- 


ing the  Board  of  Control  to  contract 
with  the  Federal  government  looking 
to  the  leasing  of  said  sanatorium  plant 
to  the  Federal  government,  in  order  that 
said  Federal  government  may  carry  out 
the  purposes  set  forth  in  the  original 
bill  creating  said  institution,  and  that 
said  bill  may  be  thus  so  amended  as 
to  care  for  now  and  hereafter  in  the 
most  eflfective  manner  possible,  all  the 
ex-soldiers  who  suffer  from  tubercu- 
losis. 

Second.  To  make  necessary  appro- 
priations for  the  support  and  mainte- 
nance of  the  Penitentiary  System  of  the 
State  for  the  coming  fiscal  year.  In 
connection  with  this  subject,  for  your 
information,  I  attach  hereto  and  mark 
"Exhibit  A"  a  financial  statement  sub- 
mitted to  me  by  the  chairman  of  the 
Board  of  Prison  Commissioners. 

Third.  An  act  to  establish  a  legal 
rate  for  the  publication  of  all  procla- 
mations, advertising,  or  notices  of  all 
kinds  required  by  law  to  be  published 
in  newspapers  in  this  State,  providing 
for  filing  by  newspapers  with  the  Board 
of  Control  at  Austin,  Texas,  a  sworn 
statement  of  their  regular  rate  for  ad- 
vertising, which  is  to  be  open  for  in- 
spection, and  repealing  conflicting  laws. 

Fourth.  To  amend  Section  28,  Chap- 
ter 118,  General  Laws  of  the  Thirty- 
second  Legislature,  Regular  Session, 
1911,  entitled  "An  Act  to  authorize  com- 
missioners courts  of  the  several  coun- 
ties of  Texas  to  create  and  establish 
drainage  districts,  to  construct  canals, 
drains  and  ditches,"  etc. 

Fifth.  To  change  the  statute  relating 
to  the  manner  of  the  disposition  of  oil 
and  gas  that  may  be  in  any  of  the 
State's  unsurveyed  public  free  school 
land,  by  either  providing  for  the  method 
of  acquiring  the  oil  and  gas  that  may 
be  therein,  or  amending  the  present 
statute,  which  provides  for  the  relin- 
quishment of  a  certain  portion  of  the 
oil  and  gas  that  may  be  in  the  surveyed 
school  and  asylum  land  by  adding  there- 
to the  unsurveyed  public  free  school 
land  with  such  relinquishments  and 
reservations  as  may  be  for  the  best  in- 
terests of  the  public.

On  motion  of  Mr.  Johnson  of  Wichita, 
by  unanimous  consent,  the  regular  order 
of  business  was  suspended  to  take  up 
and  have  placed  on  its  second  reading 
and  passage  to  third  reading, 

S.  B.  No.  14,  A  bill  to  be  entitled 
"An  Act  to  amend  Chapter  87,  General 
Acts  of  the  Regular  Session  of  the 
Thirty -fifth  Legislature,  providing  for 
organization  and  government  of  water 
improvement  and  irrigation  districts, 
and  amended  by  subsequent  statutes,  by 
adding  to  said  statutes  new  sections  to 
be  known  as  Sections  138  and  139,  re- 
lating to  the  power  of  water  improve- 
ment and  irrigation  districts  organized 
under  tlie  conservation  amendment  to 
incur  debt  and  issue  bonds,  and  vali- 
dating proceedings  of  districts  hereto- 
fore had,  and  declaring  an  emergency."

Mr.  R.  B.  Walthall,  secretary  to  the 
Governor,  appeared  at  the  bar  of  the 
House,  and  heing  duly  announced,  pr«c- 
sented  the  following  message  from  the 
Governor,  which  was  read  to  the  House, 
as  follows:

duties  and  authority  imposed  by  the 
general  laws;  validating  a  $45,000  bond 
issue  heretofore  voted,  and  repealing 
conflicting  laws.

Tile  creation  of  the  Petronila 
Common  School  District  No.  7,  Nuecest 
county,  Texas;  defining  its  boundaries; 
prorating  indebtedness  against  Robs- 
town  Independent  School  District  and 
a  portion  of  Petronila  Common  School 
District;  providing  for  assumption  by 
said  Petronila  district  of  indebtedness 
prorated  against  portion  of  said  dis- 
trict formerly  belonging  to  the  said 
Robstown  district;  for  issuance  of  bond 
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and  levy  of  tax,  and  providing  for  levy 
of  maintenance  tax.

sessing and  collecting  of  taxes;  for  the 
issuance  and  sale  of  bonds  and  for  taxes 
thereon;  and  repealing  conflicting  law^s. 

Twenty-fifth.  The  amendment  of  Sec- 
tions 1  and  8,  Chapter  39,  Special  Laws, 
Regular  Session,  Thirty-seventh  Legis- 
laturc;  creating  the  Hale  Center  Inde- 
pendent School  District  of  Hale  county, 
Texas,  correcting  boundaries,  and  pro- 
viding for  transportation  for  certain 
children  within  said  district. 

Twenty-sixth.  The  creation  of  the 
Nocona  Independent  School  District  of 
Montague  county,  Texas;  defining  its 
boundaries;  providing  for  a  board  ot 
trustees,  and  conferring  on  tliem  all

The  Board  of  Regents  of  the  Univer- 
sity of  Texas  met  in  called  session  on 
Monday,  August  1,  in  order  to  consider 
the  conditions  which  have  arisen  in  view 
of  the  emergencies  which  now  confront 
the  State  and  the  necessity  for  retrench- 
ment and  economy  in  the  operation  not 
only  of  the  affairs  of  the  University 
but  of  all  departments  of  the  State  gov- 
ernment. This  Board  finds  itself  in 
complete  accord  with  the  sentiments  ex- 
pressed in  the  two  houses  of  the  Legis- 
lature, as  these  have  been  gathered  from 
the  press,  upon  the  subject  of  economy, 
and  is  willing  to  enter  into  any  arrange- 
ment which  may  tend  not  to  increase 
the  burden  of  taxation  now  being  borne 
by  the  people  of  this  State,  and  which 
at  the  same  time  will  not  destroy  the 
morale  of  the  University  of  Texas  nor 
decrease  the  quality  of  the  service  which 
it  is  rendering  to  the  State. 

We  are  also  heartily  in  accord  with 
the  efforts  being  made  to  reduce  ex- 
penses in  other  departments  of  the  State 
government,  if  necessary,  in  order  that 
appropriations  of  adequate  size  may  be 
made  for  the  maintenance  of  the  rural 
schools  and  other  parts  of  the  public 
school  system  of  the  State. 

In  addition  to  this,  the  Board  desires 
to  direct  attention  to  the  fact  that  at 
practically  every  meeting  of  this  Board, 
whose  personnel  has  been  largely 
changed  several  times  in  the  past  five 
years,  with  one  accord  the  determina- 
tion has  been  expressed  to  reserve  the 
income  accruing  to  the  University  from 
its  lands  and  bonds,  known  as  the  avail- 
able fund,  for  the  exclusive  purpose  of 
erecting  buildings  and  providing  those 
elements  of  permanent  equipment  which 
are  so  essential  to  the  welfare  and  ad- 
vancement of  this  institution.  It  is 
partly  due  to  this  reason,  as  well  as 
partly  to  the  phenomenal  growth  of  the 
University  during  the  past  five  years, 
that  the  requests  for  appropriations 
from  the  general  revenue  for  the  main- 
tenance of  the  University  have  been  so 
far  in  excess  of  the  requests  which  had 
been  made  of  previous  sessions  of  the 
Legislature.  Throughout  the  history  of 
the  University  it  has  increased  in  en- 
rollment by  an  average  of  11  per  cent 
per  annum.  The  present  attendance  in 
the  summer  school  is  in  excess  of  33 
per  cent  greater  than  the  attendance  at 
the  summer  session  of  1920,  and  this, 
together  with  the  indication  of  the  cor- 
respondence in  the  Registrar's  office, 
would  lead  us  to  anticipate  at  least  a 
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normal  rate  of  increase  in  long-session 
students  for  the  session  of  1921-1922. 

Somewhat  more  than  a  year  ago,  in 
accordance  with  the  law,  this  Board 
prepared  and  presented  to  the  Board  of 
Control  an  itemized  statement  of  the 
amount  of  money  necessary  to  maintain 
the  University  of  Texas  as  at  present 
constituted  for  the  biennium  beginning 
September  1,  1921.  The  total  amount 
of  our  request  for  maintenance  was  $1,- 
633,000,  and  after  taking  a  most  care- 
ful survey  of  the  situation  in  the  light 
of  all  developments  which  have  taken 
place  subsequent  to  that  time  it  is  still 
the  opinion  of  this  Board  that  for  the 
proper  maintenance  of  the  University  of 
Texas  as  now  constituted  the  amount 
herein  named  is  not  excessive.  The 
Board  of  Regents,  however,  desires  to 
direct  attention  to  the  fact  that  the 
size  of  the  University  is  not  a  necessary 
indication  of  its  quality,  and  in  the 
event  that  the  untoward  circumstances 
by  which  the  State  is  now  confront*.^ 
should  eventuate  in  the  raising  of  stand- 
ards both  of  requirements  for  gradua- 
tion and  for  entrance  into  the  Univer- 
sity^ then  in  that  event  the  reduction 
of  the  amount  of  money  which  might 
be  expended  by  the  State  upon  the  Uni- 
versity would  not  only  not  be  an  un- 
fortunate condition,  but  might  in  itself 
constitute  so  distinct  a  step  in  advance 
as  to  prove  of  considerable  value. 

The  special  investigating  committee  of 
the  Thirty-sixth  Legislature  in  its  find- 
ings recommended  that  the  University 
be  strengthened  in  its  advanced  and 
graduate  and  professional  activities,  and 
particularly  along  the  lines  of  research, 
and  the  Board  of  Regents  would,  there- 
fore, count  itself  as  being  exceeding 
fortunate  in  the  event  that  it  could  defi- 
nitely undertake  to  carry  out  this  rec- 
ommendation. This  Board  is  also  not 
unaware  of  the  generosity  exhibited 
toward  the  needs  of  the  University  by 
the  Regular  Session  of  the  Tliirty -sev- 
enth Legislature  in  appropriating  tho 
sum  of  $1,350,000  for  the  purchase  of 
additional  lands,  thereby  laying  the 
foundation  for  the  fulfillment  of  the 
plans  of  the  fathers  of  Texas  to  provide 
for  the  young  men  and  women  of  this 
State  a  university  of  the  first  class. 
If  it  should  be  thought  impossible  to 
realize  this  ideal  in  the  physical  prop- 
erties of  the  institution  at  any  time  in 
the  near  future,  might  it  not  well  be 
that  in  the  meantime  the  work  done  by 
the  institution  could  be  put  upon  this 
first  class  basis,  thus  bringing  about  a 


reduction  in  the  immediate  burden  of 
expense  to  the  State  and  waiting  for 
the  return  of  more  prosperous  times  to 
secure  those  parts  of  the  ideal  which 
now  seem  impracticable. 

The  point,  therefore,  of  these  observa- 
tions of  the  Board  is  to  the  effect  that 
this  Board  finds  itself  entirely  willing 
to  operate  the  institution  upon  such 
funds  as  the  anticipated  revenues  of 
the  State  may  enable  the  Legislature  to 
appropriate  without  doing  injustice  to 
the  tax  payers  or  increasing  the  burden 
or  depriving  any  other  arm  of  the 
State's  educational  service  of  adequate 
means  of  support,  and  at  the  same  time 
without  the  lessening  of  the  quality  of 
service  which  the  University  is  required 
to  render  under  the  Constitution  and 
statutory  provisions  applicable  to  this 
institution.  An  institution  practically 
without  restrictions  or  limitations  can 
not  be  operated  except  by  the  use  of 
adequate  means,  but  an  institution  can 
be  operated  in  a  first  class  manner  upon 
such  means  as  may  be  at  the  disposal 
of  the  State,  provided  this  Board  be  au- 
thorized to  place  such  restrictions  and 
limitations  as  may  be  necessary  to  se- 
cure this  end.

MESSAGES  FROM  THE  GOVERNOR. 

Mr.  R.  B.  Walthall,  secretary  to  the 
Governor,  appeared  at  the  bar  of  the 
House,  and  being  duly  announced,  pre- 
sented the  following  messages  from  the 
Governor,  which  were  read  to  the  House, 
as  follows:

^Members   of   the   Senate   and  House   of 

Representatives. 

Gentlemen:  I  hereby  submit  to  you 
for  whatever  legislative  action,  if  any, 
you  may  deem  wise,  the  following  sub- 
jects. In  submitting  these  matters  to 
you  I  am  not  attempting  to  pass  on  the 
merits  or  demerits  of  any  of  them.  I 
have  had  no  time  to  study  them,  and 
therefore  am  not  in  position  to  recom- 
mend any  legislation  concerning  them. 
Some  members  of  the  Legislature,  to- 
gether with  other  citizens  and  organi- 
zations of  the  State,  have  earnestly  so- 
licited the  submission  of  these  matters 
to  you  for  your  legislative  considera- 
tion. T  submit  these  subjects  for  your 
consideration  should  you  find  time  to 
consider  them  without  in  any  way  in- 
terfering with  the  needed  legislation 
that  made  it  necessary  to  reconvene  you 
in  special  session.  The  subjects  hereby 
submitted  are  as  follows: 


First.  An  amendment  to  Artcile  606, 
Revised  Civil  Statutes  of  Texas.  1911, 
providing  how  bond  issues  shall  be  sub- 
mitted to  an  election;  and  validating 
certain  bond  elections. 

Second.  The  establishment  of  official 
cotton  standards  for  the  Stato  of  Texas. 

Third.  An  amendment  to  Sections  5, 
7,  8,  30,  31,  31a,  34,  42,  and  43  of 
Chapter  157,  General  Laws,  Regular 
Session,  Thirty-sixth  Legislature,  and 
amended  by  Chapter  72.  Senate  bill  Xo. 
92,  Second  Called  Session  Thirty-sixth 
Legislature,  as  amended  by  Chapter  7, 
Fourth  Called  Session,  Thirty-sixth  I>e^- 
islature,  being  an  act  to  preserve,  propa- 
gate, distribute,  and  protect  the  wild 
game,  wild  birds,  and  wild  fowl  of  the 
State.

contract  alleged  to  have  been  made  and 
entered  into  by  and  between  the  said" 
John  D.  Rogers,  trustee  as  aforesaid, 
as  lessor,  and  the  Prison  Commission 
of  the  State  of  Texas  as  lessee,  said  con- 
tract alleged  to  have  been  made  on  or 
about  or  prior  to  January  1,  1917,  re- 
duced to  writing,  executed,  and  delivered 
on  or  about  the  second  day  of  July, 
1917,  approved  by  the  Governor  of  the 
State  of  Texas,  on  or  about  October  4, 
1917. 

Thirty-fourth.  Giving  the  commis- 
sioners court  of  Ochiltree  county  au- 
thority to  close  certain  streets  in  the 
town  of  Perryton,  Ochiltree  county, 
Texas.

To  the  Members  of  the  House  and  Sen- 
ate, First  Called  Session,  Thirty-sev- 
enth Legislature. 

Gentlemen:  There  are  eight  public 
free  school  text-books,  the  contracts  for 
which  will  expire  at  the  end  of  the 
school  year  1921-1922.  The  State  has 
already  invested  in  these  books  approxi- 
mately $1,185,000.  The  manufacturing 
costs  of  today  indicate  that  new  bids 
for  books  would  be  considerably  in  ex- 
cess of  the  old  contract  prices. 

At  the  expiration  of  the  above  men- 
tioned contract  these  books  will  have 
been  used  three  years.  The  average  life- 
time of  a  free  text-book  is  five  years; 
therefore,  these  books  now  owned  by 
the  State  should  be  good  for  at  least 
two  years  longer.  For  the  Text-book 
Commission  to  junk  these  books  and  re- 
place them  with  new  books,  even  at  the 
prices  for  which  the  old  ones  were  pur- 
chased, would  require  an  expenditure 
of  approximately  another  $1,186,000. 


Should  the  Text-book  Commission  be 
empowered  to  extend  these  contracts  for 
two  years,  the  number  of  new  books 
necessary  to  be  purchased  to  supplement 
those  now  owned  by  the  State  would 
not  be  more  than  one-tenth  the  number 
necessary  if  new  books  were  adopted, 
and  would,  therefore,  result  in  a  saving 
of  approximately  a  million  dollars  to 
the  State. 

I  therefore  recommend  that  the  Text- 
book Law,  First  Called  Session,  1917, 
Chapter  44,  Section  6,  be  amended  in 
such  a  way  as  to  make  it  possible  for 
the  State  Text-book  Commission  to  re- 
new contracts  wherever  advantageous  to 
the  interests  of  the  State,  and  to  grant 
to  the  said  Commission  the  power  to 
take  such  action  in  the  adoption  of 
text-books  for  the  public  schools  as 
may  be  necessary  in  the  interests  of 
economy  and  of  an  efficient  school  sys- 
tem ;  and  providing  further,  that  in  case 
of  new  adoptions,  no  book  shall  be 
adopted  for  a  period  of  less  than  five 
years.

I  regret  to  vote  "yea"  on  this  amend- 
ment because  I  am  a  friend  of  the  Col- 
lege 01  Industrial  Arts  and  all  other 
inc^titutions  of  learning,  but  circum- 
J^tances  have  forced  the  taxpayers  of 
every  phase  of  business  in  Texas  to 
w^nomize.  I  believe  that  to  be  con- 
s-intent as  representatives  of  the  people 
we  must  cut  State  expenses.  I,  further- 
more, believe  that  the  faculty  members 
of  the  di/Terent  institutions  of  higher 
learning  should  bear  their  part  of  the 
l^urrlen  caused  by  the  slump  of  high 
prices.  I  sincerely  hope  that  it  is  not  a 
far  cry  to  the  time  when  economic  con- 
ditions of  the  State  will  improve  to 
tliat  degree  that  the  Legislature  cannot 
only  place,  but  increase  these  salaries 
from  their  present  basis.  However,  I 
frankly  admit  that,  inasmuch  as  the 
liasi*  of  salaries  is  lower  in  the  College 
of  Industrial  Arts  than  in  similar  in- 
stitutions of  learning  in  Texas,  that 
the  Bryant  amendment  may  reduce  the 


salaries  too  low.  I  am  voting  with  the 
assurance  and  hope  that  the  free  confer- 
ence committee  will  make  a  fair  adjust- 
ment of  this  matter.

Attorney  General,  and  providing  that  it 
shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Attorney  Gen- 
eral to  file  such  suit  in  the  name  of  the 
State  of  Texas  in  any  district  court  in 
the  supreme  judicial  district  in  which 
the  officer  sought  to  be  removed  resides, 
after  having  given  such  officer  the  right 
to  be  heard  before  filing  suit;  and  fur- 
ther providing  for  the  method  of  cita- 
tion and  procedure  with  reference  to 
such  removal,"

S.  B.  No.  21,  A  bill  to  be  entitled 
"An  Act  to  amend  Chapter  145,  Gen- 
eral Laws  of  the  State  of  Texas,  passed 
by  the  Thirty-sixth  Legislature  at  its 
Regular  Session,  which  chapter  was  'An 
Act  to  amend  Chapter  1  of  Title  44  of 
the  Revised  Civil  Statutes  of  the  State 
of  Texas,  1911,  and  to  provide  the  man- 
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m  in  which  State  funds  shall  be  kept 
and  deposited;  to  define  the  State  De- 
pository Board  and  its  powers,  and 
what  banks  may  become  State  depos- 
itories, and  the  manner  and  means  of 
selecting  and  for  the  qualification  of 
^nch  State  depositories;  providing  for 
the  distribution  of  such  State  funds 
among  such  depositories;  repealing  all 
laws  in  conflict,  and  declaring  an  emer- 
gency'; the  effect  of  this  amendment  be- 
ing to  add  to  said  chapter  a  new  article 
to  be  known  as  Article  2435b,  providing 
in  substance  that  during  the  existence 
of  any  general  financial  or  industrial 
depression  prior  to  March  1,  1923,  if  it 
should  be  found  by  the  State  Depository 
Board  that  any  State  depository  is  not 
able  to  pay  the  drafts  or  demands  made 
upon  it  by  the  State  Treasurer  in  the 
ordinary  operation  of  the  State  depos- 
itory law  without  closing  its  doors  and 
ceasing  to  exist  as  a  going  concern, 
though  otherwise  solvent,  then  the  State 
Depository  Board  shall  have  the  discre- 
tion and  authority  to  extend  the  time 
for  payment  of  the  funds  on  deposit  in 
such  State  depository  into  the  Treasury 
from  time  to  time;  provided,  however, 
that  such  extension  shall  not  be  made 
unless  and  until  such  depository  and 
the  sureties,  if  any,  on  its  depository 
bond,  execute  a  contract  of  extension  or 
^ve  bond  or  security  as  in  the  first  in- 
stance for  such  period  of  time  as  the 
State  Depository  Board  may  designate. 
The  State  depositories  to  which  exten- 
sion of  time  are  granted  under  this  act 
shall  not  receive  any  additional  funds 
on  deposit  from  the  State  Treasurer 
until  the  demands  of  the  State  Treasurer 
as  to  previous  existing  funds  have  been 
met,  and  declaring  an  emergency." 

The  Speaker  laid  the  bill  before  the 
House,  it  was  read  second  time,  and  was 
passed  to  third  reading.

RELATING    TO    MAINTENANCE    OF 
UNIVERSITY. 

Mr.  Hardin  offered  the  following  reso- 
lution : 

Whereas,  The  maintenance  of  the  Uni- 
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veraity  of  Texas  is  dependent  upon  ap- 
propriations by  the  Legislature  from  the 
general  revenue  funds  of  the  State;  and 
Whereas,  The  condition  of  the  Treas- 
ury very  often,  as  at  present,  prevents 
the  appropriation  of  adequate  funds  for 
the  University  consistent  with  the  needs 
of  other  institutions  and  departments 
of  the  State  government;  and 

Whereas,  Such  a  condition  of  depend- 
ence reacts  to  the  detriment  of  the  Uni- 
rersity,  forces  it  into  politics,  makes 
itii  future  uncertain,  and  impairs  its 
usefulness  to  the  people  of  the  State; 
therefore,  be  it 

Resolved  by  the  members  of  the  House 
of  Representatives,  That  we  favor  the 
submission  at  the  next  Regular  Session 
of  a  constitutional  amendment  providing 
a  source  of  revenue  adequate  to  the 
needs  of  the  University,  thus  making  it 
independent  of  the  Legislature  and  re* 
moving  it  from  the  politics  of  Texas. 

The  resolution  was  read  second  time. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Beasley  of  McCul- 
loch,  the  resolution  was  referred  to  the 
Committee  on  Constitutional  Amend- 
ments. 

RELATING    TO    UNIVERSITY    CAM- 
PUS EXTENSION. 

Mr.  Thompson  of  Red  River  offered 
the  following  resolution: 

Whereas,  There  is  a  general  financial 
depression  in  the  State  of  Texas  which 
at  the  present  time  requires  the  strict- 
est economy ;  and 

Whereas,  At  the  Regular  Session  of 
the  Thirty-seventh  Legislature  there  was 
tppropriated  the  sum  of  $1,350,000  to 
buy  additional  land  for  the  University 
of  Texas;  and 

Whereas,  It  is  now  generally  conceded 
that  the  University  does  not  at  this 
time  need  all  of  the  135  acres  author- 
ised by  said  bill  to  be  .purchased,  and 
further,  there  are  several  land  owners 
interested  in  said  tract  of  land  who  do 
not  want  to  sell  their  land,  and  further, 
^veral  of  said  land  owners  have  visited 
the  Governor,  asking  him  to  submit  a 
^jili  to  cut  down  the  amount  of  acres 
purchased,  or  authorized  to  be  pur- 
f-hased,  and  we  have  been  reliably  in- 
formed that  the  Governor  is  willing  to 
submit  said  legislation  provided  that 
thi^  Legislature  so  made  it  be  known 
ti>  him;  therefore,  be  it 

Resolved,  That  the  Governor  of  this 
•^tate  be,  and  is  hereby  requested  to  sub- 
mit a  bill  that  will  cut  down  the  acre- 
age called  for  in  the  bill  passed  at  the 
Rijgular  Session.

Whereas,  At  the  Regular  Session  of 
the  Thirty-seventh  Legislature,  a  con- 
current resolution  was  passed  by  the 
Senate  of  Texas,  the  House  of  Represent- 
atives concurring,  authorizing  the  hang- 
ing in  the  Capitol  of  the  portrait  of 
Mrs.  Clara  Driscoll  Sevier,  to  be  pre- 
sented by  the  Daughters  of  the  Repub- 
lic;  and 

Whereas,  Said  portrait  has  been  com- 
pleted,  and  the   Daughters  of   the   Re- 
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public  are  ready  to  present  same  to  the 
State  of  Texas;   and 

Whereas,  Said  resolution  provided  for 
the  hanging  of  said  portrait  with  ap- 
propriate ceremonies;  now,  therefore,  be 
it 

Resolved  by  the  Senate  of  Texas,  the 
House  of  Representatives  concurring, 
That  said  portrait  be  received  from  the 
Daughters  of  the  Republic  on  Thursday 
morning,  August  11,  at  11  o'clock,  at  a 
joint  session  of  the  Senate  of  Texas 
and  the  House  of  Representatives,  and 
that  a  committee,  consisting  of  two 
members  from  the  Senate  and  three  from 
the  House  of  Representatives,  be  ap- 
pointed to  make  suitable  arrangements 
for    said   ceremonies. 

The  resolution  was  read  second  time 
and  was  adopted.

RELATING    TO    VOTING    MACHINE 
FOR  THE  HOUSE. 

Mr.  Dinkle  offered  the  following  reso- 
lution : 

Whereas,  At  the  Regular  Session  of 
the  Thirty-seventh  Legislature  a  resolu- 
tion was  passed  authorizing  the  demon- 
stration of  an  electrical  voting  machine 
in  this  House;  and 

Whereas,  In  compliance  with  that  res- 
olution the  Universal  Indicator  Com- 
pany of  Milwaukee,  Wis.,  through  their 
representative  has  made  such  demon- 
stration ;    and 

Whereas,  The  said  LTniversal  Indi- 
cator Company  will  install  their  voting 
machine  device  on  the  following  basis, 
towit:  First,  on  a  purchase  basis  they 
agree  to  install  their  machine  complete 
for  the  sum  of  $200  per  member,  the 
final  total  of  such  amount  being  deter- 
mined  by   the   number   of   members   ac- 


tually served.  They  also  agree  to  fur- 
nish a  bonded  guarantee  for  a  term  of 
five  years  on  said  machine.  Second,  they 
agree  to  lease  said  machine  to  the  State 
for  the  consideration  of  10  pel-  cent  of 
the  installation  cost  and  give  the  State 
the  option  to  purchase  said  machine  at 
any  time  they  desire  after  the  installa- 
tion; and 

Whereas,  This  voting  machine  is  now 
being  successfully  used  in  the  States  of 
Wisconsin  and  Iowa,  and  the  States  of 
South  Dakota,  Minnesota,  Missouri,  Illi- 
nois and  Indiana  have  purchased  said 
machines;   and 

Whereas,  By  the  use  of  said  machine 
it  will  show  a  clear  saving  of  over  90 
per  cent  of  the  time  which  is  now  con- 
sumed by  this  House  on  roll  call,  and 
in  view  of  the  fact  that  by  use  of  this 
machine  in  the  Regular  Session  this 
House  could  have  saved  sixty  hours 
time  in  roll  calls,  which  would  have 
amounted  to  a  saving  of  ten  days  at  a 
cost  of  $2195  per  day,  or  a  total  saving 
of  $21,950  to  the  State;  now,  therefore, 
be  it 

Resolved,  That  the  House  of  Repre- 
sentatives of  the  State  of  Texas  in  the 
interest  of  effecting  economy  and  a  great 
saving  of  time,  do  hereby  authorize  the 
Universal  Indicator  Company  of  Mil- 
waukee, Wis.,  to  set  up  and  install  com- 
plete in  this  House  their  latest  im- 
proved model  electrical  voting  machine, 
said  installation  to  be  complete  on  or 
before  the  first  day  of  March,  1922. 
And  provided  that  said  machine  be 
leased  for  a  period  of  one  year  on  the 
lease  basis  of  10  per  cent  of  the  instal- 
lation coat,  and  that  the  sum  of  $3000, 
or  so  much  thereof  of  that  sum  as  may 
be  needed,  be  used  out  of  the  contingent 
fund  of  the  First  Called  Session  of  the 
Thirty-seventh  Legislature  to  pay  the 
first  year's  .leese.  Provided  further, 
that  said  lease  money  shall  not  be  paid 
to  the  Universal  Indicator  Company  un- 
til after  the  complete  installation  of 
said  device  and  the  said  voting  machine 
has  been  subjected  to  a  thorough  test 
and  declared  satisfactory  in  every  par- 
ticular; and  be  it  further 

Resolved,  That  we  recommend  to  the 
succeeding  Legislature  that  in  the  event 
the  voting  machine  proves  entirely  sat- 
isfactory that  they  continue  the  annual 
lease  on  the  above  named  basis,  or  they 
adopt  the  purchase  thereof  at  the  price 
set  forth  above.  And  provided  further, 
that  the  Speaker  appoint  a  committee 
of  five  members  with  authority  to   ar- 
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range  necessary  details  for  the  installa- 
tion of  said  device  and  approve  same.

*An  Act  to  amend  Section  16  of  Chap- 
ter 190  of  the  General  Laws  of  the 
Regular  Session  of  the  Thirty-fifth  Leg- 
isUture  as  amended  by  Section  2  of 
Chapter  71  of  the  General  Laws  of  the 
Fourth   Called    Session    of    the    Thirty- 


fifth  Legislature  and  as  amended  by 
Section  1,  Chapter  113  of  the  General 
Laws  of  the  Regular  Session  of  the 
Thirty-sixth  Legislature  and  as  amend- 
ed by  Chapter  131  of  the  General  Laws 
of  the  Thirty-seventh  Legislature,  pro- 
viding for  and  increasing  the  annual 
license  fee  on  commercial  motor  ve- 
hicles; providing  for  applications  for 
registration,  how  and  when  said  appli- 
cations shall  be  made;  defining  a  com- 
mercial motor  vehicle,  naming  the  net 
carrying  capacity  of  such  vehicles  and 
the  annual  license  fees  to  be  charged  in 
each  instance;  providing  for  annual  li- 
cense fee  for  trailers  and  semi -trailers 
and  tractors;  providing  for  fees  to  be 
paid  on  certain  motor  buses;  and  pro- 
viding penalties  for  failure  to  comply 
with  provisions  of  this  act;  and  provid- 
ing that  the  provisions  of  this  act  shall 
not  apply  to  tractors  used  for  agricul- 
tural purposes  and  road  building;  pro- 
viding method  of  determining  horse- 
power of  certain  vehicles;  also  provid- 
ing basis  of  weight  and  how  to  settle 
disputed  classification;  and  providing 
certain  described  vehicles  shall  not  be 
licensed  or  operated  on  public  roads  and 
providing  penalties  for  violating  said 
act;  and  providing  for  exceptions  and 
special  permits;  and  that  liability  shall 
attach  for  damages  to  highways  and 
bridges  in  certain  instances;  and  provid- 
ing for  the  installation  and  maintenance 
of  rear  view  mirrors;  and  providing 
that  vehicles  shall  not  he  operated  when 
one  or  more  pneumatic  tires  are  off,  or 
when  solid  tires  are-4ess  than  one  inch 
thick  at  any  point,  and  providing  pen- 
alties for  violation  of  such  provisions; 
and  providing  that  county  road  en- 
gineers or  county  road  superintendents, 
by  posting  notices,  may  have  the  author- 
ity in  wet  weather  to  prohibit  the  use

Thirty-seventh  Legislature  which  pro- 
vided for  registration  of  commercial 
motor  vehicles  and  trailers  operating 
over  highways  in  this  State  in  one  or 
more  counties,  giving  routes,  and  pro- 
viding  for    bond,    conditioned   for   pay- 
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ment  of  fees  due  and  to  become  due» 
providing  for  keeping  of  records  by  own- 
er of  conunercial  motor  vehicles  oper- 
ating in  one  or  more  counties,  showing 
miles  traveled  in  each  county  and  re- 
port thereof;  and  providing  for  an  in- 
crease of  the  speed  limit  per  hour  for 
vehicles  of  certain  maximum  weight, 
when  equipped  with  pneumatic  tires 
and  when  equipped  with  solid  tires;  pro- 
viding penalties  for  violating  provisions 
of  this  act,  and  repealing  Section  4  of 
Chapter  131  of  the  General  Laws  of

"Provided  the  truck  is  owned  and  op- 
erated by  a  farmer  or  ranchman  haul- 
ing his  own  produce  or  supplies." 

The  amendment  to  the  amendment 
was  adopted. 

Mr.  Horton  offered  the  following  sub- 
stitute for  the  amendment  as  amended: 

Amend  House  bill  No.  23,  page  3, 
line  9,  by  adding  the  following:  "Pro- 
vided, this  act  shall  not  apply  to  any 
motor  vehicle  used  exclusively  for  the 
transportation  of  any  property  belong- 
ing to  the  owner  of  the  truck."

and  into  the  board  of  trustees  of  said 
district;  providing  for  a  board  of  trus- 
tees, their  election  and'  term  of  office;

Mr.  R.  B.  Walthall,  secretary  to  the 
Governor,  appeared  at  the  bar  of  the 
House,  and  being  duly  announced,  pre- 
sented the  following  message  from  the 
Governor,  which  was  read  to  the  House, 
as  follows:

It  is  with  reluctance  that  I  submit 
to  you  additional  subjects  for  legisla- 
tion. 

The  following  matters  are  submitted 
to  YOU  at  the  urgent  request  of  various 
members  of  the  legislature,  and  are  pre- 
sented to  you  for  whatever  legislative 
consideration  you  may  deem  wise.  I 
make  no  recommendations  whatever  con- 
cerning these  matters.  In  this  connec- 
tion. I  desire  to  say  that  it  is  not  my 
iiitHntion  to  submit  any  other  legislative 
matter  to  you  during  this  session,  either 
loi-al  or  general. 

I  trust  that  none  of  the  matters  here- 
in or  heretofore  submitted  will  inter- 
fen*  in  any  way  with  the  consideration 
of  any  of  the  appropriation  bills.  The 
!»uliicct  matters  herein  presented  are  as 
follows: 

Fir>t.  Amending  the  present  poll  tax 
law.  providing  for  what  the  poll  tax  re- 
ceipt and  exemption  certincate  shall 
contain,  and  the  form  of  said  poll  tax 
receipt  and  exemption  certificate,  and 
prescribing  the  data  to  be  obtained  and 
recorded  on   poll  tax  receipt. 

S*'oond.  Amending  Article  6772, 
Chapter  1,  Title  117,  of  the  Revised 
Civil  Statutes  of  the  State,  providing 
for  the  transcribing  of  official  county 
rwords. 

Third.  Amending  Article  540,  Chap- 
ter 6,  Title  14,  Revised  Civil  Statutes 
of  the  State,  providing  for  companies 
and  corporations  making  deposits  in  the 
State  Treasury,  defining  what  moneys 
and  deposits  and  securities  are  to  be 
placed  in  the  State  Treasury,  and  de- 
fining the  duties  of  the  Commissioner 
of  Banking  and  Insurance  in  regard  to 
same. 

Fourth.  Amending  Chapter  37,  Acts 
of  the  First  Called  Session  of  the  Thirty- 
fifth  Legislature,  concerning  loan  and 
inTe«tment  companies,  defining  same  and 


providing  for  their  incorporation  powers 
and  supervision. 

Fifth.  A  law  conferring  upon  corpo* 
rations  chartered  under  subdivision  37, 
Article  1121,  Revised  Civil  Statutes  of 
Texas,  the  authority  to  purchase  notes, 
bills,   and  other   evidence  of  debt. 

Sixth.  The  enactment  of  legislation 
increasing  the  Depositors'  Guaranty 
Fund,  and  making  the  necessary  amend- 
ments to  the  existing  guaranty  fund  law 
as  seems  wise.

The  creation  of  the  Smith- 
ville  Independent  School  District  in 
Bastrop  county,  Texas;  defining  its 
boundaries;  providing  for  a  board  of 
trustees,  and  providing  for  the  present 
trustees  to  complete  their  respective 
terms  of  office;  conferring  upon  said 
trustees  and  district  all  duties  and  au- 
thority imposed  by  law  upon  independ- 
ent school  districts;  providing  for  the 
assumption  of  bonded  indebtedness,  and 
repealing  conflicting  laws. 

Tenth.  The  creation  of  the  Mini'ola 
Independent  School  District  in  Wood 
county;  defining  its  boundaries;  pro- 
viding for  a  board  of  trustees,  and  con- 
ferring upon  said  trustees  and  district 
all  duties  and  authority  imposed  by  law 
upon  independent  school  districts;  and 
providing  for  the  present  trustees  to 
fill  out  their  respective  terms  of  office; 
providing  for  the  assumption  of  bonded 
indebtedness,  and  providing  for  exten- 
sion of  boundaries. 

Eleventh.  The  creation  of  the  Pool- 
ville  Independent  School  District  in 
Parker  county,  Texas;  defining  its  boun- 
daries; providing  for  a  board  of  trus- 
tees, for  the  retention  in  office  till  ex- 
piration of  terms  of  office  of  present 
trustees;  and  conferring  upon  said  trus- 
tees and  district  all  duties  and  author- 
ity imposed  by  law  upon  independent 
school  districts. 

Twelfth.  An  amendment  to  Chapter 
67,     Special     Laws,     Regular     Session, 
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ly  defining  the  boundaries  of  the  Winns- 
boro  Independent  School  District  in 
Wood  and  Franklin  counties;  providing 
date  of  the  beginning  and  ending  of  the 
fiscal  year;  date  on  which  unpaid  taxes 
shall  become  delinquent;  and  providing 
for  changing  the  boundaries  according  to 
law. 

Thirteenth.  An  amendment  to  Sec- 
tion 8,  Senate  bill  No.  312,  Chapter  16, 
Local  and  Special  Acts,  Regular  Ses- 
sion, Thirty-fourth  Legislature,  creating 
the  La  Porte  Independent  School  Dis- 
trict as  amended  by  House  bill  No.  67, 
Chapter  26,  Local  and  Special  Acts, 
Second  Called  Session,  Thirty-sixth  Leg- 
islature, providing  for  levying,  assessing 
and  collecting  the  taxes  therein,  and 
legalizing  levies,  assessments  and  equal- 
izations heretofore  made.

The  repeal  of  Chapter  78, 
Special  and  Local  Laws,  Regular  Ses- 
sion, Thirty -seventh  Legislature,  which 
chapter  amended  the  special  road  law 
of  Red  River  county,  Texas;  and  reviv- 
ing any  and  all  laws  repealed  by  said 
Chapter  78. 

Sixteenth.  A  diminishing  of  the  juris- 
diction of  the  county  court  of  Kerr 
county,  Texas,  so  that  such  court  will 
have  only  the  jurisdiction  of  a  probate 
court,  and  conferring  the  civil  and  crim- 
inal jurisdiction  of  said  county  court 
upon  the  district  court  of  Kerr  county. 

Seventeenth.  The  prevention  of  the 
catching  of  fish  for  sale  out  of  the 
Pecos  river  or  any  of  is  tributaries  in 
the  counties  of  Reeves,  Loving,  Ward, 
Crane  and  Pecos.

Whereas,  A  "'ovemen|^h@(1,^[^t 
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on  foot  having  for  its  object  the  desig- 
nation of  a  certain  area  lying  mainly 
in  Jeflf  Davis  county,  and  embracing  a 
number  of  the  picturesque  canyons  of 
the  Davis  mountains  as  a  State  park; 
and 

Whereas,  It  is  desirable  that  the  area 
aforementioned  be  taken  under  State 
control  in  order  that  the  wonderfully 
scenic  portions  "of  the  Davis  moimtains 
be  preserved  and  held  for  the  benefit  of 
the  people  of  the  State  of  Texas  and 
made  accessible  to  them  in  order  that 
they  may  be  spared  the  necessity  and 
expense  of  seeking  recreation,  health  and 
comfort  in  other  States  during  the  sum- 
mer months,  thus  saving  to  the  State 
millions  of  dollars  annually  now  spent 
elsewhere  by  the  people  of  Texas;   and 

Whereas,  In  the  proposed  Davis  Moun- 
tain State  Park  area  may  be  found  the 
"last  refuge"  of  the  big  game  animals, 
with  which  the  State  of  Texas  once  was 
well  supplied,  it  is  desirable  that  such 
area  be  taken  under  State  control  in 
order  that  the  deer,  bear,  mountain 
sheep,  mountain  goat,  wild  turkey,  blue 
pigeons  and  other  game  animals  and 
birds  be  preserved  from  ruthless  slaugh- 
ter and-  ultimate  extinction ;   and 

Whereas,  As  a  further  reason  that  the 
area  indicated  be  set  aside  for  State  park 
purposes  and  taken  under  State  control 
millions  of  acre  feet  of  water  originat- 
'ing  in  the  canyons  and  high  plateaus 
of  the  Davis  mountains  watershed  may 
be  conserved  through  the  judicious  con- 
struction of  dams,  which  will  form  lakes 
which  will  not  only  serve  to  add  to  the 
attractiveness  of  the  proposed  park  as 
boating  and  fishing  resortn.  but  will  fur- 
nish water  with  which  to  irrigate  thou- 
sands of  acres  of  fertile  land  in  the  val- 
leys below,  thus  adding  to  the  taxable 
wealth  of  the  State  and  make  homes  for 
thousands  of  contented  settlers;  there 
fore,  be  it 

Resolved,  That  as  a  preliminary  to 
the  designation  of  the  area  indicated  as 
a  State  park  as  outlined  in  the  fore- 
going preamble  a  joint  committee  con- 
sisting of  five  (5)  members  of  the  Hc»use 
of  Representatives,  three  (3)  members 
of  the  Senate,  and  the  Speaker  of  the 
House  of  Representatives,  the  President 
of  the  Senate,  and  the  Commissioner  of 
the  General  Land  OflSce,  as  ex-oflScio 
members,  be  named  to  investigate  the 
feasibility  of  the  project  by  means  of 
a  trip  of  inspection  over  the  proposed 
Davis  Mountain  State  Park  site;  and  be 
it  further 

Resolved,  That  the  committee  named 


in  pursuance  of  this  resolution  make  the 
trip  of  inspection  and  investigation  of 
the  proposed  Davis  Mountain  State  Park 
area  as  soon  after  the  adjournment  of 
this  special  session  of  the  Legislature  as 
possible,  and  not  later  than  September 
1,  1921,  and  be  prepared  to  render  its 
report  to  the  first  subsequent  session  of 
the  Legislature  which  may  be  held;  and

RELATING  TO  PRICE  OF   OIL  AND 
GASOLINE. 

Mr.  Miller  of  Dallas  offered  the  fol- 
lowing resolution: 

H.  C.  R.  No.  18,  Relating  to  price 
of  oil  and  gasoline. 

Whereas,  It  is  commonly  believed  that 
there  exists  in  what  is  generally  known 
as  the  Mid-Continent  Oil  Fields,  a  de- 
liberate purpose  on  the  part  of  certain 
of  the  large  oil  corporations,  which,  in 
so  far  as  it  affects  the  State  of  Texas. 
is  in  violation  of  both  the  letter  and 
spirit  of  our  anti-trust  laws,  to  so 
manipulate  the  market  in  this  and  other 
States"  comprising  mid-continent  fields, 
as  to  control  not.  only  the  prices  of  the 
crude  oil,  but  also  the  prices  of  the 
finished  products  of  the  refineries,  espe- 
cially as  it  applies  to  gasoline,  for  the 
purpose  of  putting  out  of  business  the 
independent  refineries  and  the  independ- 
ent broker  and  dealers  in  gasoline  and 
oils;  and 

\Vhereas,  It  is  generally  understood 
that  in  pursuance  of  this  plan,  the  price 
of  crude  oil  has  l)een  autocratically  low- 
ered without  reference  to  the  intrinsic 
or  market  value  thereof,  or  cost  of  pro- 
duction; that  many  of  the  large  com- 
panies who  handle  ^^^^V^ffy  products 
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through  the  medium  of  their  own  fill- 
in?  stations,  are  paying  more  money  for 
pisoline  in  tank  carloads  at  the  inde- 
pendent refineries  than  they  sell  it  for 
to  the  j^asoline  stations,  and  are  indulg- 
in<r  in  many  methods  of  cutting,  bonuses 
and  special  deductions,  including  deliv- 
eries to  commercial  trade  at  prices  un- 
der the  filling  station  discount,  and  the 
custom  of  certain  big  companies  having 
tilling  stations  of  their  own  selling 
through  their  filling  stations  at  different 
prices  to  different  customers  making  ar- 
bitrary and  unnatural  discriminations, 
'S-'lling  to  some  customers  at  prices 
cheaper  than  an  independent  station  can 
I'liy.  thereby  attempting  to  put  the  in- 
'iopondent  stations  out  of  businessTT'he 
<ole  purpose  of  all  of  which  is  to  de- 
stroy the  independent  refineries  and  the 
independent  filling  stations,  which  is  not 
only  a  violation  of  the  anti-trust  laws 
nf  this  State,  but  is  detrimental  to  the 
existence  of  one  of  the  largest  interests 
of  the  State  of  Texas;   therefore,  be  it 

Resolved  by  the  House  of  Representa- 
tives* of  the  State  of  Texas,  the 
Senate  concurring.  That  there  be 
and  is  hereby  appointed  a  joint  com- 
mitiw  to  be  composed  of  three  members 
nf  the  House  appointed  by  the  Speaker 
of  the  House,  and  two  members  of  the 
Senate  to  be  appointed  by  the  Lieuten- 
ant Governor,  with  full  authority  to  in- 
vestigate such  conditions,  to  take  testi- 
mony in  or  out  of  the  State  of  Texas,  to 
-ulipoena  witnesses,  to  administer  oaths 
and  to  require  the  production  of  books 
and  records  of  every  person,  persons,  as- 
M-^iation,  joint  stock  companies  or  cor- 
[Hirations,  engaged  in  the  production, 
manufacturing  or  sale  of  crude  petro- 
iMim.  or  any  of  its  products,  and  to 
have  all  the  authority  vested  by  the 
present  statutes  of  the  State  of  Texas. 
in  invest i^ting  committees  appointed 
ly  and  under  the  sanction  of  the  Leg- 
i-'iature. 

Tl^at  the  Attorney  General  of  the 
STate  of  Texas  is  required,  either  in 
per<on  or  through  some  deputy,  to  be 
'^p'iignated  by  him,  to  represent  the 
State  of  Texas  in  such  investigation,  and 
the  expense  of  such  officer  shall  be  paid 
f*^t  of  the  contingent  expense  fund  of 
the  House  and  Senat-e  upon  voucher  ap- 
proved bv  the  chairman  of  this  commit- 
ter-. 

That  said  committee  shall  have  the 
right  to  employ  a  competent  stenogra- 
pher to  take  the  testimony  of  the  wit- 
neH<e«  upon  such  investigation,  and  to 
pay  «uch  stenographer  out  of  the  con- 
^injrent  expense  fund  of  the  House  of 
f^fpresentatives  and   Senate;   that   wit- 


nesses summoned  before  such  committee 
shall  be  paid  the  mileage  and  per  diem 
paid  witnesses  in  the  district  courts  of 
this  State,  which  said  mileage  and  per 
diem  shall  be  paid  out  of  contingent 
expense  funds  of  the  House  and  Senate 
upon  voucher  approved  by  the  chair- 
man of  the  joint  committer  provided 
for  herein. 

Tlie  resolution  w^as  read  second  time. 

^fr.  Miller  of  Dallas  moved  to  post- 
pone further  consideration  of  the  reso- 
lution until  10  o'clock  a.  m.  tomorrow.

KEIJ^TING     TO     FORFEITURES     OF 
PUBLIC  SCHOOL  LANDS. 

The  Speaker  laid  before  the  House, 
for  consideration  at  this  time,  the  fol- 
lowing resolution: 

S.  C.  R.  No.  5,  Relating  to  forfeitures 
of  public  school  lands. 

\Vhereas,  The  long  continued  financial 
depression  now  hovering  over  Texas 
renders  it  almost  impossible  for  the  own- 
ers of  school  lands  in  the  school  land 
territory  to  obtain  money  with  which 
to  pay  interest  past  due  on  their  pub- 
lic free  school  land;   and 

Whereas,  It  is  believed  those  owing 
past  due  interest,  would,  if  given  an 
extension,  ultimately  pay  the  interest 
that  is  due  and  thereby  be  a  greater 
benefit  ix)  the  school  fund  and  individ- 
uals who  owe  interest  than  it  would 
to  have  the  lands  forfeited  and  resold 
and  thereby  lose  the  interest  that  is 
due  to  tlie  school  fund ;  therefore,  be  it 

Resolved  by  the  Senate  of  the  State 
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of  Texas,  the  House  of  Representatives 
concurring,  That  the  Commissioner  of 
the  General  J^nd  Office  is  hereby  au- 
thorized to  and  he  shall  postpone  the 
forfeiture  of  school  land  until  August 
26.  1022.  for  the  non-payment  of  inter- 
est now  due  on  said  land. 

The  resolution  was  read  second  time 
and  was  adopted. 

RELATING  TO  APPROPRIATION 
FOR  STATE  RANGER  FORCE. 

The  Speaker  laid  before  the  House, 
for  consideration  at  this  time,  the  fol- 
lovi'ing  resolution: 

S.  C.  R.  No.  6,  Relating  to  appropria- 
tions for  State  Ranger  force. 

Whereas,  In  the  general  appropria- 
tion bills  providing  for  the  maintenance 
of  the  State  Ranger  force  for  the  year 
endin«;  September  1,  1921.  appropria- 
tions were  made  for  salaries  and  the 
vnrious  maintenance  funds  of  said  force 
in  excess  of  the  amounts  necessary 
therefor,  except  as  to  the  traveling  and 
otlier  expenses  of  the  members  of  said 
force  when  away  from  their  stations; 
and 

Wliereas,  There  is  a  deficiency  in  the 
said  last  named  fund  of  approximately 
$jiOOO,  and  it  is  the  desire  of  the  Ad- 
jutant GeneraFs  Department  to  pay  the 
said  deficiencies  from  the  funds  other- 
wipe  appropriated  for  the  said  depart- 
ment, end  it  is  the  judgment  of  the 
Senate  and  House  of  Representatives 
that  he  should  be  authorized  so  to  do; 
therefore,  be  it 

Resolved  by  the  Senate  and  House 
of  Heprestntatives,  That  the  Adjutant 
General  of  the  State  of  Texas  be.  and 
he  is  hereby  authorized  and  empowered, 
upon  the  proper  auditing  of  said  expense 
accounts  of  the  members  of  said  Ranger 
force,  to  cause  the  said  sums  to  be  paid 
out  of  any  funds  heretofore  appropri- 
ated for  the  said  Ranger  force,  and 
that  is  not  needed  for  the  specific  pur- 
poses for  which  such  appropriations 
were  made,  and  the  Comptroller  of  Pub- 
lic Accounts  is  hereby  directed  to  draw 
proper  warrants  against  said  funds 
upon  the  proper  certificates  from  the 
Adjutant  General's  Department  under 
this  resolution,  provided  that  the  aggre 
gate  of  said  amounts  so  paid  shall  not 
exceed  the  sum  of  five  thousand  dollars. 

The  resolution  was  read  second  time 
and  adopted. 

RELATING  TO  FEDERAL  COTTON 
TAX. 

The  Speaker  laid  before  the  House, 
for  consideration  at  this  time,  the  fol- 
lowing resolution: 


H.  C.  R.  No.  6,  Instructing  our  con- 
gressional delegation  to  urge  upon  Con- 
gress the  reimbursement  to  survivors  of 
the  Confederacy  the  cotton  tax  imposed 
upon  the  products  of  the  soil  by  act  of 
Congress  in  1864,  1866  and  1867,  and 
urging  Congress  to  pass  the  bill  now 
pending  before  Congress,  making  such 
reimbursement,  and  requesting  the  Gov- 
ernor of  the  State  of  Texas  to  appoint 
a  suitable  person  to  urge  the  passage 
of  this  bill  by  the  present  Congrress, 
and  that  the  expenses  incurred  herein 
shall  be  paid  out  of  the  contingent  ex- 
penses of  the  First  Called  Session  of 
the  Thirty-seventh  Legislature. 

llie  resolution  having  been  read  sec- 
ond time  Thursday.  July  21. 

Mr.  Hall  oflTered  the  following  (com- 
mittee)   amendment  to   the  resolution: 

Amend  House  Concurrent  Resolution 
No.  6  by  striking  out  all  of  that  part 
of  the  resolution  which  provides  for  pay- 
ing the  expenses  out  of  the  contingent 
fiind  of  the  House. 

Mr.  Dinkle  offered  the  following  sub- 
stitute for  the  (committee)  amend- 
ment: 

Whereas.  The  Congress  of  the  United 
States,  in  an  effort  to  increase  the  in- 
ternal revenue  of  the  government  dur- 
ing the  year  1864,  levied  and  collected 
a  duty  tax  of  two  cents  per  pound 
on  all  cotton  grown  in  the  United 
States,  and  during  the  year  1866,  said 
levy  and  collection  was  increased  to 
three  cents  per  pound,  and  in  1867  an 
act  was  passed  reducing  this  tax  to  two 
and  one-half  cents  per  pound;  and 

WTiereas,  Subsequently  thereto  under 
the  same  form  of  regulation,  the  Treas- 
ury Department  of  the  United  States, 
and  at  other  times  the  army,  acting 
under  military  orders,  levied  and  col- 
lected different  taxes  and  rates  per 
pound  on  cotton;  and 

Whereas,  The  collection  of  such  taxes 
resulted  in  a  great  detriment  to  the 
agricultural  intt^rest  of  the  cotton  grow- 
ing States,  and.  in  several  instances, 
many  cotton  planters  were  forced  in 
bankruptcy  as  a  result  of  the  collec- 
tion of  these  taxes;  and 

Whereas,  The  Constitution  of  the 
United  States  prohibits  the  levy  and 
collection  of  an  export  tax,  and  such  a 
tnx  as  was  levied  and  collected  was 
without  constitutional  warrant  and  is, 
therefore,  void  as  decided  by  the  United 
States  Supreme  Court  in  the  recent  de- 
cision of  Farrington  vs.   Sandere;   and 

Whereas,  Many  people  of  Texas  suf- 
fered great  injury  as  a  result  of  this 
illegal  tax  and  since  the  above  decision 
by    the    Supreme  ^  @^^c  believe    that 
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amounts  collected  from  them  for  this 
tax  should  be  returned;  now  therefore, 
be  it 

Resolved  by  the  House  of  Representa- 
tives, and  the  Senate  concurring,  That 
in  accordance  with  the  fsucts  herein 
stated  that  the  Senators  and  Congress- 
men from  the  State  of  Texas,  are  earn- 
estly requested  to  enact  a  bill  now 
pending,  setting  aside  an  appropriation 
suflioicnt  to  pay  back  to  those  who  suf- 
fenil  under  this  tax  the  amounts  il- 
le^llv  collected  from  them,  upon  the 
presentation  of  sufficient  evidence  that 
would  warrant  a  repayment  of  the  tax; 
be  it  further 

Rpsolved.  That  the  Texas  congres- 
sional delegation  be  requested  to  do  all 
within  their  power  to  have  this  bill  en- 
acted so  that  those  who  suffered  under 
the  unjustness  of  this  tax  have  their 
property  restored  to  them;  be  it  further 

Resolved.  That  the  Governor  of  the 
State  of  Texas  is  hereby  requested  to 
appoint  a  suitable  person  to  represent 
the  interests  of  this  resolution  before 
the  Congress  of  the  United  States,  said 
person  so  appointed  to  serve  without 
compensation. 

Question  first  recurring  on  the  substi- 
tute for  the  amendment,  it  was  adopted. 

Question  next  recurring  on  the  amend- 
ment as  substituted,  it  was  adopted. 

The  resolution  as  amended  was  then 
adopted.

General  Laws  of  the 
Thirty-seventh  Legislature,  and  adding 
thereto  new  Sections  40a,  140,  and  141 
relating  to  organization  and  government 
of  water  improvement  and  irrigation 
districts;  providing  for  the  fixing  of 
liens  and  the  collection  of  taxes,  and 
the  protection  of  the  water  supply  by 
such  districts,  and  declaring  an  emer- 
gency." 

The  Speaker  laid  the  bill  before  the 
House,  and  it  was  read  second  time.

Section  1.  That  Section  40  of  Chap- 
ter 87,  Acts  of  tlie  Thirty-fifth  Legis- 
lature, Regular  Session,  and  said  Sec- 
tion 40  as  amended  by  Section  2,  of 
Chapter  13  of  of  the  Thirty -seventh 
Legislature,  Regular  Session,  be  amended 
to  read  as  follows: 

Section  40.  All  lands  and  other  prop- 
erty which  have  been  returned  delin- 
quent, during  the  existence  of  such  dis- 
trict, shall  be  subject  to  the  provisions 
of  this  act,  and  said  taxes  shall  be 
and  remain  a  lien  upon  said  land,  and 
upon  all  other  property  against  which 
same  were  assessed,  although  the  owner 
be  unknown  or  though  such  land  be 
listed  in  the  name  of  a  person  not  the 
actual  owner,  and  though  the  owner- 
ship be  changed  the  land  may  be  sold 
under  the  judgment  of  the  court  for 
all  taxes,  interest,  penalty  and  costs 
shown  to  be  due  by  such  assessment 
for  any  preceding  year  or  years,  pro- 
vided the  record  owner  of  such  land 
or  lands  at  the  date  of  filing  such  suit 
be  made  a  party  to  such  suit  and  be 
properly  cited,  and  such  districts  shall 
have  authority  to  file  suits  for  the  col- 
lection of  taxes  due  upon  land  and  also 
personal   property   or    property   of   any 
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character.  No  law  providing  for  a 
.  period  of  limitation  on  debt  or  actions 
shall  apply  to  such  taxes,  accruing. after 
the  formation  of  such  districts. 

Sec.  2.  That  the  following  new  sec- 
tions numbered  40a,  140,  141,  and  142 
be  added  to  said  Chapter  87,  of  the 
General  Laws  of  the  Thirty-fifth  Leg- 
islature, Regular  Session,  and  acts 
amendatory  thereof,  to  read  as  follows: 

Section  40a.  No  district  created  or 
existing  or  to  be  created  under  the 
provisions  of  this  chapter  shall  have  the 
right  to  become  a  party  to,  or  purchase, 
or  hold  under  or  assign  or  seek  to  en- 
force or  receive  the  fruits  or  benefits 
from  any  contract  between  any  land 
owner  and  private  canal  company  or  cor- 
poration made  prior  to  the  formation  of 
such  district,  but  all  rights  and  priv- 
ileges owned  or  possessed  by  such  dis- 
trict are  those  arising  or  inherent  in 
such  district  by  virtue  of  this  chapter. 
The  statutes  of  limitation  of  two  years 
as  well  as  the  provisions  hereof  may 
be  pleaded  in  bar  of  all  actions  for  the 
recovery  of  water  rents  or  other  assess- 
ments accruing  on  land  in  such  district 
prior  to  the  formation  of  such  district 
and  cannot  acquire  or  enforce  any  lien 
against  such  land  fixed  by  any  contract 
existing  prior  to  the  formation  of  such 
district,  and  cannot  prosecute  or  cause 
to  be  prosecuted  for  it  any  suit  or  cause 
of  action  or  claim  of  any  character  for 
its  use  for  the  recovery  of  any  such 
water  taxes  or  assessments  accruing 
prior  to  the  formation  of  such  districts 
and  cannot  foreclose  any  lien  on  such 
lands  by  reason  of  such  unpaid  water 
a5tsi'!%sments  and  taxes  accruing  prior  to 
the  formation  of  such  district  and  can- 
not avail  itself  of  any  rights  under  any 
private  contracts  made  with  reference 
to  said  lands  prior  to  the  formation  of 
such  districts,  and  cannot  be  held  liable 
for  the  breach  of  any  such  contract. 

Section  140.  All  water  improvement 
•districts  and  irrigation  districts  hereto- 
fore or  hereafter  organized  under  the 
laws  of  the  State  being  dependent  upon 
their  water  rights  and  water  supply  to 
perform  their  public  duties  and  to  pro- 
tect their  bonds  and  other  indebtedness 
created  under  the  provisions  of  the  law 
and  to  maintain  their  taxable  values  and 
assessable  values  shall  have  full  au- 
thority to  maintain  any  action  or  suit 
for  such  purposes. 

Section  141.  The  board  of  directors 
are  hereby  empowered  to  institute  and 
niaintain  any  suit  or  suits  to  protect 
the  water  supply   of  said  district  and 


to  prevent  any  unlawful  or  unwarranted 
interference  with  or  diversion  of  such 
water  supply.  All  water  improvement 
districts  and  irrigation  districts  shall 
have  full  power  and  right  to  protect 
its  water  supply  and  all  other  rights 
and  property  and  by  proper  suit,  to  pre- 
vent any  taking  or  interference  with 
such  water  supply,  of  whatever  nature 
or  however  acquired,  necessary  to  the 
uses  of  such  district  or  for  the  irrigation 
of  the  lands  situated  therein. 

Section  142.  The  State  Board  of 
Water  Engineers  shall  be  and  is  consti- 
tuted a  commission  to  investigate  and 
report  upon  the  organization  and  feasi- 
bility of  all  water  improvement  dis- 
tricts which  shall  issue  bonds  under 
the  provisions  of  the  law  of  this  State. 
All  such  districts  desiring  to  issue  bonds 
for  any  purpose  shall  submit  in  writing 
to  said  board  an  application  for  investi- 
gation, together  with  a  copy  of  the  en- 
gineer's report,  and  a  copy  of  all  data, 
profilfcrs,  maps,  plans  and  specifications 
prepared  in  connection  therewith.  Said 
Board  of  Water  Engineers  shall  examine 
same  and  shall  visit  the  project  and 
carefully  inspect  the  same  and  may  call 
for  and  shall  be  supplied  with  addi- 
tional data  and  information  requisite 
to  a  reasonable  and  careful  investiga- 
tion of  the  project  and  proposed  im-* 
provements.  They  shall  file  in  their 
office  in  writing  their  suggestions  for 
changes  and  improvements,  and  furnish 
a  copy  thereof  to  the  board  of  directors 
of  the  district.  If  said  board  shall  fi- 
nally approve  or  refuse  to  approve  such 
project,  or  the  issuance  of  bonds  for  any 
improvement,  they  shall  make  a  full 
written  report  thereon,  file  same  in  their 
office  and  furnish  a  copy  of  same  to  the 
board  of  directors  of  said  district. 

Sec.  3.  The  fact  that  districts  cre- 
ated under  the  provisions  of  Chapter 
87,  Acts  of  the  Thirty-fifth  Legislature 
need  greater  power  to  maintain  suits  in 
the  courts  of  the  State  to  protect  their 
rights  and  that  such  power  is  essential 
to  their  successful  operation,  creates 
an  emergency  and  an  imperative  public 
necessity  that  the  constitutional  rule 
requiring  bills  to  be  read  on  three  sev- 
eral days  be,  and  the  same  is  hereby 
suspended,  and  that  this  act  take  effect 
and  be  in  force  from  and  after  its  pas- 
sage, and  it  is  so  enacted. 

The  amendment  was  adopted. 

Mr.  Pope  offered  the  following  amend- 
ment to  the  bill:

QUESTION     OF     PERSONAL     PRI\'- 
ILEGE. 

^Ir.  Moore,  rising  to  a  question  of 
personal  privilege,  submitted  the  follow- 
ing remarks,  which  he  requested  printed 
in  the  Journal: 

Mr.  Speaker  and  Gentlemen  of  the 
House:  Having  been  substituted  for  a 
football  by  the  gentleman  from  McLen- 
nan, Mr.  Quicksall.  in  his  remarks  to- 
day on  a  point  of  personal  privilege,  I 
submit  the  following  as  my  personal 
remarks,  in  reply  to  the  gentleman  from 
McLennan,  same  to  be  printed  in  the 
House  Journal : 

First.  The  time  of  the  Legislature  is 
too  valuable  to  be  consumed  by  members 
speaking  to  a  point  of  personal  priv- 
ilege, since  it  costs  the  taxpayers  of  the 
State  $3.00  per  minute  for  the  Legis- 
lature to  operate.  On  that  basis  the 
gentleman  from  McLennan  consiuned 
about  $30.00  worth  of  time  today. 

Replying  to  Mr.  Quicksall,  I  refer  you 
to  House  Journal,  page  939,  Regular 
Session  of  the  Tliirty-seventh  Legisla- 
ture, where  Mr.  Quicksall,  the  gentle- 
man from  ^IcLennan,  voted  to  table  my 
amendment  providing  $1,000,000  in  lieu 
of  $1,500,000  with  which  to  buy  land 
for  the  University  when  Senate  bill  No. 
Ill  was  under  consideration  last  March. 
My   amendment  would  have   saved  the 
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taxpajen  of  the  State  $500,000,  and  ac- 
oordiiig  to  Mr.  Quicksairs  vote  he  pre- 
ferred not  to  save  the  amount. 

By  referring  to  pages  943  and  944  of 
the  same  Journal  it  will  be  eeen  that 
the  same  Mr.  Quicksall  voted  against 
the  Williams  amendment  to  Senate  bill 
Xo.  Ill,  and  on  page  944  gave  his 
reason  therefor,  as  follows:  "I  vote 
*nay'  for  the  reason  that  I  believe  the 
Senate  is  the  best  proposition  to  settle 
this  matter." 

These  remarks  are  made  merely  to 
keep  the  record  straight  and  to  reiterate 
my  claim  of  last  week  that  the  gentle- 
man from  McLennan,  Mr.  Quicksall,  is 
inconsistent  in  his  howl  for  economy, 
and  state  that  his  personal  privilege  re- 
marks are  rather  expensive  to  the  tax- 
payers whom  he  would  "save"  and  over 
whom  he  sheds  crocodile  tears.

HOUSE   BILL  NO.    1   ON  THIRD 
READING. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Morris  of  Medina, 
the  regular  order  of  business  was  sus- 
pended to  take  up  and  have  placed  on 
its  third  reading  and  final  passage, 

H.  B.  No.  1,  A  bill  to  be  entitled 
"An  Act  to  amend  Chapter  78  of  the 
Second  Called  Session  of  the  Thirty- 
sixth  Legislature,  by  repealing  Section 
31  of  said  act  and  adding  and  insert- 
ing in  lieu  thereof  a  new  section  known 
as  Section  31,  providing  substantially 
that  the  manufacture,  sale,  barter,  ex- 
change, transportation,  exportation,  so- 
liciting, taking  orders  for,  furnishing 
or  possessing  of  intoxicating  liquors 
mentioned  in  this  chapter  shall  be  law- 
ful if  done  for  medical,  mechanical, 
scientific  or  sacramental  purposes  and 
after  a  permit  has  been  duly  authorized 
and  granted  by  the  proper  authorities 
for  such  purpose ;  providing  that  it  shall 
not  be  necessary  in  prosecutions  under 
this  act  to  negative  the  exceptions  above 
named  nor  to  negative  and  disprove  the 
issuance  of  permits  for  any  of  the  above 
named  purposes,  but  that  the  same  shall 
be  available  to  the  person  charged  as 
purely  defensive  matters;  providing 
further,  that  upon  the  trial  of  any 
person  charged  with  selling  spirituous, 
vinous  or  malt  liquors  or  medicated  bit- 
ters, capable  of  producing  intoxication, 
or  any  other  intoxicant  whatever,  a  con- 
viction may  be  had  upon  the  testimony 
of  the  purchaser,  if  the  court  or  jury 
trying  the  case  shall  upon  considera- 
tion of  such  testimony  in  connection 
with  all  the  other  facts  and  circum- 
stances, if  any,  in  evidence  in  the  case 
believe  beyond  a  reasonable  doubt  that 
the  accused  is  guilty  as  charged,  and 
providing  that  the  suspended  sentence 
law  shall  not  apply  to  convictions  for 
any  offenses  under  this  chapter  and  re- 
pealing all  laws  or  parts  of  laws  in  con- 
flict herewith,  and  declaring  an  emer- 
gency." 

The  Speaker  laid  the  bill  before  the 
House,  and  it  was  read  third  time. 

Mr.  Morris  of  Medina  offered  thei fol- 
lowing amendment  to  the  billPOQlC 
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Amend  House  bill  No.  1  as  amended 
by  striking  out  all  after  the  enacting 
clause  and  insert  the  following: 

Section  1.  That  Sections  1,  2,  and 
31  of  Chapter  78,  of  the  Acts  of  the 
Second  Called  Session  of  the  Thirty- 
sixth  Legislature  be  and  the  same  are 
hereby  amended  so  as  to  read  as  fol- 
lows: 

Section  1.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for 
any  person,  directly  or  indirectly,  to 
manufacture^  sell,  barter,  exchange, 
transport,  export,  solicit  orders  for,  fur- 
nish, or  have  in  his  possession  for  any 
of  said  above  named  purposes,  spirituous, 
vinous,  or  malt  liquors  or  medicated 
bitters  capable  of  producing  intoxica- 
tion, or  any  other  intoxicant  whatever, 
or  any  equipment  for  making  such 
liquors,  except  as  hereinafter  pro- 
vided. 

Section  2.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for 
any  person,  directly  or  indirectly,  to 
manufacture,  sell,  barter,  exchange, 
transport,  export,  solicit,  or  take  orders 
for,  furnish,  or  have  in  his  possession 
for  any  of  the  above  named  purposes, 
any  spirituous,  vinous,  or  malt  liquors 
or  medicated  bitters,  or  any  potable 
liquor,  mixture  or  preparation,  contain- 
ing in  excess  of  1  per  cent  of  alcohol 
by  volume,  or  any  equipment  for  mak- 
ing such  liquors  except  as  hereinafter 
provided. 

Section  31.  The  manufacture,  sale, 
barter,  exchange,  transportation,  export- 
ing, soliciting,  taking  orders  for,  fur- 
nishing and  possessing  of  any  of  the 
liquors  mentioned  in  this  chapter,  if 
done  for  medicinal,  mechanical,  scien- 
tific or  sacramental  purposes,  shall  not 
be  punishable  under  the  terms  of  this 
chapter;  provided,  it  shall  not  be  neces- 
sary in  any  prosecution  under  this  act 
to  negative  the  exceptions  above  named, 
but  same  shall  be  available  to  the  per- 
son charged,  as  defensive  matters;  pro- 
vided further,  upon  a  trial  for  any  vio- 
lation of  the  terms  of  this  chapter,  the 
purchasers  or  possessor  or  transporter 
of  the  liquor  shall  not  be  held  in  law 
or  fact  to  be  an  accomplice  when  a  wit- 
ness. 

Section  3.  The  crowded  condition  of 
the  calendar  and  the  cumbersome  con- 
dition of  the  criminal  procedure  under 
the  Dean  Act  which  requires  indictments 
and  proofs  thereunder  to  negative  all 
exceptions  contained  in  said  act  creates 
an  emergency  and  an  imperative  public 
necessity  that  the  constitutional  rule  re- 
quiring bills  to  be  read  upon  three  sev- 
eral days  be  suspended,  and  such  rule 


is  so  suspended,  and  this  act  shall  take 
effect  and  be  in  force  from  and  after 
its  passage,  and  it  is  so  enacted.

That  it  shall  be  unlawful  for 
any  person,  directly  or  indirectly,  to 
manufacture,  sell,  barter,  exchange, 
transport,  export,  deliver,  solicit,  or 
take  orders  •  for,  or  furnish  any  spirit- 
uous, vinous  or  malt  liquors,  or  medi- 
cated bitters,  or  any  potable  liquor,  mix- 
ture or  preparation,  containing  in  ex- 
cess of  1  per  cent  of  alcohol  by  volume 
or  any  equipment  for  making  any  such 
liquors,  or  to  possess,  receive  or  trans- 
port for  the  purpose  of  sale  any  such 
liquors  herein  prohibited. 

Sec.  2a.  It  shall  not  be  unlawful  for 
any  person  to  manufacture,  sell,  barter, 
exchange,  transport,  export,  deliver,  so- 
licit, take  orders  for,  furnish,  possess 
or  receive  for  the  purpose  of  sale,  bar- 
ter, exchange,  transport,  export  or  de- 
liver spirituous,  vinous  or  malt  liquors 
or  medicated  bitters  for  medicinal,  me- 
chanical, scientific  or  sacramental  pur- 
poses, subject  to  the  provisions  of  this 
act. 

Sec.  2b.  The  manufacture,  sale,  bar- 
ter, exchange,  transportation,  exporting, 
soliciting,  taking  orders  for,  furnishing 
and  possessing  of  any  of  the  liquors 
mentioned  in  this  chapter,  if  done  for 
medicinal,  mechanical,  scientific  or  sac- 
ramental purposes,  and  after  a  permit 
has  been  duly  authorized  and  granted 
by  the  proper  authorities,  shall  not  be 
punishable  under  the  terms  of  this  chap- 
ter. 

Section  2c.  No  person  convicted  un- 
der any  of  the  provisions  of  this  act 
shall  have  the  benefit  of  the  suspended 
sentence  law. 

Sec.  C.  The  crowded  condition  of  the 
calendar  and  the  fact  that  this  is  a 
Special  Session  of  the  Legislature, 
creates  an  emergency  and  an  imperative 
public  necessity  that  the  constitutional 
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rule  requiring  bills  to  be  read  upon 
three  several  days  be  suspended,  and 
such  rule  is  so  suspended,  and  this  act 
shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from 
and  after  its  passage,  and  it  is  so  en- 
acted.

"An  Act  to  amend  Section  2  and  Sec- 
tion 10,  Chapter  18,  of  the  General 
Laws  of  the  Thirty-seventh  Legislature, 
approved  February  28,  1921,  and  to  add 
a  new  section  thereto  to  be  known  as 
Section  6a,  providing  for  the  construc- 
tion, maintenance  and  operation  of  the 
American  Legion  Memorial  Sanatorium 
of  Texas  and  the  leasing  of  same  to  the 
Federal  government,  and  declaring  an 
emergency." 

Mr.  Thompson  of  Red  River  offered 
the  following  amendment  to  the  bill: 

Amend  Senate  bill  No.  46  by  striking 
out  all  after  the  enacting  clause  and 
substituting  the  following: 

"Section  1.  That  Section  12  of  Chap- 
ter 18,  General  Laws,  passed  at  the 
Regular  Session  of  the  Thirty-seventh 
Legislature,  be  amended  so  as  to  here- 
after read  as  follows: 

"  'Section  12.  The  sum  of  one  million 
($1,000,000)  dollars  is  hereby  appropri- 
ated out  of  any  funds  in  the  Treasury 
of  the  State  of  Texas,  not  otherwise 
appropriated,  to  be  used,  first,  to  the 
discharge  of  all  liens  and  encumbrances 
and  equip  and  put  in  operation  the 
present  sanatorium  now  located  near 
Kerrville  and  mentioned  in  Section  1 
of   this    act,   and   then   in   constructing 
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said  additions,  buildings,  equipment  and 
other  necessities  as  provided  for  in  Sec- 
tion 3  of  this  act.  The  necessary  travel- 
ing and  other  expenses  of  the  building 
board  herein  provided  for  shall  be  paid 
out  of  said  appropriation,  provided  that 
only  six  hundred  thousand  dollars  of 
this  appropriation  shall  be  available 
prior  to  September  1,  1922,  and  four 
hundred  thousand  dollars  shall  be  avail- 
able for  the  fiscal  year  beginning  Sep- 
tember 1,  1922,  and  ending  August  31, 
1923/  " 

Mr.  Pollard  raised  a  point  of  order 
on  consideration  of  the  amendment  on 
the  ground  that  it  is  not  germane  to 
the  purpose  of  the  bill. 

The  Speaker  declined  to  rule  on  the 
point  of  order  and  stated  that  he  would 
submit  the  matter  to  the  House  for  its 
decision. 

The  House  sustained  the  point  of 
order. 

Mr.  Cummins  moved  the  previous 
question  on  the  bill  and  the  main  ques- 
tion was  ordered. 

Senate  bill  No.  46  was  then  passed  to 
third  reading. 

Mr.  Horton  moved  to  reconsider  the 
vote  by  which  the  bill  was  passed  to 
third  reading  and  to  table  the  motion 
to  reconsider.

REPORT  OF  BOARD  OF  MANAGERS 
TEXAS  STATE  RAILROAD. 

Mr.  Teer  submitted  the  following  re- 
port, which  was  read  to  the  House: 


Austin,  Texas,  August  1,  1921. 

To  the  House  of  Representatives  of  the  Thirty-seventh  Legislature  in  First  Called 
Session : 

Senate  bill  No.  267,  creating  a  board  of  managers  for  the  Texas  State  Railroad 
of  which  the  Lieutenant  Governor  was  made  chairman,  with  authority  to  ap- 
point the  other  members,  became  effective  March  12,  1921,  and  appropriated 
$25,000   for  the  rehabilitation  and  operation  of  the  road. 

The  board  found  the  road  almost  a  complete  wreck,  on  account  of  nearly  total 
lack  of  maintenance.  The  board  has  rehabilitated  the  road  to  a  point  where 
trains  can  now  be  safely  operated  over  it,  and  has  on  hand  in  money  at  this 
time  $29,852.22,  being  approximately  $5000  more  monev  than  was  appropriated 
to  it.  \ 

The  board  has  furadshed  adequate  and  ample  transportation  for  the  traffic 
along  the  line,  and  while  doing  so  has  reduced  the  losses  to  practically  nothing; 
whe7ea«i  the  road  prior  to  that  time  had  been  losing  at  the  rate  of  $5000  or 
more  per  month. 

The  board  has  now  practically  completed  a  contract  leasing  the  road  to  a 
dependable,  responsible  railroad  company  for  a  period  of  five  years,  and  hopes 
to  complete  and  submit  at  this  present  Special  Session  of  the  Legislature  the 
final  contract  covering  this  lease,  at  which  it  will  also  make  a  full  report  upon 
all  its  actions  in  the  handling  of  the  road.  In  the  meantime  it  submits  here- 
with for  your  consideration  a  complete  statement  of  the  road's  financial  condi- 
tion; showing  moneys  received  and  disbursed,  the  balance  of  cash  on  hand  at 
the  date  of  this  report.  We  do  not  show  other  and  numerous  assets  accumu- 
lated in  the  way  of  materials  and  supplies,  all  of  which  will  be  shown  in  our 
final  report,  which  it  is  hoped  will  be  submitted  at  the  present  session.

THE  LAW. 

Mr.  Fugler  offered  the  following  reso- 
lution : 

Whereas,  It  has  been  stated  and  re- 
ported from  sources  both  within  and 
without  this  State  by  individuals  and 
certain  organizations  that  the  Legisla- 
ture of  Texas  favored  and  encouraged 
lawlessness  by  its  actions  in  regards  to 
the  continued  agitation  of  certain  secret 
orders  in  this  State;   and 

Whereas,  It  is  the  opinion  of  the  Leg- 
islature of  Texas  that  the  State  and 
Federal  laws  fully  cover  and  are  ade- 
quate to  meet  any  emergency  or  sup- 
press any  lawless  organization.  It  is 
the  further  opinion  of  the  Legislature 
that  the  present  laws  on  this  subject 
need  no  amendments  at  the  present 
time;  therefore,  be  it 

Resolved  by  the  House  of  Repre- 
sentatives, That  we  stand  for  law  and 
order,  and  that  we  would  speak  to  the 
people  of  Texas  in  the  words  of  Abra- 
ham Lincoln:  "Let  reverence  for  the 
law  be  breathed  by  every  American 
mother  to  the  lisping  babe  that  prat- 
tles on  her  lap;  let  it  be  taught  in 
schools,  in  seminaries,  and  in  colleges; 
let   it   be   written    in   primers,    spelling 


books,  and  in  almanacs;  let  it  be 
preached  from  the  pulpit,  proclaimed  in 
legislative  halls,  and  enforced  in  courts 
of  justice.  And,  in  short,  let  it  become 
the  political  religion  of  the  nation;  and

to  control  and  eradicate  such  insect  pest 
when  and  where  discovered  in  this 
State;  defining  the  pink  bollworm  and 
defining  cotton  or  cotton  products,  de- 
claring the  policy  of  the  State  in  its 
efforts  to  control  and  eradicate  the  pink 
bollworm;  providing  for  the  supervision 
of  the  planting  and  growing  of  cotton 
or  the  prevention  of  the  growing  of 
cotton  near  the  Texas  border  adjacent 
to  infestation  of  the  pink  bollworm 
without  the  State  of  Texas;  authoriz- 
ing the  Governor  to  issue  quarantine 
proclamation  against  cotton  products 
and  other  things  liable  to  carry  the 
pink  bollworm,  originating  in  infested

S.  B.  No.  93,  A  bill  to  be  entitled 
"An  Act  authorising  the  navigation  dis- 
tricts created  for  the  development  of 
deep  water  navigation  containing  mu- 
nicipalities of  one  hundred  thousand 
population  or  more  to  acquire,  purchase, 
take  over,  construct,  maintain,  operate, 
develop  and  regulate  wharves,  docks,

and  M.  Department  of  this  State,  for  the 
purpose  of  employing  the  best  veteri- 
narians an  dinspectors  that  can  be  se- 
cured to  make  a  thorough  investigation 
and  ascertain,  if  possible,  what  said  dis- 
ease is.  and  by  so  doing  enaeavor  to  find 
some  relief  for  said  farmers  and  stock- 
men, Harris  county  alone  losing  more 
than  10,000  head  of  cattle  in  the  past 
year,  a  loss  of  approximately  $300,000 
to  said  county;  now  be  it 

Resolved,  That  this  honorable  body 
composed  of  the  members  of  the  First 
Called  Session  of  the  Tliirty-seventh  Leg- 
islature here  and  now  go  on  record  of 
endorsing  #  the  actions  taken  by  said 
farmers  and  stockmen  in  their  efforts  to 
prohibit  said  disease  spreading  farther 
and  thereby  destroying  the  future  cattle 
market  in  this  State.

SENATE   BILL   NO.   49   ON   SECOND 
READING. 

The  Speaker  laid  befose  the  House, 
on  its  second  reading  and  passage  to 
third  reading, 

S.  B.  No.  49,  A  bill  to  be  entitled 
"An  Act  to  provide  that  any  city  hav- 
ing a  special  charter,  or  a  charter  adopt- 
ed or  amended  under  Chapter  147  of 
the  General  Laws  of  the  Thirty-third 
Legislature  passed  at  the  Regular  Ses- 
sion thereof,  or  imder  any  amendments 
thereto,  and  having  authority  under  its 
charter  to  determine,  fix  and  regulate 
the  charges,  fares  or  rates  of  compen- 
sation to  be  charged  by  any  person,  firm 
or  corporation  enjoying  a  franchise  in 
said  city  shall  in  determining,  fixing 
and  regulating  the  charges,  fares  or 
rates  of  compensation  to  be  charged  by 
any  such  person,  firm  or  corporation, 
base  the  same  upon  the  fair  value  of 
the  property  of  such  person,  firm  or 
corporation  devoted  to  furnishing  serv- 
ice to  such  city,  or  the  inhabitants 
thereof,  and  not  upon  any  stock  or  bonds 
issued,  or  authorized  to  be  issued  by, 
or  any  other  indebtedness  of  any  such 
person,  firm  or  corporation,  and  re- 
pealing all  laws  and  parts  of  laws  in 
conflict  herewith,  and  declaring  an  emer- 
gency." 

The  bill  was  read  second  time. 

Mr.  Miller  of  Dallas  offered  the  fol- 
lowing  (committee)   amendments  to  the 
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(1) 

Amend  Senate  bill  No.  49  by  adding 
at  the  end  of  Section  1  the  following: 

"And  hereafter  no  city  shall  be  re- 
sponsible for,  concerned  with,  authorize, 
approve  or  have  jurisdiction  over,  the 
issuance  or  sale  of  any  stocks  or  bonds 
by  any  such  person,  firm  or  corporation, 
but  the  issuance  and  sale  thereof  shall 
be  governed  solely  by  the  Constitution 
and  general  laws  of  this  State  appli- 
cable thereto." 

(2) 

Amend  the  caption  of  Senate  bill  No. 
49  by  adding  after  the  words  "firm  or 
corporation"  and  before  the  words  "and 
repealing  all  laws,  etc.,"  the  following: 

"And  that  hereafter  no  city  shall  be 
responsible  for,  concerned  with,  author- 
ize, approve  or  have  jurisdiction  over, 
the  issuance  or  sale  of  such  stocks  or 
bonds;  and  to  provide  further,  that  the 
issuance  and  sale  of  any  such  stocks 
and  bonds  shall  be  governed  solely  by 
the  Constitution  and  laws  of  this  State 
applicable  thereto." 

The   amendments  were  adopted. 

Senate  bill  No.  49  was  then  passed 
to  third  reading. 

SENATE  BILL  NO.  79  ON  THIRD 
READING. 

The  Speaker  laid  before  the  House, 
on  its  third  reading  and  final  passage, 

S.  B.  No.  79,  A  bill  to  be  entitled 
"An  Act  creating  the  Mineral  Wells  In- 
dependent School  District,  in  Palo  Pinto 
county,  Texas;  defining  its  boundaries; 
divorcing  the  school  from  the  city  oif 
Mineral  Wells,  and  divesting  the  prop- 
erty out  of  the  city  of  Mineral  Wells 
and  into  the  board  of  trustees  of  said 
district;  providing  for  a  board  of  "trus- 
tees, their  election  and  term  of  office; 
providing  that  the  present  board  of 
trustees  of  the  Mineral  Wells  Independ- 
ent School  District  be  the  board  of  trus- 
tees of  this  district  herein  created,  and 
the  terms  of  office  of  said  trustees  shall 
expire  as  heretofore,  when  their  suc- 
cessors have  been  elected  and  qualified; 
authorizing  the  board  of  trustees  to 
elect  from  their  number  a  president  and 
secretary,  said  president  and  secretary 
having  the  authority  to  administer  oaths 
and  authorizing  said  board  of  trustees 
to  appoint  a  board  of  equalization,  a 
tax  assessor  and  collector  and  a  treas- 
urer and  fix  bond  for  same;  the  trus- 
tees to  exercise  all  the  rights  and  pow- 
er conferred  by  general  laws  on  trus- 
tees,   giving    to    said    district    all    the 


rights,  powers,  privileges  and  duties  of 
a  town  or  village  incorporated  for 
school  purposes  only,  and  vesting  in  said 
board  of  trustees  all  such  powers,  rights, 
privileges  and  duties  given  or  imposed 
by  general  law  upon  the  trustees  of  in- 
dependent school  districts;  validating 
and  continuing  in  force  the  local  main- 
tenance tax  heretofore  voted  in  any  part 
of  said  district  as  herein  created,  until 
the  voters  shall  increase,  diminish  or 
abolish  said  tax;  providing  that  any 
tax  provided  by  general  law  or  by  this 
act  and  voted  on  during  the  year  1921, 
shall  be  collected  for  1921  as  mainte- 
nance tax  and  all  subsequent  years,  and 
may  be  levied,  assessed  and  collected  on 
or  before  January  31,  after  such  elec- 
tion, and  annually  thereafter,  as  pro- 
vided by  general  law  until  changed  by 
a  vote  of  the  district;  and  providing 
that  the  outstanding  bonds  against  the 
Mineral  Wells  Independent  School  Dis- 
trict as  it  existed  before  this  act,  shall 
be  paid  by  levying  a  tax  against  said 
property  in  said  independent  district  as 
it  existed  when  said  bonds  were  voted; 
providing  that  other  territory  may  be 
added  to  said  district  and  also  for  the 
collection  of  delinquent  taxes;  provid- 
ing for  the  appointment  of  a  person  to 
take  the  census  of  all  children  within 
the  district  for  any  scholastic  year; 
providing  for  special  tax  elections,  and 
the  election  of  officers  of  said  district; 
and  providing  for  the  cancellation  of 
contracts  with  and  discharge  of  teach- 
ers on  proof  of  unbecoming  conduct, 
inefficiency,  neglect  of  duty,  incompe- 
tency or  other  fault;  providing  that  if 
any  part  of  this  act  is  held  ineffective 
or  unconstitutional  the  remaining  parts 
shall  not  be  invalidated,  and  declaring 
an  emergency."

H.  B.  No.  1,  A  bill  to  be  entitled 
"An  Act  to  amend  Chapter  78  of  the 
Second  Called  Session  of  the  Thirty- 
sixth  Legislature,  by  repealing  Section 
31  of  said  act  and  adding  and  insert^ 
ing  in  lieu  thereof  a  new  section  known 
as  Section  31,  providing  substantially 
that  the  manufacture,  sale,  barter,  ex- 
change, transportation,  exportation,  so- 
liciting, taking  orders  for,  furnishing 
or  possessing  of  Intoxicating  liquors 
mentioned  in  this  chapter  shall  be  law- 
fal  if  done  for  medical,  mechanical, 
scientific  or  sacramental  purposes  and 
after  a  permit  has  been  duly  authorized 
and  granted  by  the  proper  authorities 
for  such  purpose ;  providing  that  it  shall 
not  be  necessary  in  prosecutions  under 
this  act  to  negative  the  exceptions  above 
named  nor  to  negative  and  disprove  the 
issuance  of  permits  for  any  of  the  above 
named  purposes,  but  that  the  same  shall 
be  available  to  the  person  charged  as 
purely  defensive  matters;  providing 
further,  that  upon  the  trial  of  any 
person  charged  with  selling  spirituous, 
vinous  or  malt  liquors  or  medicated  bit- 
ters, capable  of  producing  intoxication, 
or  any  other  intoxicant  whatever,  a  con- 
viction JBAj  be  had  upon  the  testimony 
of  the  purchaser,  if  the  court  or  jury 
trying  the  case  shall  upon  considera- 
tion of  such  testimony  in  connection 
with  all  the  other  facts  and  circum- 
stances,* if  any,  in  evidence  in  the  case 
believe  beyond  a  reasonable  doubt  that 
the  accused  is  guilty  as  charged,  and 
ivoviding  that  the  suspended  sentence 
law  shall  not  apply  to  convictions  for 
any  offenses  under  this  chapter  and  re- 
pealing all  laws  or  parts  of  laws  in  con- 
flict herewith,  and  declaring  an  emer- 
gency.** 

The  bill  having  been  read  third  time 
Monday,  Aujgust  8,  with  amendment  by 
Mr.  Crumpton  and  amendment  by  Mr. 
Patman  to  the  amendment^  pending.

Amend  House  bill  No.  1  by  striking 
out  all  below  the  enacting  clause,  and 
insert  in  lieu  thereof  the  following: 

Section  A  That  Sections  1,  2,  and 
31  of  Chapter  78  of  the  Acts  of  the 
Second  Called  Session  of  the  Thirty- 
sixth  Legislature  be  and  the  same  are 
hereby  amended  so  as  to  read  as  fol- 
lows: 

Section  1.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for 
any  person,  directly  or  indirectly,  to 
m'anufacture,  sell,  barter,  exchange,  ex- 
port, deliver,  solicit,  take  orders  for,  or 
furnish  spirituous,  vinous  or  malt 
liquors,  or  medicated  bitters,  capable  of 
producing  intoxication,  or  any  other 
intoxicant  whatever  or  any  equipmefit 
for  making  any  such  liquors;  or  to  re- 
ceive or  possess  any  of  the  above  men- 
tioned liquors  for  the  purpose  of  sale 
or  transportation. 

Sec.  2.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any 
person,  directly  or  indirectly,  to  manu- 
facture, sell,  barter,  exchange,  export, 
deliver,  solicit,  take  orders  for,  or  fur- 
nish any  spirituous,  vinous,  or  malt 
liquors,  or  medicated  bitters,  or  any 
potable  liquor,  mixture  or  preparation, 
containing  in  excess  of  one  per  cent 
of  alcohol  by  volume,  or  any  equipment 
for  making  any  such  liquors;  or  to  re- 
ceive or  possess  any  of  the  above  men- 
tioned liquors  for  the  purpose  of  sale  or 
transportation  or  to  receive,  possess,  or 
transport  any  still  or  other  appliance 
for  ^e  purpose  of  making  any  such 
liquors. 

Secion  31.  The  manufacture,  sale, 
barter,  exchange,  transporting,  export- 
ing, soliciting,  taking  orders  for,  fur- 
nishing and  possessing  of  any  of  the 
liquors,  mixtures  or  preparations,  men- 
tioned in  this  chapter,  if  done  for 
medicinal,  mechanical,  scientific  or  sac- 
ramental purposes,  and  after  a  permit 
has  been  duly  authorized  and  granted 
by  the  proper  authorities,'  shall  not  be 
punishable  under  the  terms  of 'this  act; 
and  provided  further,  that  it  shall  not 
be  unlawful  for  any  natural  person  to 
receive,  possess,  or  transport  for  the 
personal  use  of  the  person  receiving,  pos- 
sessing or  transporting,  any  of  the 
liquors,  mixtures  or  preparations  here- 
inabove mentioned,  not  in  excess  of  one 
quart  in  quantity.  If  any  person  shall 
be  found  in  possession  of,  or  shall  re- 
ceive, or  transport,  any  of  the  liquors, 
mixtures  or  preparations  hereinabove 
mentioned,  in  excess  of  one  quart  in 
quantity,  such  possession,  receiving,  or 
transporting  shall  be  prima  facie  evi- 
dence that  the  same  is  for  the  purpose 
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of  sale  and  in  violation  of  Sections  1 
and  2  of  this  act,  unless  such  possession, 
receiving  or  transporting  is  under  and 
by  virtue  of  a  duly  authorized  permit 
issued  in  accordance  with  the  laws  of 
the  State  of  Texas  or  of  the  United 
States,  and  it  shall  not  be  necessary 
for  the  State  to  allege  and  prove  that 
such  possession,  receiving  and  transport- 
ing was  not  authorized  by  such  permit, 
but,  the  existence  of  such  permit  shall 
be  available  to  the  defendant  as  a  mat- 
ter of  defense.  Persons  convicted  un- 
der the  provisions  of  this  act  shall  not 
have  the  benefit  of  the  suspended  seii- 
tence.

expire  as  heretofore,  and  their  succes-

upon  the  trustees  of  independent  school 
districts;  and  all  such  powers  that  are

READING.

S.  B.  No.  93,  A  bill  to  be  entitled 
"An  Act  authorizing  the  navigation  dis- 
tricts created  for  the  development  of 
deep  water  navigation  containing  mu- 
nicipalities of  one  hundred  thousand 
population  or  more  to  acquire,  purchase, 
take  over,  construct,  maintain,  operate, 
develop  and  regulate  wharves,  docks, 
warehouses,  grain  elevators,  bunkering 
facilities,  belt  railroads,  floating  plants, 
lighterage,  lands,  towing   facilities    and 


other  facilities  or  aids  incident  to  the 
operation  and  development  of  a  port, 
ports,  waterways,  and  the  navigation 
district,  and  to  issue  bonds  bearing  in- 
terest for  such  purposes,  as  herein  or 
by  existing  laws  are  provided;  pre- 
scribing the  method  of  an  election  to 
provide  such  powers;  providing  for  a 
hearing  upon  petition  for  said  election; 
providing  for  notice  of  said  election,  the 
manner  of  conducting  said  election,  and 
the  manner  of  making  election  returns 
and  declaring  the  result  of  said  elec- 
tion; prescribing  qualifications  of  voters 
at  said  election;  giving  navigation  dis- 
tricts the  fullest  powers  consistent  with 
the  Constitution  of  this  State  for  the 
regulation  of  wharfage  and  other  fa- 
cilities pertaining  to  said  district,  in- 
cluding the  right  to  assess  and  collect 
charges  for  the  use  of  said  facilities; 
granting  navigation  districts  the  right 
of  eminent  domain,  and  the  right  to  take 
over,  acquire  and  lease  facilities,  rail- 
roads, lands,  wharves,  buildings  and 
other  improvements  already  constructed 
by  any  incorporated  municipality,  and 
lease  or  condemn  unimproved  lands, 
upon  terms  and  conditions  herein  set 
forth  and  limiting  its  powers;  prescrib- 
ing the  method  of  appointment  of  five 
Navigation  and  Canal  Commissioners  to 
manage  said  district;  providing  their 
term  of  office,  qualification  and  duties; 
giving  navigation  districts  the  power  to 
grant  franchises  to  persons  or  corpora- 
tions on  property  owned  or  controlled 
by  navigation  districts;  prescribing  the 
method  of  granting  said  franchises;  pre- 
scribing that  a  referendum  may  be  had 
upon  said  franchises,  and  prescribing 
the  manner  and  method  of  initiating  and 
holding  such  referendum  and  the  effect 
thereof;  giving  such  districts  authority

Regular  Session  of  the  Thirty-fifth  Leg- 
islature as  amended  by  Section  2  of 
Chapter  71  of  the  General  Laws  of  the 
Fourth  Called  Session  of  the  Thirty- 
fifth  Legislature  and  as  amended  by 
Section  1,  Chapter  113,  of  the  General 
Laws  of  the  Regular  Session  of  the 
Thirty-sixth  Legislature  and  as  amend- 
ed by  Chapter  131  of  the  General  Laws 
of  the  Thirty-seventh  Legislature,  pro- 
viding for  and  increasing  the  annual 
license  fee  on  commercial  motor  ve- 
hicles; providing  for  applications  for 
registration,  how  and  when  said  appli- 
cations shall  be  made;  defining  a  com- 
mercial motor  vehicle,  naming  the  net 
carrying  capacity  of  such  vehicles  and 
the  annual  license  fees  to  be  charged  in 
each  instance;  providing  for  annual 
license  fee  for  trailers  and  semi -trailers 
and  tractors;  providing  for  fees  to  be 
paid  on  certain  motor  buses ;  and  provid- 
ing penalties  for  failure  to  comply  with 
provisions  of  this  act;  and  providing 
that  the  provisions  of  this  act  shall  not 
apply  to  tractors  used  for  agricultural 
purposes  and  road  building;  providing 
method  of  determining  horse  power  of 
certain  vehicles;  also  providing  basis  of 
weight  and  how  to  settle  disputed  classi- 
fications; and  providing  certain  de- 
scribed vehicles  shall  not  be  licensed  or 
operated  on  public  roads  and  providing 
penalties  for  violating  said  act;  and 
providing  for  exceptions  and  special 
permits;  and  that  liability  shall  at- 
tach for  damages  to  highways  and 
bridges  in  certain  instances;  and  provid- 
ing for  the  installation  and  maintenance 
of  rear  view  mirrows;  and  providing 
that  vehicles  shall  not  be  operated  when 
one  or  more  pneumatic  tires  are  off,  or 
when  solid  tires  are  less  than  one  inch 
thick  at  any  point  and  providing  pen- 
alties for  violation  of  such  provisions; 
and  providing  that  county  road  en- 
gineers or  county  road  superintendents, 
by  posting  notices,  may  have  the  author- 
ity in  wet  weather  to  prohibit  the  use 
of  any  highway  or  portion  thereof  to 
loads  of  such  maximum  weight  as  will 
unduly  damage  such  highway  or  por- 
tion thereof  in  wet  weather;  and  re- 
pealing Section  16a  added  to  Chapter 
190  of  the  General  Laws  of  the  Regular 
Session  of  the  Thirty-fifth  Legislature, 
by  Section  2  of  Chapter  113  of  the  Acts 
of  the  Regular  Session  of  the  Thirty- 
sixth  Legislature,  and  amended  by  Sec- 
tion 2  of  Chapter  131  of  the  General 
Laws  of  the  Regular  Session  of  the 
Thirty-seventh  Legislature  which  pro- 
vided   for    registratkm^oi,  commercial 
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motor  vehicles  and  trailers  operating 
over  highways  in  this  State  in  one  or 
more  counties,  giving  routes  and  pro- 
viding for  bond,  conditioned  for  pay- 
ment of  fees  due  and  to  become  due, 
providing  for  keeping  of  records  by  own- 
er of  commercial  motor  vehicles  operat- 
ing in  one  or  more  counties,  showing 
miles  traveled  in  each  county  and  re- 
port thereof;  and  providing  for  an  in- 
crease of  the  speed  limit  per  hour  'or 
vehicles  of  certain  maximum  weight, 
when  equipped  with  pneumatic  tires 
and  when  equipped  with  solid  tires ;  pro- 
viding penalties  for  violating  provisions 
of  this  act,  and  repealing  Section  4  of 
Chapter  131  of  the  General  Laws  of 
the  Regular  Session  of  the  Thirty- 
seventh  Legislature  which  provided  fee 
per  mile  for  net  carrying  capacity  in 
pounds  of  each  stated  vehicle  and  pro- 
vided for  division  and  distribution  of 
mileage  fees  among  certain  counties; 
and  providing  penalties  for  violating 
provisions  of  this  act,  and  repealing 
all  laws  in  conflict  with  this  act,  and 
declaring   an  emergency."

Mr.  Johnson  of  Wichita  offered  the 
following  amendment  to  the  bill: 

Amend  the  caption  of  House  bill  No. 
32.  line  23,  page  1,  by  inserting  before 
the  word  "tractors,"  the  words  'trucks 
or,"  further  amend  the  caption  by  in- 
serting in  line  18,  page  2,  after  the 
word  "Act,"  the  following;  ^'providing 
that  in  event  any  section  or  provision 
of  this  act  shall  be  held  unconstitu- 
tional the  same  shall  not  effect  any 
other  section  or  provision";  and  further 
amend  the  caption  by  changing  the 
words  "county  road  engineer  or  road 
superintendents"  so  as  to  read  "county 
road  superintendents  or  road  super- 
viaors." 

The  amenddnent  was  adopted. 

Mr.  Cummins  offered  the  following 
amendment  to  the  bill: 

Amend  Section  1  of  said  bill  on  page 
6  thereof  by  striking  out  all  after  the 
word  "ways"  on  next  to  last  line  of 
said  Section  1,  page  6,  and  in  lieu 
thereof  insert  the  following: 

"The  county  road  superintendent  of 
any  county,  if  there  be  such  officer,  or 
if  there  be  none,  then  the  road  super- 
visor of  the  commissioners  precinct  af- 
fected, may  have  the  authority  by  post- 
ing notices  on  the  highways  or  public 
roads  within  his  county  or  precinct,  re- 
spectively, when  from  wet  weather  or 
recent  construction  or  repairs  such  can 
not  be  safely  used  without  probable 
serious  damage  to  same,   or  when  the 


bridges  or  culverts,  on  some  are  un- 
safe, to  forbid  the  use  of  such  high- 
way or  road  or  any  section  thereof,  to 
any  vehicle  or  loads  of  such  weight  or 
tires  of  such  character  as  will  unduly 
damage  such  highway  or  road.  The  no- 
tices provided  for  herein  shall  state 
the  section  restricted,  the  maximum 
load  permitted  and  the  time  such  use 
is  prohibited  and  shall  be  posted  upon 
the  highway  or  road  in  such  places,  as 
will  enable  the  drivers  to  make  de- 
tours to  avoid  the  restricted  highways 
or  roads  or  portions  thereof,  and  upon 
the  sections  of  road  or  highways  to  be 
affected. 

"Provided  further,  that  if  the  owner 
or  operator  of  any  such  vehicle  feels 
himself  aggrieved  by  such  action,  he 
may  complain  in  writing  to  the  county 
judge  of  such  county,  setting  forth  the 
nature  of  his  grievance.  Upon  the  fil- 
ing of  such  complaint  the  county  judge 
shall  forthwith  set  down  for  hearing 
the  issue  thus  raised  for  a  day  cer- 
tain, not  more  than  three  days  later, 
and  shall  give  notice  in  writing  to  such 
road  official  of  the  day  and  purpose  of 
such  hearing,  and  at  "such  hearing  the 
county  judge  shall  hear  testimony  of- 
fered by  the  parties,  respectively,  and 
upon  conclusion  thereof  shall  render 
judgment  sustaining,  revoking  or  modi- 
fying such  order  theretofore  made  by 
the  county  road  superintendent  or  sup- 
ervisor, as  the  case  may  be,  and  the 
judgment  of  the  county  judge  shall  be 
final  as  to  the  issues  so  raised. 

"If  upon  such  hearing  the  judgment 
sustains  the  order  of  the  county  road 
superintendent  or  road  supervisor  and 
it  appears  that  any  violation  of  same 
has  been  committed  by  the  complainant 
since  such  notices,  he  shall  be  subject 
to  the  same  penalty  hereinafter  pro- 
vided for  such  offenses  as  if  the  same 
had  been  committed  subsequent  to  the 
rendition  of  such  judgment  made  upon 
such  hearing. 

"Any  party  guilty  of  violating  the 
provisions  and  directions  of  such  order 
of  the  county  road  superintendent  or 
road  supervisor  before  or  after  it  has 
been  so  approved  by  such  judgment  of 
the  county  judge  shall  be  guilty  of  a 
misdemeanor  and  fined  in  any  sum  not 
exceeding  $200. 

"The  owner,  operator,  driver  or 
mover  of  any  vehicle,  object  or  con- 
trivance over  a  public  highway,  road 
or  bridge,  shall  be  jointly  and  severally 
responsible  for  all  damages  which  said 
highway,  road  or  bridge  may  sustain 
as  the  result  of  negligent  driving, 
operating  or  moving  such  vehicle,  or  as 
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a  result  of  operating  same  at  a  time 
forbidden  by  tho  road  superintendent  or 
supervisor,  and  the  amount  of  such 
damages  may  be  recovered  in  an  action 
by  law  by  the  county  judge  for  the 
use  of  the  county,  and  such  recovery 
shall  go  to  the  benefit  of  the  damaged 
road.  It  is  hereby  made  the  duty  of 
the  county  attorney  to  represent  the 
county  in  the  prosecution  of  such  suits."

date  of  such  purchase.  Said  affidavit 
shall  accompany  the  voucher  given  in 
payment  for  such  forage  and  such  vouch- 
er* shall  not  be  paid  unless  such  affi- 
davit is  so  fumisned. 

Mr.  Owen  moved  to  table  the  amend- 
ment and  the  motion  was  lost.

REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  TO  INVES- 
TIGATE  CERTAIN  CHARGES. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Cox,  the  following 
report  was  ordered  printed  in  the 
Journal : 

Austin,  Texas,  August  11,  1921. 
Hon.  Lynch  Davidson,  Lieutenant  Gov- 
ernor,    Hon.     Charles     G.     Thomas, 
Speaker  of  the  House  of  Representa- 
tives, Austin,  Texas. 
Sird:     We,  your  committee  appointed 
under  and  by  virtue  of  House  Concur- 
rent Resolution  No,  10,  beg  leave  to  re- 
port as  follows: 

First.  Your  committee  met  on  July 
28th  and  organized  by  electing  Ben  L. 
Cox  chairman  of  the  joint  committee, 
and  Senator  Paul  D.  Page  vice-chair- 
man, and  Representative  J.  E.  Quaid, 
secretary. 

The  firm  of  Affiliated  Court  Reporters 
was  employed  by  the  committee  to  fur- 
nish the  committee  with  an  expert  ste- 
nographer and  reporter  to  take  down 
the  testimony  and  prepare  the  transcript 
of  evidence.  We  agreed  to  pay  said  re- 
porter a  per  diem  of  $6  per  day  and 
a  total  of  23  cents  per  100  words  for 
an  original  copy  and  four  carbon  copies, 
inclusive,  for  the  transcript>of  evidence. 
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The  bill  for  said  stenographic  service 
is  submitted  with  this  report  and  we 
recommend  that  same  be  paid  out  of 
the  contingent  expense  fund  of  the  Sen- 
ate and  HouBCi  an  equal  amount  from 
each  House. 

Second.  We  have  met  from  day  to 
day  and  have  accumulated  and  placed 
in  the  transcript  of  the  record  much 
documentary  evidence  and  we  have  ex- 
amined many  witnesses,  including  the 
Governor,  the  State  Treasurer,  the  State 
Health  Office  and  two  members  of  the 
Fire  Rating  Board.  We  submit  with 
our  report  a  complete  transcript  of  such 
documentary  evidence  and  the  oral  evi- 
dence of  the  witnesses  examined  by  us. 

Third.  The  primary  purpose  and  ob- 
ject of  the  committee's  work  was  to  in- 
vestigate the  charges  of  graft  and  ex- 
travagance that  had  been  made  by  Gov- 
ernor Neff.  which  consisted  of  five  mat- 
ter detailed  by  him  to  your  committee, 
as  follows: 

(a)  With  reference  to  graft  and  mis- 
management in  the  penitentiary  sys- 
tem of  the  State. 

(b)  A  shortage  in  the  Treasurer's 
office. 

(c)  The  padding  of  the  scholastic 
census  in  certain  counties  to  an  ag- 
gravated degree. 

(d)  Irregularities  in  the  Health  De- 
partment with  reference  to  bogus  checks 
and  otherwise  padding  the  payroll  at 
the  Houston  Clinic. 

(e)  In  the  Fire  Insurance  Depart- 
ment with  reference  to  padding  expense 
accounts,  with  special  reference  to  the 
action  of  certain  employes  of  the  State 
Fire  Rating  Board  while  engaged  at 
Wichita  Falls. 

Fourth.  Your  committee  has  confined 
itself  to  a  careful  investigation  of  these 
subjects  thus  covered  by  the  Governor's 
charges. 

Penitentiary  System. 

We  made  no  investigation  into  the 
charges  against  the  management  and 
conduct  of  the  State  Penitentiary  Sys- 
tem because  such  investigation  was  be- 
ing made  with  great  length  and  care 
by  a  special  committee  to  which  the 
matter  had  been  entrusted,  and  the  re- 
port of  which  committee  fully  covers 
said  subject. 

Treasury  Department. 

We  find  that  one  of  the  employes  of 
this  department  misappropriated  funds 
to  the  amount  of  $15,149.19;  that  he 
left  the  State,  we  are  informed,  for  the 
Republic  of  Mexico;  that  he  has  since 


been  indicted  and  brought  back  to  Texas 
for  trial,  and  that  such  trial  is  now 
pending  in  the  courts  of  the  State.  That 
there  has  been  repaid  into  the  Treasury 
of  the  said  sum  so  misappropriated,  the 
amount  of  $9,131.77,  which  was  paid 
over  to  the  Treasurer  by  relatives  and 
friends  of  the  said  employe  or  Treasury 
official.  That  there  yet  remains  due  the 
State  the  sum  of  $6,017.42.  That  the 
said  employe  was  under  a  good  and  solv- 
ent bond,  and  that  the  bondsmen  are 
ready  to  pay  over  to  the  State  Treas- 
urer the  said  balance  or  any  other  bal- 
ance that  may  remain  due  by  reason 
of  the  said  defaulting  official  or  em- 
ploye; that  said  balance  has  not  been 
paid  to  this  date  because  the  Attorney 
General's  Department  deemed  it  wise  to 
have  a  complete  audit  of  the  books  of 
the  Treasury  Department  with  which  to 
settle  with  the  bondsmen  and  also  as 
evidence  in  the  trial  of  any  case  or  in- 
dictment against  the  said  official;  that 
said  audit  will  be  made  as  soon  as  the 
present  appropriation  bill  has  been 
passed,  which  contains  an  item  placing 
an  adequate  fund  at  the  disposal  of  the 
Governor  for  such  purpose. 

The  investigation  shows  that  certain 
employes  of  the  Treasury  Department 
have  for  some  time  past  practiced  a  pol- 
icy of  borrowing  small  sians  from  the 
Treasury  by  placing  a  slip  or  tab  show- 
ing the  amount  withdrai^'n  in  the  fund 
as  so  much  cash  and  then  at  the  next 
pay  day  the  amount  of  such  slip  or  tab 
would  be  deducted  from  the  salary  of 
the  particular  employe.  This  practice 
is  to  be  condemned  and  present  State 
Treasurer  Holton  advises  your  commit- 
tee that  the  same  is  no  longer  prac- 
ticed. 

Department  of  Education. 

The  charges  in  this  particular  dealt 
particularly  with  an  alleged  padding  of 
the  scholastic  census  at  Corpus  Christi. 
and  possibly  some  other  counties  in  the 
State.  To  determine  the  correctness  of 
th»  census  in  these  several  counties  was 
a  matter  beyond  the  scope  of  your  com- 
mittee, acting  within  the  limited  time 
before  it,  and  in  view  of  the  fact  that 
the  particular  subject  is  being  investi- 
gated by  the  Educational  Department  it- 
self no  action  was  taken  upon  this 
matter. 

Health  Department. 

Two  branches  of  this  department  were 
investigated  by  your  committee,  one 
with  reference  to  the  Houston  Clinic 
where  there  had  been  established  and 
operated  jointly  by  the  Federal  Govern- 
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ment,  the  State  of  Texas  and  the  city  of 
HouBton,  a  clinic  for  the  treatment  of 
venereal  diseases.  Certain  employes  of 
this  clinic  have  raised, their  salaries  by 
placing  upon  the  payroll  names  of  peo- 
ple, usually  relatives  of  some  of  the 
managers  or  employes,  which  person 
would  draw  a  check  or  voucher  from 
the  State  for  services  not  rendered  by 
themselves,  but  would  deliver  the  check 
or  voucher  Over  to  the  other  person 
whose  salary  it  was  desired  to  raise  or 
augment.  In  this  way  and  by  similar 
means  of  padding  the  expense  account 
at  such  clinic  there  is  a  shortage  of 
$795,  in  which  the  State  Health  Depart- 
ment would  have  a  half  interest. 

The  vouchers  by  which  this  money  was 
drawn  were  properly  O.  K'd,  and  on 
their  face  appeared  in  every  way  regu- 
lar, and  the  irregularity  was  apparent 
only  to  the  local  management  of  the 
institution.  A  refund  of  this  amount 
has  been  promised  by  financially  respon- 
sible relatives  of  the  managers  of  the 
clinic  at  Houston,  said  promise  being 
in  writing  and  in  possession  of  the  At- 
torney General's  Department. 

The  entire  responsibility  of  said  oc- 
currence has  been  assumed  by  an  em- 
ploye of  the  Federal  Government,  who 
was  in  charge  of  the  clinic.  This  fund 
has  not  been  returned  because  the  At- 
torney General  has  deemed  it  wise  to 
have  an  audit  made,  and  the  matter  oc- 
cupies the  same  position  as  that  of  the 
Treasury  Department.  As  soon  as  the 
audit  is  made  and  the  exact  amount 
due  the  State  and  the  Federal  Govern- 
ment is  ascertained  the  Attorney  Gen- 
eral's Department  assures  .your  commit- 
tee that  in  their  opinion  they  will  be 
able  to  collect  all  of  said  funds  that 
have  been  irregularly  drawn  out  of  the 
Health  Department. 

The  other  matter  concerning  the 
Health  Department,  investigated  by 
your  committee,  had  reference  to  a  cer- 
tain deposit  of  $1,823.02,  made  to  the 
credit  of  Dr.  Manton  M.  Carrick. 

Fumigating  Fund. 

It  appears  that  during  a  former  ad- 
ministration of  the  Health  Department 
that  there  had  been  collected  along  the 
border  certain  fees  which  had  accumu- 
lated in  the  hands  of  the  officials,  and 
which  the  Treasury  Department  did  not 
take  over,  as  such  fund  was  apparently 
unauthorized  by  law,  and  was  therefore 
permitted  to  remain  in  the  hands  of 
the  Health  Department  as  a  surplus  or 
an  excess  above  what  was  used  in  do- 
ing fumigating  work.  This  fund,  it 
seems  in  the  exact  figures  of  $1,823.02, 


was  turned  over  from  the  head  of  the 
Health  Department  to  his  successor,  and 
in  turn  was  again  delivered  to  the  next 
succeeding  health  officer,  and  finally  de- 
livered to  Dr.  Carrick,  who  is  the  pres- 
ent State  Health  Officer.  The  same  is 
now  in  the  bank  at  Austin  intact,  in 
the  name  of  Dr.  Manton  M.  Carrick. 
There  is  apparently  no  crookedness  or 
mystery  about  the  accumulation  or 
handling  of  this  fund.  It  seems  that 
no  one,  however,  is  authorized  to  re- 
ceive or  use  the  same.  We  therefore  " 
respectfully  recommend  that  the  State 
Health  Officer  be  directed  to  deliver  this 
fund  to  the  State  Treasurer,  to  be  placed 
to  the  credit  of  the  general  fund  of  the 
State  of  Texas. 

Fire  Insurance  Department. 

We  find  in  this  connection  that  the 
charges  of  irregularities  in  this  depart- 
ment were  originally  made  and  discov- 
ered by  a  member  of  the  State  Fire  Rat- 
ing Board,  namely,  Mr.  G.  W.  Tilley, 
who  holds  the  position  on  said  commis- 
sion or  board  as  State  Fire  Marshal. 
It  appears  that  in  determining  the 
proper  rate  and  classification  of  the  city 
of  Wichita  Falls  that  several  young 
men  employes  of  the  department  who 
spent  something  like  thirty  days  in  said 
city  making  a  detailed  examination  of 
the  buildings  in  said  city,  turned  in  an 
expense  account  in  which  they  charged 
the  department  with  $3  a  day  for  board 
and  $1.76  per  day  for  room  rent;  that 
in  fact  these  men  did  not  pay  the  sum 
of  $1.76  per  day  for  room  rent,  but  that 
their  actual  expenditure  on  this  item 
was  only  $1.16  per  day.  It  appears  from 
the  tesi  imony,  however,  that  these  young 
men  did  actually  expend  for  necessary 
expenses  a  sum  equal  to  the  amount 
turned  in  by  them  in  their  expense  bills, 
and  in  order  to  have  money  to  meet 
these  expenses,  three  of  them  occupied 
one  room  in  order  to  secure  a  lower 
rate,  and  that  they  did  thereby  secure 
a  lower  rate  than  if  they  had  each 
occupied  a  separate  room.  This  was 
the  irregularity,  which  was  promptly 
corrected  by  Mr.  Tilley  and  his  depart- 
ment as  soon  as  discovered,  and  has 
resulted  apparently  in  reducing  the  ex- 
pense account  of  these  traveling  em- 
ployes. 

These  young  men  are  still  in  the  em- 
ploy of  the  department,  and  it  is  not 
believed  by  your  committee  that  there 
was  any  intent  to  defraud  the  State  out 
of  anything,  and  that  in  fact,  the  State 
was  not  defrauded  out  of  anything,  but 
that  the  money  collecte4  was  actually 
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expended  for  necessary  expenses  and 
turned  in  under  the  head  of  room  rent. 
The  funds  expended  by  traveling  em- 
ployes of  the  State  Fire  Rating  Board 
come  from  a  gross  receipts  tax  of  one- 
fourth  of  one  per  cent  on  the  fire  in- 
surance companies  of  the  State,  and  no 
appropriation  of  State  funds  is  made 
for  this  purpose.  We  feel  that  the  prac- 
tice of  said  employes  is  to  be  condemned, 
but  the  State  Fire  Rating  Board  has 
taken  all  necessary  precautions  and 
steps  to  cure  the  irregularities  herein 
complained  of. 

Conclusion. 

We  feel  that  there  will  be  no  financial 
loss  to  the  State  from  any  of  the  trans- 
actions referred  to  in  this  report,  and 
that  the  money  in  each  instance  will  in 
due  time  be  recovered.  We  recommend 
the  adoption  of  this  report.  We  further 
recommend  that  a  copy  of  this  report  be 
printed  in  the  Journal,  and  that  the 
original  report,  together  with  the  orig- 
inal transcript  of  the  evidence  taken  by 
the  committee,  be  filed  with  the  Secre- 
tary of  State  as  a  permanent  reford  of 
the  State  Department.

I  vote  "nay"  because  the  Free  Con- 
ference report  gives  these  institutions 
about  $270,000  more  each  year  than 
asked  for  by  the  Board  of  Control,  who 
are  the  managers  of  the  institutions  and 
ought  to  know  the  needs  of  said  insti- 
tutions.

MESSAGE   FROM  THE   SENATE. 

Senate  Chamber, 
Austin,   Texas,  August    13,    1921. 
Hon.  Charles  G.  Thomas,  Speaker  of  the 

House  of  Representatives. 

Sir:  I  am  directed  by  the  Senate  to 
inform  the  House  that  the  Senate  has 
passed  the  following  bills: 

H.  B.  No.  45,  A  bill  to  be  entitled 
"An  Act  to  amend  Chapter  46  of  the 
General  Laws  of  the  State  of  Texas 
passed  at  the  Regular  Session  of  the 
Thirty-fifth  Legislature,  being  an  act  to 
reorganize  the  Twenty-eighth  Judicial 
District  of  the  State  of  Texas,  and  to 
create  a  criminal  district  court  for  the 
counties  of  Nueces,  Kleberg,  Kenedy. 
Willacy  and  Cameron,  and  to  prescribe 
the  jurisdiction  thereof  as  a  criminal 
court;  and  also  conferring  upon  said 
court  the  power  to  try  and  determine 
divorce  causes,  and  causes  for  the  col- 
lection of  delinquent  taxes,  and  to  fix 
the  time  for  holding  the  terms  thereof; 
to  provide  for  the  appointment  and  elec- 
tion of  the  judge  thereof;  to  provide  for 
the  sheriff,  clerk,  and  attorney  thereof, 
and  their  election;  to  limit  and  conform 
thereto  the  JS^iii8d]^ti@(3t3g^^urt  of 
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the  Twenty-sixth  Judicial  District  of  the 
State  of  Texas;  to  conform  and  validate 
all  writs,  processes,  bonds,  recognizances 
and  drawings  of  petit  and  grand  juries 
of  such  courts  to  the  changes  made  here- 
in; and  to  define  the  jurisdiction  of  the 
district  court  of  the  Twenty-eighth  Ju- 
dicial District  of  Texas;  to  repeal  all 
laws  and  parts  of  laws  in  conflict  here- 
with, and  declaring  an  emergency." 

H.  B.  No.  46,  A  bill  to  be  entitled 
"An  Act  creating  the  Goree  Independ- 
ent School  District  in  Knox  county, 
Texas,  defining  its  boundaries,  includ- 
ing the  present  Goree  Independent 
School  District;  providing  for  a  board 
of  trustees  in  said  district,  conferring 
upon  said  district  and  its  board  of  trus- 
tees all  the  rights,  powers,  privileges^ 
and  duties  now  conferred  and  imposed 
by  the  general  laws  of  Texas  upon  in- 
dependent school  districts  and  the 
boards  of  trustees  thereof;  providing 
that  the  present  board  of  trustees  con- 
tinue in  office  until  the  expiration  of 
their  respective  terms;  providing  for 
the  validation  of  the  maintenance  tax 
and  bonds  heretofore  voted  in  said  dis- 
trict; providing  that  said  district  may 
extend  its  boundaries  in  accordance 
with  the  general  laws;  providing  that 
the  outstanding  bonded  indebtedness  of 
said  district  shall  remain  in  full  force 
and  providing  that  said  district  as  here- 
in created  may  assume  such  indebted- 
ness; providing  for  a  board  of  equali- 
zation, a  tax  assessor  and  collector  for 
said  district,  and  declaring  an  emer- 
gency." 

H.  B.  No.  48,  A  bill  to  be  entitled 
**An  Act  repealing  Chapter  49  of  the 
Special  Laws  passed  at  the  Regular 
Session  of  the  Thirty-seventh  Legisla- 
ture creating  the  Lueders  County  Line 
Independent  School  District  in  Jones 
and  Shackelford  counties  and  reviving 
Chapter  11  of  the  Special  Laws  passed 
at  the  Second  Called  Session  of  the 
Thirty-first  Legislature  and  all  amend- 
ments thereto,  except  in  so  far  as  the 
same  may  have  been  repealed  by  other 
statute,  or  statutes,  and  declaring  an 
emergency." 

H.  B.  No.  89,  A  bill  to  be  entitled 
**An  Act  creating  the  Wilson  Independ- 
ent School  District  in  Cameron  county, 
Texas,  and  defining  its  boundaries; 
providing  for  the  election  of  a  board  of 
trustees  therefor,  providing  for  the  se- 
lection of  a  secretary,  treasurer,  asses- 
sor and  collector  of  taxes  and  all  other 
necessary  officers  and  committees,  and 
prescribing    their    qualifications,    invest- 


ing said  district  with  all  the  rights, 
powers,  privileges  and  duties  of  a  town 
or  village  incorporated  under  the  gen- 
eral laws  of  the  State  for  free  school 
purposes  only,  and  validating  the  pres- 
ent tax  levy  of  fifty  cents  on  the  one 
hundred  dollars  valuation  taxable  prop- 
erty so  as  to  make  it  apply  legally  to 
the  new  independent  district  as  it  now 
applies  to  Common  School  District  No. 
4,  and  declaring  an  emergency." 

H.  B.  No.  90,  A  bill  to  be  entitled 
**An  Act  repealing  Chapter  102,  Local 
and  Special  Laws  passed  by  the  Thirty - 
sixth  Legislature  at  its  Third  Called 
Session,  being  an  act  creating  the  Con- 
cho Independent  School  District  in  Con- 
cho county,  Texas,  etc.,  and  declaring 
an  emergency." 

H.  B.  No.  92,  A  bill  to  be  entitled 
"An  Act  amending  Section  1  of  Chapter 
62,  Local  and  Speoi-al  Laws  of  the  Reg- 
ular Session  of  the  Thirty -seventh  Leg- 
islature, being  House  bill  No.  575,  re- 
defining the  boundaries  of  O'Donnell  In- 
dependent School  District  in  Lynn  and 
Dawson  counties  in  the  State  of  Texas, 
and   declaring   an   emergency." 

H.  B.  No.  152,  A  bill  to  be  entitled 
"An  Act  diminishing  the  jurisdiction  of 
the  county  court  of  Kerr  county,  Texas, 
so  that  such  court  will  have  only  the 
jurisdiction  of  a  probate  court,  and  con- 
ferring the  civil  and  criminal  jurisdic- 
tion of  said  county  court  upon  the  dis- 
trict court  of  Kerr  county,  and  declar- 
ing an  emergencv." 

H.  B.  No.  n,  A  bill  to  be  entitled 
"An  Act  creating  the  Nada  Common 
School  District  No.  35,  in  Colorado 
county,  Texas;  defining  its  boundaries, 
and  providing  that  said  Nada  Common 
School  District  No.  36,  in  Colorado 
county,  Texas,  shall  be  under  the  gen- 
eral laws  of  Texas  with  respect  and  ap- 
plying to  common  school  districts,  when 
not  in  conflict  with  this  act;  providing 
for  board  of  trustees,  and  declaring  an 
emergency." 

H.  B.  No.  74,  A  bill  to  be  entitled 
"An  Act  creating  the  Vox  Populi  Com- 
mon School  District  No.  6,  in  Colorado 
county,  Texas;  defining  its  boundaries; 
providing  that  said  Vox  Populi  Com- 
mon School  District  No.  5,  in  Colorado 
county,  shall  be  under  the  general  laws 
with  respect  to  common  school  districts, 
when  not  in  conflict  with  this  act;  pro- 
viding for  a  board  of  trustees;  validat- 
ing local  maintenance  tax,  and  declaring 
an  emergency." 

H.  B.  No.  75,  A  bill  to  be  entitled 
"An  Act  creating  the  Rosenberg  Inde- 
pendent  School   Di|W«rt<3.{3gjrt   Bend 
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county,  Texas,  and  declaring  an  emer- 
gency." 

H.  B.  No.  81,  A  bill  to  be  entitled 
"An  Act  to  amend  Chapter  15,  pages  30 
and  31,  of  the  laws  passed  at  the  Reg- 
ular Session  of  the  Thirty-seventh  Leg- 
islature, by  correcting  the  time  and 
terms  of  holding  court  in  the  Sixty- 
third  Judicial  District,  so  that  Section 
1  of  said  act,  as  it  relates  to  said  Sixty- 
third  Judicial  District  shall  hereafter 
read  as  follows,  and  declaring  an  emer- 
gency." 

H.  B.  No.  83,  A  bill  to  be  entitled 
"An  Act  to  amend  Section  1  of  Chapter 
33,  Local  and  Special  Laws  of  the  State 
of  Texas,  being  an  act  known  as  Senate 
bill  No.  44,  enacted  by  the  Thirty-sixth 
Legislature,  at  its  Third  Called  Session, 
approved  June  16,  1920,  increasing  the 
limits  of  Bertram  Independent  School 
District;  this  amendment  revising,  di- 
minishing and  re-establishing  the  limits 
and  metes  and  bounds  of  said  district 
as  established  by  said  act,  and  continu- 
ing all  parts  of  said  act  which  are  not 
hereby  amended  in  full  force  and  efi'ect; 
repealing  all  laws  in  conflict  herewith, 
and  declaring  an  emergency." 

H.  B.  No.  84,  A  bill  to  he  entitled 
"An  Act  creating  a  more  efficient  road 
system  for  Tyler  county,  Texas;  provid- 
ing that  each  commissioner  of  the  same 
shall  be  ex-officio  road  commissioner  of 
his  precinct;  providing  for  an  inspection 
of  roads,  bridges  and  culverts  by  said 
commissioner;  providing  for  bonds,  com- 
pensation and  duties,  and  providing  for 
the  work  of  delinquent  poll  tax  payers 
on  the  public  road 3  and  accepting  cer- 
tain compensation  in  lieu  of  road  work; 
providing  that  commissioners  court 
shall  have  power  to  build  roads,  bridges, 
culverts,  etc.,  by  private  contract;  pro- 
viding that  the  commissioners  court  may 
employ  a  superintenaent  who  shall  be 
an  experienced  civil  engineer  in  road 
building;  providing  penalties  for  the 
violation  of  this  act,  and  this  act  shall 
be  cumulative  of  all  general  laws  of 
this  iState  not  in  conflict  herewith,  re- 
pealing Chapter  82,  Special  Laws,  passed 
by  the  Thirty-second  Legislature,  and 
declaring  an   emergencv." 

H.  B.  No.  62,  A  bill  to  be  entitled 
"An  Act  creating  the  Stanton  Independ- 
ent School  District  in  Martin  county, 
Texas;  defining  its  boundaries,  including 
the  present  Stanton  Independent  School 
District;  providing  for  a  board  of  trus- 
tees in  said  district,  etc." 

H.  B.  No.  65,  A  bill  to  be  entitled 
"An  Act  creating  t)ie  Taft  Independent 
School  District  in  San  Patricio  county 
covering    the    territory    known    as    Taft 


Common  School  District  No.  12  in  said 
county,  defining  its  boundaries,  and  pro- 
viding for  a  board  of  trustees  and  the 
election  thereof,  and  vesting  the  man- 
agement and  control  of  a  district  in  said 
board  and  constituting  said  district  a 
body  politic  and  corporate;  authorizing 
the  levy  and  assessment  of  taxes,  the  is- 
suance of  bonds,  payment  of  interests, 
the  creation  of  sinking  fund,  and  stat- 
ing how  taxes  shall  be  levied  and  as- 
sessed and  who  shall  assess  and  collect 
same;  providing  for  the  assumption  by 
said  district  of  all  existing  indebtedness 
of  the  Taft  Common  School  District  No. 
12,  and  declaring  an  emergency.'* 

H.  B.  No.  66,  A  bill  to  be  entitled 
"An  Act  creating  the  Gregory  Independ- 
ent School  Distript  in  San  Patricio  coun- 
ty covering  the  territory  known  «i* 
Gregory  Common  School  District  No.  4 
in  said  county,  defining  its  boundaries 
and  providing  for  a  board  of  trustees 
and  the  election  thereof,  and  vesting 
the  management  and  control  of  a  dis- 
trict in  said  board  and  constituting 
said  district  a  body  politic  and  corpo- 
rate; authorizing  the  levy  and  assess- 
ment of  taxes,  the  issuance  of  bonds, 
payment  of  interests,  the  creating  of 
sinking  fund,  and  statii*g  how  taxes 
shall  be  levied  and  assessed  and  who 
shall  assess  and  collect  same;  provid- 
ing for  the  assumption  by  said  district 
of  all  existing  indebtedness  of  the  Greg- 
ory Common  School  District  No.  4,  and 
declaring  an  emergency." 

H.  B.  No.  69,  A  bill  to  be  entitled 
"An  Act  creating  Kress  Independent 
School  District  in  Swisher  county, 
Texas;  defining  its  boundaries,  said 
boundaries  including  the  present  Com- 
mon School  District  No.  8;  providing 
for  a  board  of  trustees  in  said  district; 
conferring  upon  its  board  of  trustees 
all  the  rights,  powers,  privileges  and 
duties  now  conferred  and  imposed  by 
the  general  laws  of  Texas  upon  inde- 
pendent school  districts  and  the  board 
of  trustees  thereof;  providing  that  the 
present  board  of  trustees  continue  in 
office  until  the  expiration  of  their  re- 
''pective  terms,  and  declaring  an  emer- 
gency." 

H.  B.  No.  71,  A  bill  to  be  entitled 
"An  Act  to  amend  Sections  1  and  2, 
Chapter  58.  Local  and  Special  Laws  of 
the  State  of  Texas,  passed  by  the  Thir- 
ty-seventh Legislature  at  its  Regular 
Session,  creating  the  Garwood  Independ- 
ent School  District  in  Colorado  county, 
Texas;  redefining  the  boundaries  of  said 
school  district,  and  declaring  an  emer- 
gency." 

H.   B.  No.   72,  A  hitr^4»^be   entitled 
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"An  Act  creftting  the  Coulter  Coinmon 
School  District  No.  46,  in  Colorado 
county.  Texas;  defining  its  boundaries; 
providing  that  said  Coulter  Common 
School  District  No.  45  in  Collorado 
county  shall  be  under  the  general  laws 
with  respect  to  common  school  districts 
when  not  in  conflict  with  this  act;  pro- 
viding for  a  board  of  trustees,  vali- 
dating local  maintenance  tax,  and  de- 
claring an  emergency." 

H.  B.  No.  52,  A  bill  to  be  entitled 
"An  Act  to  incorporate  the  Fruitvale  In- 
dependent School  District  in  Van  Zandt 
county  for  free  school  purposes  only; 
describing  its  boundaries;  providing  for 
a  board  of  school  trustees  for  the  con- 
trol and  management  of  the  said  inde- 
pendent school  district;  prescribing  the 
rights,  powers,  privileges  and  duties  of 
a  town  of  village  incorporated  under  the 
ireneral  laws  of  this  State  for  free  school 
purposes;  providing  the  oustanding 
bonded  indebtedness  heretofore  voted  by 
Fruitvale  Independent  School  District 
as  heretofore  created  and  Common 
Sohool  Districts  Nos.  39  and  106,  Van 
Zandt  county,  shall  remain  in  full  force 
and  effect  against  the  territory  whioh 
voted  said  bonds;  providing  that  the

"An  Act  to  increase  the  limits  of  the 
Albany  Independent  School  District  of 
Shackelford  county,  Texas,  and  declaring 
an  emergency." 

H.  B.  No.  56,  A  bill  to  be  entitled 
"An  Act  creating  the  Canton  Independ- 
fnt  School  District  in  Van  Zandt  coun- 
tv,  Texas;  defining  its  boundaries,  in- 
'•Ijding  the  present  Canton  Independent 
School  District;  providing  for  a  board 
"f  trustees  in  said  district,  conferring 
upon  ^id  district  and  its  board  of 
trustees  all  the  rights,  powers,  priv- 
ilepps  and  duties  now  conferred  and 
imposed  by  the  general  laws  of  Texas 
upon  independent  school  districts  and 
the  hoards  of  trustees  thereof ;  providing 
that  the  present  board  of  trustees  con- 
tinue in  ofiice  until  the  expiration  of 
their  respective  terms;  providing  that 
the  outstanding  bonded  indebtedness  of 
pach  school  district  included  within  the 
hounds  of  said  district  shall  remain 
charjjeable  against  the  territory  whioh

flict herewith,  and  declaring  an  emer- 
gency." 

H.  B.  No.  69,  A  bill  to  be  entitled 
"An  Act  creating  the  Ector  County  In- 
dependent School  District  in  Ector  coim- 
ty,  Texas;  defining  its  boundaries;  pro- 
viding for  a  board  of  trustees  in  said 
district,  conferring  upon  said  district 
and  its  board  of  trustees  all  the  rights, 
powers,  privileges  and  duties  now  con- 
jferred  and  imposed  by  the  general  laws 
of  Texas  upon  independent  school  dis- 
tricts and  the  boards  of  trustees  there- 
of; providing  for  the  election  of  the  first 
board  of  trustees;  providing  that  cer- 
tain outstanding  bonded  indebtedness 
shall  remain  chargeable  against  the  ter- 
ritory which  voted  same ;  providing  that 
said  independent  school  district  as  here- 
in created  may  assume  such  indebtedness 
at  an  election  held  for  that  purpose, 
vesting  the  title  to  all  school  property 
in  the  board  of  trustees  of  said  district; 
repealing  all  laws  or  parts  of  laws  in 
conflict,  and  providing  that  if  any  pro- 
vision shall  be  declared  unconstitutional 
the  remaining  provisions  shall  remain  in 
full  force  and  effect,  and  declaring  an 
emergency." 

H.  B.  No.  49,  A  bill  to  be  entitled 
"An  Act  creating  the  Stamford  County 
Line  Independent  School  District  in 
Jones  and  Haskell  counties.  Texas;  de- 
fining its  boundaries;  providing  for  a 
board  of  trustees  in  said  district;  con- 
ferring upon  said  district  and  its 
boards  of  trustees  all  the  rights,  pow- 
ers, privileges  and  duties  now  conferred 
and  imposed  by  the  general  laws  of 
Texas  upon  independent  school  districts 
and  the  boards  of  trustees  thereof;  de- 
claring that  all  taxes  or  bonds  hereto- 
fore authorized  by  any  and  all  former 
school  districts  included  within  the 
bounds  hereof  shall  remain  in  full  force 
and  eflfect;  providing  for  the  levying, 
assessing  and  collecting  of  taxes  for  the 
year  1921,  and  annually  thereafter; 
providing  that  such  board  of  trustees 
shall  have  the  power  to  take,  receive, 
sell,  convey,  transfer  and  dispose  of 
real  and  personal  property;  repealing 
Chapter  2  of  the  Special  Laws  of  Tex- 
as, passed  at  the  Second  Called  Session 
of  the  Thirty-third  Legislature;  provid- 
ing for  elementary  schools  at  conven- 
ient locations;  repealing  Chapter  44, 
Special  and  Local  Laws  passed  by  the 
Thirty-seventh  Legislature  at  its  Regu- 
lar Session,  and  declaring  an  emer- 
gency," 

H.   B.  No.   50,  A  bill  to/lfe^e] 
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**Aii  Act  creating  and  incorporating  the 
Well  man  Independent  School  District  in 
Terry  county,  Texas;  defining  the 
boundaries  thereof;  providing  for  a 
board  of  trustees,  their  election,  terms 
of  office,  qualifications,  powers,  duties 
and  authority;  authorizing  the  board 
of  trustees  to  levy,  assess  and  collect 
taxes  for  maintenance  and  building  pur- 
poses, and  to  issue  bonds;  providing  for 
a  collector  and  assessor  of  taxes  and 
a.  board  of  equalizatioli ;  providing  that 
said  Wellman  Independent  School  Dis- 
trict shall  assume  and  discharge  all 
valid  and  outstanding  obligations  and 
indebtedness  of  the  common  school  dis- 
trict comprising  the  same  territory;  val- 
idating and  continuing  in  force  any 
and  all  taxes  heretofore  voted  and  now 
in  force  in  such  common  school  district, 
and  providing  that  title  to  any  and  all 
property  of  such  common  school  dis- 
trict shall  vest  in  the  trustees  of  the 
independent  school  district  hereby  cre- 
ated; providing  for  filling  vacancies  on 
the  board  of  trustees;  providing  for  a 
seal  for  said  district;  providing  that 
the  board  of  trustees  shall  be  governed 
by  the  general  laws  of  Texas  in  all 
matters  where  this  act  is  silent;  re- 
pealing all  laws  in  conflict  herewith; 
providing  that  invalidation  by  the 
courts  of  any  section  or  provision  of 
this  act  shall  not  invalidate  any  re- 
maining provisions  of  this  act,  and  de- 
claring an  emergency." 

H.  B.  No.  51,  A  bill  to  be  entitled 
"An  Act  creating  the  Flatonia  Independ- 
ent School  District  in  Fayette  county, 
Texas;  defining  its  boundaries;  provid- 
ing for  a  board  of  trustees;  vesting  title 
to  all  school  property  within  said  dis- 
trict in  the  trustees  and  their  success- 
ors; charging  said  district  with  the  as- 
sumption and  payment  of  its  pro  rata 
part  of  all  outst-anding'bonded  indebted- 
ness for  which  the  territory  included  in 
the  district  is  legally  liable,  and  -with 
the  payment  of  all  indebtedness  and  the 
performance  of  all  contracts  of  the 
schools  included  within  the  district; 
providing  that  the  board  of  trustees 
heretofore  elected  and  now  serving  for 
Flatonia  Independent  School  District 
No.  1  as  now  existing  shall  continue  in 
office  for  the  district  hereby  created  un- 
til the  expiration  of  their  terms  and 
their  successors  shall  have  been  elected 
and  qualified;  authorizing  the  trustees 
to  exercise  all  the  rights  and  powers 
conferred  by  general  laws  upon  trustees 
of  independent  school  districts  created 
for  school  purposes  only  under  the  gen- 
eral laws;  validating  and  continuing  in 
force  the  local  maintenance  taxes  here- 


tofore voted  by  the  voters  in  any  terri- 
tory included  within  the  district  hereby 
created  until  the  voters  in  the  district 
hereby  created  by  a  uniform  tax  upon 
the  whole  district  increase  or  diminish 
the  same,  or  until  they  abolish  such 
taxes  in  accordance  with  the  general 
statutes;  providing  that  any  tax  au- 
thorized by  general  laws  and  voted  dur- 
ing 1921  shall  be  collected  for  the  year 
1921  and  subsequent  years  and  may  be 
assessed,  levied  and  collected  on  or  be- 
fore January  31,  after  such  election, 
and  annually  thereafter  as  provided  by 
general  laws,  until  changed  by  a  vote  of 
the  district;  providing  tibat  if  any  part 
of  this  act  is  held  ineffective  or  unc»on- 
stitutional  the  remaining  parts  of  this 
act  shall  not  be  invalidated,  and  repe^.! 
ing  all  laws  and  parts  of  laws  in  con- 
flict herewith,  and  declaring  an  emer- 
gency." 

H.  3.  No.  165,  A  bill  to  be  entitled 
"An  Act  creating  the  Ranger  Independ- 
ent School  District  in  Eastland  county. 
Texas;  defining  its  boundaries,  including 
the  present  Ranger  Independent  School 
District;  providing  for  a  board  of  trus- 
tees in  said  district;  conferring  upon 
said  district  and  its  boards  of  trustees 
all  the  rights,  powers,  privileges  and 
duties  now  conferred  and  imposed  by  the 
general  laws  of  Texas  up«n  independent 
school  districts  and  the  board  of  trus- 
tees thereof;  providing  that  the  present 
board  of  trustees  continue  in  oflSce  until 
the  expiration  of  their  respective  terms; 
providing  that  the  outstanding  bonded 
indebtedness  shall  remain  chargeable 
against  the  territory  which  voted  same; 
providing  for  an  assessor  and  collector 
of  taxes  and  board  of  equalization,  anl 
declaring   an   emergencv." 

H.  B.  No.  169,  A  bill  to  be  entitled 
"An  Act  creating  the  Cooper  Independ- 
ent School  District  in  Delta  county, 
Texas;  defining  its  boundaries;  divest- 
ing the  city  of  Cooper  of  the  control  of 
its  public  schools  and  of  its  school, 
property  and  vesting  the  same  in  said 
independent  school  district  and  its  board 
of  trustees;  conferring  upon  said  dis-

S.  B.  No.  19,  A  bill  to  be  entitled 
"An  Act  for  the  purpose  of  promoting 
public  school  interests  of  rural  schools 
and  those  of  small  towns,  of  aiding  the 
people  to  provide  adequate  school  facili- 
ties for  the  education  of  their  children, 
by  the  appropriation  of  two  million 
dollars  each  year,  or  so  much  thereof 
as  may  be  necessary,  for  the  next  two 
fiscal  years  ending  August  31,  1922,  and 
August   31,    1923,    respectively,   and   al- 


lowing the  State  Board  of  Education 
and  the  State  Superintendent  of  Public 
Instruction  to  aid  such  schools  in  ac- 
cordance with  the  conditions  herein 
specified;  providing  how  such  schools 
shall  be  located  and  school  building ss 
constructed,  furnished  and  maintained; 
providing  certain  prerequisites  for  the 
granting  of  such  aid,  and  providing 
that  no  school  having  over  five  hundred 
scholastics  shall  receive  such  aid,  ex- 
cept in  the  case  of  bona  fide  consoli- 
dated schools  situated  in  the  county; 
giving  preference  to  all  school  district.-* 
in  which  the  available  district  tax  wiJl 
not  maintain  the  schools  six  months  in 
the  year;  providing  that  such  schools 
receiving  such  aid  shall  have  a  certain 
percentage  of  attendance,  with  excep- 
tions ;  granting  authority  to  the  State 
Board  of  Education  and  the  State  Su- 
perintendent of  Public  Instruction  to 
act  for  the  best  interests  of  the  schools 
in  cases  and  conditions  not  coveretl 
by  the  law;  giving  to  the  State  Board 
of  Education  and  the  State  Superin- 
tendent power  to  establish  rules  and 
regulations  for  the  improvement  of 
country  schools  receiving  the  benefits 
of  a  portion  of  the  fimds  provided  for 
in  this  act;  providing  for  the  expenses 
of  administration  by  action*  of  the  State 
Board  of  Education;  providing  for  re- 
ports to  be  made  to  the  State  Superin- 
tendent of  Public  Instruction  and  to  the 
State  Board  of  Education;  providing 
for  the  manner  of  payment  and  distribu- 
tion of  all  montey  granted  under  the 
provisions  of  this  act;  repealing  all 
laws  and  parts  of  laws  in  conflict  here- 
with, and  declaring  an  emergency." 

The  Speaker  laid  the  bill  before  the 
House,  it  was  read  second  time. 

Mr.  Thomason  offered  the  following 
(committee)   amendment  to  the  bill: 

Strike  out  all  after  the  enacting  clause 
and  insert  the  following: 

Section  1.  For  the  purpose  of  pro- 
moting the  public  school  interests  of 
rural  schools  and  those  of  small  towns, 
and  of  aiding  the  people  in  providing 
better  school  facilities  for  the  education 
of  their  children,  $1,000,000,  or  such 
part  thereof  as  may  be  necessary,  is 
hereby  appropriated  out  of  any  money 
in  the  State  Treasury  not  otherwise  ap- 
propriated for  the  school  year  ending 
August  31,  1922,  and  $1,000,000,  or  such 
part  thereof  as  may  be  necessary,  for 
the  year  ending  August  31,  1923,  to  be 
used  in  accordance  with  the  provisions 
of  this  act  in  aiding  rural  schools  and 
those  of  small  towns. 

Sec.  2.  State  aid  under  the  provi- 
sions of  this  act  mar~te  distribut^Hl  in 
Digitized  byVjVjO):. 
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6uch  way  as  to  assist  all  schools  of  not 
more  than  300  scholastic  enrollment  lo- 
cated in  common  or  independent  dis- 
tricts to  maintain  the  school  for  such 
kngth  of  term,  not  .to  exceed  eight 
months,  as  may  be  desired  by  the  dis- 
trict board  of  school  trustees,  the  grant- 
ing of  such  aid  to  be  subject  to  the  fol- 
lowing conditions: 

1.  An'  independent  school  district  re- 
ceiving this  aid  must  not  have  over  500 
flehoiastic  enrollment  in  entire  district. 

2.  Each  such  school  receiving  this  aid 
«hall  be  provided  with  a  suitable  bchool 
house,  erected  in  accordance  with  the 
Texas  schoolhouse  building  law,  or  meet- 
ing substantially  the  requirements  uLere- 
of,  which  shall  be  well  located  on  a  plot 
of  ground  not  less  than  one  acre  in  ex- 
tent, properly  drained  and  fenced. 

3.  Each  such  school  shall  be  pro- 
vided with  necessary  desks,  seats  and 
blackboards,  with  library,  maps  and 
charts,  with  such  heating  and  ventilat- 
in;r  equipment,  and  such  sanitary  clos- 
ets as  are  approved  by  the  State  Super- 
intendent or  his   representative. 

4.  Teachers  employed  in  State  aid 
schools  shall  furnish  to  the  State  Super- 
intendeirt  satisfactory  evidence  of  pro- 
fessional training,  and  worthy  service. 

5.  Xo  common  or  independent  school 
district,  which  has  received  special  State 
•lid  under  the  provisions  of  this  or  pre- 
vious similar  acts,  for  one  scholastic 
year  shall  be  granted  such  aid  a  second 
time  unless  it  shall  provide  for  the 
maintenance  of  its  schools  bv  voting  and 
collecting  a  local  school  tax  of  not  less 
than  fifty  cents  on  the  hundred  dollars 
of  property   valuation. 

A  common  or  independent  school  dis- 
trict which  has  received  special  State 
aid  under  the  provisions  of  this  or  sim- 
ilar acts  for  two  or  more  scholastic 
years,  in  order  to  be  eligible  to  State 
aid  under  the  provisions  of  this  act, 
must  raise  by  local  taxation,  supple- 
mented it  may  be  by  private  donation, 
for  the  maintenance  of  its  schools,  an 
amount  equal  at  least  to  the  amount  of 
State  aid  granted  to  the  district,  which 
amount  shall  in  no  case  exceed  $1000  to 
any  one  district. 

6.  Each  school  receiving  State  aid 
under  the  provisions  of  this  act  shall 
teach  the  common  school  subjects  as  pre- 
'^cribed  by  law,  and  shall  follow  the 
State  course  of  study  and  shall  be  re- 
quired to  observe  the  school  laws,  es- 
pecially as  to  the  care  of  text-books. 

Sec.  3.  Schools  of  not  more  than  300 
•eholastic  enrollment,  complying  with 
the  for^roing  conditions,  shall  send  to 
the  State  Superintendent  on'  blanks  pro- 


vided by  the  State  Department  of  Edu- 
cation, a  list  of  teachers  employed  in  the 
schools,  with  a  statement  as  to  the 
monthly  salary,  experience  and  training 
of  each,  it  being  shown  on  this  blank 
that  the  trustees  lack  sufficient  funds  to 
maintain  the  school  for  the  desired 
length  of  term.  The  State  Superintend- 
ent with  the  approval  of  the  State 
Board  of  Education'^  may  then  grant  to 
the  school  such  an  amount  of  this  fund 
as  may  be  necessary  to  maintain  the 
school  for  the  desired  length  of  term: 
provided  that  this  period  be  not  longer 
than  eight  scholastic  months,  and  pro- 
vided that  such  aid  be  not  granted  in 
excess  of  the  amount  collected  by  local 
tax  and  donations  for  the  maintenance 
of  said  school. 

Sec.  4.  In  the  case  of  extraordinary 
and  unusual  conditions,  where  it  can  be 
shown  that  its  own  resources  are  in- 
sufficient, the  State  Board  of  Educa- 
tion may  arrange  for  the  support  of  a 
rural  school  from  State  aid  funds  for  a 
period  not  exceeding  six  months,  even 
though  the  school  district  be  unable  to 
comply  with  the  foregoing  conditions, 
provided  the  amount  grant^  shall  in  no 
case  exceed  $300. 

Sec.  6.  State  aid  to  the  amount  of 
not  more  than  $500  to  any  one  school 
in  a  district  which  will  provide  for 
proper  instruction  and  demonstration  in 
farm  mechanics  and  carpentry,  garden- 
ing and  agriculture,  home  Economics  and 
sanitation,  sewing,  cooking  and  canning, 
according  to  plaits  furnished  and  ap- 
proved by  the  State  Department  of  Ed- 
ucation, may  be  granted  from  the  ap- 
propriation authorized  by  this  act.  It 
is  expressly  provided  that  the  school 
and  district,  which  applies  for  special 
aid  under  this  section  must  be  comply- 
ing with  the  foregoing  conditions  as 
stated  in  Section  2  of  this  act. 

Sec.  6.  It  is  hereby  further  provided 
that  the  sum  of  one  thousand  dollars 
may  be  granted  by  the  State  Superin- 
tendent with  the  approval  of  the  State 
Board  of  Education  for  each  rural  con- 
solidation effected  during  the  biennium 
ending  August  31,  1923,  and  between 
two  or  more  common  school  districts,  re- 
sulting in  a  rural  high  school  of  not 
less  than  four  teachers,  and  located  on 
not  less  than  five  acres  of  land.  This 
sum  shall  be  granted  for  the  payment  of 
teachers'  salaries  and  the  purchase  of 
equipment  for  the  consolidated  rural 
high  school,  and  shall  become  available 
when  the  building  has  been  erected,  or 
is  nearin'g  completion. 

Sec.  7.  Consolidated  rural  schools, 
formed  in  accordance  with  Section  6  of 
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this  act,  which  make  provision  for  trans- 
portation of  pupils  to  and  from  said 
schools  at  public  expense,  may  be  gjrant- 
ed  from  this  fund  a  sum  equal  to  one- 
half  the  cost  of  transportation,  in 
amount  nbt  to  exceed  $500  for  any  one 
school,  provided  the  contract  for  said 
transportation  be  approved  by  the  State 
Superintendent. 

Sec.  8.  General  Power  of  State  Board 
of  Education.— The  State  Board  of  Ed- 
ucation shall  be  authorized  and  it  shall 
be  their  duty  to  take  such  action  and  to 
make  such  rules  and  regulations  not  in- 
coitsistent  with  the  terms  of  this  act, 
as,  in  its  opinion,  may  be  necessary  to 
carry  out  the  provisions  and  intentions 
of  this  act.  They  shall  have  the  power 
to  impose  such  other  conditions  and  reg- 
ulations as  to  the  granting  of  State  aid, 
as  may  not  conflict  with  provision's  h»re- 
in  specified,  as  in  their  judgment  may 
be  for  the  best  interests  of  the  schools 
for  whose  benefit  the  funds  are  appro- 
priated. 

Sec.  9.  Duties  of  the  State  Superin- 
tendent of  Public  Instruction. — It  shall 
be  the  duty  of  the  State  Superintendent 
of  Public  Instruction'  to  go  in  person  or 
to  send  one  of  the  rural  school  super- 
visors authorized  by  this  act  to  assist 
the  school  communities  who  may  desire 
the  privileges  of  this  act  in  their  eflTorta 
to  meet  the  necessary  requirements  in 
order  that  they  may  participate  in  the 
distribution  of  the  funds  herein  appro- 
priated. 

Before  approving  any  application  he 
or  she  shall  make  a  thorough  investiga- 
tion in  person,  or  through  representa- 
tives approved  by  the  State  Board  of 
Education,  of  the  grounds,  buildings, 
equipment  and  possibilities  of  each 
school  applying  for  State  aid  under  the 
provisions  of  this  act,  and  aid  shall  not 
be  granted  to  any  school  unless  it  be 
shown  that  such  aid  is  actually  n\eeded 
for  efficiency  of  school  work  and  for  the 
desired  length  of  term.  In  cases  where 
exceptional  conditions,  or  lack  of  suf- 
ficient supervisory  force  renders  person- 
al inspection  by  the  Department  of  Ed- 
ucation impossible,  in  time  to  grant 
State  aid  to  some  schools,  the  State  Su- 
periirtendent  shall  pursue  such  course, 
in  regard  to  the  final  granting  of  State 
aid  to  such  schools,  as,  on  his  recom- 
mendation, may  be  approved  by  the  State 
Board  of  Education. 

Sec.  10.  Second  Aid.— Before  State 
aid  shall  be  granted  a  second  time  to 
the  same  district,  it  shall  be  necessary 
that  all  reports  as  required  of  the  sohool 
officials  of  said  district  shall  have  been  I 


received  and  approved;  that  the  State 
Superintendent  of  Public  In'&truction  or 
one  of  the  rural  school  supervisors  shall 
have  visited  said  district  and  the  State 
Superintendent  of  Public  Instruction 
has  advised  the  State  Board  of  Educa- 
tion that  in  his  judgment  the  school  of- 
ficials of  such  district  have  made  dili- 
gent eflTorts  to  meet  the  requirements 
and  standards  as  set  forth  in  this  act, 
that  the  district  receiving  State  aid  has 
made  satisfactory  progress,  under  exist- 
ing conditions,  and  that,  in  hia  opinion 
further  aid  would  prove  a  good  and  de- 
sirable investment  for  the  State  in  pro- 
moting the  educational  interests  of  the 
people  of  such  district,  provided  that  no 
school  shall  be  granted  State  aid  a  sec- 
ond time  until  all  applications  on  file 
for  first  aid  from  schools  entitled  to  aid 
under  this  act  shall  have  been  acted 
upon. 

Sec.  11.  Warrants  and  Reports. — 
Warrants  for  all  money  granted  under 
the  provisions  of  this  act  snail  be  trans- 
mitted by  the  State  Superintendent  of 
Public  Instruction  to  treasurers  or  de- 
positories of  school  districts  to  which 
State  aid  is  granted  in  the  same  manner 
as  warrants  for  State  apportionment  are 
now  transmitted,  and  it  shall  be  the  ihity 
of  all  treasurers  or  depositories  to  make 
annually  itemized  reports  under  oath 
to  the  State  Superintendent  of  Public 
Instruction  of  the  expenditure  of  all 
money  granted  under  the  provisions  of 
this  act. 

Sec.  12.  Apportionment  Privileges. — 
Country  schools  and  small  towtf  schools 
shall  hie  entitled  to  share  in  the  distri- 
bution of  State  and  county  available 
school  funds,  and  in  all  other  school 
funds  in  the  same  manner  as  other 
school  districts;  and  in'  case  high  school 
grades  are  maintained  the  community 
shall  still  be  entitled  to  participate  in 
the  distribution  of  any  State  aid  that 
may  be  extended  by  the  Legislature  of 
Texas  for  vocational  or  industrial  pur- 
poses to  high  schools  of  the  State  though 
it  accept  the  provisions  of  this  act. 

Sec.  13.  All  laws  or  parts  of  laws 
in  conflict  herewith  are  hereby  repealed. 

Sec.  14.  The  importance  of  this  meas- 
ure, and  the  necessity  of  completing;  all 
arrangements  for  State  aid  for  the  ses- 
sion of  1921-22  in  time  eflfectively  to 
carry  out  the  provisions  of  this  act,  cre- 
ates an  emergency  and  imperative  public 
necessity  requiring  the  suspension  of  the 
constitutional  rule  that  bills  be  read  on 
three  several  days,  and  that  this  bill 
take  effect  and  be  in  force  from  and 
after  its  passage^. aj^^Qf^jg^tmactcd. 
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Mr.  Miller  of  Dallas  offered  the  fol- 
lowing substitute   for  the  amendment: 

A  bill  to  be  entitled  "An  Act  appro- 
priatinn^  for  support  of  public  sdiools 
two  million  dollars  each  year,  or  so 
much  thereof  as  may  be  necessary  for 
the  fiscal  year  beginning  September  I, 
1921;  directing  the  expenditure  thereof; 
providing  a  penalty  for  false  statement 
in  connection  with  the  application  there- 
for; repealing  all  laws  and  parts  of 
laws  in  conflict,  and  declaring  an  emer- 
gency.** 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Legislature  of  the 

State  of  Texas: 

Section  1.  For  support  of  public 
{tohools  there  is  hereby  appropriated  out 
of  any  funds  in  the  State  Treasury  not 
otherwise  appropriated  and  to  be  spent 
only  as  hereinafter  directed  two  mil- 
lion dollars,  or  so  much  thereof  as 
may  be  necessary  to  effect  the  purposes 
of  this  act,  for  the  year  beginning  Sep- 
tember 1,  1921,  and  ending  August  31, 
1922.  and  two  million  dollars,  or  so 
much  thereof  as  may  be  necessary  to 
efTt^ct  the  purposes  of  this  act  for  the 
succeeding  year. 

Sec.  2.  One  million  dollars  of  the 
appropriation  for  each  of  the  two  years 
9hall  be  credited  to  the  available  school 
fund  to  be  expended  in  accordance  with 
existing  law. 

Sec.  3.  The  remainder  of  the  appro- 
priation for  each  of  the  two  years  or 
90  much  thereof  as  may  be  necessary 
to  effect  the  particular  purposes  of  this 
^eftion,  shall  be  distributed  in  pro- 
portion to  their  respective  scholastic 
populations  among  the  common  and  in- 
dependent school  districts  making  ap- 
plication therefor  under  the  provisions 
of  this  act,  which  have  a  scholastic  pop- 
ulation of  less  than  five  hundred  per- 
i^ons.  which  districts  have  levied  and 
are  collecting  a  local  school  tax  at 
the  maximum  rate  provided  by  the  Con- 
stitution on  a  property  valuation  not 
It^'R  than  the  highest  valuation  at  which 
property  within  the  district  is  assessed 
for  other  tax  purposes,  and  which  dis- 
tricts have  not  sufficient  available  reve- 
nue to  maintain  their  schools  for  a  nine 
months'  term  during  the  current  schol- 
astic year;  providing  that  no  school 
district  shall  receive  more  than  five  hun- 
dred dollars  per  school. 

Sec.  4.  Any  common  or  independent 
pchool  district  entitled,  by  virtue  of  the 
existence  of  the  conditions  set  out  in 
the  next  preceding  section,  to  share 
in  the  annual  distribution  of  the  funds 
made  available  for  such  purpose  by 
this  act,  may  make  application  therefor 


to  the  State  Board  of  Education  on  or 
before  the  first  day  of  September  of 
the  year  then  current,  and  shall  trans- 
mit to  the  board  with  such  application 
the  affidavit  of  the  president  of  the 
board  of  trustees  of  the  district  stat- 
ing (1)  the  scholastic  population 
of  the  district;  (2)  that  a  local  school 
tax  has  been  levied  and  is  being  col- 
lected by  the  district;  (3)  the  rate  of 
same;  (4)  that  the  property  valuation 
for  the  school  tax  is  not  less  than 
the  highest  valuation  at  which  property 
within  the  district  is  assessed  for  other 
tax  purposes,  and  (5)  that  the  district 
has  not  sufficient  available  revenue  to 
maintain  its  schools  for  a  nine  months' 
term  during  the  current  scholastic  year. 

Sec.  5.  For  false  statement  in  the 
affidavit  required  by  the  next  preceding 
section  the  affiant  shall  be  subject  to 
the  penalty  provided  in  the  Penal  Code. 

Sec.  6.  After  the  receipt  each  year 
of  all  applications  to  share  in  the  an- 
nual distribution  of  the  funds  made 
available  for  such  purpose  by  this  act, 
the  State  Board  of  Education  shall  dis- 
tribute the  funds  so  made  available  for 
the  then  current  year  amoner  the  com- 
mon and  independent  school  districts  en- 
titled thereto  in  proportion  to  thieir  re- 
spective scholastic  populations,  &nd  no 
part  of  such  funds  shall  be  by  such 
board  or  other  agency  otherwise  ex- 
pended. 

Sec.  7.  All  laws  and  parts  of  laws 
in  conflict  with  this  act  are  hereby  re- 
pealed. 

Sec.  8.  The  immediate  necessity  of 
providing  for  support  of  public  schools 
creates  an  emergency  and  imperative 
public  necessity  requiring  the  suspension 
of  the  constitutional  rule  that  bills 
be  read  on  three  several  days,  and  the 
said  rule  is  hereby  suspended,  and  that 
this  act  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force 
from  and  after  its  passage  and  it  is 
so  enacted.

cies incurred  in  support  of  the  State 
government,  its  departments  and  insti- 
tutions for  the  fiscal  year  ending  Au- 
gust 31,  1921,  and  declaring  an  emer- 
gency." 

S.^  B.  No.  93,  "An  Act  authorizing 
the  navigation*  districts  created  for  the 
development  of  deep  -water  navigation 
containing  municipalities  of  one  hun- 
dred thousand  population  or  more  to  ac- 
quire, purchase,  take  over,  construct, 
maintain,  operate,  develop  and  regulate 
wharves,  docks  warehouses,  grain  ele- 
vators, bunkering  facilities,  belt  rail- 
roads, floating  plants,  lighterage,  lands, 
towing  facilities  and  other  facilities  or 
aids  incident  to  the  operation  and  de- 
velopment of  a  port,  ports,  waterways, 
and  the  navigation  district,  and  to  issue 
bonds  bearing  interest  for  such  purposes, 
as  herein  or  by  existing  laws  are  pro- 
vided ;  prescribing  the  method  of  an  elec- 
tion to  provide  such  powers;  providing 
for  a  hearing  upon  petition  for  said  ulec- 
tion;  providing  for  notice  of  said  elec- 
tion, the  manner  of  conducting  said  elec- 
tion, and  the  manner  of  making  election 
returns  and  declaring  the  result  of  said 
election;  prescribing  qualifications  of 
voters  at  said  election ;  giving  nfiavigation 
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districts  the  fullest  powers  consistent 
with  the  Constitution  of  this  State  for 
the  regulation  of  wharfage  and  other  fa- 
cilities pertaining  to  said  district,  in- 
cluding the  right  to  assess  and  collect 
charges  for  the  use  of  said  facilities; 
granting  navigation'  districts  the  right 
of  eminent  domain,  and  the  right  to  take 
over,  acquire  and  lease  facilities,  rail- 
roads, lands,  wharves,  buildings  and 
other  improvements  already  constructed 
by  any  incorporated  municipality,  and 
lea.se  or  condemn  unimproved  lands, 
upon  terms  and  conditions  herein  set 
forth  and  limiting  its  powers;  prescrib- 
ing the  method  of  appointment  of  five 
navigatiocTs  and  canal  commissioners  to 
majiage  said  district;  providing  their 
term  of  office,  qualification  and  duties; 
giving  navigation  districts  the  power  to 
grant  franchises  to  persons  or  corpora- 
tions on  property  owned  or  controlled 
by  navigation'  districts;  prescribing  the 
method  of  granting  said  franchises;  pre- 
scribing that  a  referendum  may  be  had 
upon  said  franchises,  and  prescribing 
the  manner  and  method  of  initiating  and 
holdin](?  such  referendum  and  the  effect 
thereof;  giving  such  districts  authority 
to  employ  the  necessary  help  for  the 
purposes  of  said  act;  prescribing  the 
method  of  letting  contracts  and  han- 
dling funds;  prescribing  personnel  of 
navigation  board;  giving  to  navigation 
districts  all  power  conferred  by  Title 
96  of  Revised  Statutes  of  Texas  of  1911; 
providing  that  unconstitutionality  of 
part  of  law  does  not  invalidate  remain- 
der; prescribing  that  all  laws  or  parts 
of  laws  in  conflict  herewith  are  re- 
pealed; that  nothing  herein  shall  repeal 
or  affect  the  'powers,  ordinances  or 
rights*  of  municipalities  in  navigation 
districts,  not  inconsistent  herewith,  and 
declaring  an  emergency."

Blythe  County  Line  Independent  School 
District  out  of  territory  in  Gaines. 
Terry  and  Yoakum  counties,  defining  its 
boundaries;    providing   for   a    board    of 


trustees,  and  defining  their  powers  and 
authority;  authorizing  the  board  of 
trustees  to  levy,  assess  and  collect  taxes 
for  maintenance  and  building  purposes 
and  to  issue  bonds  therefor ;  providing  for 
a  board  of  equalization  of  said  district; 
providing  that  all  outstanding  obliga- 
tions and  indebtedness  of  Common 
School  District  No.  10  in  Gaines  county, 
and  all  bonds  of  said  Cominon  School 
District  No.  10  outstanding  shall  be  as- 
sumed by  and  become  binding  obliga- 
tions of  said  Blythe  County  Line  Inde- 
pendent School  District;  providing  for 
the  validation  of  all  such  obligations, 
indebtedness  and  bonds;  providing  that 
title  to  all  public  free  school  property 
of  said  Common  School  District  No.  lb 
in  Gaines  county  shall  vest  in  said 
Blythe  County  Line  Independent  School 
District;  providing  for  the  election  and 
terms  of  office  of  trustees  of  said  inde- 
pendent district;  and  validating  the 
election  of  trustees  for  said  district  and 
validating  all  acts  and  things  done  and 
performed  by  such  trustees  of  said  dis- 
trict as  the  same  has  heretofore  existed, 
including  all  tax  elections  and  the  levy- 
ing and  collection  of  taxes  for  mainte- 
nance and  bond  purposes,  and  validat- 
ing the  certain  schoolhouse  bonds  voted 
by  said  district,  and  validating  all  pro- 
ceedings in  connection  with  such  bond 
election,  and  providing  that  the  present 
board  of  trustees  of  said  district  shall 
continue  as  such  trustees  under  this  act 
until  the  expiration  of  the  terms  of 
office  for  which  they  were  elected,  and 
declaring   an  emergency."

Title  14,  Revised  Civil  Statutes 
of  the  State  of  Texas,  1911,  relating  to 
the  amount  to  be  paid  to  Banking  Board 
of  the  State  gf  |.Texas  by  any  bank  and 
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trust  company  which  now  has  the  pay- 
ment of  its  deposits  guaranteed  by  the 
Depositors'  Guaranty  Fund  or  which 
may  hereafter  elect  to  secure  its  de- 
posits under  the  Depositors*  Guaranty 
Fund,  and  limiting  the  amount  of  .De- 
positors' Guaranty  Fund  to  five  million 
dollars;  and  graving  authority  to*  the 
Banking  Board,  in  case  such  fund  falls 
below  five  million  dollars,  or  in  case 
of  emergency  at  any  time,  to  require 
of  each  member  bank  a  payment  into 
said  fund  of  two  per  cent  of  its  aver- 
age daily  deposits  or  such  part  thereof 
as  may  be  necessary  to  restore  said 
fund  to  the  sum  of  five  million  dollars; 
and  providing  that  no  bank  shall_  ever 
be  required  to  pay  into  said  fund  more 
than  two  per  cent  of  its  average  daily 
deposits  for  any  one  year;  and  provid- 
ing that  the  first  payment  herein  to  be 
made  by  a  bank  coming  under  the  pro- 
visions of  said  Depositors*  Guaranty 
Fund  shall  be  made  to  said  board 
without .  reference  to  said  maximum 
amount,  and  declaring  an  emergency.** 
The  Speaker  laid  the  bill  before  the 
House,  it  was  read  second  time-  and 
passed  to  third  reading. 

MESSAGE   FROM  THE  SENATE. 

Senate  Chamber, 
Austin,  Texas,  August  13,  1921. 

Hon.  Charles  G.  Thomas,  Speaker  of  the 

House  of  Representatives. 

Sir:  I  am  directed  by  the  Senate  to 
inform  the  House  that  the  Senate  has 
passed

pink  bollworm,  originating  in  infested 
areas  outside  the  State  of  Texas;  pro- 
viding for  emergency  quarantine  agailfst 
cotton  or  cotton  products  contaminated 
or  infested  with  such  pests;  providing 
for  the  destruction  of  cotton,  cotton 
products  or  cotton  fields  infested  or  con- 
taminated with  pink  bollworm  and  for 
the  appraisal  and  payment  for  such^de- 
struction;  providing  for  the  supervision 
of  the  growing  of  cotton  or  the  preven- 
tion of  the  planting  of  cotton  in  areas 
within  this  State  infested  or  contami- 
nated with  pink  bollworm;  providing 
for  the  payment  by  the  State  of  dam- 
ages to  persons  prevented  from  produc- 
ing cotton,  and  defining  the  method  of 
adjusting  such  claims  as  may  arise; 
providing  for  the  appointment  of  a 
compensation  claim  board  and  defining 
its  duties;  prc»viding  for  the  tippoint- 
ment  of  a  Pink  Bollworm  Commission 
and  defining  its  duties;  providing  for 
the  inspecting  of  cotton  products;  mak- 
ing it  the  duty  of  the  Commissioner  of 
Agriculture  to  make  adequate  investi- 
gation to  determine  the  presence  of  the 
pink  bollworm  within  this  State  and 
giving  him  authority  to  employ  inspec- 


tors and  other  asistants;  providing  a 
penalty  for  the  violations  of  the  pro- 
visions of  this  act;  fixing  the  venue  in 
all  cases  arising  under  the  provisions 
of  this  act,  making  it  the  duty  of  the 
Commissioner  of  Agriculture  to  co-oper- 
ate with  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture 
of  the  United  States  in  any  measure 
authorized  and  to  be  undertaken  to  pre- 
vent the  introduction  of  the  pink  boll- 
worm into  Texas;  making  an  appropria- 
tion; repealing  all  laws  in  conflict  with 
this  act;  providing  for  the  continuation 
of  such  measures  for  control  and  erad- 
ication of  the  pink  bollworm  as  are  in 
force,"  etc.

committee  appointed  by  the  SenSate  of 
Texas  and  the  House  of  Representatives 
to  investigate  the  killing  of  George  W. 
Ludwig  and  Jack  Baldwin,  two  convicts, 
at  Eastham  Farm  on  July  22,  1921,  beg 
leave  to  report  as  follows: 

Brief  Statement  of  Testimony. 

The  committee  examined  twelve  wit- 
nesses, and  the  examination  was  con- 
ducted in  the  State  Capitol  at  Austin, 
Texas. 

The  two  men  killed  were  George  W. 
Ludwig  and  Jack  Baldwin,  and  the  tes- 
timony adduced  before  the  committee 
shows'  the  following  facts :  On  Friday 
afternoon,  July  22,  at  about  2  o'clock, 
plow  squad  No.  2  on  Eastham  Farm 
was  returning  from  dinner  to  the  field. 
There  were  twenty  men  in  the  squad, 
and  thev  were  in  charge  of  Guards  John 
Wells  and  Charlie  Whitley.  The  squad 
was  mounted  on  mules  and  the  guards 
on  horses.  One  of  the  guards  was 
mounted  on*  a  large  bay  horse  and  the 
other  on  a  smaller  bay  horse.  Guard 
Wells  was  armed  with  a  sixshooter  and 
Guard  Whitley  was  armed  with  a  six- 
shooter  and  shotgun.  The  guards  were 
riding  behind  the  squad.  At  a  certain 
point  in  the  road  where  there  was  a  big 
double  bridge  and  two  ditehes  on  each 
side,  four  convicts,  including  the  two 
men  killed,  started  to  run  ahead  of  the 
squad.  The  testimony  of  Guard  John 
Wells  is  that  he  ran  right  through  the 
squad  and  called  to  the  men  to  stop; 
and  when  he  got  within  seventy  yards  of 
the  men  he  shot,  and  that  Whitley  also 
shot.  One  of  the  prisoners  was  shot 
through  the  head  and  the  other  one  was 
shot  through  the  back,  and  also  through 
the  side.  Both  men  dropped  from  the 
mules  and  were  dead  when  picked  up. 
The  testimony  of  the  guards  was  that 
if  they  had  run  off  from  the  squad  to 
cut  the  men  off  who  had  tried  to  escape, 
the  prisoners  in  the  squad  might  have 
escaped.  The  testimony  further  showed 
that  neither  guard  went  up  to  the  men 
after  they  fell  from  their  mules  to  find 
out  if  they  were  still  living.  The  tes- 
timony of  both  guards,  Wells  and  Whit- 
ley, showed  that  they  did  not  shoot  at 
the  mules,  but  that  they  shot  to  stop  the 
men.  Both  guards  testified  that  they 
did  not  go  up  to  the  killed  men.  There 
was  some  testimony  to  the  effect  that 
the  men  who  tried  to  escape  changed 
their  mules  to  better  mules  with  other 
members  of  the  squad,  and  that  the 
break  had  been  planned  and  that  the 
other  members  of  the  squad  knew  it. 
When  asked  whether  or  not  they  thought 


they  had  done  the  right  thing  in  shooting 
the  men  instead  of  the  mules,  they  said 
they  thought  it  was  their  duty  to  shoot 
the  men  in  order  to  stop  them.  Testi- 
mony further  showed  that  the  other  two 
men,  Frisbie  and  Smith,  were  stopped, 
although  they  were  ahead  of  the  two 
men  who  were  killed.  Guard  Wells  tes- 
tified that  one  of  the  reasons  he  shot 
was  that  he  thought  it  was  his  duty  to 
get  blood,  that  if  he  had  not  gotten 
blood  that  he  would  have  beetf  fired  and 
blacklisted;  that  that  was  the  under- 
st.anding  among  the  guards  and  had  been 
told  so  by  the  sergeants.  Both  guards 
also  testified  that  they  understood  that 
they  would  not  be  punished  for  killing  a 
convict  who  tried  to  escape.  The  testi- 
mony of  all  the  convicts,  except  Clyde 
Clevenger,  who  was  also  a  convict  wit- 
ness, was  to  the  effect  that  the  guards 
did  n'ot  call  to  the  men  to  stop,  but  that 
they  shot  the  men  when  very  close  to 
them,  that  they  could  have  overtaken 
them,  and  that  from  their  standpoint  it 
was  cold-blooded  and  unjustifiable.  All 
of  the  witnesses  except  Clyde  Clevenger 
testified  freely  and  convincingly  and 
made  no  efforts  to  conceal  anythiifg, 
and  made  frank  reference  to  themselves, 
even  though  damaging  to  themselves. 
The  testimony  also  further  developed  by 
convict  testimony  that  6ne  Rev.  Miller, 
chaplain  on  Eastham  Farm,  delivered 
the  sermon  at  the  funeral,  and  although 
he  kntew  nothing  of  the  facts  of  the  kill- 
ing, said  that  this  killing  should  be  an 
example  to  the  other  men.  It  also  de- 
veloped that  Guard  Wells,  one  of  the 
two  guards  who  committed  the  killing, 
was  commanded  to  dig  the  grave  of  the 
men  killed,  and  did  dig  the  grave,  and 
was  present  at  the  fimeral  services.  All 
convicts  examined  stated  that  they  knew, 
had  read  and  been  told  that  the  Gov- 
ertior  of  the  State  had  made  the  state- 
ment that  guards  should  shoot  at  con- 
victs who  were  trying  to  escape  and  they 
would  not  be  punished.  Dr.  Beeson  tes- 
tified as  to  the  bullet  wounds  found  on 
the  bodies  of  the  convicts.  The  justice 
of  the  peace,  Judge  Robinson,  who  held 
the  inquest,  and  found  the  killing  to  be 
justifiable,  testified  that  he  did  not  have 
any  of  the  convicts  before  him  at  the 
inquest,  although  he  knew  the  entire 
squad  had  witnessed  the  killing.  He 
testified  that  he  did  not  ask  the  guards 
why  they  did  not  shoot  the  mules;  that 
he  did  not  ask  the  guards  how  much 
ground  they  had  gained  in  trying  to 
overtake  the  mules,  nor  how  far  Guard 
Wells  was  from  both  the  men  when  he 
fired   the   shots,   nor   how  far   the  men 
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were  ahead  of  the  squad.  He  testified 
that  this  was  the  first  inquest  he  had 
ever  held  on  a  dead  body. 

Sergeant  Barfield  testified  that  he 
thought  the  men  were  justified  in  shoot- 
ing, although  he  had  not  witnessed  it, 
and  did  not  think  they  should  have 
shot  the  mules  from  under  the  men  be- 
fore shooting  the  men. 

Guard  Whitley  testified  and  was  a 
very  unwilling  witness.  He  refused  to 
answer  many  of  the  questions  of  the 
committee,  stating  that  he  did  not  care 
to  answer  them,  assuming  an  air  of  in- 
difference in  the  matter,  and  also  stated 
that  he  did  not  regret  the  shooting. 

Findings  of  Fact. 

Based  upon  the  testimonv  adduced  be- 
fore the  committee,  which  was  taken 
down  by  expert  stenographers,  a  tran- 
script of  which  is  hereto  attached  and 
made  a  part  of  this  report,  we  submit 
the  following  findings  of  fact: 

1.  We  find  that  the  killing  of  Con- 
victs Baldwin  and  Ludwig  was  unneces- 
sary and  unjustifiable. 

2.  We  find  that  the  guards  were 
mounted  on  horses  and  the  convicts  on 
mules  and  that  the  guards  could  have 
overtaken  the  convict  who  tried  to  es- 
cape and  captiired  them. 

3.  We  find  that  the  men  could  have 
been  stopped  by  having  their  mules  shot 
from  under  them  if  the  guards  felt  that 
they  could  not  head  them  off  with  their 
horses. 

4.  We  find  that  the  men  had  planned 
to  escape,  and  that  it  was  known  to 
most  of  the  squad. 

5.  We  find  that  the  guards  believed 
they  would  not  be  punished  for  shoot- 
ing the  men. 

6.  We  find  that  after  the  men  fell 
from  their  mules  they  were  allowed  to 
lie  in  the  turnrow  without  the  guards 
coming  to  them  immediately  to  ascer- 
tain whether  they  were  living  or  dead 
and  rendering  them  first  aid. 

7.  We  find  that  Sergeant  Barfield 
retained  both  guards  and  infiicted  no 
punishment  of  any  kind  upon  them, 
neither  laying  them  off  nor  reprimand- 
ing them,  but  substantially  approved  of 
what  they  had  done. 


8.  We  find  that  the  county  attorney 
of  Houston  county  did  not  make  the 
statement  to  the  effect  that  he  would 
have  to  file  a  complaint  against  the 
guards  who  did  the  shooting,  but  only 
as  a  matter  of  form,  as  he  would  not 
be  prosecuted. 

Becommendations. 

We  recommend  dismissal  from  the 
penitentiary  service  of  Charlie  Whitley 
and  John  Wells,  and  that  th^y  be  not 
again  reinstated  in  any  capacify  in  the 
prison  system  of  Texas. 

We  recommend  that  the  case  be  called 
by  the  chairman  of  the  Prison  Com- 
mission to  the  attention  of  the  grand 
jury  having  jurisdiction  in  the  matter, 
and  that  the  Prison  Commission  of  Tex- 
as be  active  in  seeing  that  the  grand 
jury  be  furnished  with  all  the  evidence 
in  the  matter,  and  that  if  indictments 
be  found  that  the  case  be  vigorously 
prosecuted  by  the  district  attorney  in 
the  district  in  which  the  cases  are 
tried. 

We  recommend  that  the  Prison  Board 
of  Texas  issue  an  order  immediately  to 
the  guards  of  the  prison  system  of  Tex- 
as that  they  must  not  shoot  any  men 
trying  to  escape  until  they  have  ex- 
hausted every  other  reasonable  means 
of  recapturing  them  by  other  methods, 
and  if  said  rule  be  violated  that  tiiey 
shall  be  immediately  dropped  from  the 
service  and  not  reinstated. 

We  recommend  that  the  prison  sys- 
tem of  Texas  have  a  sufiScient  number 
of  blood  hounds  for  the  purpose  of  re- 
capturing escaping  prisoners,  and  that 
they  be  kept  available,  and  that  the 
guards  be  mounted  on  good  horses. 

We  recommend  that  the  rule  should 
be  made  and  adhered  to  by  the  Prison 
Commission  of  Texas  that  it  shall  be 
the  duty  of  the  chaplain  to  deliver  at 
funeral  services,  if  any  sermon  is 
preached,  sermons  characterized  to  be 
proper  sermons,  calculated  to  inspire 
the  men  with  the  solemnity  of  sudi  an 
occasion  and  that  nothing  be  preached 
in  said  sermons  reflecting  upon  the 
character  of  the  deceased.

RELATING    TO    EMPLOYES    OF 
STATE  DEPARTMENTS.

Whereas,  There  has  been  introduced  a 
concurrent  resolution  in  the  House  and 
Senate  of  Texas  asking  that  the  heads 
of  the  various  departments  of  State  Gov- 
ernment furnish  a  complete  list,  giving 
the  names  of  each  employe,  the  position 
filled,  the  home  address,  whether  mar- 
ried or  single,  and  the  salaries  paid 
each ;   and, 


Whereas,  The  same  has  been  fur- 
nished by  each  of  the  departments  of 
government  in  the  Capitol,  and  in  a 
number  of  instances  the  same  shows  that 
there  are  a  number  of  husbands  and 
wives  employed  in  the  various  depart- 
ments, and  it  further  shows  that  there 
are  a  number  of  married  women  whose 
husbands  are  filling  responsible  positions, 
either  in  the  State  Government  or  for 
private  concerns,  and  in  most  instances 
shows  that  these  husbands  receive  lucra- 
tive salaries  for  the  positions  they  are 
filling,  and  in  view  of  the  fact  that  all 
of  the  positions  that  are  now  filled  by 
married  women  could  be  filled  by  either 
working  girls  or  widows,  with  the  same 
degree  of  promptness,  fitness  and  ability, 
and  in  view  of  the  fact  that  we  believe 
that  the  men  who  are  at  the  heads  of 
families  in  all  instances  above  referred 
to  are  well  able  and  qualified  to 
take  care  of  their  families,  financially, 
without  the  married  women  taking  the 
positions  of  deserving  and  needy  work- 
ing girls  arid  widows;  therefore,  be  it 

Resolved  by  the  House  of  Representa- 
tives, That  the  practice  of  employing 
both  husband  and  wife  in  the  various 
departments  of  govemmenTt  be  con- 
demned, and  that  we  here  and  now 
recommend  to  the  various  departments 
that  positions  which  can  and  are  being 
filled  by  women  be  first  tendered  to  the 
working  girls  and  widows  who  are  able 
an^  will  fill  all  positions  that  will  be 
tendered  them;   and  be  it  further 

Resolved,  That  the  head  of  each  de- 
partment now  furnish  the  House  of  Rep 
resentatives  with  the  names  of  all  mar- 
ried women  in  their  employe  who  have 
husbands  in  the  employment  of  State 
Government  or  in  the  employ  of  any 
private  cortcem  or  in  business  for  them- 
selves. 

The  resolution  was  read  second  time 
and  adopted.

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Laws  of  the  Regular  Session  of  the 
Thirty-sixth  Legislature  and  as  amended 
by  Chapter  131  of  the  General  Laws  of 
the  Thirty-seventh  Legislature,  provid- 
ing for  and  increasing  the  annual  license 
fee  on  commercial  motor  vehicles;  pro- 
viding for  applications  for  registration, 
how  and  when  said  applications  shall 
be  made;  defining  a  commercial  motor 
vehicle,  naming  the  net  carrying  ca- 
pacity of  such  vehicles  and  the  annual 
license  fees  to  he  charged  in  each  in- 
stance; providing  for  annual  license  fee 
for  trailers  and  semi-trailers  and  trac- 
tors; providing  for  fees  to  be  paid  on 
certain  motor  buses;  and  providing  pen- 
alties for  failure  to  comply  with  pro- 
visions of  this  act;  and  providing  that 
the  provisions  of  this  act  shall  not  ap- 
ply to  tractors  used  for  agricultural 
purposes  and  road  building;  providing 
method  of  determining  horse  power  of 
certain  vehicles;  also  providing  basis  of 
weight  and  how  to  settle  disputed  classi- 
fications; and  providing  certain  de- 
scribed vehicles  shall  not  be  licensed  or 
operated  on  public  roads,  and  providing 
penalties  for  violating  said  act;  and 
providing  for  exceptions  and  special 
permits;  and  that  liability  shall  at- 
tach fpr  damages  to  highways  and 
bridges  in  certain  instances;  and  provid- 
ing for  the  installation  and  maintenance 
of  rear  view  mirrors;  and  providing 
that  vehicles  shall  not  be  operated  when 
one  or  more  pneumatic  tires  are  off,  or 
when  solid  tires  are  less  than  one  inch 
thick  at  any  point,  and  providing  pen- 
alties for  violation  of  such  provisions; 
and  providing  that  county  road  en- 
gineers or  county  road  superintendents, 
by  posting  notices,  may  have  the  author- 
ity in  wet  weather  to  prohibit  the  use 
of  any  highway  or  portion  thereof  to 
loads  of  such  maximum  weight  as  will 
unduly  damage  such  highway  or  por- 
tion thereof  in  wet  weather;  and  re- 
pealing Section  16a  added  to  Chapter 
190  of  the  General  Laws  of  the  Regular 
Session  of  the  Thirty-fifth  Legislature, 
by  Section  2  of  Chapter  113  of  the  Acts 
of  the  Regular  Session  of  the  Thirty- 
sixth  Legislature,  and  amended  by  Sec- 
tion 2  of  Chapter  131  of  the  General 
Laws  of  the  Regular  Session  of  the 
Thirty-seventh  Legislature,  which  pro- 
vided for  registration  of  commercial 
motor  vehicles  and  trailers  operating 
over  highways  in  this  State  in  one  or 
more  counties,  giving  routes  and  pro- 
viding for  bond,  conditioned  for  pay- 
ment of  fees  due  and  to  become  due, 
providing  for  keeping  of  records  by  own- 


er of  commercial  motor  vehicles  operat- 
ing in  one  or  more  counties,  showing 
miles  traveled  in  each  county  and  re- 
port thereof;  and  providing  for  an  in- 
crease of  the  speed  limit  per  hour  for 
vehicles  of  certain  maximum  weight, 
when  equipped  with  pneumatic  tires 
and  when  equipped  with  solid  tires ;  pro- 
viding penalties  for  violating  proyisions 
of  this  act  and  repealing  Section  4  of 
Chapter  131  of  the  General  Laws  of  the 
Regular  Session  of  the  Thirty-Seventh 
Legislature,  which  provided  fee  per  mile 
for  net  carrying  capacity  in  pounds  of 
each  stated  vehicle,  and  provided  for 
division  and  distribution  of  mileage  fees 
among  certain  counties;  and  providing 
penalties  for  violating  provisions  of  this 
act,  and  repealing  all  laws  in  conflict 
with  this  act,  and  declaring  an  emer- 
gency." 

The  Speaker  laid  the  bill  before  the 
House,  with  the  Senate  amendments. 

Mr.  Johnson  of  Wichita  moved  that 
the  House  do  not  concur  in  the  Senate 
amendments,  and  that  a  Free  Confer- 
ence Committee  be  requested  to  adjust 
the  differences  between  the  two  houses 
on  the  bill. 

The  motion  prevailed. 

In  accordance  with  the  above  action, 
the  Speaker  announced  the  appointment 
of  the  following  Free  Conference  Com- 
mittee on  the  part  of  the  House:

hereto,  they  may  likewise  be  removed 
for  the  causes  set  forth  in  Article  6195 
by  suit  brought  by  the  Attorney  Gen- 
eral in  the  name  of  the  State  on  the 
relation  of  the  Governor;  such  suit  to 
be  brought  in  the  district  court  of 
Walker  county  or  in  the  county  of  resi- 
dence of  the  defendant,  for  which  pur- 
pose venue  and  jurisdiction  is  hereby 
conferred.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the 
Attorney  General  to  bring  sudi  action 
when  directed  by  the  Governor  to  do 
so,  provided  the  Governor  accompanies 
such  direction  with  charges  and  evi- 
dence showing  that  the  defendant  is 
subject  to  removal  imder  Article  6195. 
The  suit  shall  be  a  civil  action  to  be 
tried  as  other  civil  cases  with  the  right 
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of  appeal  and  review  as  in  other  civil 
cases.  The  oourte  shall  have  authority 
to  issue  all  necessary  writs  to  effectuate 
any  judgment  of  removal  rendered  here- 
under. Such  suits  for  removal  shall 
have  precedence  of  all  other  cases  and 
in  appellate  tribunals.  The  procedure 
of  removal  herein  provided  shall  he  cu- 
mulative of  all  other  statutes  relating 
to  the  subject  of  removal  of  impeach- 
ment, and  declaring  an  emergency."

Mr.  Speaker :  I  vote  "nay"  in  Senate 
bill  Ko.  73  for  the  sole  reason  that  I 
am  unalterably  opposed  to  the  growing 
custom  of  laying  venue  in  Travis  coun- 
ty, thus  requiring  citizens  of  this  State 
to  leave  the  counties  of  their  residence 
and  go  long  distances  from  their  homes 
at  great  expense  to  defend  themselves.

believe  beyond  a  reasonable  doubt  that 
the  accused  is  guilty  as  charged,  and 
providing   that   the   suspended   sentence 
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law  shall  not  apply  to  convictions  for 
any  offenses  under  this  chapter,  and  re- 
pealing all  laws  or  parts  of  laws  in  con- 
flict herewith,  and  declaring  an  emer- 
gency."

proclamation  against  cotton  products 
and  other  things  liable  to  carry  the 
pink  bollworm,  originating  in  infested 
areas  outside  the  State  of  Texas;  pro- 
viding for  emergency  quarantine  against 
cotton  or  cotton  products  contaminated 
or  infested  with  such  pests;  providing 
for  the  destruction  of  cotton,  cotton 
products  or  cotton  fields  infested  or  con- 
taminated with  pink  bollworm  and  for 
the  appraisal  and  payment  for  such  de- 
struction; providing  for  the  supervision 
of  the  growing  of  cotton  or  the  preven- 
tion of  the  planting  of  cotton  in  areas 
within  this  State  infested  or  contami- 
nated with  pink  bollworm;  providing 
for  the  payment  by  the  State  of  dam- 
ages to  persons  prevented  from  produc- 
ing cotton,  and  defining  the  method  of 
adjusting  such  claims  as  may  arise; 
providing  for  the  appointment  of  a 
compensation  claim  board  and  defining 
its  duties;  providing  for  the  appoint- 
ment of  a  Pink  Bollworm  Commission 
and  defining  its  duties;  providing  for 
the  inspecting  of  cotton  products;  mak- 
ing it  the  duty  of  the  Commissioner  of 
Agriculture  to  make  adequate  investi- 
gation to  determine  the  presence  of  the 
pink  bollworm  within  tills  State  and 
giving  him  authority  ^  employ  inspec- 
tors and  other  assist:  ints;  providing  a 
penalty  for  the  violations  of  the  pro- 
visions of  this  act;  fixing  the  venue  in 
all  cases  arising  \mder  the  provisions 
of  this  act,  making  it  the  duty  of  the 
Commissioner  of  Agriculture  to  co-oper- 
ate with  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture 
of  the  United  States  in  any  measure 
authorized  and  to  be  undertaken  to  pre- 
vent the  introduction  of  the  pink  boll- 
worm into  Texas;  making  an  appropri- 
ation; repealing  all  laws  in  conflict  with 
this  act;  providing  for  the  continuation 
of  such  measures  for  control  and  erad- 
ication of  the  pink  bollworm  as  are  in 
force,"  etc.

S.  B.  No.  19,  A  bill  to  be  entitled 
"An  Act  for  the  purpose  of  promoting 
the  public  school  interests  of  rural 
schools  and  those  of  small  towns,  of 
aiding  the  people  to  provide  adequate 
school  facilities  for  the  education  of 
their  children,  by  the  appropriation  of 
one  million  five  hundred  thousand  dol- 
lars, or  so  much  thereof  as  may  be 
necessary,  for  the  next  fiscal  year  end- 
ing August  31,  1922,  and  one  million 
dollars  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  Au- 
gust 31,  1923,  and  allowing  the  State 
Board  of  Education  and  the  State  Su- 
perintendent of  Public  Instruction  to 
aid  such  schools  in  accordance  with  the 
conditions  herein  specified;  providing 
how  such  schools  shall  be  located  and 
school  buildings  constructed,  furnished 
and  maintained;  providing  certain  pre- 
requisites for  the  granting  of  such  aid, 
and  providing  that  no  school  having 
over  five  hundred  scholastics  shall  re- 
ceive such  aid,  except  in  the  case  of 
bona  fide  consolidated  schools  situated 
in  the  country;  giving  preference  to  all 
school  districts  in  which  available  school 
funds,  together  with  the  local  district 
tax  •  will  not  maintain  the  school  six 
months  in  the  year;  providing  that  such 
schools  receiving  such  aid  shall  have  a 
certain  percentage  of  attendance,  with 
exceptions,  granting  authority  to  the 
State  Board  of  Education  and  the  State 
Superintendent  of  Public  Instruction  to 
act  for  the  best  interests  of  the  schools 
in  cases  and  conditions  not  covered  by 
the  law;  giving  to  tlie  State  Board  of 
Education  and  the  State  Superintendent 
power  to  establish  rules  and  regulations 
for  the  improvement  of  country  schools 
receiving  the  benefits  of  a  portion  of 
the  funds  provided  for  in  this  act;  pro- 
viding for  the  expenses  of  administra- 
tion by  action  of  the  State  Board  of 
Education;  providing  for  reports  to  be 
made  to  the  State  Superintendent  of 
Public  Instruction    and    to    the    State 


Board  of  Education';  providing  for  the 
manner  of  payment  and  disbursement 
of  all  money  granted  under  the  pro- 
visions of  this  act;  repealing  all  laws 
and  parts  of  laws  in  conflict  herewith, 
and  declaring  an  emergency." 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Legislature  of  the 
State  of  Texas:     • 

Section  1.  For  the  purpose  of  pro- 
moting the  public  school  interests  of 
rural  schools  and  those  of  small  towns 
and  of  aiding  the  people  in  providing 
adequate  school  facilities  for  the  edu- 
cation of  their  children,  there  is  hereby 
appropriated  out  of  any  money  in  the 
State  Treasury  not  otherwise  appropri- 
ated $1,500,000,  or  such  part  thereof 
as  may  be  necessary,  for  the  school  year 
ending  August  31,  1922,  and  $1,000,000, 
or  such  part  thereof  as  may  be  neces- 
sary, for  the  school  year  ending  August 
31,  1923,  and  to  be  used  in  accordance 
with  the  provisions  of  this  act  in  aiding 
rural  schools  and  those  of  small  towns; 
provided,  that  none  of  the  money  appro- 
priated by  this  act  shall  be  allotted  to 
any  independent  or  common  school  dis- 
trict in  which  property  belonging  to 
the  State  of  Texas  is  located  unless 
said  district  is  entitled  to  receive  same 
under  the  provisions  of  this  act;  and  it 
is  further  provided  that  none  of  the 
money  appropriated  by  this  act  shall 
be  expended  for  the  purpose  of  dissem- 
inating by  any  means  information  in- 
tended to  influence  voters  in  any  elec- 
tion whatsoever. 

Sec.  2.  State  aid  under  the  provisions 
of  this  act  may  be  distributed  in  such 
way  as  to  assist  all  schools  of  not  more 
than  500  scholastic  enrollment  to  main- 
tain the  school  for  such  length  term, 
not  to  exceed  nine  months,  as  may  be 
desired  by  the  district  board  of  school 
trustees.  Provided  further,  that  not 
more  than  one  thousand  dollars  for  any 
one  year  shall  be  granted  to  any  one 
school  district  under  the  provisions  of 
this  act,  the  granting  of  such  aid  to  be 
subject  to  the  following  conditions: 

(1)  A  common  school  district  or  in- 
dependent school  district  receiving  this 
aid  must  have  had  an  average  attend- 
ance the  preceding  year  of  at  least 
twenty  times  as  many  scholastics  as  the 
number  of  teachers  employed,  and  must 
maintain  during  the  year  in  which  aid 
is  received,  an  average  attendance  of  at 
least  75  per  cent  of  the  enrollment  dur- 
ing the  time  that  the  school  is  in  ses- 
sion, unless  cause  for  such  non-attend- 
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ance  satisfactory  to  the  State  Board  of 
Education  can  be  shown. 

(2)  Any  common  school  district  or 
independent  school  district  receiving  this 
aid  must  make  such  heating  and  venti- 
lating arrangements^  provide  such  sani- 
tary closets  and  keep  the  school  prem- 
ises in  such  condition  as  can  be  ap- 
proved by  the  rural  school  inspector 
sent  by  the  State  Department  of  Edu- 
cation. 

(3)  No  common  school  district  or 
independent  school  district  which  re- 
fuses to  conform  to  a  plan  of  consoli- 
dation formulated  by  the  county  super- 
intendent, and  approved  by  the  county 
board  of  trustees  and  by  the  State  Su- 
perintendent shall  receive  aid  from  this 
fund  for  any  school  session  following 
the  school  year  in  which  such  refusal 
is  made. 

School  districts  in  sparsely  settled 
communities  where  consolidation  is  im- 
practicable are  to  be  exempted  from  this 
provision  of  this  act;  provided,  that  the 
decision  as  to  whether  such  consolida- 
tion is  not  advantageous  shall  rest  with 
the  county  board  of  trustees  and  shall 
be  approved  by  the  State  Superintend- 
ent. It  is  expressly  provided  that  in 
case  of  schools  where  compliance  with 
the  preceding  conditions  is  impossible, 
or  would  work  undue  hardships,  the 
State  Superintendent  shall  have  power, 
with  the  approval  of  the  State  Board  of 
Education^  to  grant  funds  to  such 
schools. 

(4)  No  common  or  independent 
school  district  which  has  received  spe- 
cial State  aid  under  the  provisions  of 
this  or  previous  similar  acts  for  one 
scholastic  year,  shall  be  granted  such 
aid  a  second  time  unless  it  shall  pro- 
vide for  the  maintenance  of  its  school 
by  voting  a  local  school  tax  of  fifty  cents 
on  the  hundred  dollars  of  property  val- 
uation; and  in  no  case  shall  the  as- 
sessed valuation  for  common  school  dis- 
trict be  less  than  the  valuation  of  the 
county  assessor;  and  in  no  case  shall 
the  assessed  valuation  in  towns  be  less 
than  the  assessed  valuation  of  town 
property  for  other  purposes. 

Schools  of  not  more  than  500  scholas- 
tic enrollment,  complying  with  the  fore- 
going conditions,  shall  send  to  the  State 
Superintendent,  on  blanks  provided  by 
the  State  Department  of  Education,  a 
list  of  teachers  employed  in  the  schools, 
with  a  statement  as  to  the  monthly  sal- 
ary of  each  teacher,  and  a  list  of  ex- 
pected receipts  and  other  expenditures, 
it  being  shown  on  this  blank  that  the 


trustees  lack  sufficient  funds  to  main- 
tain the  school  for  the  desired  length 
of  term.  The  State  Superintendent  of 
Public  Instruction,  with  the  approval  of 
the  State  Board  of  Education,  may  then 
grant  to  the  school  such  an  amount  of 
this  fund  aa  may  be  necessary  to  main- 
tain the  school  for  the  desired  length 
of  term;  provided,  that  this  period  be 
not  longer  than  nine  scholastic  months, 
and  provided  that  such  aid  be  not  grant- 
ed in  excess  of  any  amount  sufficient  to 
pay  the  teachers  the  maximum  salary 
permitted  by  State  law  to  those  holding 
certificates  of  the  grades  held  by  teach- 
ers of  the  school  district  to  which  such 
aid  is  granted.  It  is  expressly  hereby 
provided  that  all  school  districts  meet- 
ing the  requirements  of  this  act,  and 
not  having  a  sufficient  available  school 
fund  to  maintain  their  school  six  months 
in  the  year  shall  be  given  preference  in 
the  distribution  of  this  fund,  until  all 
the  public  schools  in  the  State  can  be 
maintained  at  least  six  months  in  the 
year. 

Sec.  2a.  Any  common  or  independent 
school  district  which  has  no  special  tax, 
but  where  private  donation  is  made  for 
the  benefit  of  the  school,  either  by  per- 
son or  persons,  or  a  corporation,  then 
that  district  shall  be  entitled  to  the 
same  proportion  of  the  State  aid  as  any 
other  district  that  is  provided  for  under 
this  law. 

Sec.  3.  In  addition,  State  aid  to  the 
amount  of  not  more  than  $500  for  any 
one  district  may  be  granted  from  the 
appropriation  authorized  by  this  act  to 
school  districts  under  the  following  con- 
ditions : 

(1)  Location:  Each  such  school  re- 
ceiving this  State  aid  shall  be  well  lo- 
cated on  a  plot  of  ground  not  less  than 
one  acre  in  extent,  properly  drained 
and  suitably  laid  out. 

(2)  School  House:  There  shall  be 
provided  a  suitable  school  house,  erect- 
ed in  accordjyice  with  the  school  house 
building  law  of  Texas  or  meeting  sub- 
stantially  the   requirements   thereof. 

(3)  Equipment:  Each  such  school 
shall  be  provided  with  necessary  desks, 
seats^  and  blackboards;  and  with  such 
library,  books,  maps,  and  globes  as  are 
recommended  in  the  State  bulletins,  as 
in  the  opinion*  of  the  State  Superintend- 
ent the  said  school  may  be  able  to  pur- 
chase. 

(4)  Teachers:  Teachers  employed 
in  country  or  small  town  schools  shall 
furnish  to  the  State  Superintendent  sat- 
isfactory evidence  of  professional  train- 
ing   to    their    credit,    and    all    teachers 
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must  render  efficient  services  of  a  high 
grade. 

(5)  Attendance:  In  order  to  receive 
State  aid  under  these  conditions,  the 
school  must  have  a  scholastic  eriroU- 
ment  of  not  more  than  500  scholastic 
enrollment,  exclusive  of  transfer^,  and 
must  maintain  an  attendance  record 
during  the  year  in  which  it  receives 
such  aid  of  not  less  than  seventy-five 
per  cent  of  the  enrollment  unless  causes 
for  such  non-attendance  satisfactory  to 
the  State  Board  of  Education  can  be 
shown. 

(6)  Local  Tax:  A  school  district, 
to  be  eligible  to  special  State  aid,  under 
the  provisions  of  this  act,  if  it  has  re- 
ceived special  State  aid  under  the  pro- 
visions of  this  or  other  similar  acts, 
for  a  period  of  one  scholastic  year,  must 
be  levying  and  collecting  a  local  school 
tax  of  not  less  than  fifty  cents  on  the 
one  hundred  dollars  of  property  valua- 
tion. 

(7)  Course  of  Study:  Each  country 
school  or  small  town  school  receiving 
State  aid  under  the  provisions  of  this 
act  shall  teach  the  common  school  sub- 
jects as  prescribed  by  law,  and  shall 
follow  the  State  courses  of  study,  and 
shall  be  required  to  observe  the  school 
laws,  especially  as  to  care  of  text- 
books. 

Sec.  4.  Such  part  of  this'  fund  as 
may  not  be  expended  under  the  preced- 
in'g  provisions  of  this  act  may  be  grant- 
ed to  schools  of  not  more  than  600 
scholaptic  enrollment  for  the  following 
purposes : 

(1)  Schools  making  provisions  for 
transportation  *  of  pupils  to  and  from 
consolidated  schools  may  be  granted 
from  this  fund  a  sum  equal  to  one-half 
of  the  total  cost  of  transportation  pro- 
vided that  tiie  provisions  of  the  con- 
tract for  said  transportation  be  ap- 
proved by  the  State  Superintendent. 

(2)  State  aid  from  this  fund  may 
be  granted  in  accordance  with  rules  ap- 
proved by  the  State  Board  of  Educa- 
tion for  the  purpose  of  providing  for 
an  annual  increase  of  salary  to  teachers 
of  rural  schools  and  scliools  of  small 
towns,  who  remain  in  the  same  position, 
provided,  (1)  that  such  aid  shall  not 
exceed  one-half  of  the  amount  of  the 
annual  increase  paid  by  the  school,  (2) 
that  such  teachers  shall  furnish  recom- 
mendations as  to  satisfactory  work 
from  their  local  boards,  (3)  that  in  each 
such  year,  when  increase  is  granted 
from  State  aid  funds,  such  teachers  re- 
ceiving the  increase  shall  attend  a  sum- 
mer   school    for    at    least   two     months,  i 


completing  work  under  terms  prescribed 
by  the  State  Superintendent  of  Public 
Instruction,  (4)  and  that  the  maximum 
salary  paid  such  teachers  shall  not  ex- 
ceed the  average  of  the  salary  paid  to 
such  teachers  of  similar  acquirements 
and  experiences  in  the  •three  largest 
cities  of  the  State;  provided  that  in  no 
eveitt  shall  any  teacher  in  any  school 
to  which  State  aid  is  granted  be  paid 
more  than  the  following  amounts:  to  a 
teacher  holding  a  second  grade  certifi- 
cate sum  of  $100  per  month,  a  teacher 
holding  a  first  grade  certificate  $150 
per  month  and  a  teacher  holding  a  per- 
manent certificate  $175  per  month. 

(3)  Any  school  eligible  to  State  aid 
under  the  provisions  of  this  act,  which 
acquires  by  purchase,  or  by  gift  art  ad- 
dition to  its  library,  of  the  value  of  $50 
or  more,  consisting  of  unused  books  ap- 
proved by  the  regulations  of  the  State 
l^partment  of  Education,  may  receive 
from  this  fund,  a  sum  not  exceeding 
one-half  of  the  value  of  said  library; 
providing  that  no  school  may  receive 
for  its  library  more  than  $200  per 
year;  and  provided  that  all  funds 
granted  for  libraries  must  be  spent  for 
additional  library  books  for  the  school; 
provided  that  funds  for  the  purchase 
of  books  for  a  school  library  may  not 
be  granted  to  any  school  which  has  not 
provided  proper  facilities  for  the  care 
of  such  books,  such  facilities  to  be  de- 
fined by  the  State  Superintendent  of 
Public  Instruction. 

(4)  In  case  of  extraordinary  and 
unusual  conditions,  the  State  Board  of 
Education  may  arrange  for  the  support 
of  a  school  from  State  aid  funds,  for 
a  period  not  exceeding  six  months,  if 
otherwise  pupils  would  be  deprived  en- 
tirely of  all  school   privileges. 

fo)  General  Powers  of  the  State 
Board  of  Education:  The  State  Board 
of  Education  shall  be  authorized  and  it 
shall  be  their  duty,  to  take  such  action 
and  to  make  such  rules  and  regulations 
not  inconsistent  with  the  terms  of  this 
act,  as,  in  its  opinion  may  be  necessary 
to  carry  out  the  provision's  and  inten- 
tions of  this  act.  They  shall  have  the 
power  to  impose  such  other  conditions 
and  regulations  as  to  the  granting  of 
State  aid,  that  do  not  conflict  with  the 
provisions  herein  specified,  as  in  their 
judgment  may  be  for  the  best  interest 
of  the  school  for  whose  benefit  the  fund? 
are  appropriated. 

Sec.  7.  Duties  of  the  State  Superin- 
tendent of  Public  Instruction. — ^It  shall 
be  the  duty  of  the  State  Superintendent 
of  Public   Instruction  to   go   in   person 
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or  to  send  one  of  the  rural  school  super- 
visors authorized  by  this  act  to  assist 
the  school  committees  who  may  desire 
the  privileges  of  this  act  in  their  efforts 
to  meet  the  necessary  requirement  in 
order  that  they  may  participate  in  the 
distribution  of  the  funds  herein  appro- 
priated. 

Before  approving  any  application  he 
or  she  shall  make  a  thorough  investi- 
gation in  person,  or  through  represent- 
atives approved  by  the  State  Board  of 
Education,  of  the  grounds,  buildings, 
equipment  and  possibilities  of  each 
school  applying  for  State  aid  under  the 
provisions  of  this  act,  and  aid  shall  not 
be  granted  to  any  school  unless  it  be 
shown  that  such  aid  is  actually  needed 
for  efficiency  of  school  work  and  for  the 
desired  length  of  term.  In  cases  where 
exceptional  conditions,  or  lack  of  suffi- 
cient supervisory  force  renders  personal 
inspection  by  the  Department  of  Edu- 
cation impossible  in  time  to  grant  State 
aid  to  some  schools,  the  State  Super- 
intendent shall  pursue  such  course,  in 
regard  to  final  granting  of  State  aid  to 
such  schools,  as,  on  his  recommendation, 
may  be  approved  by  the  State  Board  of 
Education.  In  such  case,  the  State  Su- 
perintendent shall  provide  for  the  vis- 
itation of  such  schools,  after  the  aid 
has  been  granted,  and  in  future  grants 
to  such  schools  shall  ^be  governed  by  the 
eligibility  of  such  schools  as  shown  when 
so  visited. 

Sec.  8.  Second  Aid. — Before  State  aid 
shall  be  granted  a  second  time  to  the 
same  district  it  shall  be  necessary  that 
all  reports  as  required  of  the  school 
officials  of  said  districts  shall  have  been 
received  and  approved;  that  the  State 
Superintendent  of  Public  Instruction  or 
one  of  the  rural  school  supervisors  shall 
have  visited  said  district  and  the  State 
Superintendent  of  Public  Instruction 
shall  have  advised  the  State  Board  of 
Education  that  in  his  judgment  the 
school  officials  of  such  district  have 
made  diligent  efforts  to  meet  the  re- 
quirements and  standards  as  set  forth 
in  this  act,  that  the  district  receiving 
State  aid  has  made  satisfactory  prog- 
ress under  existing  conditions,  and  that, 
in  his  opinion,  further  aid  would  prove 
a  good  and  desirable  investment  for  the 
State  in  promoting  the  educational  in- 
terests of  the  people  of  such  district; 
provided,  that  no  school  shall  be  granted 
State  aid  a  second  time  until  all  ap- 
plications on  file  for  first  aid  from 
schools  entitled  to  aid  under  this  act 
Bliall  have  been  acted  upon.  / 


Sec.  9.  Warrants  and  Reports. — 
Warrants  for  all  money  granted  under 
the  provisions  of  this  act  shall  be  trans- 
mitted by  the  State  Superintendent  of 
Public  Instruction  to  treasurers  or  de- 
positories of  school  districts  to  which 
State  aid  is  granted  in  the  same  manner 
as  warrants  for  State  apportionment  are 
now  transmitted,  and  it  shall  be  the 
duty  of  all  treasurers  or  depositories  to 
make  annually  itemized  reports,  under 
oath,  to  the  State  Superintendent  of 
Public  Instruction  of  the  expenditure 
of  all  money  granted  under  the  pro- 
visions of  this  act. 

Sec.  10.  Apportionment  Privileges. — 
Country  schools  and  small  town  schools 
shall  be  entitled  to  share  in  the  dis- 
tribution of  State  and  county  available 
school  funds,  and  in  all  other  school 
funds'  in  the  same  manner  as  other 
school  districts,  and  in  case  high  school 
grades  are  maintained  the  community 
shall  still  be  entitled  to  participate  in 
the  distribution  of  any  State  aid  that 
may  be  extended  by  the  Legislature  of 
Texas  for  vocational  or  industrial  pur- 
poses to  high  schools  of  the  State, 
though  it  accept  the  provisions  of  this 
act. 

Sec.  11.  The  importance  of  this 
measure,  and  the  necessity  of  complet- 
ing all  arrangements  for  State  aid  for 
the  session  of  1021-22  in  time  effectively 
to  carry  out  the  provisions  of  this  act 
create  an  emergency  and  imperative 
public  necessity  requiring  the  suspen- 
sion of  the  constitutional  rule  that  bills 
be  read  on  three  several  days,  and  the 
said  rule  is  hereby  suspended,  and  this 
act  ahall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from 
and  after  its  passage,  and  it  is  so  en- 
acted. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Thomason,  the  re- 
port was  adopted. 

Mr.    Thomason    moved    to    reconsider 
the  vote  by  which  the  report  was  adopt- 
ed and  table  the  motion  to  reconsider.

To  Be  Entitled 

An  Act  making  appropriations  for  the  State  government  for  two  years  begin- 
ning September  1,  1921,  and  ending  August  31,  1923,  and  for  other  purposes 
and  prescribing  certain  regulations  and  restrictions  in  respect  thereto,  and 
declaring  an   emergency. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Legislature  of  the  State  of  Texas: 

Section  1.  That  the  following  sums  of  money,  or  so  much  thereof  as  may 
be  necessary,  be  and  the  same  are  hereby  appropriated  out  of  any  money  in  the 
State  Treasury  not  otherwise  appropriated  for  the  support  of  the  State  govern- 
ment from  September  1,  1921,  to  August  31,  1923;  provided,  that  each  and 
every  employe  of  each  and  every  institution  or  department  of  this  State  shall 
be  paid  by  voucher  issued  in  his  or  her  name;  said  voucher  shall  state  the 
amount  of  salary  or  sum  due,  and  for  what  services  performed,  with  the  date 
and  time  of  said  service,  and  no  money  or  moneys  shall  be  paid  except  upon 
presentation  of  said  voucher  or  vouclfcrs  endorsed  by  the  payee;  provided 
further,  that  all  of  said  vouchers  upon  which  any  money  or  moneys  have  been 
paid  shall  be  filed  with  the  Comptroller  for  the  inspection  of  the  Governor  and 
the  Legislature  or  by  their  authority,  or  at  the  request  of  any  citizen  of  this 
State;  and,  provided  further,  that  the  correct  accounts  shall  be  kept  for  all 
sums  paid,  or  obligations  outstanding  against  each  item  of  appropriations  herein, 
and  weekly  statements  of  the  net  balances  to  the  credit  of  each  account,  after 
all  payments  made  and  obligations  outstanding  have  been  deducted,  shall  be 
forwarded  to  the  State  Comptroller,  and  it  shall  be  unlawful  for  the  State 
Purchasing  Agent  or  the  authority  in  charge  of  any  institution  or  department 
of  this  Stote  to  purchase  or  issue  orders  for  any  supplies  or  otherwise  pledge

the  credit  of  this  State  beyond  the  amounts  herein  appropriated  or  otherwise 
lawfully  authorized. 

That  if  any  work  be  not  done  or  the  place  not  filled  by  the  appointment  of  a 
person  for  whom  a  salary  is  herein  fixed,  then  such  salary  shall  lapse  and  Be 
returned  to  or  left  in  the  State  Treasury;  and  provided  further,  that  no  person 
for  whom  any  salary  is  herein  fixed  shall  be  allowed  to  draw  more  than  the

Provided  further,  that  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  heads  of  the  departments 
to  transfer  any  employe  of  his  office,  to  any  desk  or  place  within  his  depart- 
ment, when  necessary  to  perform  the  duties  of  the  department,  and  proper 
dispatch  of  business. 

Provided,  that  the  above  and  foregoing  amounts  appropriated  herein  for  the 
Highway  Department  be  paid  out  of  the  State  Highway  fund  upon  warrant 
issued  by  the  State  Comptroller;  and  provided  further,  that  all  funds  coming 
into  the  State  Highway  fund  derived  from  registration  fees  or  from  other 
sources,  after  deducting  the  total  of  the  foregoing,  are  hereby  appropriated  to 
the  State  Highway  Department  for  the  furtherance  of  public  road  construction 
and  the  establishment  of  a  system  of  State  highways  as  contemplated  and  set 
forth  in  Chapter  190,  Act  1917,  and  all  acts  amendatory  thereto.' 

Department  employes  herein  provided  for  shall,  without  deduction  in  salary, 
he  entitled  to  receive  not  exceeding  twelve  days*  vacation  exclusive  of  Sundays 
and  legal  holidays,  on  which  State  offices  are  closed,  for  each  State's  fiscal 
year,  such  vacation  period  to  be  mutually  agreed  upon  by  the  head  of  each 
department  with   his  employes. 

Provided,  no  employe  for  whom  a  salary  is  herein  appropriated,  shall  receive 
compensation  while  on  vacation  unless  he  or  she  has  boen  an  employe  of  the 
particular  department  of  ^vhich  a  request  is  made,  for  not  less  than  six  calendar 
months. 

Provided,  that  Saturday  afternoon  of  the  months  of  June.  July,  and  August, 
shall  not  be  construed  to  be  a  part  of  the  twelve  days'  vacation  provided  for 
above. 

The  following  rules  shall  be  observed  by  all  employes  in  rendering  their  ex- 
pense accounts  to  the  head  of  the  department  wherein  they  are  employed 
before  an  expense  account  shall  be  paid  from  appropriations  herein  made  for 
"Traveling  Expenses"  for  employes: 
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1.  Tliere  must  be  a  concise  statement  of  the  duties  performed  and  the 
points  from  which,  and  to  which  the  employe  travels,  the  hour  of  arrival  at 
and  departure  from  the  designated  post  of  duty  and  all  other  towns  visited 
and  the  object  of  such  visit  and  the  specific  expenses  incurred  shall  be  clearly 
shown. 

2.  The  name  of  hotel,  restaurant,  boarding  or  rooming  house  at  which  meals 
and  lodging  are  procured  shall  be  given  in  every  case. 

3.  Fees  as  tips  to  waiters  on  dining  cars  or  at  hotels  or  restaurants  shall 
not  be  approved. 

4.  A  receipt  for  each  item  of  expense  in  excess  of  $1.00  shall  be  attached  to 
accounts  rendered  to  department. 

5.  The  use  of  railroad  scrip  books  and  other  forms  of  transportation  pro- 
vided at  the  expense  of  the  State  for  the  heads  of  all  State  departments  and 
institutions  and  their  employes,  except  passes  authorized  by  law,  are  hereby 
prohibited  and  hereafter  all  railroad  and  other  transportation  shall  be  paid  in 
cash  and  properly  listed  in  expense  accounts  rendered.  Tax  exemption  cer- 
tificates shall  be  used  in  all  cases  where  the  State  is  exempt  from  the  payment 
of  government  tax  under  Federal  provision.  The  State  Comptroller  shall  be 
governed  accordingly  in  the  issuance  of  warrants  covering  payment  for  railroad 
scrip  books  and  other  forms  of  transportation. 

STATE  PENITENTIARIES. 

Tlie  proceeds  of  all  convict  labor  on  farms  and  elsewhere,  the  proceeds  of  all 
manufactured  products,  all  farm  products,  and  all  other  proceeds  of  the  Peni- 
tentiary System  and  of  all  other  sources  connected  therewith,  or  so  much  thereof 
as  may  be  necessary,  are  hereby  appropriated  for  the  maintenance  and  support 
of  the  Penitentiary  System  including  buildings,  farms  and  improvements,  and 
repairs  on  same  for  the  years  ending  August  31,  1922,  and  August  31,  1923, 
out  of  which  fund  shall  also  be  paid  any  indebtedness  of  said  system  not  other- 
wise provided,  for  by  specific  appropriations,  as  well  as  the  expenses  attached 
to  conveying  convicts  to  the  penitentiaries  and  farms.  Said  funds  shall  be 
deposited  with  the  State  Treasurer  and  paid  out  as  provided  in  Articles  6188 
and  6192  of  the  Revised  Civil  Statutes  of  1911.  The  Prison  Commission  shall 
cause  to  be  made  on  the  first  of  each  month  a  detailed  statement  of  all  receipts 
from  whatever  sources  during  the  preceding  month,  together  with  statement  in 
detail  of  all  disbursements  for  any  purpose  whatever,  and  also  of  all  obligations 
incurred  by  the  Commission  during  said  month.  Said  statement  shall  also  show 
balances,  if  any,  on  hand  in  bank  and  in  State  Treasury;  said  statement  shall 
be  verified  by  the  prison  auditor  and  one  copy  shall  be  filed  with  the  Governor, 
one  with  the  Comptroller  and  one  shall  be  filed  in  the  office  of  tlie  Prison 
Commission. 

Sec.  2.  Provided,  that  no  money  herein  or  hereby  appropriated  for  any  pur- 
pose shall  be  paid  to  any  person  directly  or  indirectly  who  is  not  at  the  time 
of  receiving  such  pay,  remuneration  or  emolument,  a  citizen  of  the  United  States 
under  the  laws  of  the  United  States;  providtKi,  however,  that  this  act  shall  not 
apply  to  any  "person  who  is  not  a  citizen  of  the  United  States  under  the  natural- 
ization laws  of  the  United  States,  who  has  resided  in  Texas  for  a  period  of  ten 
years  and  who  shall,  within  thirty  days  after  this  act  shall  take  effect,  make 
application  to  become  a  citizen  of  the  United  States,  and  who  shall,  within  two 
years  after  making  such  application,  become  a  citizen  of  the  United  States 
under  the  naturalization  laws  of  the  United   States. 

Provided  further,  that  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  heads  of  the  departments 
to  change  any  employe  of  his  office  to  any  desk  or  place  when  necessary  to  keep 
all  employed. 

Sec.  3.  The  fact  that  the  Regular  Session  of  the  Thirty-seventh 'T^esrislature 
adjourned  without  passing  the  general  appropriation  bill,  and  the  further  fact 
that  public  policy  requires  that  proper  provision  be  made  for  the  maintenance 
and  support  of  all  State  institutions  and  departments  with  as  little  delay  as 
possible,  and  this  bill,  being  one  of  the  reorular  appropriation  bills,  and  the  near 
approach  of  the  date  of  adjournment  of  this  Special  Session  creates  an  emergency 
and  an  imperative  public  necessity  that  the  conj^titutional  rule  requiring  bill*i 
to  be  read  on  three  several  days  be  suspended,  and  that  this  act  take  effect  and 
be  in  force  from  and  after  its  passage,  and  it  is  so  enacted.

REPORT     OF     CONFERENCE     COM-    , 
MITTEE  ON  HOUSE  BILL  NO.  137. 

Mr.  Stephens  called  up  for  considera-    i 
tion   at  this   time  the  following  report, 
which    was   read   to   the   House: 

Committee  Room, 
Austin,  Texas,  August  16,   1921. 

Hon.  Lynch  Davidson',  President  of  the 
Senate;  and  Hon.  Charles  G.  Thomas, 
Speaker  of  the  House  of  Representa- 
tives. 

Sirs:  We,  your  Conference  Commit- 
tee, appointed  to  consider  the  diffcrencee 
between  the  two  houses  on  House  bill 
No.  137,  "A  bill  to  be  entitled  An  Act 
making  appropriations  to  pay  miscel- 
laneous claims  against  the  State,  auth- 
orizing the  payment  of  said  miscel- 
laneous items  on  the  taking  effect  of 
this  act,  making  additional  appropria- 
tions to  pay  interest  on  the  pi^lic  debt 
of  the  State,  and  to  pay  Mexican  war 
veterans,  and  to  pay  ^liss  Lavinia  Har- 
vill  as  assistant  librarian  at  the  Uni- 
versity,-for  the  fiscal  years  ending  Aug- 
ust 31,  1922,  and  August  31,  1923,  and 
declaring  an  emergency,"  having  met 
and  after  full  and  free  conference,  have 
agreed  to  make  and  do  make  the  follow- 
ing recommendations,  towit: 

1.  That  the  House  agree  to  and  con- 
cur in  Senate  amendment  No.  1  to  pay 
J.  G.  Bruner  the  sum  of  $160  for  the 
burial  expenses  of  his  son  J.  E.  Bruner. 

2.  That  the  House  agree  to  and  con-

A  BILL 

To  Be  Entitled 

An  Act  making  appropriations  to  pay  the  salaries  of  officers  and  employes  of 
certain  educational  institutions,  and  maintaining  and  conducting  them  as 
follows,  towit:  The  University  of  Texas,  includmg  the  Medical  Branch  at 
Galveston  and  the  College  of  Mines  and  Metallurgy  at  El  Paso;  the  Agri- 
cultural and  Mechanical  College;  the  State  Experimental  Station;  the  Prairie 
View  Normal;  the  College  of  Industrial  Arts  for  Women;  the  Sam  Houston 
Normal  Institute;  the  North  Texas  State  Normal;  the  Southwest  Tfexas  State 
Normal;  the  West  Texas  State  Normal;  the  East  Texas  State  Normal;  the 
Sul  Ross  State  Normal;  the  Stephen  F.  Austin  State  Normal;  the  John 
Tarleton  Agricultural  College;  the  Grubbs  Vocational  College;  the  Texas 
State  School  for  the  Blind;  and  the  State  Deaf  and  Dumb  Institute,  for  the 
two  years  beginning  September  1,  1921,  and  ending  August  31,  1923,  and 
declaring  an  emergency. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Legislature  of  the  State  of  Texas: 

Section  1.  That  the  following  sums  of  money,  or  so  much  thereof  as  may 
be  necessary,  be  and  the  same  are  hereby  appropriated  to  pay  the  salaries  of 
officers  and  employes  and  other  expenpcs  necessary  for  the  support  and  main- 
tenance of  certain  educational  institutions  of  the  State,  and  provided  that  none 
of  the  moneys  appropriated  herein  shall  be  used  for  advertising  for  any  pur- 
pose whatever;  and  that  if  any  subject  be  not  taught,  or  the  place  not  filled 
by  the  appointment  of  a  professor  or  instructor  or  other  person  for  whom  a 
salary  is  herein  fixed,  then  such  salary  shall  lapse  and  be  returned  to  or  left 
in  the  State  Treasury;  and  provided  further,  that  no  professor,  instructor  or 
other  person  for  whom  any  salary  is  herein  fixed  shall  be  allowed  to  draw 
more  than  the  amount  of  such  salary  from  any  other  salary  or  amount  herein 
fixed,  or  from  any  State  fund  or  funds  under  the  control  of  the  governing 
board  of  any  institution  mentioned  in  this  bill;  and  provided  further,  that  if 
any  amount  herein  fixed  for  any  particular  purpose  be  not  used  for  such  pur- 
pose, in  whole  or  in  part,  the  unused  portion  of  such  fixed  amount  shall  be 
returned  to  or  left  in  the  State  Treasury;  provided,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of 
the  governing  board  of  any  institution  mentioned  herein  to  transfer  any  em- 
ploye of  said  institution  to  any  department  in  said  institution  whenever  such 
transfer  in  the  opinion  of  the  governing  board  is  to  the  best  interests  of  the 
institution.  If  it  shall  be  found  by  the  governing  board  that  there  is  an  excess 
appropriation  in  one  department,  and  deficit  in  another,  the  governing  board 
is  expressly  authorized  to  transfer  such  excess  to  the  department  in  which  the 
deficit  is  found  to  exist;  but  it  is  expressly  provided  that  the  excess  shall  not 
be  used  to  increase  any  salary  herein  created  out  of  State  funds,  or  to  create 
any  new  salary  in  any  department  at  a  higher  figure  than  that  prescribed 
herein  for  like  service.  Record  of  every  transfer  shall  be  made  in  the  books 
of  the  institution  making  the  same. 
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UNIVERSITY  OF  TEXAS. 

For  the  maintenance^  support  and  direction  of  the  University  of  Texas,  con- 
sisting of  the  Main  University  at  Austin,  the  Medical  Branch  at  Galveston, 
and  the  College  of  Mines  and  Metallurgy  at  El  Paso,  including  the  construction 
of  buildings,  for  the  two  years  beginning  September  1,  1921,  and  ending  August 
31,  1923,  all  of  the  University  available  fund,  including  interest,  from  its  bonds 
and  land  leases,  donations,  gifts,  fees  and  all  other  receipts  whatsoever  from 
any  source  except  oil  leases,  as  provided  by  the  statutes,  and  rents  from  prop- 
erty acquired  by  the  University  land  acquisition  board;  provided,  that  no  sal- 
aries which  may  be  voted  by  the  Board  of  Regents  out  of  funds  hereby  appro- 
priated exceed  the  salaries  hereinafter  appropriated  out  of  general  revenue  for 
the  same  grade  and  service  and  the  salaries  herein  provided  for  out  of  general 
revenue  funds  shall  not  be  increased  from  other  State  funds;  and  provided 
further,  that  no  part  of  the  University  available  fund  nor  the  fund  derived 
from  rents  from  property  acquired  by  the  University  land  acquisition  board 
shall  be  used  for  any  purpose,  save  and  except  permanent  buildings,  or  for 
repairs. 

For  the  maintenance,  support  and  direction  of  the  University  of  Texas,  con- 
sisting of  the  Main  University  at  Austin,  the  Medical  Branch  at  Galveston, 
and  the  College  of  Mines  and  Metallurgy  at  El  Paso,  for  the  two  years  begin- 
ning September  1,  1921,  and  ending  August  31,  1923,  from  the  general  revenue, 
with  such  changes  and  substitutions  within  the  totals  of  salaries,  departments^ 
and  laboratories,  and  current  expense  groups  for  each  of  said  branches  as  the 
Board  of  Regents  may  deem  necessary;  provided,  that  no  salary  shall  be  in- 
creased to  a  greater  amount  than  shown  herein.

any  person  who  is  not  a  citizen  of  the  United  States  imder  the  naturalization 
laws  of  the  United  States,  who  has  resided  in  Texas  for  a  period  of  ten  years, 
and  who  shall,  within  thirty  days  after  this  act  shall  take  effect  make  appli- 
cation to  become  a  citizen  of  the  United  States,  and  who  shall  within  two  years 
after  making  such  application,  become  a  citizen  of  the  United  States,  under  the 
naturalization  laws  of  the  United  States. 

The  amounts  appropriated  in  this  act  are  intended  to  cover  the  entire  cost 
of  the  respective  items,  and  it  is  especially  provided  hereby  that  all  contracts 
and  undertakings  entered  into,  under  and  by  virtue  of  the  terms  hereof,  for  im- 
provements, enhirgements  and  repairs  on  buildings  and  grounds,  and  for  the 
construction  of  new  buildings,  and  for  furnishings  and  equipment  of  buildings, 
shall  be  made  strictly  within  the  limits  and  terms  of  the  appropriations  made 
for  such  purposes;  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  managers  and  directors  of  the 
various  institutions,  in  the  consideration  and  adoption  of  plans,  specifications 
and  contracts  therefor  not  to  exceed  such  appropriations,  nor  to  incur  any  ob- 
ligations in  excess  thereof. 

Provided,  that  no  money  herein  or  hereby  appropriated  for  any  purpose  shall 
be  paid  out  to  any  person,  directly  or  indirectly,  upon  any  contract  or  agree- 
ment, made  or  existing  between  sudi  persons  and  the  board  authorizing  the  pay- 
ment of  same,  where  any  member  of  such  board  is  of  kin  to  such  person  by 
blood  or  marriage  or  where  such  person  is  directly  or  indirectly  indebted  to  any 
member  of  such  board. 
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The  following  explanatory  statement 
accompanied  the  report  and  was  read 
to  the  House: 

Deferring  to  the  will  of  the  majority 
of  the  committee  having  this  bill  under 
consideration,  I  sign  this  report;  but 
with  the  reservation'  that  I  am  not  in 
agreement  with  the  action  of  the  ma- 
jority of  the  committee  as  to  important 
sections  of  said  bill,  as  set  forth  in  the 
report  submitted  by  the  Conference  Com- 
mittee.

The  following  statement  also  accom- 
panied the  report  and  was  read  to  the 
House : 

Hon.  Charles  G.  Thomas,  Speaker  of  the 

House  of  Representatives, 

Dear  Sir:  We,  the  undersigned 
House  members  of  the  Conference  Com- 
mit tee  on  House  bill  No.  14  beg  to 
respectfully  report  that  we  do  not  con- 
cur with  the  Free  Conference  report 
submitted  by  the  majority  of  the  Senate 
and  House  Committees,  for  the  follow- 
ing reasons: 

First,  the  deduction  20  per  cent  of 
the  amount  of  excess  of  salaries  above 
$2400  amounts  to  approximately  $9000 
annually  for  the  Agricultural  and  Me- 
chanical College  and  $38,000  an"nually 
for  the  University  of  Texas.  The  de- 
ductions under  the  House  amendment 
amount  to  approximately  $30,000  per 
year  for  the  Agricultural  and  Mechani- 
cal College  and  $231,000  per  year  for 
the  University  of  Texas.  All  of  the  de- 
ductions made  by  the  House  amend- 
ment were  not  in  fact  deductions  at  all 
but  were  merely  a  removal  of  the  emer- 
gency increases  allowed  for  this  year, 
because  of  the  abnormally  high  cost  of 
living,  which  increases  were  allowed  by 
the  Legislature  upon  the  assurance  that 
they  were  only  temporary.  The  emer- 
gency calling  for  these  increases  has 
passed;  the  high  cost  of  living  has  to 
a  great  extent  passed  and  livin'g  ex- 
penses are  all  the  time  coming  down; 
the  people  of  this  State  are  in  dire  fi- 
nancial straits,  and  are  demanding  a 
reduction  of  expenditures  for  public  in- 
stitutions. We  believe  that  under  all 
the  circumstances  it  is  proper  and  right 
that  the  faculties  of  the  educational  in- 
stitutions should  bear  some  little  part 
of  the  burden  which  we  all  have  to  bear. 

Second,  the  majority  of  your  com- 
mittee declined  to  accede  to  the  House 
amendment  salaries  of  the  Presidents  of 
the   State   University   and  the  Agricul- 


tural and  Mechanical  College,  but  fixed    I 
the  same  at  $7500  per  year.    These  sal-    ' 
aries  have  been  recently  raised,  and  we    I 
believe  that  in  view  of  financial  condi- 
tions they  should  be  reduced  in  proper-    i 
tion   to  a   reasonable   reduction    in   tbe 
salaries  of  the  faculties  of  said  institu-    ^ 
tions.     The  majority  of  the   committee 
refused    to   apply   the    reduction    which 
was    applied    to    the    faculties     to    the    ' 
presidents  of  these  institutions. 

Third,  a  large  majority  of  the  mem- 
bers of  the  House,  believing  that  the 
time  has  come  to  economize  on  public 
expenditures,  have  for  about  three  weeks 
fought  to  remove  the  emergency  in- 
creases in  salaries  in  said  institutions. 
If  this  House  should  adopt  the  confer- 
ence report  of  tnree  members  of  the 
House  appointed  from  a  minority  of  the 
House,  the  efforts  of  the  majority  will 
have  entirely  failed  and  the  long  fight 
will  have  been  in  vain.  We  do  not  be- 
lieve that  the  majority  should  surrend- 
er their  conviction  to  the  minority,  or 
that  the  House  should  be  called  upon 
to  practically  accept  the  dictation  of 
the  Senate  in  an  effort  to  compromise. 
We  were  willing  to  accept  any  reason- 
able compromise,  but  all  efforts  in  that 
direction  on  our  part  have  been  in  vain. 
For  the  reasons  above  stated,  we  de- 
cline to  sign  the  conference  report  and 
ask  that  the  same  be  not  accepted.

Mr.  Bonham  made  the  following  mo- 
tion: 

"I  move  that  the  committee  report  be 
rejected,  that  the  committee  be  request- 
ed to  resume  ntegotiations  with  the 
members  of  a  committee  to  be  appointed 
at  the  request  of  the  House  from  the 
Senate,  and  that  the  House  Committee 
be  instructed  to  concede  a  fifty  per  cent 
reduction  in  the  cut  in  salaries  except 
as  to  the  Presidents  of  the  Universitj 
of  Texas  and  the  Agricultural  and  Me- 
chanical College,  which  salaries  shall  re- 
main as  fixed  by  the  House,  that  the 
salary  of  the  President  of  the  Collej^ 
of  Industrial  Arts  be  fixed  at  $5500, 
that  the  available  fund  of  the  Uni- 
versity be  retained  for  building  pur- 
poses, and  that  the  Pope  amendment  be 
so  amended  as  to  allow  a  transfer  of 
any  person  from  one*  department  to  an- 
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other,  but  no  change  of  salary,  and  that 
the  Senate  be  requested  to  appoint  an'- 
other   Free    Conference  Committee." 

Mr.  Miller  of  Dallas  raised  a  point  of 
order  on  consideration  of  the  motion  on 
the  ground  that  the  only  question  pend- 
ing before  the  House  was  the  adoption  or 
rejection  of  the  Conference  Committee 
report  and  that  it  was  not  now  in  order 
for  the  House  to  instruct  the  Confer- 
ence Committee  as  Mr,  Bonham  sought 
to  do. 

The  Speaker  sustained  the  point  of 
order  and  in  support  of  his  ruling  read 
to  the  House  the  following  from  Vol. 
6,  Hinds'  Precedents  of  the  National 
House   of   Representatives: 

"6389.  Pending  the  question  on  agree- 
ing to  a  conference  report,  motions  re- 
lating to  the  disposal  of  the  individual 
amendments  in  disagreement,  or  for  the 
instruction  of  conferees  at  a  future  con- 
ference are  not  in  order. — On  January 
29,  1897,  the  House  was  considering  the 
conference  report  on  the  bill  (S.  1832) 
to  define  the  rights  of  purchasers  under 
mortgages  authorized  by  an  act  of  Con- 
gress approved  April  20,  1871,  concern- 
ing the  Atlantic  and  Pacific  Kailroad 
Company. 

"Pending  the  question  of  agreement 
to  the  report  Mr.  William  K  Barrett  of 
Massachusetts,  proposed  to  move  cer- 
tain instructions  to  the  conferees. 

•*The  Speaker  ruled  that  the  proper 
course  of  proceeding  in  such  a  case  as 
this  was  for  the  House  first  to  vote 
upon  agreeing  to  the  report  of  the  con- 
ference committee.  If  the  report  be 
disagreed  to,  then  the  House  may  in- 
sist upotf  its  amendments  and  ask  for  a 
new  conference;  and  pending  the  ap- 
pointment of  the  conferees  a  motion 
may  be  made  that  they  be  instructed.'' 

Mr.  Merriman  moved  the  previous 
question  on  the  report  and  the  main 
question  was  ordered. 

Question  recurring  on  the  adoption  of 
the  report,  yeas  and  nays  were  de- 
manded.

BILLS   SIGNED   BY   THE  SPEAKER. 

The  Speaker  signed,  in  the  presence 
of  the  House,  after  giving  due  notice 
thereof  and  their  captions  had  been 
read  severally,  the  following  enrolled 
bills; 

H.  B.  No.  8,  "An  Act  to  amend  Ar- 
ticles 24  and  26,  Revised  Civil  Statutes 
of  Texas,  1911,  apportioning  the  State 
of  Toxas  into  Senatorial  Districts;  de- 
claring what  counties  shall  constitute 
each  'Senatorial  District;  providing  for 
returns  of  elections;  repealing  all  laws 
in  conflict  herewith,  and  declaring  an 
emergency." 

S.  B.  No.  80,  "An  Act  to  amend 
Articles  5956,  5956,  5963,  6967,  5969, 
6970,  697.3,  5975,  5978,  5984,  5987,  5992, 
and  6000,  of  Title  96  of  the  Revised 
Civil  Statutes  of  1911,  relating  to  navi- 
gation districts,  so  as  to  provide  that 
said  districts  may  be  composed  of  lands 
in  one  or  more  counties,  and  so  as  to 
provide  that  said  districts  may  issue 
bonds  in  such  denominations  and  pay- 
able at  such  time  or  times,  not  exceed- 
ing thirty  years  from  their  date  as  may 
be  deemed  expedient  by  the  commission- 
ers court  'having  jurisdiction  of  such 
districts,  said  bonds  to  bear  not  to  ex- 
ceed six  per  cent  interest  per  annum, 
and  declaring  an  emergency." 

S.  B.  No.  19,  "An  Act  for  the  pur- 
pose of  promoting  public  school  interests 
of  rural  schools  and  those  of  small 
towns,  of  aiding  the  people  to  provide 
adequate  school  faeilities  for  the  educa- 
tion* of  their  children,  by  the  appro- 
priation of  two  million  dollars  each 
year,  or  so  much  thereof  as  may  be 
necessary,  for  the  next  two  fiscal  years 
ending  August  31,  1922,  and  August  31, 
1923,  respectively,  and  allowing  the 
State  Board  of  Education  and  the  State 
Superintendent  of  Public  Instruction  to 
aid  such  schools  in  accordance  with  the 
conditions  herein  specified;  providing 
how  such  schools  shall  be  located  and

county;  giving  preference  to  all  school 
districts  in  which  the  available  district 
tax  will  not  maintain  the  schools  six 
months  in  the  year;  providing  that  such 
schools  receiving  such  aid  shall  have  a 
certain*  percentage  of  attendance,  with 
exceptions;  granting  authority  to  the 
State  Board  of  Education  and  the  State 
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Superintendent  of  Public  Instruction  to 
act  for  the  best  interests  of  the  schools 
in  cases  and  conditions  not  covered 
by  the  law;  giving  to  the  State  Board 
of  Education'  and  the  State  Superin- 
tendent power  to  establisli  rules  and  reg- 
ulation for  the  improvement  of  country 
schools  receiving  the  benefits  of  a  por- 
tion of  the  funds  provided  for  in  this 
act;  providing  for  the  expenses  of  ad- 
ministration by  action  of  the  State 
Board  of  Education;  providing  for  re- 
ports to  be  made  to  the  State  Superin- 
tendent of  Public  Instruction  and  to  the 
State  Board  of  Education;  providing 
for  the  manner  of  payment  and  distribu- 
tion of  all  money  granted  under  the 
provisioris  of  this  act;  repealing  all 
laws  and  parts  of  laws  in  conflict  here- 
with, and  declaring  an  emergency." 

S.  B.  No.  61,  "An  Act  making  appro- 
priations for  the  State  government  for 
two  years  beginning  September  1,  1921, 
and  endin'g  August  31,  1923,  and  for 
other  purposes,  and  prescribing  certain 
regulations  and  restrictions  in  respect 
thereto,    and    declaring    an    emergency." 

S.  B.  No.  69,  "An  Act  to  amend  Sec- 
tions 19,  38,  41,  42,  44  and  47  of 
Chapter  44,  Acts  of  the  Thirty-fifth 
Legislature,  Fourth  Called  Session',  ap- 
proved April  12,  1918,  and  also  to 
amend  Section  56  of  said  Chapter  44, 
as  amended  by  Chapter  135,  Acts  of 
the  Thirty-sixth  Legislature,  Regular 
Session,  approved  March  24,  1919;  au- 
thorizing commissioners  courts  to  ap- 
point commissioners  of  appraisement  for 
levee  improvement  districts  and  to  levy 
and  cause  to  be  assessed  and  collected 
the  necessary  taxes  in  such  districts;

Be  it  further  resolved.  That  it  shall 
be  the  duty  of  the  Speaker,  and  he  is 
hereby  empowered  to  dispense  with  the 
services  of  any  employe  when  in  his 
judgment  said  employe  is  not  further 
needed,  or  for  misconduct  of  any  em- 
ploye; and  further,  he  shall  have  the 
power  to  appoint  extra  help  when  in 
his  judgment  it  is  needed.

RELATING  TO  PRICE  OF  OIL  AND 
GASOLINE.  I 

Mr.  Miller  of  Dallas  offered  the  fol- 
lowing   resolution : 

H.  C.  R.  No.  1,  Relating  to  price  of 
oil  and  gasoline. 

WTiereas,  It  is  commonly  believed  that 
there  exists  in  what  is  generally  known 
as  the  Mid-Continent  Oil  Fields,  a  de- 
liberate purpose  on  the  part  of  certain 
of  the  large  oil  corporations  which,  in 
so  far  as  it  affects  the  State  of  Texas, 
is  in  violation  of  both  the  letter  and 
spirit  of  our  anti-trust  laws,  to  so  ma- 
nipulate the  market  in  this  and  other 
States  comprising  mid-continent  fields, 
as  to  control  not  only  the  prices  of  the 
crude  oil.  but  also  the  prices  of  the 
finished  products  of  the  refineries,  espe- 
cially as  it  applies  to  gasoline,  for  the 
purpose  of  putting  out  of  business  the 
Independent  refineries  and  the  independ- 


ent brokers  and  dealers  in  gasoline  and 
oils;  and 

Whereas,  It  is  generally  imderstood 
that  in  pursuance  of  this  plan,  the  price 
of  crude  oil  has  been  autocratically  low- 
ered without  reference  to  the  intrinsic 
or  market  value  thereof,  or  cost  of  pro- 
duction; that  many  of  the  large  com- 
panies who  handle  the  refinery  products 
through  the  medium  of  their  own  fill- 
ing stations,  are  paying  more  money  for 
gasoline  in  tank  carloads  at  the  inde- 
pendent refineries  than  they  sell  it  for 
to  the  gasoline  stations,  and  are  indulg- 
ing in  many  methods  of  cutting,  bonuses 
and  special  deductions,  including  de- 
liveries to  commercial  trade  at  prices 
under  the  filling  station  discoimt,  and 
the  custom  of  certain  big  companies 
having  filling  stations  of  their  own  sell- 
ing through  their  filling  stations  at  dif- 
ferent prices  to  different  customers 
making  arbitrary  and  unnatural  dis- 
criminations, selling  to-  some  customers 
at  prices  cheaper  than  an  independent 
station  can  buy,  thereby  attempting  to 
put  the  independent  stations  out  of 
business.  The  sole  purpose  of  all  of 
which  is  to  destroy  the  independent 
refineries  and  the  independent  filling 
stations,  which  is  not  only  a  violation 
of  the  anti-trust  laws  of  this  State,  but 
is  detrimental  to  the  existence  of  one 
of  the  largest  interests  of  the  State  of 
Texas;  therefore,  be  it 

Resolved  by  the  House  of  Represent- 
atives of  the  State  of  Texas,  the  Senate 
concurring,  That  there  be  and  is  hereby 
appointed  a  joint  committee  to  be  com- 
posed of  three  members  of  the  House 
appointed  by  the  Speaker  of  the  House 
and  two  members  of  the  Senate  to  be 
appointed  by  the  Lieutenant  Governor, 
with  full  authority  to  investigate  such 
conditions,  to  take  testimony  in  or  out 
of  the  State  of  Texas,  to  subpoena  wit- 
nesses, to  administer  oaths  and  to  re- 
quire the  production  of  books  and  rec- 
ords of  every  person,  persons,  associa- 
tion, joint  stock  companies  or  corpora- 
tions, engaged  in  the  production,  manu- 
facturing or  sale  of  crude  petroleum,  or 
any  of  its  products,  and  to  have  all  the 
authority  vested  by  the  present  statutes 
of  the  State  of  Texas  in  investigating 
committees  appointed  by  and  under  the 
sanction  of  the  Legislature. 

That  the  Attorney  General  of  the 
State  of  Texas  is  required,  either  in 
person  or  through  some  deputy,  to  be 
designated  by  him,  to  represent  the 
State  of  Texas  in  such  investigation, 
and  the  expense  of  such  officer  shall  be 
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paid  out  of  the  contingent  expense  fund 
of  the  House  and  Senate  upon  voucher 
approved  by  the  chairman  of  this  com- 
mittee. 

That  said  committee  shall  have  the 
right  to  employ  a  com^tent  stenog- 
rapher to  tie  the  testimony  of  the 
witnesses  upon  such  investigation,  and 
to  pay  such  stenographer  out  of  the 
contingent  expense  fund  of  the  House  of 
Representatives  and  Senate;  that  wit- 
nesses summoned  before  such  committee 
shall  be  paid  the  mileage  and  per  diem 
paid  witnesses  in  the  district  courts  of 
this  State,  which  said  mileage  and  per 
diem  shall  be  paid  out  of  contingent 
expense  funds  of  the  Bouse  and  Senate 
upon  voucher  approved  by  the  chair- 
man of  the  joint  committee  provided 
for  herein. 

That  said  committee  may  sit  either 
during  the  session  or  in  recess;  that 
they  shall  receive  for  each  day  in  ses- 
sion the  sum  of  $5  per  day  and  their 
actual  or  necessary  traveling  expenses 
and  hotel  bills,  when  absent  from  the 
city  of  Austin,  which  shall  be  paid  out 
of  the  contingent  expense  fund  upon 
vouchers  issued  and  signed  by  the  chair- 
man of  said  committee. 

The  resolution  was  read  second  time.

MESSAGE    FROM    THE    GOVERNOR. 

Mr.  R,  B.  Walthall,  secretary  to  the 
Governor,  appeared  at  the  bar  of  the 
House,  and  being  duly  antfounced,  pre- 
sented the  following  message  from  the 
Governor,  which  was  read  to  the  House, 
aa  follows: 

Governor's  Office, 
Austin,  Texas,  August  19,   1621. 

To  the  Members  of  the  Senate  and 
House  of  Representatives,  Second 
Called  Session  of  the  Thirty-seventh 
Legislature. 

Gentlemen:  Your  inability  to  pass 
the  general  appropriation  bill  during 
either  the  Regular  or  First  Called  Ses- 
sion, as  you  were  each  time  urged  to 
do,  made  it  necessary  for  me  to  recon- 
vene you  in  this  Second  Special  Session. 
It  was   with    reluctance   that  vou  were 


reassembled.  I  had  no  alternative.  Our 
institution's  of  learning  could  not,  in 
justice  to  the  people,  be,  for  the  coming 
year,  closed.  Your  honorable  body  atone 
has  the  power  to  make  these  appropria- 
tions for  their  maintenance.  The  Con- 
stitution makes  it  my  duty  to  recom- 
mend, but  I  have  no  authority  to  enact 
laws.  Therefore,  when  on  Tuesday  night 
you  adjourned  with  the  doors  of  every 
institution  of  advanced  learning  in 
Texas  closed  for  the  coming  year,  there 
was  nothing  left  for  me  to  do  except 
reassemble  you  and  for  the  third  time 
kindly  ask  that  these  imperatively  de- 
mandin'g  appropriations  be  made. 

While  I  do  not  consider  it  within  the 
scope  of  my  proper  province  to  take 
either  side  of  the  bitterly  contested  dif- 
ferences between  the  Senate  and  House 
which  made  it  impossible  to  agree  on 
the  educational  bills,  still  I  do  not  deem 
it  out  of  place  for  me,  in  the  interest 
of  the  great  State  of  Texas,  whose  ser- 
vants We  are,  to  express  the  earnest 
hope  that  you  will  speedily  reconcile 
and  compromise  your  differences  and 
make  necessary  appropriation  for  the 
support  of  all  our  institutions.  Appro- 
priations, of  course,  should  be  kept 
within  the  available  revenues.  In  this 
connection,  desire  to  remind  you  that  our 
present  tax  rate  is  22  cetfts  on  the  one 
hundred  dollars.  This  tax  rate,  together 
with  taxes  from  other  sources,  accord- 
ing to  the  highest  estimate  made  by  any 
State  official  connected  with  the  hand- 
ling of  the  State's  funds,  will  make 
available  for  you  to  appropriate  for  the 
coming  fiscal  year,  in  round  numbers,  the 
sum  of  $19,bOO,000.  If  your  appro- 
priations exceed  this  amount  you  force 
a  raise  of  the  present  tax  rate.  Esti- 
mating the  educational  bills,  not  yet 
passed,  at  five  million  dollars,  the  pres- 
ent Legislature  has  appropriated  to  be 
paid  out  of  this  nineteen  million  dol- 
lars twenty-two  million  dollars.  It  is 
impossible  to  pay  a  twenty-two  million 
dollar  debt  with  nineteen  million  dol- 
lars. Under  present  financial  condi- 
tions the  present  tax  burdens  should 
not  be  increased.  Therefore,  in'  order 
that  you  may  readjust  your  appropria- 
tions and  cut  the  garments  to  fit  the 
cloth,  provided  you  do  not  desire  to  in- 
crease the  tax  burdens,  you  are  privi- 
leged to  consider  the  wisdom  of  cutting 
down  any  appropriations  made  for  any 
purpose  in  anV  bill  passed  by  the  Thir- 
ty-seventh Legislature. 

As  far  as  I  know,  this  will  be  my 
only  message  to  this  Special  Session, 
and  for  that  reason  I  feel   it  my  duty 
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to  again  call  your  attention  to  the  fact 
that  Texas  has  itot  been  redistricted 
into  Senatorial  Districts  for  twenty 
years.  The  Constitution  demands  that 
the  State  be  redistricted  into  Repre- 
sentative and  Senatorial  Districts  every 
ten  years.  The  democratic  platform  on 
which  you  ran  for  office  demands  that 
this  Legislature  thus  redistrict  the 
State.  The  bill  passed  by  the  First 
Called  Session  a  few  days  ago  does  not 
fulfill  either  the  letter  or  the  spirit  of 
the  Constitution  or  the  party  platform. 
Therefore,  the  matter  of  redistricting  the 
State  into  Senatorial  and  Representa- 
tive Districts  is  cordially  submitted  to 
you  for  the  third  time,  in  ordeV  that 
this  work,  committed  to  your  hands  by 
the  people  of  Texas,  may  be  done  so 
that  said  acts  will  go  into  effect  now 
and  not  in  1924,  as  heretofore  enacted 
by  you. 

•  I  pledge  to  you  my  active  help  and 
earnest  co-operation  to  the  end  that  we 
may  have  a  government  amply  provided 
for  an'd  economically  administered.  If 
I  can  be  of  service  to  you  in  your  de- 
liberations, I  am  yours  to  command.

port as  provided  for  in  said  resolution;

Resolved,  That  the  committee  named 
in  pursuance  of  the  terms  of  said  House 
Concurrent  Resolution  No.  17  make  the 
trip  of  inspection  and  investigation'  on 
or  about  the  16th  day  of  September, 
1921,  and  that  said  committee  make 
their  report  to  the  first  session  of  the 
Legislature  (whether  special  or  regu- 
lar) after  the  completion  of  said  in- 
spection and  investigation  and  that  the 
terms  of  said  House  Concurrent  Reso- 
lutiotf  No.  17  be  and  the  same  is  here- 
by amended  according  to  the  terms 
hereof.

Whereas,  A  movement  has  been  set 
on  foot  having  for  its  object  the  desig- 
nation of  a  certain  area  lying  mainly 
in  Jeff  Davis  county,  and  embracing  a 
number  of  the  picturesque  canyons  of 
the  Davis  mountains  as  a  State  park; 
atfd, 

Wherea«,  It  is  desirable  that  the  area 
aforementioned  be  taken  under  State 
control  in  order  that  the  wonderfully 
scenic  portions  of  the  Davis  mountains 
be  preserved  and  held  for  the  benefit 
of  the  people  of  the  State  of  Texas  and 
made  accessible  to  them  in  order  that 
they  may  be  spared  the  necessity  and 
expend  of  seeking  recreation,  health, 
and  oomfort  in  other  States  during  the 
summer  months,  thus  saving  to  the 
State  millions  of  dollars  annually  now 
spent  elsewhere  by  the  people  of  Texas;

Whereas,  In  the  proposed  Davis 
Mountain  State  Park  area  may  be 
found  the  "last  refuge"  of  the  big  game 
animals,  with  which  the  State  of  Texas 
once  was  well  supplied,  it  is  desirable 
that  such  area  be  taken'  under  State 
control  in  order  that  the  deer,  bear, 
mountain  sheep,  mountain  goat,  wild 
turkey,  blue  pigeons  and  other  game 
animals  and  birds  be  preserved  from 
ruthle$>s  slaughter  and  ultimate  extinc- 
tion; and. 

Whereas,  As  a  further  reason  that  the 
area  indicated  be  set  aside  for  State 
park  purposes  and  taken'  under  State 
control  millions  of  acres  feet  of  water 
originating  in  the  canyons  and  high 
plateaus  of  the  Davis  mountains  water- 
shed may  be  conserved  through  the  ju- 
dicious construction  of  dams,  which  will

to  irrigate  thousands  of  acres  of  fertile 
land  in  the  valley  below,  thus  adding 
to  the  tAxable  wealth  of  the  State  and 
make  homes  for  thousands  of  contented

Resolved,  That  as  a  preliminary  to 
the  designation  of  the  area  indicated  as 
State  Park  as  outlined  in  the  foregoing 
preamble  a  committee  consist in)|;  of  five 
members  of  the  House  of  Representa- 
tives be  named  by  the  Speaker  of  the 
House  of  Representatives  anid  the 
Speaker  of  the  House  of  Representatives 
as  ex-officio  member  of  said  committee 
to  investigate  the  feasibility  of  the  pro-

Hon.  Charles  G.  Thomas,  Speaker  of  the 

House  of  Representatives. 

Dear  Sir:  In  compliance  with  the 
simple  resolution  adopted  by  your  body 
this  forenoon,  beg  to  report  that  out  of 
the  appropriations  for  salaries  for  the 
Land  Office  during  the  fiscal  year  begin- 
ning September  1,  1920,  and  ending  the 
3l8t  of  August,  1921,  there  will  be  re- 
turned to  the  State  Treasury  approxi- 
mately $9,806.50  and  out  of  the  miscel- 
laneous appropriations  for  the  nedessi- 
ties  of  the  department  there  will  be  re- 
turned to  the  State  Treasury  as  unused 
approximately  $8,529.48,  making  a  to- 
tal of  the  unexpended  appropriation  for 
the  General  Land  Office  returned  to  the 
Treasury  for  the  present  fiscal  year  of 
approximately  $18,335.98.  The  reason 
I  say  approximately  is  because  some  or- 
ders are  out  for  some  supplies  and  it  is 
not  known  just  what  they  will  cost,  but 
an  estimate  has  been  made  of  the  cost 
and  the  approximate  results  are  stated 
above. 

May  I  express  the  hope  that  this  one 
report  could  be  made  sufficient  for  the 
entire  House  by  having  it  printed  in 
the  Journal,  since  this  department  has 
neither  a  photographic  machine  nor  a 
mimeograph  or  other  machine  with 
which  to  make  the  copies  except  to  take 
those  engaged  in  work  necessitating  the 
use  of  a  typewriter  from  their  regular 
daily  work  and  put  them  to  work  to

Resolved,  That  this  House  request  the 
Governor  to  submit  the  matter  of  col- 
lecting delinquent  taxes  to/  this  Legisla- 
ture so  the  necessary  and  needed  legis- 
lation can  be  had.

My  Dear  Governor:  On  yesterday  the 
Board  of  Managers  of  the  Texas  State 
Railroad  executed  a  contract  with  the 
Texas  &  New  Orleans  Railroad  Com- 
pany, which  you  approved  when  it  was 
submitted  to  you. 

This  board  is  acting  under  authority 
given  it  by  the  Legislature,  in  Senate 
bill  No.  267  of  the  Regular  Session, 
Thirty-seventh  Legislature,  which  re- 
quires that  the  board  shall  regularly 
report  to  the  Legislature.  Therefore, 
the  ratification  of  the  lease  agreement 
by  the  Legislature  is  desired,  both  by 


the  railroad  company  and  by  the  Board 
of  Managers. 

The  bill  creating  the  Board  of  Man- 
agers was  hurriedly  drawn  and  passed 
during  the  last  days  of  the  Regular 
Session.  It  is  inadequate  and  incom- 
plete in  several  respects,  and  has  some 
provisions  that  threatened  its  effective- 
ness. The  bill  directs  the  board  to 
continue  during  the  period  in  which 
convict  labor  is  made  available  to  it, 
to  repair  and  rebuild  and  use  the  con- 
vict labor  in  maintaining  the  road. 
However,  another  clause  which  is  some- 
what ambiguous,  has  been  interpreted 
by  the  Attorney  General's  Department, 
to  lapse  all  the  funds  to  the  credit  of 
the  board,  as  soon  as  a  contract  has 
been  made. 

Hon.  W.  W.  Caves  of  the  Attorney 
General's  Department  is  drawing  a  bill 
which  is  intended  to  cure  the  defects  in 
the  existing  law,  and  to  permit  the 
board  to  continue  to  function. 

I  beg,  therefore,  to  request  that  you 
submit  to  the  Legislature  "the  subject 
of  legislation  with  respect  to  the  Texas 
State  Railroad,  and  providing  for  its 
disposition." 

I  trust  that  you  will  submit  the  sub- 
ject early  today  in  order  that  the  nec- 
essary measure  may  be  passed  at  the 
earliest  possible  time.

A  BILL 

To  Be  Entitled 

An  Act  making  appropriations  to  pay  the  salaries  of  officers  and  employes  of 
certain  educational  institutions,  and  maintaining  and  conducting  them,  as 
follows,  towit:  The  University  of  Texas,  including  the  Medical  Branch  at 
Galveston  and  the  College  of  Mines  and  Metallurgy  at  El  Paso;  the  Agri- 
cultural and  Mechanical  College  of  Texas,  including  the  Extension  Service 
and  the  Agricultural  Experiment  Station  System;  the  John  Tarleton  Agricul- 
tural College,  the  Grubhs  Vocational  College;  the  Prairie  View  State  Normal 
and  Industrial  College;  the  College  of  Industrial  Arts  for  Women;  the  Sam 
Houston  Normal  Institute;  the  North  Texas  State  Normal;  the  Southwest 
Texas  State  Normal;  the  West  Texas  State  Normal;  the  East  Texas  State 
Normal;  the  Sul  Ross  State  Normal;  the  Stephen  F.  Austin  Normal; 
the  Texas  State  School  for  the  Blind;  and  the  State  Deaf  and  Dumb  Insti- 
tute, for  the  two  years  beginning  September  1,  1921,  and  ending  August  31, 
1023,  and  declaring  an  emergency. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Legislature  of  the  State  of  Texas: 

Section  1.  That  the  following  sums  of  money,  or  so  much  thereof  as  may 
be  necessary,  be  and  the  same  are  hereby  appropriated  to  pay  the  salaries  of 
officers  and  employes  and  other  expenses  necessary  for  the  support  and  main- 
tenance of  certain  educational  institutions  of  the  State,  and  provided  that  none 
of  the  moneys  appropriated  herein  shall  be  used  for  advertising  for  any  pur- 
pose whatever;  and  that  if  any  subject  be  not  taught,  or  the  place  not  filled 
by  the  appointment  of  a  professor  or  instructor  or  other  person  for  whom  a 
salary  is  herein  fixed,  then  such  salary  shall  lapse  and  be  returned  to  or  left 
in  the  State  Treasury;  and  provided  further,  that  no  professor,  instructor  or 
other  person  for  whom  any  salary  is  herein  fixed  shall  be  allowed  to  draw 
more  than  the  amount  of  such  salary  from  any  other  salary  or  amount  herein 
fixed,  or  from  any  State  fund  or  funds  under  the  control  of  the  governing 
board  of  any  institution  mentioned  in  this  bill;  and  provided  further,  that  if 
any  amount  herein  fixed  for  any  particular  purpose  be  not  used  for  such  pur- 
pose, in  whole  or  in  part,  the  unused  portion  of  such  fixed  amount  shall  be 
returned  to  or  left  in  the  State  Treasury;  provided,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of 
the  governing  board  of  any  institution  mentioned  herein  to  transfer  any  em- 
ploye of  said  institution  to  any  department  in  said  institution  whenever  such 
transfer  in  the  opinion  of  the  governing  board  is  to  the  best  interests  of  the 
institution.  If  it  shall  be  found  by  the  governing  board  that  there  is  an  excess 
appropriation  in  one  department,  and  deficit  in  another,  the  governing  board 
is  expressly  authorized  to  transfer  such  excess  to  the  department  in  which  the 
deficit  is  found  to  exist;  but  it  is  expressly  provided  that  the  excess  shall  not 
be  used  to  increase  any  salary  herein  created  out  of  State  funds,  or  to  create  . 
any  new  salary  in  any  department  at  a  higher  figure  than  that  prescribed 
herein  for  like  service.  Record  of  every  transfer  shall  be  made  in  the  books 
of  the  institution  making  the  same. 

UNIVERSITY  OF  TEXAS. 

For  the  maintenance,,  support  and  direction  of  the  University  of  Texas,  con- 
sisting of  the  Main  University  at  Austin,  the  Medical  Branch  at  Galveston, 
and  the  College  of  Mines  and  Metallurgy  at  EI  Paso,  including  the  construction 
of  buildings,  for  the  two  years  beginning  Septemljer  1,  1921.  and  ending  August 
31,  1923,  all  of  the  University  available  fund,  including  interest,  from  its  bonds 
and  land  leases,  donations,  gifts,  fees  and  all  other  receipts  whatsoever  from 
any  source  except  oil  leases,  as  provided  by  the  statutes,  and  rents  from  prop- 
erty acquired  by  the  University  land  acquisition  board;  provided,  that  no  sal- 
aries which  may  be  voted  by  the  Board  of  Regents  out  of  funds  hereby  appro- 
priated exceed  the  salaries  hereinafter  appropriated  out  of  general  revenue  for 
the  same  grade  and  service  and  the  salaries  herein  provided  for  out  of  general 
revenue  funds  shall  not  be  increased  from  other  State  funds;  and  provided 
further,   that  no  part  of  the  University  available  fund  nor  the   fund   derived 
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from  rents  from  property  acquired  by  the  University  land  acquisition  board 
shall  be  used  for  any  purpose,  save  and  except  permanent  buildings,  or  for 
repairs. 

For  the  maintenance,  support  and  direction  of  the  University  of  Texas,  con- 
sisting of  the  Main  University  at  Austin,  the  Medical  Branch  at  Galveston, 
and  the  College  of  Mines  and  Metallurgy  at  El  Paso,  for  the  two  years  begin- 
ning  September  1,  1921,  and  ending  August  31,  1923,  from  the  general  revenue, 
with  such  changes  and  substitutions  within  the  totals  of  salaries,  departments, 
and  laboratories,  and  current  expense  groups  for  each  of  said  branchy  as  the 
Board  of  Regents  may  deem  necessary;  provided,  that  no  salary  shall  be  in- 
creased to  a  greater  amount  than  shown  herein.  Such  changes  and  substitu- 
tions to  be  made  a  matter  of  record  in  the  minutes  of  said  board.

And  provided  further,  that  no  money  herein  or  hereby  appropriated  for  any 
salarios  shall  be  paid  to  any  person  or  persons  who  have' not  actually  performed 
the  duties  required  by  the  contract  of  employment,  or  who  are  away  from  such 
institutions  where  employed,  or  who  are  absent  on  leave  of  absence,  in  or  out 
of  the  State,  except  during  vacation  time. 

The  appropriations  herein  provided  for  are  to  be  construed  as  the  maximum

The  fact  that  the  Regular  and  First  Called  Session  of  the  Thirty -seventh 
Xiegislature  adjourned  without  passing  the  general  appropriation  bill,  and  the 
further  fact  that  public  policy  requires  that  proper  provision  be  made  for 
the  maintenance  and  support  of  all  educational  institutions  with  as  little 
delay  as  possible,  and  this  bill,  being  one  of  the  regular  appropriation  bills, 
and  the  near  approach  of  the  date  of  adjournment  of  this  Special  Session 
creates  an  emergency  and  an  imperative  public  necessity  that  the  constitutional 
rule  requiring  bills  to  be  read  on  three  several  days  be  suspended,  and  that  this 
act  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from  and  after  its  passage,  and  it  is  so  enacted.

Whereas,  At  the  end  of  the  present 
session  of  the  Legislature  there  will  be 
some  furniture,  fixtures,  stationery  and 
supplies  purchased  for  the  use  of  the 
Senate  and  House  left  in  the  Sergeant- 
at -Arms'  rooms  of  the  Senate  and  House, 
all  of  which  should  be  conserved  and 
taken  care  of;   and 

W^hereaa,  We  are  advised  that  other 
departments  of  the  State  government 
have  heretofore  taken  out  and  used 
some  of  such  articles  of  furniture,  etc., 
when  the  Legislature  was  not  in  ses- 
sion;   therefore,   be  it 

Resolved,  That  the  Lieutenant  Gov- 
ernor and  Speaker  of  the  House,  acting 
together,  shall  appoint  a  porter  to  take 
charge  of  the  Senate  Chamber  and  the 
Hall  of  the  House  of  Representatives 
and  connecting  rooms,  and  to  care  for 
same  during  the  time  intervening  be- 
tween the  close  of  this  session  and  the 
beginning  of  the  next.  And  it  shall  be 
the  duty  of  said  porter  to  see  that  all 
furniture,  fixtures,  stationery  and  sup- 
plies purchased  for  use  of  the  Senate 
and  House  are  kept  where  they  belong;

"An  Act  to  amend  Chapter  26  of  the

REPORT  OF  BOARD  OF  MANAGERS 
TEXAS    STATE   RAILROAD. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Seagler,  the  follow- 
ing supplemental  report  of  the  Board 
of  Managers,  Texas  State  Railroad,  was 
ordered  printed  in  the  Journal: 

To  the  Honorable  President  of  the  Sen- 
ate and  to  the  Honorable  Speaker  of 
the  House: 

Report  of  Board  of  Managers,  Texas 
State  Railroad,  submitting  lease  agree- 
ment, proposed  bill  ratifying  it,  and 
supplemental   financial   statement. 

Senate  bill  No.  267,  creating  this 
board  was  approved  and  became  effective 
March  12,  1921.  On  the  same  date  the 
Lieutenant  Governor,  chairman  of  the 
board,  appointed  Mr.  J.  A.  Glen  of  Beau- 
mont and  Mr.  E.  0.  Durham  of  Diboll, 
experienced  railroad  men,  as  members. 
An  opinion  construing  and  declaring 
the  bill  operative  was  rendered  by  the 
Attorney  General  on  April  5,  1921. 

The  first  meeting  of  the  Board  of 
Managers  was  held  in  Houston  on  March 
28,  1921.  Conference  was  held  by  the 
board  with  the  entire  Prison  Commis- 
sion, who  refused  to  provide  a  prison 
building  in  which  to  house  the  convicts 
whose  labor  was  assigned  the  State 
Railroad  in  Senate  bill  No.  267;  but 
demanded  that  a  suitable  prison  build- 
ing satisfactory  to  the  Commission  be 
built  by  the  Board  of  Managers.  In 
order  to  expedite  delivery  of  these  con- 
victs to  the  State  Railroad^  the  Board 
of  Managers  effected  a  compromise  with 
the  Prison  Commission,  agreeing  to  fur- 
nish materials  with  which  the  Prison 
Commission  would  erect  its  building; 
and  ultimately  citizens  along  the  line 
subscribed  a  large  portion  of  the  mate- 
rials used  in  the  building,  the  balance 
being  bought  by  the  Board  of  Managers. 
A  list  of  all  the  physical  property 
of  the  road  was  made,  including  tools 
and  rolling  stock. 

Formal   transfer   of   the   property   of 
the  road  to  the  Board  of  Managers  was 
8— 8C 


made  by  the  Prison  Commission  on 
April  22,  1921. 

Fourteen  trusty  convicts  were  sent  to 
the  road  by  the  Prison  Commission  en 
May  15th,  under  orders  of  the  sergeant 
placed  in  charge  of  them  by  the  Prison 
Commission.  Several  of  these  have  been 
used  as  cooks,  storekeepers,  dishwashers, 
etc.,  and  the  board  derived  the  labor  of 
only  three  and  one-half  men  per  day 
on  the  average  from  this  group  of  con- 
victs. 

Free  labor  was  employed  by  the  board 
for  additional  work  on  the  road,  and 
the  principal  work  of  rehabilitation  by 
the  board  has  been  done  by  such  free 
labor. 

The  prison  camp  building  was  com- 
pleted about  July  12th,  and  on  July 
15th,  thirty-five  convicts,  under  guards, 
reached  the  road.  Under  orders  of  those 
put  in  charge  of  them  by  the  Prison 
Conmiission,  several  of  these  men  have 
been  used  to  wait  on  the  others,  or  as 
cooks  and  flunkies,  and  consequently  the 
road  has  not  had  the  labor  of  much 
more  than  one-half  of  the  number  of 
these  convicts  during  the  one  month 
they  have  been  on  the  road. 

It  having  been  ascertained  that  an 
old  locomotive  belonging  to  the  road 
was  in  the  possession  of  the  prison  sys- 
tem at  Sugarland,  a  charge  for  daily 
rental  of  this  engine  was  ordered  made 
until  the  engine  should  be  returned  to 
the  road  and  delivered  to  the  board. 

A  conference  was  held  with  W.  R. 
Scott,  president  of  the  Southern  Pacific 
Lines,  on  March  28th,  when  discussion 
of  the  lease  to  the  road  to  that  line  was 
undertaken.  These  negotiations  have 
been  continued  since  that  time,  the 
chairman  of  your  board  having  given  a 
great  deal  of  time  to  developing  this 
trade. 

As  a  result  of  these  negotiations,  a 
lease,  signed  by  the  Southern  Pacific 
Lines  and  by  the  board,  is  submitted 
herewith  for  the  concurrence  and  rati- 
fication of  your  honorable  body.  This 
contract  has  been  approved  by  the  At- 
torney General's  Department  as  to  form 
and  validity,  as  shown  by  copy  of  their 
letter  hereto  attached.  The  Governor, 
to  whom  the  contract  was  submitted  be- 
fore being  signed,  has  signed  and  ap- 
proved the  same. 

There  is  also  attached  hereto  form  of 
a  proposed  bill,  granting  the  right  to 
the  Southern  Pacific  Lines  to  lease  and 
purchase  this  road,  which  it  is  hoped 
your  honorable  body  wiU^adopt  during 
the  present  sessionitized  by  VjOOg  IC

Besides  its  work  of  strengthening  and 
rehabilitating  the  road,  inserting  new 
ties  and  ditching  and  draining  the  road- 
bed, the  board  has  purchased  several 
thousand  new  ties,  which  will  be  insert- 
ed in  the  roadbed  by  the  convict  labor 
now  on  the  road. 

In  the  contract  we  have  submitted, 
all  the  tools  and  rolling  stock,  includ- 
ing the  two  locomotives,  are  reserved  to 
the  board,  and  the  members  of  the  board 
hope  to  derive  from  $15|000  to  $25,000 
from  their   sale. 

The  board  reports  that  after  it  shall 
have  rebuilt  and  rehabilitated  the  road 
and  paid  all  costs  in  connection  there- 
with and  done  all  things  necessary  to 
the  execution  of  the  lease,  and  paid  all 
expenses  of  operation,  and  after  it  has 
disposed  of  the  renoiaining  assets  just 
mentioned,  the  original  $25,000  appro- 
priated to  it  by  the  Legislature  will 
have  been  augmented  to  &e  point  that 
in  all  likelihood,  and  unless  some  un- 
foreseen contingency  should  arise,  the 
board  will  be  able  to  turn  back  to  the 
State  Treasury  a  sum  of  money  be- 
tween $30,000  and  $35,000. 

A  detailed  financial  statement,  sup- 
plementing that  submitted  to  your  body 
on  August  4th,  and  bringing  the  record 
of  the  board's  financial  transactions 
down  to  include  August  15,  1921,  is  at- 
tached hereto. 

The  board   invites  attention    to    the 


handicaps  that  have  been  thrown  around 
its  work  through  failure  of  the  prison 
system  to  provide  the  labor  of  convicts 
granted  by  your  honorable  body. 

A  complete  record  of  the  board's 
transactions  is  embodied  in  its  minutes, 
which  are  on  record  in  the  Lieutenant 
Governor's  office,  to  which  the  attention 
of  any  of  you  who  may  be  interested 
is  invited.

RELATING  TO  INSURANCE  ON 
STATE  PROPERTY. 

The  Speaker  laid  before  the  House, 
for  consideration  at  this  time,  the  fol- 
lowing resolution: 

S.  C.  R.  No.  3,  Relating  to  insurance 
on  State  property. 

Whereas,  It  is  of  great  financial  im- 
portance to  the  State  that  a  fixed  pol- 
icy be  established  with  reference  to  car- 
rying fire  insurance  upon  buildings  and 
contents  belonging  to  the  State  and  its 
various  institutions;   and 

Whereas,  The  insurance  data  and  in- 
formation tabulated  and  set  out  on  page 
261  of  the  first  annual  report  of  the 
State  Board  of  Control  indicate  that  a 
substantial  saving  can  be  made  to  the 
State  in  carrying  its  own  insurance; 
therefore,  be  it 

Resolved  by  the  Senate  of  the  State 
of  Texas,  the  House  of  Representatives 
concurring  herein,  That  hereafter  it 
shall  be  and  is  the  fixed  policy  of  this 
State  that  the  State  shall  carry  its  own 
insurance  upon  State  buildings  and  con- 
tents, and  that  no  insurance  policies 
shall  be  taken  out  upon  any  of  the  pub- 
lic buildings  of  this  State,  nor  upon  the 
contents  thereof;  and  the  State  Board 
of  Control  and  all  other  boards  having 


charge  of  buildings  of  the  State,  and 
the  contents  of  such  buildings,  are  here- 
by instructed  not  to  have  such  build- 
ings nor  property  insured,  notwith- 
standing there  may  be  items  in  the  ap- 
propriation bills  authorizing  the  ex- 
penditure of  money  for  the  payment  of 
insurance  premiums. 

Provided,  that  it  is  declared  to  be 
the  policy  of  the  State  hereafter  at  the 
end  of  each  two-year  period  to  set  aside 
approximately  one  per  cent  of  the  value 
of  all  public  buildings  owned  by  the 
State  as  a  sinking  fund  until  ten  per 
cent  of  the  total  value  of  all  such  build- 
ings has  been  accumulated,  and  that 
this  sinking  fund  shall  be  invested  in 
school  bonds  in  the  school  districts  of 
this  State. 

Provided,  however,  that  this  resolu- 
tion, or  any  part  of  its  provisions,  shall 
not  apply  to  or  affect  the  University 
of  Texas,  and  its  branches,  and  that  it 
is  the  fixed  policy  of  the  State  that  all 
buildings  and  the  contents  thereof,  be- 
longing to  the  University  of  Texas,  and 
its  branches,  shall  be  kept  insured  at 
all  times  against  any  loss  by  fire  or 
tornadoes. 

The  resolution  was  read  second  time 
and  was  adopted.

S.   C.  R.  No.  p^^.^groviding   for   com- 
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mittee  to  investigate  State  educational 
system. 

Whereas,  It  has  heen  repeatedly  stated 
that  there  is  a  large  amount  of  im- 
necessary  duplication  in  the  work  of 
the  institutions  of  higher  learning  in 
the  State  of  Texas,  thus  incurring  an 
annual  expense  to  the  people  of  Texas, 
which  should,  if  possible,  be  avoided; 
and 

Whereas,  It  has  been  held  that  much 
of  this  duplication  and  unnecessary  ex- 
pense is  due  to  the  fact  that  the  work 
of  higher  education  in  the  State  of 
Texas  has  not  been  properly  systema- 
tized and  co-ordinated;  and 

Whereas,  The  present  methods  of  pro- 
viding for  the  maintenance  and  sup- 
port of  the  institutions  of  higher  learn- 
ing in  this  State  are  both  unsatisfac- 
tory and  highly  inefficient;  now,  there- 
fore, be  it 

Resolved  by  the  Senate,  the  House  of 
Kepresentatives  concurring,  That  a  com- 
mittee of  nine  citizens  of  the  State  of 
Texas  be  appointed,  three  by  the  Gov- 
ernor of  Texas,  three  by  the  Lieutenant 
Oovemor  of  Texas,  one  of  whom  shall 
be  a  member  of  the  Senate,  and  three 
by  the  Speaker  of  the  House  of  Repre- 
sentatives, one  of  whom  shall  be  a  mem- 
ber of  the  House,  to  make  a  thorough 
examination  into  the  questions  above 
raised,  and  such  further  examination 
into  the  whole  problem  of  higher  edu- 
cation in  Texas  as  may  by  the  com- 
mittee be  deemed  advisable,  and  that 
the  said  committee  be  and  it  is  hereby 
instructed  to  report  to  any  called  ses- 
sion of  the  Thirty-seventh  Legislature, 
or,  in  the  event  of  no  called  session,  to 
the  Thirty-eighth  Legislature,  a  method 
of  systematizing  the  work  of  higher 
education  in  Texas,  together  with  an 
efficient  plan  for  their  adequate  sup-

That  the  Enrolling  and  Engrossing 
Clerks  be  retained  one  day  for  the  pur- 
pose of  properly  indexing  and  filing 
with  the  Secretary  of  State  all  bills 
and  resolutions  in  the  enrolling  and  en- 
grossing departments. 

That  the  Sergeant-at-Arms  may  re- 
tain a  porter  to  the  Sergeant-at-Arms 
five  days  and  four  for  two  days. 

That  two  hundred  and  fifty  volumes 
of  the  House  Journal  of  the  First  and 
Second  Called  Sessions  of  the  Thirty- 
seventh  Legislature,  when  completed, 
shall  be  printed  in  one  volume  and  shall 
be  bound  in  full  law  sheep,  and  that 
one  copy  when  thus  bound  shall  be  for- 
warded, prepaid,  by  the  Journal  Clerk 
of  the  House  of  Representatives  to  each 
member  of  the  House  and  one  copy  to 
each  elective  officer  of  the  House,  and 
each  Senator,  and  the  remainder  shall 
be  turned  over  to  the  Secretary  of  State.

And 
it  is  further  provided  that  the  contractor 
shall  furnish  daily  to  the  Journal  Clerk 
of  the  House,  for  the  purpose  of  cor- 
recting and  indexing,  three  proofs  of 
forty-eight  pages  of  the  House  Journal, 
as  such  pages  will  appear  when  finally 
printed,  such  proofs  to  be  furnished 
within  one  day  after  the  copy  of  such 
batch  of  forty-eight  pages  shall  have 
been  furnished  by  the  Journal  Clerk  to 
the  contractor;  and  it  is  further  pro- 
vided, that  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the

that  is  available,  provided  that  the 
chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Contin- 
gent Expenses  shall* not  issue  voucher 
for  said  amount  until  the  Journal  Clerk 
has  certified  to  him  that  the  Journals 
have  been  published  and  delivered  in 
accordance  with  the  provisions  of  this 
resolution.

REMARKS  OF  MR.  STEWART  OF 
REEVES. 

Mr.  Stewart  of  Reeves  sent  up  to  the 
Clerk's  desk  the  following  remarks  un- 
der a  question  of  personal  privilege, 
and  asked  that  they  be  printed  in  the 
Journal. 

There  was  no  objection  oflfered. 

I  believe  that  when  a  man  says  any- 
thing in  the  heat  of  passion  th&b  is  in 
error  he  should  be  man  enough  to  re- 
tract in  his  cooler  moments.  On  the 
other  hand,  a  statement  that  is  made 
deliberately  and  cool  and  is  one  of  facts, 
should  not  be  retracted  from  though 
kings,  potentates  or  governors  may  try 
to  refute. 

I  feel  very  grateful  to  the  House  for 
the  vote  of  confidence  that  I  feel  tlie 
Davis  Mountain  Park  proposition,  the 
committee,  and  myself  received  yester- 
day. No  honor  could  you  confer  upon 
me  greater  than  to  say  I  am  honest 
and  truthful.  Notwithstanding  this  I 
note  that  on  the  first  page  and  first 
column  of  the  Dallas  News  today  Gov- 
ernor Neff  denies  he  made  any  such 
statement  to  me  that  I  made  in  my 
speech  of  yesterday.  They  quote  him 
as  saying,  "That  Mr.  Stewart's  remarks 
were  all  wrong." 

You  may  not  realize  it,  but  the  inci- 
dent of  yesterday  was  not  one  that  I 
relished,  and  I  believe  those  present 
realize  that  it  was  not  my  purpose  to 
reveal  to  the  House  the  private  con- 
versation between  the  Governor  and  my- 
self, but  the  questions  propounded  to 
me  on  the  floor  of  the  House  in  defense 


of  my  park  resolution  necessitated  my 
doing  so.  My  earliest  teachings  in  my 
very  humble  parental  home  were  to  be 
honest  and  truthful  under  all  circum- 
stances no  matter  what  might  be  the 
consequences.  While  those  who  taught 
me  these  things  have  long  since  gone  to 
their  reward,  I  have,  to  the  best  of  my 
ability,  adhered  to  these  principles 
through  life.  As  to  how  I  have  done 
since  I  have  been  a  member  of  the  Texas 
Legislature,  the  members  who  have 
served  with  me  during  the  Thirty-sixth 
and  Thirty-seventh  are  at  liberty  to  say. 

In  today's  Star-Telegram  and  also  in 
the  Austin  American,  are  printed  the 
reasons  the  Governor  gave  for  vetoing 
House  Concurrent  Resolution  No.  17,  to 
which  I  wish  to  refer  briefly. 

**I  herewith  file  with  you  House  Con- 
current Resolution  No.  17,  with  my  veto 
and  disapproval. 

"1.  For  the  reason  that  the  res- 
olution provides  that  the  trip  and  in- 
spection and  investigation  mentioned 
in  said  resolution  shall  be  made  not 
later  than  September  1,  1921;  and,  as 
the  committee  is  composed  of  the  Leg- 
islature, which  is  still  in  session,  it  is 
impossible  for  them  to  perform  the  work 
prior  to  September  1st." 

Replying  to  this,  I  will  state  that 
a  House  concurrent  resolution  extending 
the  time  of  the  committee  had  passed 
the  House  and  Senate  before  the  Gov- 
ernor's veto,  and  I  so  informed  the  €rov- 
ernor  before  he  had  vetoed  the  resolu- 
tion, therefore  this  reason  falls  to  the 
ground. 

"2.     Because    the   object   of    the   res- 
olution   is    the    establishment    of  State 
parks   and   directs   the   committee   only 
to  visit   one  place  in   Texas,   when,  as 
a  matter  of  fact,  the  establishment  of 
parks   throughout  the   State  is  a  mat- 
ter   of   general    interest    and    partiality 
to    one   particular    locality   is   too    sec- 
tional to  be  in  keeping  with  an  under- 
taking as  laudable  as  the  establishment 
of  parks  as  pleasure  resorts  and  breath- 
I  ing  spots  throughout  the  State." 
I      Replying    to    this,    I    will    say    that 
I  another  House  concurrent  resolution  had 
I  passed  both  the  House  and  Senate  and 
I  was   in   the   hands   of  the   Governor   at 
I  the   time   of   his   veto,    instructing   this 
.  same    committee   to   visit   Frio   canyon, 
'  and  this  would  make  the  Grovernor  50 
!  per   cent   wrong   by   the   record   in   his 


hands.  And  further,  when  I  conferred 
with  the  Governor  befoi-e  House  Con- 
current Resolution  No.  17  was  intro- 
duced  when    he    asfured^ma  Jt   would 
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have  his  hearty  approval,  I  stated  to 
him  it  was  for  the  Davis  mountains 
only,  and  I  also  left  in  the  Governor's 
hands  a  copy  of  the  resolution  that 
passed  both  houses  without  a  change  of 
a  word,  and  he  had  that  copy  more  than 
fifty-five  hours  before  he  gave  me  the 
same  assurance  on  the  fioor  of  this  very 
House  after  the  resolution  had  passed 
both  houses.  And  if  he  had  not  read 
it  during  tuat  time,  it  is  no  reason  he 
should  violate  his  word  to  me. 

''3.  Because  the  resolution  provides 
for  a  committee  of  eleven,  which,  to- 
gether with  the  necessary  secretaries 
and  assistants,  would  be  too  cumber- 
some for  effective  work  and  unnecessar- 
ily expensive.** 

My  reply  to  this  last  reason  is  this: 
The  resolution  did  not  provide  for  sec- 
retaries and  assistants.  In  this  the 
Governor  is  100  per  cent  to  the  bad. 
And  furthermore,  the  resolution  that  he 
should  have  read  provided  for  eleven 
members.  And  I  also  stated  that  fact 
to  him  in  our  first  talk  when  he  prom- 
ised to  approve  it.  I  think  I  have  shown 
conclusively  that  the  reasons  the  Grov- 
ornor  gave  are  no  reasons  at  all,  much 
less  of  that  importance  that  he  should 
violate  what  should  be  and  is  to  most 
people  a  sacr(>d  vow.  .^d  tlierefore  we 
must  go  back  to  the  unwritten  reason 
for  the  facts  which  I  wish  to  briefly 
review : 

On  the  morning  of  August  8th,  being 
Monday  morning,  in  conference  with 
Senator  Dudley,  Representatives  Jones 
and  Quaid,  we  discussed  whether  we 
would  introduce  our  park  resolution  as 
a  simple  resolution  in  both  houses  or  as 
a  concurrent  resolution  in  the  House. 
8(>nator  Dudley  suggested  that  inasmuch 
as  any  future  action  in  locating  a  park 
would  have  to  be  referred  to  the  Gov- 
<'rnor,  it  would  not  be  best  to  have  it 
appear  that  we  were  trying  to  go  around 
liim  now.  And  that  if  he  would  approve 
a  concurrent  resolution  he  would  be 
more  or  less  committed  to  the  park  idea 
and  we  would  have  more  favorable  con- 
sideration at  his  hands.  However,  we 
all  agreed  it  would  be  better  to  have  a 
concurrent  resolution  if  the  Governor 
would  approve  of  it,  and  I  was  delegated 
to  interview  him  at  once  so  we  would 
know  whether  to  introduce  simple  reso- 
lutions that  he  could  not  veto  or  a  con- 
current resolution.  I  went  at  once  to  ! 
his  office  and  had  a  conference  about  9  1 
a.  m.  August  8th.  In  my  interview  i 
with  him  I  told  him  that  unless  I  was  | 
assured  of  his  approval  I  would  not  in-  j 


troduce  the  concurrent  resolution  at  all, 
having  in  mind,  of  course,  that  we  would 
introduce  the  simple  resolution.  He 
told  me  positively  he  would  approve  it; 
that  it  was  a  proposition  in  which  he 
had  a  great  interest;  that  he  made  a 
trip  through  the  Davis  mountains  on 
January  1,  1020,  when  he  was  making 
his  campaign;  that  Mr.  W.  W.  Mc- 
Cutcheon  took  him  through  the  moun- 
tains in  an  automobile;  that  he  was  an 
old  schoolmate  of  Mr.  McOutcheon; 
that  he  was  much  impressed  with  the 
beautiful  scenery,  and  that  it  should 
be  a  State  park.  And  he  said:  '1  am 
so  strong  for  it  I  am  going  to  do  a 
thing  that  is  not  my  custom  and  say 
to  you  I  will  sign  your  resolution  if  it 
passes."  I  came  back  to  the  Senate 
and  House  at  once  and  so  informed  Sen- 
ator Dudley,  Representatives  Jones  and 
Quaid,  and  the  latter  joined  me,  with 
others,  in  introducing  House  Concur- 
rent Resolution  No.  17.  I  refer  you  to 
these  gentlemen  for  a  verification  of 
these  facts. 

The  result  was  that  House  Concurrent 
Resolution  No.  17  passed  the  House  that 
same  morning.  A  Mr.  Geo.  H.  Clements 
was  here  representing  the  Davis  Moun- 
tain Park  committee,  and  as  a  general 
meeting  was  to  be  held  at  Fort  Davis 
on  Wednesday,  August  10th,  in  the  in- 
terest of  the  proposd  State  park,  we 
concluded  it  was  best  for  him  to  return 
as  Senator  Dudley  was  sure  it  would 
pass  the  Senate  before  the  Fort  Davis 
meeting.  I  instructed  Mr.  Clements  to 
assure  the  people  at  the  meeting  that 
if  they  got  a  wire  from  me  that  the 
resolution  had  passed  the  Senate  to  go 
ahead  and  make  all  the  arrangements 
for  the  entertaining  and  taking  the  com- 
mittee through  the  mountains,  as  it 
was  absolutely  sure  when  it  got  by  the 
Senate.  You  see,  I  had  been  trusting 
more  to  what  the  Governor  had  told  me 
than  to  the  predictions  of  Senator  Dud- 
ley, but  I  have  changed.  The  press  was 
in  error  when  stating  our  people  had 
held  picnics,  etc.,  to  celebrate  the  vic- 
tory, but  I  did  say  they  went  ahead  on 
my  word  and  ins^ctions  and  incurred 
all  the  expenses  necessary  to  entertain 
the  party  and  assist  them  on  their  trip. 
The  resolution  passed  the  Senate  Wed- 
nesday morning,  10th  inst.,  and  I  wired 
the  Davis  Mountain  Park  committee  at 
Fort  Davis  at  once,  and  my  wire  ar- 
rived while  the  meeting  was  in  session 
and  they  made  the  arrangements  that 
were  necessary. 

As  I   stated  yesterday,  the  Governor 
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never  said  a  word  to  me  about  disap- 
proving   the    resolution    until    fourteen 
days  after  I  first  talked  with  him  and 
twelve  days  after  the  resAution  passed 
both   houses   and   twelve   days   after    I 
had  a  second  assurance  from  him,  and 
I  had  such  unbounded  confidence  in  his 
word  that  I  had  made  no  further  in- 
vestigation  as   to  his   approval  of   the 
resolution.     And   had   not  this   Second 
Called  Session  been  called  our  park  res- 
olution and  all  our  hopes  would  have 
^one  glimmering  and  my  disappointment 
and  overthrow  would  have  been  complete. 
Kow  to  the  unwritten  reason,  I  want 
to   reiterate  all  I  said  yesterday  about 
his    objection   to   the  personnel   of   the 
committee.     And  further,  to  state  that 
he  said:     "That  that  bunch  of  men  are 
ag^ainst  everything   I   am   for   and   for 
everything  that  I  am  against.    I  would 
like  to  go  out  to  the  mountains  myself, 
but  I  would  not  go  with  those  men,  and 
I   am  sure  they  would  not  want  me  to 
go   with  them,   so   it  is  mutual."     He 
further   said   he   would   rather   send   a 
committee  out  there   and  pay   the  ex- 
pense himself  than  have  that  bunch  go. 
It  may  be  that  if  one  change  had  been 
made    he    would    have    been    satisfied. 
However,  you  can  judge  from  what  he 
said,   which   is   as   follows:    That  if  a 
certain  member  of  this  House  had  been 
put  on  that  committee  it  would  have 
been  copped  out  right.     You  will  have 
to    judge   what   was   meant.     He   also 
said  that  there  was  one  member  of  the 
committee   whom   he   would   not  allow 
to  come  into  his  office  and  talk  to  him 
on  a  matter  of  legislation  for  a  minute. 
The  Governor  has  not  specifically  de- 
nied making  this  statement  I  stated  that 
he  did  make,  but  says  I  was  all  wrong 
as  to  these  statements  being  his  reason 
for  vetoing  the  bill.     If  he  does  deny 
that  he  made  the  statements   he  then 
leaves    the   matter    up    to    veracity    of 
the  Qovemor  of  this  great  State  and 
a   humble   member   of   the   Legislature. 
But   I    want  to   state  that   if   I    were 
uttering  my  last  words  I  would  repeat 
just  what  I  have  stated  above,  and  if 
the  Ck>vernor  be  the  man  I  believe  him 
to  be  he  will  never  deny  what  I  have 
stated  that  he  did  say. 

I  might  say  more,  but  think  this  is 
sufficient  and  will  close  by  thanking  the 
members  of  the  Legislature  for  their 
kind  indulgence,  and  hope  the  time  will 
come  when  the  piney  woods  of  East 
Texas  and  the  dalls  and  dales  of  North 
Texas  and  the  balmy  bathing  beaches  of 
South  Texas,  the  healthful  and  invigor- 


ating climate  of  West  Texas  will  be  ap- 
preciEited  and  enjoyed  by  all  of  Texas, 
and  this  great  and  glorious  State  shall 
be,  in  the  language  of  Webster,  "One 
and  inseparable  now  and  forever.*' 

I  send  up  the  following  copy  of  pro- 
posed House  concurrent  resolution  de- 
livered to  me  by  the  Attorney  General's 
Department  at  the  instance  of  the  Gov- 
ernor after  he  had  vetoed  my  resolution, 
and  I  suppose  he  meant  it  as  an  epi- 
taph to  my  supposed  dead  park  resolu- 
tion. You  may  see  the  section  referring 
to  the  appointment  of  committee. 

Whereas,  Amid  the  boundless  area  of 
Texas  there  are  many  picturesque  can- 
yons, rugged  mountainsides  and  charm- 
ing woodland  valleys,  beauty  spots  by 
running  streams,  and  pleasant  groves 
along  many  of  our  permanent  highways 
in  all  parts  of  the  State;  and 

Whereas,  These  beautiful  places  in 
tracts  of  land,  large  and  small,  should 
be  preserved  as  health  resorts  and 
breathing  spots  for  the  people  generally; 
and 

Whereas,  It  ig  desirable  that  some  of 
the  larger  mountainous  areas  be  taken 
under  State  control  as  the  ''last  refuge" 
for  wild  animals;  and 

Whereas,  In  some  of  these  proposed 
State  parks  large  lakes  can  be  easily 
formed  by  the  judicious  construction  of 
dams  which  will  conserve  the  flood 
waters  and  not  only  make  pleasure  re- 
sorts, but  will  furnish  water  with  which 
to  irrigate  thousands  of  acres  of  fer- 
tile land  in  the  valleys  below,  thus  add- 
ing to  the  taxable  wealth  of  the  State; 
and 

Whereas,  There  are  many  philan- 
thropic citizens  of  the  State  who  no 
doubt  would  be  glad  to  donate  some  of 
the  small  beauty  spots  of  the  State  to 
public  service;  therefore,  be  it 

Resolved  by  the  House  of  Represent- 
atives, the  Senate  concurring,  that  the 
Governor  of  the  State  be  authorized  to 
appoint  a  committee  of  five,  to  serve 
without  pay,  to  be  known  as  the  State 
Park  Committee,  with  authority  to  re- 
ceive, under  direction  of  the  Attorney 
General,  a  deed  or  deeds  of  the  State 
to  any  property  suitable  for  park  pur- 
poses that  any  citizen  of  the  State  may 
desire  to  donate  for  such  purpose;  that 
said  committee  may  also  have  authority 
to  visit  various  parts  of  the  State  and 
take  option  on  any  tracts  of  land  which 
in  their  opinion  could  be  used  for  State 
parks  and  report  all  such  donations, 
findings  and  options  to-the  nexjt  session 
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of  the  Legislature  for  such,  action  as 
that  body  may  deem  wise;  be  it  further 
Resolved,  That  the  actual  traveling 
expenses  incurred  by  the  committee  while 
making  the  inspection  and  investiga- 
tion as  herein  provided  for  shall  be  paid 
from  the  contingent  fund  of  either  the 
First  or  Second  Called  Session  of  the 
Thirty-seventh  Legislature.

6.  Amend  bill  by  striking  out  the 
word  "Franklin"  in  District  No.  35  and 
insert  in  lieu  thereof  the  word  "Mor- 
ris." 

7.  Amend  bill  by  striking  out  the 
word  "six"  in  District  No.  78  and  in- 
sert in  lieu  thereof  the  word  "five." 

8.  Amend  bill  by  creating  a  new  dis- 
trict to  be  known  as  District  No.  127, 
which  shall  be  composed  of  the  county 
of  Bastrop,  and  shall  be  entitled  to 
elect  one  Representative. 

9.  Amend  bill  by  striking  out  the 
word  "Bastrop"  out  of  District  No.  81. 

10.  Amend  Section  2  of  the  bill  so 
that  the  returning  counties  shall  be  as 
follows : 

In  the  Third  District,  Marion  county. 

In  the  One  Hundred  and  Twenty-sixth 
District,  Hopkins  county. 

In  the  Thirty-fifth  District,  Titus 
county. 

11.  Amend  bill  by  adding  to  the 
Fifty-first  District,  Dallas  county.

interest  and  principal  of  certain  bondn 
of  said  railroad  owned  by  the  perma- 
nent school  fund  of  this  State,  and  de- 
claring   an   emergency."
